6 IT And God said, Let there be a 
firmament in the midst of the waters, 
and let it divide the waters firom the 
waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, 
and divided the waters which ^^r^ 
under the firmament from the waters 
which were above the firmament: 
and it was so. 

8 And God called the firmament 
Heaven. And the evening and the 
morning were the second day. 

• 9 IT And God said, Let the waters 
under the heaven be gathered toge- 
ther unto one place, and let the diy 
land appear : and it was so. 

10 And God called the dry land 
Earth; and the gathering together of 
the waters called he Seas: and God 
saw that it was good. 

11 And God said. Let the earth 
bring forth grass, the herb yielding 
seed, and the fruit tree yielding fitiit 
after his kind, whose seed is in itself, 
upon the earth: and.it was so. 



12 And the earth brought forth 
grass, and herb yielding seed after 
his kind, and the tree yielding fruit, 
whose seed was in itself, after his 
kind : and God saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the third day. 

14 IT And God said. Let there be 
lights in the firmament of the heaven 
to divide the day firom the night; 
and let them be for signs, and for 
seasons, and for days, and years : 

15 Ajid let them be for lights in the 
firmament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth : and it was so. 

1 6 And God made two great lights ; 
the greater light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light to rule the night : he 
made the stars also. 

17 And God set them in the firma- 
ment of the heaven to give light upon 
the earth, 

18 And to rule over the day and 
over the night, and to divide the light 
from the darkness : and God saw that 
it was good. 

19 And the evening and the morn^ 
ing were the fourth day. 

20 IT And God said. Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl that 
may fly above the earth in the open 
firmament of heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that moveth, 
which the waters brought forth abun- 
dantly, after their kind, and every 
winged fowl after his kind : and God 
saw that it was good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill 
the waters in the seas, and let fowl 
multiply in the earth. 

23 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the fifth day. 
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24 ^ And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature after 
his kind, cattle, and creeping thing, 
and beast of the earth after his kind : 
and it was so. 

25 And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after 
their kind, and every thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth after his kind : and 
God saw that it was good. 

26 ^ Aiid Gt)d said. Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness : 
and let them have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over the cattle, and over 
all the earth, and over every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth; 

27 So Grod created man in his ottm 
image, in the image of God created he 
him ; male and female created he them. 

28 And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earlii, and 
subdue it: and have dominion over 
the fish of tiie sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth. 

29 IT And Grod said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the 
earth, and every tree, in the which is 
the fruit of a toree yielding seed ; to 
you it shall be for meat. 

30 And to eveiy bea^ of the eaxth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, wherein there is life, / have 
given every green herb for meat : and 
it was so. 

31 And God saw every thing that 
he had made, and, behold, it was very 
good. And the evening and the 
moming were the sixth day.

2 And on the seventh day GtKi 
ended his work which he had made ; 
and he rested on the seventh day from 
all his work which he had made. 

3 And God blessed the seventh day, 
and sanctified it : because that in it he 
had rested from all his work which 
God created and made. 

4 % These are the generations of the 
heavens and of the earth when they 
were created, in the day that the 
Lord Grod made the earth and the 
heavens, 

5 And every plant of the field be- 
fore it was in the earth, and every 
herb Of the field before it grew : for 
the Lord God had not caused it to 
rain upon the earth, and there was 
not a man to till the ground. 

6 But there went up a mist from 
the earth, and watered the whole face 
of the ground* 

7 And the Lord Gtxl formed man 
^the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; 
and man became a living soul. 

8 ^ And the Lord Grod planted a 
garden eastward in Eden ; and there 
he put the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out o( the ground madebthe 
Lord God to grow every tree that 
is pleasant to the sight, a^id good for 
food ; the tree of life also in the 
midst of the garden, and the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. 

10 And a river went out of Ed^i to 
water the garden ; and from thetice 
it was parted, and became into four 
heads. 

11 The name of the first is Pison: 
that is it which compasseth the 
whole land of Havilah, where there 
is gold ; 

12 And the gold of that land is 
good : there is bdellium and the onyx 
stone. 

13 And the name of the second 
river is Gihon: the same is it that 
compasseth the whole land of Ethi- 
opia. 

14 And the name of the third river 
is Hiddekel: that is it which goeth 
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toward the east of Assyria* And the 
fourth river is Euphrates. 

15 And the Lord God took the 
man, and put him into the garden 
of Eden to dress it and to keep it. 

16 And the Lord Grod commanded 
the man, saying, Of every tree of th© 
garden thou mayest freelv eat : 

17 But of the tree oi the know- 
lodge of good and evil, thou shalt not 
eat of it: for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die. 

18 IT And the Lord God said, It is 
not good that the man should he alone ; 
I will make him a help meet for him. 

19 And out of the ground th© 
Lord God formed every heast of the 
field, and every fowl of the air ; and 
hrought them unto Adam to see what 
he would call them: and whatsoever 
Adam called every living creature, 
that was ihe name thereof. 

20 And Adam gav^ names to all 
cattle, and to the fowl of tiie air, and 
to every heast of the field ; hut for 
Adam there was not found a help 
meet for him. 

21 And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, and h© 
slept ; and he took one of his rihs, and 
closed up the flesh instead thereof 

22 And the rih, which the Lord Grod 
had taken firom man, made he a wo^ 
ihan, and hrought her imto the man. 

23 And Adam said, This is now 
hone of my hones, and flesh of my 
flesh: she shall he called Woman, 
because she was taken out of man. 

24 Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife : and they shall 
he one flesh. 

25 And they were both naked, ttie 
man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed.

2 And the woman said unto the 
serpent. We may eat of the fruit of 
ihe trees of the garden: 

3 But of the fruit of the tree which 
is in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said. Ye shall not eat of it, nei* 
ther shall ye touch it, lest ye die. 

4 And the serpent said unto the 
woman, Ye shall not surely die: 

5 For God doth know that in th^ 
day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall he opened ; and ye shall be as 
gods> knowing good and evil. 

6 And when the woman saw that 
the tree was goo(^ for food, and that 
it was pleasant to the eyes, and a 
tree to he desired to make one wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat, and gave also unto her husband 
with her; and he did eat. 

7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they were 
naked} and they sewed fig leaves to- 
gather, and made themselves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the 
Lord God walking in tiie garden in 
the cool of the day: and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the 
presence of the Lord GoA amongst 
the trees of the garden. 

9 And the Lord God called imto 
Adam, and said imto him, Where 
art thou?

12 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest to be with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

13 And the Lord Grod said unto 
the woman, What is this that thou 
hast done ? And the woman said, The 
serpent beguiled me, and I did eat 

14 And the Lord God said unto 
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the serpent, Because thou hast done 
tills, thou art cursed above all cattle, 
and above every beast of the field; 
upon thy belly shalt thou go, and 
dust shalt thou eat all the days of thy 
Ufe: 

15 And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed; it shall bruise thy 
head, and thou shalt bruise his heel. 

16 Unto the woman he said, I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy 
conception; in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth children ; and thy desire 
shall be to thy husband, and he shall 
rule over thee, 

1 7 And unto Adam he said, Because 
thou hast hearkened unto the voice 
of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, 
of which I commanded thee, saying. 
Thou shalt not eat of it: cursed is the 
ground for thy sake ; in sorrow shalt 
thou eat of it all the days of thy life ; 

18 Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt 
eat the herb of the field. . 

19 In the sweat of thy faoe shalt 
thou eat bread, till thou return unto 
the ground; for out of it wast thou 
taken: for dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife's name 
Eve; because she was the mother of 
all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of 
skins, and clothed them. 

22 IT And the Lord God said. Be- 
hold, tiiie man is become as one of 
us, to know good and evil: and now, 
lest he put forth his hand, and take 
also of the tree of life, and eat, and 
live for ever : 

23 Therefore the Lord God sent 
him forth firom the garden of Eden, 
to till the ground from whence he 
was taken. 

24 So he drove out Uie man : and 
he placed at the east of the garden 
of Eden cherubim, and a flaming 
sword which turned every way, to 
keep the way of the tree of life.

12 When thou tillest the ground, it 
shall not henceforth yield unto thee 
her strength ; a fugitive and a vaga- 
bond shalt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lord, 
My punishment is greater than I can 
bear. 

14 Behold, thou hast driven me

22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubal- 
cain, an instructor of every artificer 
in bi'ass aaid iron : and the sifter of 
Tubal-cain was Naamah. 

23 And Lamech said unto his 
wives, Adah and Zillah, hear my 
voice ; ye wives of Lamech, hearken 
unto my speech : for I have slain a 
man to my wounding, and a yoimg 
maa to my hurt. 

24 If Cain shall be avenged seven- 
fold, truly Lamech seventy and seven- 
fold.

IF And Seth lived a hundred and 
five years, and begat Enos: 

7 And Seth lived after he begat 
Enos eight hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters: 

8 And all the days of Seth were 
nine hundred and twelve years: and 
he died. 

9 IF And Enos lived ninety years, 
and begat Cainan: 

10 Aoid Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

11 And all the days of Enos were 
nine hundred and five years: and he 
died. 

12 IF And Cainan lived seventy 
years, and begat Mahalaleel: 

13 And Cainan lived after he begat 
Mahalaleel eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

14 And all the days 6f Cainan 
were nine hundred and ten years: 
and he died. 

15 IF And Mahalaleel lived sixty 
and five years, and begat Jared: 

9 
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16 And Mahalaleel lived after he 
begat Jared ^ght hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel 
were eight hundred ninety and five 
years: and he died. 

18 1[ And Jared lived a hundred 
sixty and two years, and he begat 
Enoch: 

19 And Jared lived after he begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and be* 
gat sous and daughters: 

20 And all the days of Jared were 
nine hundred sixty and two years: 
and he died. » 

21 1[ And Enoch lived sixty and 
five years, and begat Methuselah : 

22 And Enoch walked with God 
after he begat Methuselah three 
hundred years, and begat sons and 
daughters: 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years: 

24 And Enoch walked, with God: 
and he was not; for God took him. 

25 And Methuselah lived a hun- 
dred eighty and seven yeafs, and 
begat Lamech: 

26 And Methu^lah lived after he 
begat Lamech seven hundred eighty 
and two years, and begat sons and 
daughters: 

27 And all the days of Methuselah 
were nine hundred sixty and nine 
years: and he died. 

28 1[ And Loimech lived a hun- 
dred eighty and two years, and begat 
a son: 

29 And he called his name Noah, 
saying. This same shall comfort us 
concerning our work and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which 
the Lqhd hath cursed. 

30 And Lamech lived after he be- 
gat Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

31 And all the days of Lamech 
were seven hundred seventy and 
seven years: and, he died. 

32 And Noah was five hundred 
years old: tod Noah begat Shem^ 
Ham^ and Japheth.

T And the Lord said, I will de- 
stroy man whom I have created from 
the face of the earth; both man, and, 
beast, and the creeping thing, and 
the fowls of the air; for it repenteth 
me that I have made them. 

8 But Noah found grace in the 
eyes of the Lord. 

9 1[ These are the generations of 
Noah: Noah was a just man and 
perfect in his generations, and Noah 
walked with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt be- 
fore God; and the earth was filled 
with violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behpld, it was corrupt; for all 
flesh had corrupted his way upon the 
earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The

end of all flesh is come before me ; 
for the earth is filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I will 
destroy them with the earth. 

14 IF Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood ; rooms shalt thou make in 
the ark, and shalt pitch it within and 
without with pitch. 

15 And this is the fashion whvbh 
thou shalt make it of: The length of 
the ark shall be three hundred cubits, 
the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to 
the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish 
it above; and the door of the ark 
shalt ttiou set. in the side thereof; 
with lower, second, and third stories 
shalt thou make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring 
a flood of watere upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven ; and every 
tiling that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish my 
covenant ; and thou shalt come into 
the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons' wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sor^ shalt thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them alive with 
thee ; they shall be male and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep- 
ing thing of the earth after his kind ;

21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt 
gather it to thee; and it shall be for 
food for thee, and for them. 

22 Thus did Noah ; according to all 
that God commanded him, so did he.

7 ^ And Noah went in, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons' wives 
with him, into the ark, because of the 
waters of the flood. 

8 Ofclean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of every 
thing that cre€5)eth upon the earth, 

9 There went in two arid two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah* 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood 
were upon the earth. 

11 1[ In the six hundredth year of 
Noah's life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the 
same day were all the fountains of the 

.great deep broken up, and the windows 
of heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered 
Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and Ja- 
pheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah's 
wife, and the three wives ot his sons 
with them, into the ark; 

14 They, and every beast afl;er his 
kind, and all the cattle after their 
kind, and every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after his 
kind, and every fowl afl;er his kind, 
every bird of every sort. 

15 And they went in unto Noah 
into the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life.

20 Fifteen cuhits upward did the 
waters prevail; and the mountains 
were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the earth, hoth of fowl, and of 
cattle, and of heast, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, and every man : 

22 All in whose nostrils was the 
breath of life, of all that wa>s in the 
dry land^ died. 

23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face 
of the ground, both man, and cattle, 
and the creeping things, and the fowl 
of the heaven ; and they were de- 
stroyed from the earth : and Noah 
only remained aJivey and they that 
were with him in the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon 
the earth a hundred and fifty days. 

CHAPTER yill. 

1 The Katera assuage. 4 Tlie ark resteth on Ararat. 7 
The raven and the dove. 15 Noahy being eommandedf 

. 1 8 goeih forth out of the ark. 20 He buildeth an altar, 
and offereth sacrifice^ 21 which Ood accepteth, and 
jn-cmiseth to curse the earth no mare, 

AND Crod remembered Noah, and 
. every living thing, and all the 
cattle that tinis with him in the ark: 
and God made a wind to pass over 
the earth, and the waters assuaged. 

2 The fountains also of the deep 
and the windows of heaven were 
stopped, and the rain fr(»n heaven 
was restrained. 

3 And the waters returned &om off 
the earth continually: and after the 
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end of the hundred and fifty days the 
waters were abated. 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ararat. 

5 And the waters decreased con- 
tinually until the tenth montii: in 
the tenth month, on the first clay of 
the month, were the tops of the 
mountains seen. 

6 ^ And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days, that Noah opened the win- 
dow of the ark which he had made: 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
went forth to and fro, until the wa- 
ters were dried up from off the earth. 

6 Also he sent forth a dove from 
him, to see if the waters were abated 
from off the face of the ground. 

9 But the dove foimd no rest for 
the sole of her foot, and she returned 
unto him into the ark ; for the wa- 
ters were on the face of the whole 
earth. Then he put forth his hand, 
and took her, and pulled her in unto 
him into the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet otiier seven 
days; and again he sent forth the 
dove out of the ark. 

11 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening, and, lo, in her mouth 
was an olive leaf plucked off: so Noah 
knew that the waters were abated 
from off the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and sent forth the dove, which re- 
turned not again unto him any mcMre. 

13 1[ And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, 
the waters w^e dried up from off the 
earth : and Noah removed the cover- 
ing of the ark, and looked, and, be- 
hold, the face of the ground was dry. 

14 And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried. 

16 1[ And Grod spake unto Noah, 
sajring. 

16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and 
^y wife, and thy sons, and thy sons' 
wives with thee.

17 Bring f(»rth with thee every 
living thing that is with thee, of ail 
flesh, both of fowl, and of cattle, and 
of every creeping, thing that creepeth 
upon the earth; that they may hreed 
abundantly in the earth, and be fruit- 
ful, and nmltiply upim the earth. 

18 And Noah went fsrth^ and his 
ions, and his wife, and his sons' 
wives with him : 

19 Every beast, every creeping 
thing, and every ibwl, 4md whatso^ 
ever creepeth. upon the earthy after 
their kinds, went forth out of the axk. 

SO IF And Noah builded an altar un« 
to the LoKD ; and todc of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt offerings on the altar. 

21 And tiie LokD smelled a sweet 
savour; and the Lobd said in his 
heart, I will not again curse the 
ground any more for man's sake; 
for the imagination of man's heart 
%$ evil from his youih : neither will 
I again smite any more every thing 
living, as I have done. 

22 While the eartii remcdneth, seed- 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, 
and summer and winter, and day and 
night shall not cease. 

CHAPTER IX.

2 And the fear of you and the dread 
of you shall be upon every beast of 
the earth, and upon every fowl of the 
air, upon all that moveth upon the 
earth, and upon all the fishes of the 
sea; into your hand are^they delivered. 

3 Every moving thing that liveih 
shall be meat iot ycai ; even as the 
green herb have I given you all things. 

4 But flesh with the life thereof, 
which is the blood thereof, shall ye 
not eat. 



5 And surely your blood of your 
lives will I require : at the hand of 
every beast will I require it, and at 
the hand of man; at the hand of 
every man's brother will I require 
the life of man. 

6 Whoso sheddeth man's blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed: for in 
the image of God made he man. 

7 And you, be ye fruitful, and 
multiply ; bring forth abundantly in 
the earth, and multiply therein. 

8 1[ And Grod spake unto Noah, 
and to his sons with him, saying, 

9 And I, behold, I establish my 
covenant with you, and with your 
seed after you ; 

10 And with every living (feature 
that is with you, of the fowl, of the 
cattle, and of every beast of the eartii 
with you ; from all tiiat go out of the 
ark, .to every beast of the earth. 

11 And I will establish my cove- 
nani with you ; neither shall all flesh 
be cut off any more by the waters of 
a flood ; neither shall there any more 
be a flood to destroy the earth. 

12 And God said. This is the to- 
ken of the covenant which I make 
between me and you, and every liv- 
ing creature that is with you, for 
p^qpetual generations : 

13 I do set my bow in the cloud, 
and it shall be for a token of a cove* 
nant betwe^a me and the earth. 

14 And it shall come to pass^ when 
I bring a cloud over the earth, that 
the bow shall be seen in the cloud : 

15 And I will remember my cove- 
nant, which is between me and you 
and every living creature of all flesh ; 
and the waters shall no more become 
a flood to destroy all flesh. 

16 And the bow shall be in the cloud; 
and I will look upon it, tfaisit I may re- 
member the everlasting covenant be- 
tween God and every living creature 
of all flesh that is upon the earth. 

17 And God said unto Noah, Thk 
is the token of the covenant, which 
I have established between me and 
all flesh that is upon the earth. 

13 
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18 ^ And the sons of Noah, that 
went forth of the ark^ were Shem, 
and Ham, and Japheth : and Ham is 
the father of Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of 
Noah : and of them waa the whole 
earth overbroad. 

20 And Noah hegan to be a hus- 
bandman, aoid he plaji^d avug^yard: 
4 21 And he drank of the wine, and 
was drunken ; and he was uncorered 
within his tent. 

22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his two brethren without, 

23 And Shem and Japheth took a 
garment, and laid it upon both their 
shoulders, and went backward, and 
covered the nakedness of their fa- 
ther ; and their faces ivere backward, 
and they saw not their father's na- 
kedness. 

24 And Noah awoke from his wine, 
and knew what his younger son had 
done unto him. 

25 And he said, Cui^ed be Canaan; 
a servant of servants shall he be unto 
his brethren. 

26 And he said. Blessed be the 
LoED Grod of Shem; and Canaan 
shall be his servant. 

27 God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shem ; 
and Canaan shall be his s^rant. 

28 IF And Noah lived after the 
flood three hundred and fifty years. 

29 And all the days of Noah were 
nine hundred and fifty years: and he 
died.

3 And the sons of Gomer; Ash- 

kenazy and Bij^iath, and Togaimah. 
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4 Aad the sons of Javan; Elishah, 
and Tarshish, Kittun, and Dodanim* 

6 By these were the isles of the 
Gentiles divided in their lands ; efrery 
one after his tongue, after their fami- 
lies, in their natiims. 

6 ^ And the sons of Ham ; Oush, 
and Mizraim^ and Phut^ and Canaan. 

7 And the sons of Cush; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabtah, and Raamah, 
and Sabtechaht aUd theadnaof Raa- 
mah ; Sheba, and Dedaa. 

8 And Cush begat Nimrod : he be- 
gan to be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hunter bef(»re 
the Lord : wh^iefore it is said. Even 
as Nimrod the mighty hunter before 
the Lord. 

10 And the beginning of his king- 
d<Hn was Babel, and Erech, and 
Accad, and Calneh, in the land of 
Shinar. 

11 Out of that land went forth 
Asshur, and builded Nineveh, and 
the city Behoboth, and Calah, 

12 And Resen between Nineveh 
and C^Iah: the same is a great city. 

13 And Mizraim begat Ludim, and 
Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naph- 
tuhim, 

14 And Pathrusim, and Casluhim, 
out of whom came Fhilistim,) and 
"^aphtorim. 

Id ^ And Canaan begat Sidon his 
firstborn, and Heth, 

16 And the Jebusite, and the 
Amorite, and the Girgfisite, 

17 And the Hlvite, and tiie Arkite, 
and the Sinite, 

18 And the Arvadite, and the Ze- 
marite, and tiie Hamathite : and 
afterward were the families of the 
Canaanites spread abroad. 

19 And the border of the Canaan- 
ites was from Sidon, as thou comest 
to Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou goest 
unto Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Ad- 
mah, and Zeboim, even unto Lasha. 

20 These are the sons of Ham, af- 
ter their families, after tiiieir t^tngues, 
in their coantrieSy and in their na- 
tions. 
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il % Unto Shem also, the father 
of all the children of Eher, the hrotber 
cf Japheth the elder, even to him 
irere children horn. 

22 The ohildrea of Shem ; Elian, 
and Asfihur,^ and Aiphaxad, and Lud, 
and Aram. 

23 And the children of Aram; Uz, 
•nd Hul, and Gether, and Mash. 

24 And Arphaxad begat Salah; 
and Salah begat Bber. 

25 And unto Eber were bom two 
sons: the naone of one ioas Feleg; 
for in his days was the earth divided ; 
and his brother's name was Joktan. 

26 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Shaleph, and Hatarmaveth, and Jerah, 

27 And Hadoram, and Uzal, and 
Diklah, 

28 And Obal, and Abimael, and 
Sheba, 

29 And Ophir, and Havilah,and Jo- 
bab : all these tjoere the sons of Joktan. 

30 And their dwelling was from 
Mesha, as thoa goest unto Sephar, a 
mount of the east. 

31 These are the sons of Shem, af- 
ter their famiiies, after their tongues, 
in their lands, after their nations. 

32 These are the families of the 
sons oi Noah, after their generations, 
in their nations : and by these were 
the nations divided in the earth after 
the flood. 

CHAPTER XL

2 And it came to pass, as they 
journeyed firom the east, that they 
found a plain in the land of Shinar ; 
and they dwelt there. 

3 And they said one to another, 6q 
to, let us make brick, and bum them 
thoroughly. And th&y had brick for 
stone, and slime had they ibr nunrtar* 

4 iind they said, Go to, let us buUd 
us a city, and a^tow^ whose top may 
reach unto heaven ; and let us mitke 



us a name, lest w© be scattered abroad 
upon the face of the whole earth. 

6 And the Lord came down to see 
the city and the tower, which the 
children of men builded. 

6 And the Lord said, Behold, the 
people is one, and they have all one 
language ; and this they begin to do: 
and now nothing will be restrained 
from them, which they have imagined 
to do. 

7 Go to, let us go down, and th^e 
oonibund tibeir language, that they 
may not understand one another's 
speech* 

8 So the Lord scattered them 
abroad Irom thence upon the face of 
all the earth: and l^ey left oflf to 
build the city. 

9 Th^efore is the name of it called 
Babel; because the Lord did there 
confound the language of all the 
eaartii: and from thence did ^e Lord 
scatter them abroad upon the face of 
all the earth. 

10 ^ These are ilie generations of 
Shem: Shem was a hundred yiears 
old, and begat Arphaxad two years 
after the flood: 

11 And Shem lived after he begat 
Arphaxad five hundred years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

12 And Arphaxad lived five and 
thirty years, and begat Salah: 

18 And Arphaxad lived after he 
begat Salah four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

14 And Salah lived tiiirty years, 
and begat Eber : 

15 And Salah lived after he begat 
Eber four hundred and three years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

16 And. Eber lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Peleg : 

17 And Eber lived after he begat 
Feleg foot hundred and thirty years, 
and begat sons d.nd daughters. 

18 And Peleg lived lAiirty years, 
and begat Reu : 

19 And Peleg lived after he begat 
Reu two hundr^ and nine years, and 
begat SOILS and daughters. 
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God caUeth AbramfK 



20 And Eeu lived two and thirty 
years, and b^at Serag : 

21 And Reu lived after he begat 
Serag two hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

22 And Serag lived thirty years, 
and begat Nahor: 

23 And Serag lived after he begat 
Nahor two hundred years, and bega^ 
sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twen- 
ty years, and begat Terah : 

25 And Nah(»r lived after he begat 
Terah a hundred and nineteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

26 And Terah lived seventy years, 
and begat Abram^ Nahor, and Haran. 

27 ^ Now these are the genera^ 
tions of Terah: Terah begat Abram, 
Nahor, and Haran ; and Haran begat 

, Lot. 

28 And Haran died before his fa- 
ther Terah in the land of his nativity, 
in Ur of the Chaldees. 

29 And Abram anci Nahor took 
them wives: the name of Abram's 
wife wm Sarai; and the name of 
Nahor's wife, Milcah, the daughter of 
Haran, the father of Milcah, and the 
father of Iscah. 

30 But Sarai was barren ; she had 
no child. 

31 And Terah took Abram his son, 
and Lot the son of Haran his son^s 
son, and Sarai his daughter in law, 
his son Abram's wife; and they 
went forth with them from Ur of 
the Chaldees, to go into the land of 
Canaan; and they ctune unto Haran, 
and dwelt there. 

32 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five years: and Terah 
died in Haran. 



CHAPTER XII.

NOW the Lord had said unto 
Abram, Gret thee out of thy 
16 



country, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father's house, unto a land 
that I will shew thee : 

2 And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and 
make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessmg: 

3 And I will bless them tiiat bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth thee : 
and in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed. * 

4 So Abram departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him; and Lot went 
with him : and Abram was seventy 
and five years old when he departed 
out of Haran. 

5 And Abram took Sarai his wife, 
and Lot his brother's son, and all 
their substance that they had ga« 
thered, and the souls that they had 
gotten in Haran; and they went 
forth to go into the land of Canaan ; 
and into the land of Canaan they 
came. 

6 IF And Abram passed through the 
land unto the place of Sichem, unto 
the plain of Moreh. And the Canaan- 
ite toas then in the land. 

7. And the Lord appeared unto 
Abram, and said, Unto thy seed will 
I give this land : and there builded 
he an altar unto the Lord, who ap« 
peared unto him. 

8 And he removed from thence un* 
to a mountain on the east of Beth-el, 
and pitched his tent, having Beth-el 
on the west, and Had on the east : 
and there he builded an altar unto 
the Lord, and called upon the name 
of the Lord. 

9 And Abram journeyed, going on 
stUl toward Uie south* 

10 % And there was a famine in 
the land: and Abram went down 
into Egjrpt to sojourn there ; for the 
famine ivas grievous in the land. 

1 1 And it came to pass, when he was 
come near to enter into Egypt, that 
he said unto Sarai his wife. Behold 
now, I know that thou art a fair 
woman to look upon : 

12 Therefore it i^all come to pass, 
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when the Egjrptians shall see thee, 
that they shall say, This is his wife : 
and they will kill me, but they will 
save thee alive. 

13 Say, I pray thee, thou art my 
sister : that it may be well with me 
for thy sake ; and my soul shall live 
because of thee. 

14 ^ And it came to pass, that 
when Abram was come into Egypt, 
the Egyptians beheld the woman that 
she was very fair. 

15 The princes also of Pharaoh saw 
her, and conmiended her before Pha- 
racdi : and the woman was taken into 
Pharaoh's house. 

16 And he entreated Abram well 
for her sake: aad he had sheep, and 
oxen, and he asses, and menservants, 
ajid maidservants, and she asses, and 
camels. 

17 And the Lord plagued Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues, 
because of Sarai, Abram's wife. 

18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and 
said. What is this that thou hast done 
unto me ? why didst thou not tell me 
that she was thy wife ? 

19 Why saidst thou. She is my 
sister ? so I might have taken her to 
me to wife: now therefore behold 
thy wife, take her^ and go thy way. 

20 And Pharaoh commanded Ms 
men concerning him : and they sent 
him away, and his wife, and all that 
he had. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 Ahram and Lot return out of Egypt. 7 Because of 
the diaagreement bekoeen their herJbnen, they part aeua^ 
der. 10 Lot goeth to wicked Sodom, 14 6od reneuteth 
the promite to Abram. \^He retnoveih to Hebron^ and 
there buildeth an altar. 

AND Abram w^it up out of Egypt, 
. he, and his wife, and all that he 
had, and Lot with him, into the south. 

2 And Abram was very rich in 
cattle, in silver, and in gold. 

3 And he went on his journeys from 
the south even to Beth-el, imto the 
place where his tent had been at 
the beginning, between Beth-el and 
Hai; 

4 Unto the place of the altar, which 
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he had ma.de there at the first: and 
there Abram called on the name of 
the Lord. 

6 II And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had flocks, and herds, and 
tents. 

6 And the land was not able to 
bear them, that they might dwell 
together: for their substance was 
great, so that they could not dwell 
t(^ther. 

7 And there was a strife between 
the herdmen of Abram's cattle and 
the herdmen of Lot's cattle : and the 
Canaanite and the Perizzite dwelt 
then in the land. 

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let 
there be no strife, I pray thee, be- 
tween me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen; for we 
be brethren. 

9 Is not the whole land before thee ? 
separate thyself, I pray thee, from 
me : if thou wilt take the left hand, 
then I will go to the right ; or if thou 
depart to the right hand, then I will 
go to the left. 

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld all the plain of Jordan, that 
it was well watered every where, be- 
fore the Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah, even as the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of Egypt, as thou 
comest unto Zoar. 

11 Then Lot chose him all the plain 
of Jordan; and Lot journeyed east: 
ajid they separated themselves the 
one from the other. 

12 Abram dwelt in the land of 
Canaan, and Lot dwelt in the cities 
of the plain; and pitohed his tent 
toward Sodom. 

13 But the men of Sodom were 
ivicked and sinners before the Lord 
exceedingly. 

14 H And the Lord said unto 
Abram, after that Lot was separated 
from him. Lift up now thine eyes, 
and look from the place where thou 
art northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and westward : 

15 For all the land which thouseest, 
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to thee will I give it, and to thy seed 
for ever. 

16 And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth : so that if a man can 
number the . dust of the earth, then 
shall thy seed also be numbered. 

17 Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it and in tide breadth of 
it ; for I will give it unto thee. 

18 Then Abram removed his tent, 
and came and dwelt in the plain of 
Manure, which is in Hebron, and built 
there an altar unto the Loaix 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Tlie battle of fonr king$ against iive, 12 Lot U taken 
priJMner. 14 Abram rescueih him. 18 MelchiMdek 
oleaaeth Abram, 20 Abram giveth him tithes. 22 The 
test of the spoils his partners having had their por- 
tionSy he restoreth to the king of Sodom, 

AND it came to pass in the days 
. of Amraphel king of Shinar, 
Arioch king of EUasar, Chedorlao- 
mer king of Elam, and Tidal king 
of nations; 

, 2 That these made war with Bera 
king of Sodom, and with Birsha king 
of Gomorrah, Shinab king of Ad- 
mah, and Shemeber king of Zeboiim, 
and the king of Belet, which is Zoar. 

3 All these were joined together in 
the vale of Siddim, which is the salt 
sea. 

4 Twelve years they served Che- 
dorlaomer, and in the thirteenth year 
they rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year came 
Chedorlaomer, and the kings that 
were with him, and smote the Re- 
phaim in Ashteroth Kamaim, and 
the Zuzim in Ham, and the Emim 
in Shaveh Kiriathaim, 

6 And the Horites in their mount 
Seir, unto El-paran, which is by the 
wilderness. 

7 And they returned, and came to 
En-mishpat, which is Eadesh, and 
smote all the country of the Ama- 
lekites, and also the Amorites, that 
dwelt in Hazezon-tamar. 

8 And there went out the king of 
Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, 
and the king of Admah, and the 
king of Zeboiim, and the king of 
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Bela, the same is Zoar; and they 
joined battle with them in the vale 
of Siddim ; 

9 With Chedorlaomer the king of 
Elam, and with Tidal king of nations, 
and Amraphel king of Shinar, and 
Arioch king of EUasar; four kings 
with five. 

10 And the vale of Siddim tvas full 
of slimepits ; and the kings of Sodom 
and Gomorrah fled, and fell theare ; 
and they that renmined fled to the 
mountain. 

11 And they took all the goods of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and all theix 
victuals, and went their way. 

12 And they took Lot, Abram's 
brother's son, who dwelt in Sodom, 
and his goods, and departed. 

13 1[ And there came one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the Hebrew ; 
for he dwelt in the plain of Mamre 
the Amorite, brother of Eshcol, and 
brother of Aner : and these toere con- 
federate with Abram. 

14 And when Abram heard that 
his brother was taken captive, he 
armed his trained servants^ born in 
his own house, three hundred and 
eighteen, and pursued them unto Dan. 

15 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his servantsj by night, 
and smote them, and pursued them 
unto Hobah, which is on the left 
hand of Damascus. 

16 And he brought back all the 
goods, and . also brought again his 
brother Lot, and his goods, and the 
women also, and the people. 

17 IF And the king of Sodom went 
out to meet him, after his return from 
the slaughter of Chedorlaomer and 
of the kings that were with him, at 
the valley of Shaveh, which is the 
king's dale. 

18 And Melchizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine : and he 
was the priest of the most high God. 

19 And he blessed hijn, and said, 
Blessed he Abram of the most high 
God, possessor of heaven and earth : 

20 And blessed be the most high 
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God, which hath delivered thine ene- 
mies into thy hand. And he gave 
him tithes of all. 

21 And the king of Sodom said 
unto Abram, Give me the persons, 
and take the goods to thyself. 

22 And Abram said to the king of 
Sodom, I have lifted up mine hand 
unto the Lord, the most high Gt)d, 
the possessor of heaven and earth, 

23 That I will not take from a 
thread even to a shoelatchet, and 
that I will not take any thing that is 
thine, lest thou shouldest say, I have 
made Abram rich : 

24 Save only that which the young 
men have eaten, and the portion of 
the men which went with me, Aner, 
Eshcol, and Mamre; let them take 
their portion. 

CHAPTER XV. 

2 Abram eomplaiiuth for 
want of an heir. 4 God promiseth him a son^ and a

AFTER these things the word of 
. the Lord came unto Abram in 
a vision, saying, Fear not, Abram: 
I (tm thy snield, and thy exceeding 
great reward. 

2 And Abram said, Lord God, what 
wilt thou give me, seeing I go child- 
less, and the steward of my house is 
this Eliezer of Damascus ? 

3 And Abram said. Behold, to me 
thou hast given no seed : and, lo, one 
bom in my house is mine heir. 

4 And, behold, the word of the 
Lord came imto him, saying, This 
shall not be thine heir ; but he that 
shall come forth out of thine own 
bowels shall be thine heir. 

5 And he brought him forth abroad, 
and said, Look now toward heaven, 
and tell the stars, if thou be able to 
number them : and he said imto him, 
So shall thy seed be. 

6 And he believed in the Lord; 
and he counted it to him for right- 
eousness. 

7 And he said unto him, I am the 
Lord that brouffht thee out of TTr of 



the Chaldees, to give thee' this land 
to inherit it. 

8 And he said, Lord God, whereby 
shall I know that I shall inherit it? 

9 And he said unto him. Take me 
a heifer of three years old, and a she 
goat of three years old, and a ram of 
three years old, and a turtledove, and 
a young pigeon. 

10 And he took unto him all these, 
and divided them in the midst, and 
laid each piece one against another : 
but the birds divided he not. 

11 And when the fowls came down 
upon the carcasses, Abram drove them 
away. 

12 And when the sun was going 
down, a deep sleep fell upon Abram ; 
and, lo, a horror of great darkness 
fell upon him. 

13 And he said unto Abram, Know 
of a surety that thy seed shall be a 
stranger in a land that is not theirs, 
and shall serve them; and they shall 
afflict them four hundred years ; 

14 And also that nation, whom they 
shall serve, will I judge : and after- 
ward shall they come out with great 
i^bstanoe. 

15 And thou shalt go to thy fathers 
in peace ; thou shalt be buried in a 
good old age. 

16 But in the fourth generation 
they shall come hither again : for the 
iniquity of the Amorites is not yet full. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when 
the sun went down, and it was dark, 
behold a smoking furnace, and a burn- 
ing lamp that passed between those 
pieces. 

18 Li the same day the Lord made 
a covenant with Abram, saying, Unto 
thy seed have I given this land, from 
the river of Egypt unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates: 

19 The Kenites, and the Kenizzites, 
and the Kadmonites, 

20 And the Hittites, and the Pe- 
rizzites, and the Rephaim, 

21 And the Amorites, and the Cfit- 
naanites, and liie Girgashites, and 
the Jobusites. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Sarai giveth Uagar to Abram; 6 ^tho^ jkeing from 
htr mistress, 7 is sent back by an onffeL 15 Tshmael is 
bom. 

NOW Saorai, Abram^s wife, bare 
him no children: and she had 
a handmaid, an Egjrptian, whose 
name tvas Hagar. 

2 And Sarai said unto Abram, Be- 
hold now, the Lord hath restrained 
me from bearing : I pray thee, go in 
unto my maid ; it may be that I may 
obtain children by her. And Abram 
hearkened to the voice of Sarai. 

3 And Sarai, Abram's wife, took 
Hagar her maid the Egyptian, after 
Abram had dwelt ten years in the 
land of Canaan, and gave her to her 
husband Abram to be his wife. 

4 1[ And he went in unto Hagar, 
and she conceived: and when she 
saw that she had conceived, her mis- 
tress was despised in her eyes. 

5 And Sarai said unto Abram, My 
wrong be upon thee: I have given 
my maid into thy bosom ; and when 
she saw that she had conceived, I weis 
despised in her eyes : the Lord judge 
between me and thee. 

6 But Abram said unto Sarai, Be- 
hold, thy maid is in thy hand ; do to 
her as it pleaseth thee. And when 
Sarai dealt hardly with her, she fled 
from her face. 

7 II And the angel of the Lord 
found her by a fountain of water in 
the wilderness, by the fountain in the 
way to Shur. 

8 And he said, Hagar, Sarai's 
maid, whence camest thou ? and whi- 
ther wilt thou go? And she said, 
I flee from the face of my mistress 
Sarai. 

9 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her. Return to thy mistress, and 
submit thyself under her hands. 

10 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, I vnll multiply thy seed 
exceedingly, that it shall not be num- 
bered for multitude. 

11 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her. Behold, thou art with child, 
and shalt bear a son, and shalt call 
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his name Ishmael; because the Lord 
hath heard thy affliction. 

12 And he will be a wild man ; his 
hand will be against every man, and 
every man's hand against him : and 
he shall dwell in the presence of all 
his brethren. 

13 And she called the name of the 
Lord that spake unto her. Thou God 
seest me: for she said. Have I also 
here looked after him that seeth me ? 

14 Wherefore the well was called 
Beer-lahai-roi : behold, it is between 
Kadesh and Bered. 

15 ^ And Hagar bare Abram a son : 
and Abram called his son's name, 
which Hagar bare, Ishmael. 

16 And Abram was fourscore and 
six years old, when Hagar bare Ish- 
mael to Abram. 

CHAPTER XVIL 

1 God reneweih iJie covenant. 5 The name of Abram, is 
changed in token of a grsater blessing. 10 Uircumcision 
is ifistit^Ued 1 5 The name of Sarai is changed^ and site 
blessed. 16 Isaac is promised. 23 Abraham and Ishmael 
are circumcised 

AND when Abram was ninety 
years old and nine, the Lord 
appeared to Abram, and said unto 
him, I am the Almighty God ; walk 
before me, and be thou perfect. 

2 And I will make my covenant 
between me and thee, and will mul- 
tiply thee exceedingly. 

3 And Abram fell on his face: 
and Grod talked with him, saying, 

4 As for me, behold, my covenant 
is with thee, and thou shalt be a fa- 
ther of many nations. 

5 Neither shall thy name any more 
be called Abram, but thy name shall 
be Abraham; for a father of many 
nations have I made thee. 

6 And I will make thee exceeding 
fruitful, and I will make nations of 
thee, and kings shall come out of thee. 

7 And I will establish my covenant 
between me and thee and thy seed 
after thee in their generations, for an 
everlasting covenant, to be a God un- 
to thee and to thy seed aft»r thee. 

8 And I will give unto thee, and to 
thy seed after thee, the land where- 
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in thou art a stranger, all the land of 
Canaan, for an everlasting possess* 
ion; and I will he their GoL 

9 ^ And Grod said unto Abraham, 
Thou shalt keep my covenant there- 
fore, thou, and thy seed after thee in 
their generations. 

10 This is my covenant, which ye 
shall keep, between me and you and 
thy seed after thee ; Every man child 
among you shall he circumcised. 

11 And ye shall circumcise the flesh 
of your foreskin ; and it shall he a 
token of the covenant betwixt me 
and you. 

12 And he that is eight days old 
shall be circumcised among you, eve* 
ry man child in your generations, he 
that is born in the house, or bought 
with money of any stranger, which is 
not of thy seed. 

13 He that is bom in thy house, 
and he that is bought with thy mo- 
ney, must needs be circumcised: and 
my covenant shall be in your flesh 
for an everlasting covenant. 

14 And the uncircumcised man 
child whose flesh of his foreskin is 
not circumcised, that soul shall be 
cut off* from his people ; he hath bro- 
ken my covenant. 

15 1[ And God said unto Abraham, 
As for Sarai thy wife, thou shalt not 
call her name Sarai, but Sarah shall 
her name be. 

1 6 And I will bless her, and give thee 
a son also of her : yea, I will bless her, 
and she shall be a mother of nations; 
kings of people shall be of her. 

1 7 Then Abraham fell upon his face, 
and laughed, and said in his heart, 
Shall a child be born unto him that 
is a hundred years old? and shall 
Sarah, that is ninety years old, bear? 

18 And Abraham said unto God, Oh 
that Ishmael might Uve before thee I 

19 And Gt)d said, Sarah thy wife 
shall bear thee a son indeed; and 
thou shalt call his name Isaac : and I 
will establish my covenant with him 
for an everlasting covenant, and with 
his seed after him. 



20 And as for Ishmael, I have heard 
thee: Behold, I have blessed him, 
and will make him fruitful, and will 
multiply him exceedingly; twelve 
princes shall he beget, and I will 
make him a great nation. 

2 1 But my covenant will I establish 
with Isaac,which Sarah shall bear unto 
thee at this set time in the next year. 

22 And he left off talking with him, 
and God went up from Abraham. 

23 1[ And Abraham took Ishmael 
his son, and all that were bom in his 
house, and all that were bought with 
his money, every male among the 
men of Abraham^s house; and cir- 
cumcised the flesh of their foreskin 
in the selfsame day, as God had said 
imto him. 

24 And Abraham was ninety years 
old and nine, when he was circum- 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. 

25 And Ishmael his son was thirteen 
years old, when he was circumcised 
in the flesh of his foreskin. 

26 In the selfsame day was Abraham 
circumcised, and Ishmael his son. 

27 And all the men of his house, 
bom in the house, and bought with 
money of the stranger, were circum- 
cised with him. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 The Lordappeareih unto Abraham. 2 He entertaineth 
three etrnngere, 9 Sarah is reproved for lattghing at 
Ood'$ promise, 17 The destruction of Sodom is re- 
vealed to Abraham; 28 loAo maketh intercession for 
the men thereof 

AND the Lord appeared unto him in 
. the plains of Mamre: and he sat 
in the tent door in the heat of the day ; 

2 And he lifbed up his eyes and 
looked^ and, lo, three men stood by 
him : and when he saw them, he ran 
to meet them from the tent door, and 
bowed himself toward the ground, 

3 And said. My Lord, if now I have 
found favour in thy sight, pass not 
away, I pray thee, from thy servant: 

4 Let a little water, I pray you, be 
fetched, and wash your feet, and rest 
yourselves under the tree: 

5 And I will fetch a morsel of bread, 
and comfort ye your hearts; after 
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that ye shall pass on : tor therefore 
are ye come to your servant. And 
they saidy So do, as thou hast said. 

6 And Abraham hastened into the 
tent unto Sarah, and said, MaJce 
ready quickly three measures of fine 
meal, knead it, and make cakes upon 
the hearth. 

7 And Abraham ran imto the herd, 
and fetched a calf tend^ and good, 
and gave it unto a young man ; and 
he hasted to dress it. 

8 And he took butter, and milk, 
and the calf which he haCd dressed, and 
set it before them ; and he stood by 
them under the tree, and they did eat. 

9 II And they said imto him. Where 
is Sarah thy wife? And he said, Be- 
hold, in the tent. 

10 And he said, I will certainly re- 
turn unto thee according to the time 
of life ; and, lo, Sarah thy wife shall 
have a son. And Sarah heard it in 
the tent door, which was behind him. 

11 Now Abraham and Sarah were 
old and well stricken in age ; and it 
ceased to be with Sarah after the 
manner of women. 

12 Therefore Sarah laughed with- 
in herself, saying, After I am waxed 
old shall I have pleasure, my lord 
being old also ? 

13 And the Lord said unto Abra- 
ham, Wherefore did Sarah laugh, say- 
ing. Shall I of a surety bear a child, 
which am old? 

14 Is any thing too hard for the 
Lord? At the time appointed I will re- 
turn unto thee, according to the time 
of life, and Sarah shall have a son. 

15 Then Sarah denied, saying, I 
laughed not; for she was afraid. 
And he said. Nay; but thou didst 
laugh. 

16 ^ And the men rose up from 
thence, and looked toward Sodom: 
and Abraham went with them to 
bring them on the way. 

17 And the Lord said. Shall I hide 
from Abraham that thing which I do ; 

18 Seeing that Abraham shall sure- 
ly become a great and mighty nation, 
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and all the nations of the earth shall 
be blessed in him ? 

19 For I know him, that he will 
command his children and his house- 
hold after him, and they shall keep 
the way of the Lo&d, to do justice aad 
judgment ; that the Lord may bring 
upon Abraluun that which he hath 
spoken of him. 

20 And the Lord said. Because the 
cry of Sodom and Gomorrah is great, 
and because their sin is very grievous, 

21 I will go down now, and see 
whether they have done altogether ac- 
cording to the ciy of it, which is come 
unto me ; and if not, I will know. 

22 And the men turned their faces 
from thence, and went toward Sodom : 
but Abraham stood yet before the 
Lord. 

23 ^ And Abraham drew near, and 
said. Wilt thou als<J destroy the right- 
eous with the wicked ? 

24 Perad venture there be fifty right- 
eous within the city : wilt thou also 
destroy and not spare the place for 
the fifty righteous that are therein? 

26 That be far from thee to do after 
this manner, to slay the righteous 
with the wicked; and that the right- 
eous should be as the wicked, that be 
far from thee. Shall not the Judge 
of all the earth do right? 

^6 And the Lord said, K I find in 
Sodom fifty righteous within the city, 
then I wUl spare all the place for 
their sakes. 

27 And Abraham answered and 
said. Behold now, I have taken upon 
me to speak unto the Lord, which am 
but dust and ashes : 

28 Peradventure there shall lack 
five of the fifty righteous : wilt thou 
destroy all the city for kick of five? 
And he said. If I find there forty and 
five, I will not destroy it. 

29 And he spake unto him yet 
again, and said, Peradventure there 
shall be forty found there. And he 
said, I will not do it for forty's sake. 

30 And he said unto him, Oh let 
not the Lord be angry, and I wiD 
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speak : Peradventure theie shaU thirty 
be found there. And he said, I will not 
do it, if I find thirty there. 

31 And he said, Behold now, I have 
tak^n upon me to speak unto the 
Lord : Peradventure there shall be 
twenty found there. And he said, I 
will not destroy it for twenty's sake. 

32 And he said. Oh let not the 
Lord be angry, and I will speak yet 
but this once : Peradventure ten shall 
be found there. And he said, I will 
not destroy it for ten's sake. 

33 And the Lord went his way, as 
soon as he had left communing with 
Abraham : and Abraham returned 
unto his plaee. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 Loi entertaineth two angela. 4 The Sodomites are strick- 
en with blindness. 1 2 Zot is commanded to fiee for safety 
to the mountain. 18 He is permitted to go into S^r. 
24 Sodom and Oomorrah are destroyed. 26 LoCs wife 
beeometh a pillar of salt. 80 Lot dwelleth in a cave. 
81 The origin of Motik and Amman. 

AND there came two angels to 
Sodom at eren ; and Lot sat in 
the gate of Sodom : and Lot seeing 
them rose up to meet them ; and he 
bowed himself with his face toward 
the ground ; 

2 And he said, Behold now, my 
lords, turn in, I pray you, into your 
servant's house, and tarry all night, 
and wash your feet, and ye shall rise 
up eaarly, and go on your ways. And 
they said. Nay; but we will abide 
in itie street all night. 

3 And he pressed upon tiiem great- 
ly ; and they turned in unto him, and 
entered into his house ; and he made 
them a feast, and did bake unleaven- 
ed bread, and they did eat. 

4 ^ But before they lay down, the 
men of the city, even the men of So- 
dom, compassed the house round, both 
old a^nd young, all the people from 
every quarter : 

6 And they called unto Lot, and said 
ttnto him, Where are the men which 
came in to thee this night ? bring them 
out unto us, that we may know them. 

6 And Lot went out at the door un- 
to them, and shut the door after him. 



7 And said, I pray you, brethren, 
do not so wickedly. 

8 Behold now, I have two daugh- 
ters which have not known man ; let 
me, I pray you, bring them out unto 
you, and do ye to them as is good in 
your eyes: only unto these men do 
nothing ; for therefore came they 
under the shadow of my roof. 

9 And they said. Stand back. And 
they said again, This one fellow came 
in to sojourn, and he will needs be a 
judge : now will we deal worse with 
thee, than with them. And they 
pressed sore upon the man, even Lot, 
and came near to break the door. 

10 But the men put forth their 
hand, and pulled Lot into the house 
to them, and shut to the door. 

11 And they smote the men that 
were at the door, of the house with 
blindness, both small and great: so 
that they wearied themselves to find 
the door. 

12 IT And the men S9.id unto Lot, 
Hast thou here any besides ? son in 
law, and thy sons, and thy daughters, 
and whatsoever thou hast in the city, 
bring them out of this place : 

13 For we will destroy this place, 
because the cry of them is waxen 
great before the face of the Lord ; and 
the LojKO h^th sent us to destroy it. 

14 And Lot went out, and spake 
unto his sons in law, which married 
his daughters, and said. Up, get you 
out of this place ; for the Lord wilJ 
destroy this city. But he seemed as 
one that mocked unto his sons in law. 

15 1[ And when the morning arose, 
then the angels hastened Lot, saying. 
Arise, take thy wife, and thy two 
daughters, which are here ; lest thou 
be consumed in the iniquity of the city. 

16 And while he lingered, tiie men 
laid hold upon his hand, and upon 
the hand of his wife, and upon the 
hand of his two daughters; the Lord 
being merciful imto him: and they 
brought him forth, and set him with- 
out the city. 

17 H And it came to pass, when 
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they had brought thein forth abroad, 
that he said, Escape for thy life ; look 
not behind thee, neither stay thou in 
all the plain ; escape to the mountain, 
lest thou be consumed. 

■ 18 And Lot said unto them. Oh, 
not so, my lord : 

19 Behold now, thy servant hath 
found grace in thy sight, and thou 
hast magnified thy mercy, which thou 
hast shewed unto me in saving my 
life ; and I cannot escape to the mount- 
ain, lest some evil take me, and I die : 

20 Behold now, this city is near to 
flee unto, and it is a little one : Oh, 
let me escape thitiier, {is it not a lit- 
tle one ?) and my soul shall live. 

21 And he said unto him. See, I 
liave accepted thee concerning this 
thing also, that I will not overthrow 
this city, for the which thou hast 
spoken. 

22 Haste thee, escape thither ; for 
I cannot do any thing till thou be 
come thither. Therefore the name 
of the city was called Zoar. 

23 1[ The sun was risen upon the 
earth when Lot entered into Zoar. 

24 Then the Lord rained upon So- 
dom and upon Gomorrah brimstone 
and fire from the Lord out of heaven; 

25 And he overthrew those cities, 
and all the plain, and all the inha- 
bitants of the cities, and that which 
grew upon the ground. 

26 But his wife looked bcwjk from 
behind him, and she became a pillar 
of salt. 

27 ^ And Abraham gat up early 
in the morning to the place where he 
stood before the Lord : 

28 And he looked toward Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and toward all the 
land of the plain, and beheld, and, 
lo, the smoke of the coimtry went up 
as the smoke of a furnace. 

29 And it came to pass, when God 
destroyed the cities of the plain, that 
God remembered Abraham, and sent 
Lot out of the midst of the overthrow, 
when he overthrew the cities in the 
which Lot dwelt. 
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30 IT And JLiot went up out of Zoar, 
and dwelt in the mountain, and his 
two daughters with him ; for he fear- 
ed to dwell in Zoar : and he dwelt in 
a cave, he and his two daughters. 

31 And the firstborn said unto the 
younger. Our father is old, and there is 
not a man in the earth to come in unto 
us afler the manner of all the earth : 

32 Come, let us make our father 
drink wine, and we will lie with him, 
that we may preserve seed of our 
father. 

33 And they made their father 
drink wine that night : and the first- 
bom went in, and lay with her fa- 
ther ; and he perceived not when she 
lay down, nor when she arose. 

34 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the firstborn said unto the 
younger, Behold, I lay yesternight 
with my father: let us make him 
drink wine this night also ; and go 
thou in, and lie with him, that we 
may preserve seed of our father. 

35 And theymade their father drink 
wine that night also: and the younger 
arose, and lay with him ; and he per* 
ceived not when she lay down, noi 
when she arose. 

36 Thus were both the daughters 
of Lot with child by their father. 

37 And the firstborn bare a son, and 
called his name Moab : the same is the 
father of the Moabites unto this day. 

38 And the younger, she also bare 
a son, and called his name Ben-ammi : 
the same is the father of the children 
of Ammon unto this day. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 Abr<tham sojoumeth at Gerar^ 2 and denieth his wife, 
3 Abimelech taking her is reprovedin a dream. 9 ffe re- 
bukeih Abraham, 14erestoreth Sara^ 16 and reproveth 
Jier.

AND Abraham journeyed from

4 But Abimelech had not come 
near her: aaad he said, Lord, wilt 
thou slay also a righteous nation ? 

5 Said he not unto me, She is my 
sister ? and she, even she herself said. 
He is my brother: in the integrity of 
my heart and innocency of my hands 
have I done this. 

6 And God said unto him in a 
dream. Yea, I know that thou didst 
this in the integrity of thy heart; 
for I also withheld thee from sinning 
against me : therefore suffered I theer 
not to touch her. 

7 Now therefore restore the man his 
wife ; for he is a, prophet, and he 
shall pray for thee, and thou shalt 
liye: and if thou restore her not, 
know thou that thou shalt surely 
die, thou, and all that are thine. 

8 Therefore Abimelech rose early in 
the morning, and called all his serv- 
ants, and told all these things in their 
ears : and the men were sore afraid. 

9 Then Abimelech called Abraham, 
and said unto him. What hast thou 
done unto us ? and what have I of- 
fended thee, that thou hast brought 
on me and on my kingdom a great 
sin? thou hast done deeds unto me 
that ought not to be done. 

10 -^d Abimelech said unto Abra- 
ham, What sawest thou, that thou 
hast done this thing ?

13 And it came to pass, when God 
caused me to wander firom my father's 
house, that I said unto her. This is thy 
kindness which thou shalt shew unto 
me ; at eveiy place whither we shall 
come, sav of me. He is my brother. 



14 And Abimelech took sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, and women- 
servants, and gave them unto Abra- 
ham, and restored him Sarah his wife. 

15 And Abimelech said. Behold, 
my land is before thee : dwell where 
it pleaseth thee. 

1 6 And unto Sarah he said, Behold, 
I have given thy brother a thousand 
pieces of silver : behold, he is to thee 
a covering of the eyes, unto all that 
are with thee, and with all other: 
thus she was reproved. 

17 ^ So Abraham prayed unto 
God: and God healed Abimelech, 
and his wife, and his maidservants ; 
and they bare children. 

18 For the Lord had fast closed 
up all the wombs of the house of 
Abimelech, because of Sarah, Abra- 
ham's wife.

1 Isaac U horn, 4 He is circumcised. 6 Sarah's jou, 
Q Uagar and Ishnuul are c€ut forth, 15 Hagar t» 
distress, 17 Tfic anael comforteth her. 22 Abime- 
lech* s covenant with Abraham at Beer-sJuha. 

AND the Lord visited Sarah as 
. he had said, and the Lord did 
unto Sarah as he had spoken. 

2 For Sarah conceived, and bare 
Abraham a son in his old age, at the 
set time of which God had spoken to 
him. 

3 And Abraham called the name of 
his son that was born unto him, 
whom Sarah bare to him, Isaac. 

4 And Abraham circumcised his 
son Isaac being eight days old, as 
God had commanded him. 

5 And Abraham was a hundred 
years old, when his son Isaac was 
bom unto him. 

6 IF And Sarah said, God hath made 
me to laugh, so that all that hear will 
laugh with me. 

7 And she said. Who would have 
said imto Abraham, that Sarah should 
have given children suck? for I have 
home him a son in his old age. 

8 And the child grew, and was 
weaned : and Abraham made a great 
feast the same day that Isaac was 
weaned. 
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9 ^ And Sarah saw the son of 
Hagar the Egyptian, which she had 
borne unto Abraham, mocking. 

10 Wherefore she said unto Abra- 
ham, Cast out this bondwoman and 
her son: for the son of this bondwo- 
man shall not be heir with my son, 
even with Isaac. 

11 And the thing was very grievous 
in Abraham's sight because of his son. 

12 And God said unto Abraham, 
Let it not be grievous in thy sight 
because of the lad, and because of 
thy bondwoman; in all that Sarah 
hath said unto thee, hearken unto 
her voice; for in Isaac shall thy seed 
be called. 

13 And also of the son of the bond- 
woman will I make a nation, because 
he is thy seed. 

14 And Abraham rose up early in 
the morning, and took bread, and a 
bottle of water, and gave it unto Ha- 
gar, putting it on her shoulder, and 
the child, and sent her away: and 
she departed, and wandered in the 
wilderness of Beer-sheba. 

15 And the water was spent in the 
bottle, and she cast the child under 
one of the shrubs. 

16 And she went, and sat her down 
over against him a good way oflf, as it 
were a bowshot : for she said, Let me 
not see the death of the child. And 
she sat over against Am, and lifted up 
her voice, and wept. 

17 And God heard the voice of the 
lad ; and the angel of Gt)d called to 
Hagar out of heaven, and said unto 
her. What aileth thee, Hagar ? fear 
not ; for God hath heard the voice of 
the lad where he is. 

18 Arise, lift up the lad, and hold 
him in thine hand ; for I will make 
him a great nation. 

19 And God opened her eyes, and 
she saw a well of water; and she 
went, and filled the bottle with water, 
and gave the lad drink. 

20 And God was with the lad; and 
he grew, and dwelt in the wilderness, 
and became an archer. 
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21 And he dwelt in the wildemess 
of Paxan: and his mother took him 
a wife out of the land of Egypt. 

22 ^ And it came to pass at that 
time, that Abimelech and Phichol 
the chief captain of his host spake 
unto Abraham, saying, God is with 
thee in all that thou doest : 

23 Now therefore swear unto me 
here by God, that thou wilt not deal 
falsely with me, nor with my son, 
nor with my son's son : but according 
to the kindness that I have done un- 
to thee, thdu shalt do unto me, and 
to the land wherein thou hast so- 
journed. 

' 24 And Abraham said, I will swear. 

25 And Abraham reproved Abime- 
lech because of a well of water, which 
Abimeleoh's servants had violently 
taken away. 

26 And Abimelech said, I wot not 
who hath done this thing: neither 
didst thou tell me, neither jret heard 
I of it, but to day. 

27 And Abraham took sheep and 
oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech ; 
and both of them made a covenant. 

28 And Abraham set seven ewe 
lambs of the flock by themselves. 

29 And Abimelech said unto Abra- 
ham, What m^an these seven ewe 
lambs which thou hast set by them- 
selves ? 

30 And he said, For these seven ewe 
lambs shalt thou take of my hand, 
that they may be a witness unto me, 
that I have digged this well. 

31 Wherefore h^ called that place 
Beer-sheba; because there they sware 
both of them. 

32 Thus they made a covenant at 
Beer-sheba : then Abimelech rose up, 
and Phichol the chief captain of his 
host, and they returned into the land 
of the Philistines. 

33 ^ And Abraham planted a grove 
in Beer-sheba, and called there on 
the name of the Lord, the everlast- 
ing God. 

34 And Abraham sojourned in the 
Philistines' land many days.

AND it eame to paas after these 
. things, that God did tempt 
Abraham, aad said unto him, Abra^ 
ham: and he said. Behold, here I am. 

2 And he said, Take now thy son, 
thine only son Isaao, vrhom thou 
lovest, and get thee into the land of 
Moriaii; and oflfer him there for a 
burnt offering upon one of the mount- 
ains which I will tell thee of. 

3 ^ And Abraham rose up early in 
the morning, and saddled his ass, and 
took two of his young men with him, 
and Isaac his son, and claye the wood 
for the burnt offering, and rose up, 
and went unto the place of which 
Grod had told him. 

4 Then on the tiiird day Abraham 
lifted up his eyes, and saw the place 
afar off. 

6 And Abraham said unto his 
young men. Abide ye here with the 
ass ; and I and the lad will go yond^ 
and worship, and come again to you. 

6 And Abraham took the wood of 
the burnt offering, and laid it upon 
Isaac his Boa; and he took the fire in 
his hand, and a knife; and they went* 
both of them together. 

7 And Isaao spake unto Abraham his 
fatiier, and saidjMy father: and hesaid. 
Here am I, my son. And he said, Be- 
hold the fire and tne wood : but where 
is the lamb for a burnt offering? 

8 And Abraham said, My son, God 
will provide himself a lamb for a 
burnt offering : so they went both of 
them together. 

9 And they came to the place which 
God had told him of; and Abraham 
built an altar there, and laid the wood 
in order, and bound Isaac his son, and 
laid him on the altar upon the wood. 

10 And Abraham sketched forth 
his hand, and took the knife to slay 
his son. 

11 And the Angel of the Lobb 



called unto him out of heaven, and 
said, Abraham, Abraham: and he 
said. Here am I. 

12 And he said. Lay not thine 
hand upon the lad, neither do thou 
any thing unto him: for now I know 
that thou feaj*efit GikI, seeing thou 
hast not withheld thy son, thine only 
S(m from me. 

13 And Abraham lifted up his eyes, 
and looked, and behold behmd him a 
ram caught in a thicks by his horns: 
and Abraham went and took the ram, 
and offered him up for a burnt offer- 
ing in the stead of his Son. 

14 And Abraham called the name 
of that place Jehovah-jireh : as it is 
said to this day, In the mount of the 
Lord it shall be seen. 

15 IT And the Angel of the Lord 
called unto Abraham out of heaven 
the second time, 

16 And said, By myself have I 
sworn, saith the Lord, for because 
thou hast done this thing, and hast 
not withheld thy son, thine only «a», 

17 That in blessing I will bless thee, 
and in multiplying I vfill multiply 
thy seed as the stars of the heaven, 
and as the sand which is upon the 
sea shore; and thy seed shall pos^ 
sess the gate of his enemies : 

18 And in thy seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be blessed ; be- 
qause thou hast obeyed my voice. 

19 So Abraham returned unto his 
young men, and they rose up and 
went together to Beer-sheba; and 
Alwraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

20 IT And it came to pass after these 
things, that it was told Abraham, say- 
ing. Behold, Milc^li, she hath also 
bomechildren unto thy brother Nahor; 

21 Huz his firstborn, and Buz hiis 
brother, and Kemuel the father of 
Aram, 

22 And Chesed, and Hazo, and Pil- 
dash, and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. 

23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah: 
these eight Milcah did bear to Nahor, 
Abraham's l»rother. 

24 And his concubine, whose nam^

ivas Reumah, she bare also Tebah, and 
Gaham, and Thahash, and Maachah. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 7%e age and death of Sarah. 3 The purchase ofMachr 
pelah^ 19 where Sarah toot buried 

AND Sarah was a hundred and 
. seven and twenty years old: 
these were the years of the life of 
Saarah. 

2 And Sarah died in Kirjath^arba; 
the same i$ Hebron in the land of 
Canaan: and Abraham came to 
mourn for Sarah, and to weep for 
her. 

3 % And Abraham stood up from 
before his dead, and spake unto the 
sons of Heth, saying, 

4 I am a stranger and a sojourner 
with you : give me a possession of a 
buryingplace with you, that I may 
bury my dead out of my sight. 

5 And the children of Heth answer- 
ed Abraham, saying unto him, 

6 Hear us, my lord: thou art a 
mighty prince among us: in the 
choice of our sepulchres bury thy 
dead ; none of us shall withhold from 
thee his sepulchre, but that thou 
mayest bury thy dead. 

7 And Abraham stood up, and bow- 
ed himself to the people of the land, 
even to the children of Heth. 

8 And he comimuned with them, 
saying, If it be your mind that I 
should bury my dead out of my sight, 
hear me, and entreat for me to Ephron 
the son of Zohar, 

9 That he may give me the cave of 
Machpelah, which he hath, which is 
in the end of his field ; for as much 
money as it is worth he shall give it 
me for a possession of a buryingplace 
amongst you. 

10 And Ephron dwelt among the 
children of Heth: and Ephron the 
Hittite answered Abraham in the 
audience of the children of Heth, 
even of all that went in at the gate 
of his city, saying, 

11 Nay, my lord, hear me: the 
field give I thee, and the cave that is 
therein, I give it thee; in the presence

of the sons of my people give I it 
thee: bury thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed down him- 
self before the people of the land, 

13 And he spake unto Ephron in 
the audience of tiiie people of the 
land, saying, But if thou vnlt give it^ 
I pray thee, hear me: I will give thee 
money for the field; take it of me, 
and I will bury my dead there. 

14 And Ephron answered Abraham, 
saying unto him, 

15 My lord, hearken unto me: the 
land is ivorth four hundred shekels of 
silver; what is that betwixt me and 
thee? bury therefore thy dead. 

16 And Abraham hearkened unto 
Ephron; and Abraham weighed to 
Ephron the silver, which he had 
named in the audience of the sons of 
Heth, four hundred shekels of silver, 
current money with the merchant. 

17 IF And the field of Ephron, 
which wa^ in Machpelah, which was 
before Mamre, the field, and the cave 
which was therein, and all the trees 
that were in the field, that were in all 
the borders round about, were made 
sure 

18 Unto Abraham for a possession 
in the presence of the children of 
Heth, before all that went in at the 
gate of his city. 

19 And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave of the field 
of Machpelah before Mamre: the 
same is Hebron in the land of Canaan. 

20 And the field, and the cave that 
is therein, were made sure unto 
Abraham for a possession of a bury- 
ingplace by the sons of Heth. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Abraham sendeth his servant to get a mfe for his son 
Isaac* 15 Rebekah meeteth him, 25 and inviteth him 
?iome, 29 Laban entertaineth hivi. 84 The servant 
telleth his errand, 50 aiid obtaineth Rebekah, 62 Isaac 
mefteth h£r, 

AND Abraham was old, and well 
. stricken in age : and the Lord 
had blessed Abraham in all things. 

2 And Abraham said unto his eld- 
est servant of his house, that ruled

over all that he had, Put, I pray thee, 
thy hand under my thigh : 

3 And I will make thee swear by 
the Lord, the God of heaven, and the 
God of the ^urth, that thou shalt not 
take a wife imto my son of the daugh- 
ters of the Oanaanites, among whom 
I dwell: 

4 But thou shalt ^o unto my counr 
try, and to my kindred, and take a 
wife unto my son Isaac. 

5 And the servant said unto him, 
Peradventure the woman will not be 
willing to follow me unto this land: 
must I needs bring thy son again unto 
the land from whence thou camest? 

6 And Abraham said unto him. 
Beware thou that thou bring not my 
son thither again. 

7 IT The LoRDrGt)d of heaven, which 
took me from my father's house, and 
from the land of my kindred, and 
which spake unto me, and that sware 
unto me, saying. Unto thy seed will 
I give this land ; he shall send his 
angel before thee, and thou shalt take 
a wife unto my son from thence. 

8 And if the 'woman will not be 
willing to follow thee, then thou 
shalt be clear from this my oath: 
only bring not my son thither again. 

9 And the servant put his hand un- 
der the thigh of Abraham his master, 
and sware to him concerning that 
matter. 

10 ^ And the servant took ten ca- 
mels of the camels of his master, and 
departed; for all the goods of his 
master were in * his hand : and he 
arose, and went to Mesopotamia, unto 
the city of Nahor. 

11 And he made his camels to kneel 
down without the city by a well of 
water at the time of the evening, even 
the time that women go out to draw 
water. 

12 And he said, O Lord Gt)d of my 
master Abraham, I pray thee, send 
me good speed this day, and shew 
kindness unto my master Abraham. 

13 Behold, I stand here by the well 
of water ; and the daughters of the 



men of the city come cmt to draw 
water: 

14 And let it come to pass, that the 
damsel to whom I shall say, Let down 
thy pitcher, I pray thee, that I may 
drink; and she shall say, Drink, and 
I will give thy camels drink also: let 
the same be she that thou hast ap- 
pointed for thy servant Isaac; and 
thereby shall I know that thou hast 
shewed kindness unto my master. 

15 1[ And it came to pass, before 
he had done speaking, that, behold, 
Rebekah came out, who was born to 
Bethuel, son of Milcah, the wife of 
Nahor, Abraham's brother, with her 
pitcher upon her shoulder. 

16 And the damsel uhzs very fair to 
look upon, a virgin, neither had any 
man known her: and she went down 
to the well, and filled her pitcher, 
and came up. 

17 And the servant ran to meet 
her, and said, Let me, I pray thee, 
drink a little water of thy pitcher. 

1 8 And she said. Drink, my lord : and 
she hasted, and let down her pitohei 
upon her hand, and gave him (brink. 

19 And when she had done giving 
him drink, she said, I will draw wate? 
for thy camels also, imtil they have 
done drinking. 

20 And she hasted, and emptied her 
pitcher into the trough, and ran again 
unto the well to draw water ^ and 
drew for all his camels. 

21 And the man wondering at her 
held his peace, to wit whether the 
Lord had made his journey prosper- 
ous or not. 

22 And it came to pass, as the 
camels had done drinking, that the 
man took a golden earring of half a 
shekel weight, and two bracelets for 
her hands o( ten shekels weight of gold ; 

23 And said. Whose daughter art 
thou? tell me, I pray thee : is there 
room in thy father's house for us to 
lodge in? 

24 And she said unto him, I am 
the daughter of Bethuel the son of 
Milcah^ which she bare unto Nahor.

25 She said moreover unto him, 
We have both straw and provender 
enough, and room to lodge in. 

26 And liie man bow^d down his 
head, and vsrorshipped the Lord. 

27 And he said. Blessed be the 
Lord Grod of my master Abraham, 
who hath not left destitute my mas- 
ter of his mercy and his Iruth : I be- 
ing in the way, the Lord led me to 
the house of my master's brethren. 

28 And the damsel ran, and told 
them of her mother's house these 
things. 

29 ^ And Rebekah had a brother, 
and his name wm Laban: and Laban 
ran out unto the man, unto the well. 

30 And it came to pass, when he 
saw the earring, and bracelets upon 
his sister's hands, and when he heard 
the words of Rebekah his sister, say- 
ing, Thus spake the man unto me, 
that he came unto the man ; and, be- 
hold, he stood by the caanels at the 
well. 

31 And he said, Come in, thou 
blessed of the Lord; wherefore stand- 
est thou without? for I have prepared 
the house, and room for the camels. 

32 ^ And the man came into the 
house: and he ungirded his camels, 
and gave straw and provender for the 
camels, and water to wash his feet, 
and the men's feet that were with 
him. 

33 And there was set meat before 
him to eat: but he said, I vnll not 
eat, until I have told mine errand. 
And he said, Speak on. 

34 And he said, I am Abraham's 
servant. 

35 And the Lord hath blessed my 
master greatly, and he is become 
great : and he hath given him flocks, 
and herds, and silver, and gold, and 
manservants, and maidservants, and 
camels, and asses. 

36 And Sarah my master's wife 
bare a son to my master when she 
was old: and unto him hath he given 
all that lie hath. 

37 And my master made me swear, 
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saying. Thou shalt not take a wife to 
my son of the daughters of the Ca- 
naanites, in whose land I dwell: 

38 But thou shalt go unto my fa* 
ther's house, and to my kindred, and 
take a wife unto my son. 

89 And I said unto my master, 
Peradventure the woman will not 
follow me. 

40 And he said unto me, The Lord, 
before whom I walk, will send his 
angel with thee, and prosper thy 
way ; and thou shalt take a wife for 
my son of my kindred, and of my 
father's house : 

41 Then shalt thou be clear from 
this my oath, when thou comest to 
my kindred ; and if they give not thee 
one^ thou shalt be clear from my oath. 

42 And I came this day unto the 
well, and said, O Lord God of my 
master Abraham, if now thou do 
prosper my way which I go: 

43 Behold, I stand by the well of 
water; and it shall come to pass, that 
when the virgin cometh forth to 
draw water, and I say %) her. Give 
me, I pray thee, a little water of thy 
pitcher to drink ; 

.44 And she say to me, Both drink 
thou, and I will also draw for thy 
camels : let the same be the woman 
whom the Lord hath appointed out 
for my master's son. 

45 And before I had done speaking 
in mine heart, behold, Rebekah came 
forth with her pitcher on her shoul- 
der; and she went down unto the 
well, and drew water: and I said 
unto her. Let me drink, I pray thee. 

46 And she made haste, and let 
down her piteher from her shoulder, 
and said. Drink, and I will give thy 
camels drink also: so I drank, and 
she made the camels drink also. 

47 And I asked her, and said. 
Whose daughter art thou ? And she 
said. The daughter of Bethuel, Na- 
hor's son, whom Milcah bare unto 
him: and I put the earring upon her 
face, and the bracelets upon her hands. 

48 And I bowed down my head. 
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and worshipped the Lord, and blessed 
the Lord God of my master Al^a- 
ham, which had led me in the right 
way to take my master's brother's 
daughter unto his son. 

49 And now, if ye will deal kindly 
and truly with my master, tell me: 
and if not, tell me ; that I may turn 
to the right hand, or to the left. 

50 Then Laban and Bethuel an- 
swered and said, The thing proceed* 
eth frdm the Lord : we cannot speak 
unto thee bad or good, 

51 Behold, Rebekah is before thee : 
take her, and go, and let her be, thy 
master's son's wife, as the Lord hath 
spoken. 

52 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abraham's servant heard their words, 
he worshipped the Lord, bowing him- 
self to the earth. 

53 And the servant brought forth 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment, and gave them to Re- 
bekah; he gave also to her brother 
and to her mother precious things. 

54 And they did eat and drink, he 
and the men that were with him, and 
tarried all night; and they rose up 
in the morning, and he said. Send me 
away unto my master. 

55 And her brother and her nao- 
ther said. Let the damsel abide with 
us a few days, at the least ten ; after 
that she shall go. 

56 And he said unto them, Hinder 
me not, seeing the Lord ha4li pros- 
pered my way ; send me away that 
I may go to my master. 

57 And they said. We will call the 
damsel, and inquire at her mouth. 

58 And they called Rebekah, and 
said unto her. Wilt thou go with this 
man ? And she said, I mil go. 

59 And they sent away Rebekah 
their sister, and her nurse, and Abra- 
ham's servant, and his men. 

60 And they blessed Rebekah, and 
said unto her, Thou art our sister ; be 
thou the mother of thousands of mil- 
lions, and let thy seed possess the 
gate of those which hate them. 



61 IT And Rebekah arose, and her 
damsels, and they rode upon the 
camels, and followed the man: and 
the servant took Rebekah, and went 
his way. 

62 And Isaac came from the way 
of the well Lahai-roi ; for he dwelt 
in the south country. 

63 And Isaac went out to meditate 
in the field at the eventide : and he 
lifted up his eyes, and saw, and, be- 
hold, the camels were coming. 

64 And Rebekah lifted up her eyes> 
and when she saw Isaac, she lighted 
oflf the camel. 

65 For she hid said unto the serv- 
ant, What man is this that walketh 
in the field to meet us? Andtheserv- 
ant had said, It is my noiaster : there- 
fore she took a vail, and covered her- 
self. 

66 And the servant told Isaac all 
things that he had done. 

67 And Isaac brought her into his 
mother Sarah's tent, and took Re- 
bekah, and she became his wife ; 
and he loved her: and Isaac was 
comforted after his mother's death. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 TJie tons of Abraham by Keturah, 6 The divmon of 
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THEN again Abraham took a wife, 
and her name was Eeturah. 

2 And she bare him Zimran, and 
Jokshan, and Medan, and Midian, 
and Ishbak, and Shuah. 

3 And Jokshan begat Sheba, and 
Dedan. And the sons of Dedan were 
Asshurim, and Letushim, and Leum- 
mim. 

4 And the sons of Midian; Ephah, 
and Epher, and Hanoch, and Abidah, 
and Eldaah. All these were the 
children of Keturah. 

5 IF And Abraham gave all that 
he had unto Isaac. 

6 But unto the sons of the concu- 
bines, which Abraham had, Abraham 
gave gifts, and sent them away from 
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Isaac his son, while he yet lived, east- 
ward, unto the east country. 

7 And these are the days of the 
years of Abraham's life which he 
lived, a hundred threescore and fifteen 
years. 

8 Then Abraham gave up the 
ghost, and died in a good old age, an 
old man, and full of years ; and was 
gathered to his people. 

9 And bis sons Isaac and Ishmael 
buried him in the cave of Machpe- 
lab, in the field of Ephron the son of 
Zohar the Hittite, which is before 
Mamre; 

10 The field which Abraham pur- 
chased of the sons of Heth: there was 
Abraham buried, and Sarah his wife. 

11 1[ And it came to pass after the 
death of Abraham, that God blessed 
his son Isaac ; and Isaac dwelt by 
the well Lahai-roi. 

12 ^ Now these are the genera- 
tions of Ishmael, Abraham's son, 
whom Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah's 
handmaid, bare unto Abraham : 

13 And these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by their names, ac- 
cording to their generations : the first- 
bom of Ishmael, Nebaj oth ; and Kedar, 
and Adbeel, and Mibsam, 

14 Arid Mishma, and Dumah, and 
Massa, 

15 Hadar, and Tema, Jetur, Na- 
phish, and Kedemah : 

16 These are the sons of Ishmael, 
and these are their names, by their 
towns, and by their castles; twelve 
princes according to their nations. 

17 And these are the years of the 
life of Ishmael, a hundred and thirty 
and seven years: and he gave up the 
ghost and died, and was gathered 
unto his people. 

18 And they dwelt from Havilah 
unto Shur, that is before Egypt, as 
thou goest toward Assyria: and he 
died in the presence of all his brethren. 

19 If And these are the genera- 
tions of Isaac, Abraham's son : Abra- 
ham begat Isaac : 

20 Aiid Isaac was forty years old 
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when he took Rebekah to wife, the 
daughter of Bethuel the Syrian of 
Padan-aram, the sister to Laban the 
Syrian. 

21 And Isaac entreated the Lord 
for his wife, because she was barren : 
and the Lord was entreated of him, 
and Rebekah his wife conceived. 

22 And the childien struggled to- 
gether within her ; and she said, If it 
be so, why am I thus ? And she went 
to inquire of the Lord. 

23 And the Lord said unto her, 
Two nations are in thy womb, and 
two, manner of people shall be sepa- 
rated from thy bowels ; and the one 
people shall be stronger than the other 
people ; and the elder shall serve the 
younger. 

24 1[ And when her days to be de- 
livered were fulfilled, behold, there 
were twins in her womb. 

25 And the first came out red, all 
over like a hairy garment ; and they 
called his name Esau. 

26 And after that came his brothei 
out, and his hand took hold on Esau's 
heel ; and his name was called Jacob . 
and Isaac was threescore years old 
when she bare them. 

27 And the boys grew : and Esau 
was a cunning hunter, a man of the 
field; and Jacob wa^ a plain man, 
dwelling in tents. 

28 Ajid Isaac loved Esau, because 
he did eat of his venison : but Rebe- 
kah loved Jacob. 

29 1[ And Jacob sod pottage : and 
Esau came from the field, and he was 
faint : 

30 And Esau said to Jacob, Feed 
me, I pray thee, with that same red 
pottage; for I am faint: therefore 
was his name called Edom. 

31 And Jacob said. Sell me this 
day thy birthright. 

32 And Esau said. Behold, I am at 
the point to die: and what profit 
shall this birthright do to me ? 

33 And Jacob said, Swear to me 
tins day; and he sware unto him: 
and he sold his birthright unto Jaicob. 
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34 Then Jacob gav^ Esau br^ad 
and pottage of lentiles ; and he did ea^t 
and drink, and rose up, and went his 
way. Thus Esau despised his birth- 
right. 

CHAPTER XXVL 
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AND there was a famine in the 
. land, beside the first famine that 
was in the days of Abraham. And 
Isaac went unto Abimelech king of 
the Philistines unto Gerar. 

2 And the Lord appeared unto 
him, and said. Go not down into 
Egypt; dwell in the land which I 
shall tell thee of 

3 Sojourn in this land, and I will 
be with thee, and will bless thee ; for 
unto thee, and unto thy seed, I will 
give all these countries, and I will 
perform the oath which I sware unto 
Abraham thy father ; 

4 And I will make thy seed to 
multiply as the stars of heaven, and 
will give unto thy seed all thene 
countnes ; and in thy seed shall all 
the nations of the earth be blessed: 

5 Because that Abraham obeyed 
my voice, and kept my charge, my 
commandments, my statutes, and my 
laws. 

6 IT And Isaac dwelt in Gerar. 

7 And the men of the place asked 
him of his wife ; and he said. She is 
my sister : for he feared to say. She 
is my wife ; lest, said he^ the men of 
the place should kill me for Rebekah ; 
because she vxjis fair to look upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he 
had been there a long time, that Abi- 
melech king of the Philistines looked 
out at a window, and saw, and, be- 
hold, Isaac was sporting with Rebe- 
kah his wife. 

9 And Abimelech called Isaaxj, and 
said, Behold, of a surety she is thy 
wife : and how saidst thou. She is my 
sister ? And Isaac said unto him, Be- 
cause I said, XfCst I die for her. 
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10 And Abimelech. said, What is 
this thou hast done unto us ? one of 
the people might lightly have lain 
with thy wife, and thou shouldest 
have brought guiltiness upon us. 

11 And Abimelech charged all his 
people, saying. He that toucheth this 
man or his wife shall surely be put 
to death. 

12 Then Isaac sowed in that land, 
and reoeived in the same year a hun- 
dredfold : and the Lord blessed him. 

13 And the man waxed great, and 
WOTt forward, and grew until he be- 
came very great : 

14 For he had possession of flocks, 
and possession of herds, and great 
store of servants : and the Philii^ines 
envied him. 

15 For all the wells which his fa- 
ther's servants had digged in the days 
of Abraham his father, the Philistines 
had stopped them, and filled them 
with earths 

16 And Abimelech said unto Isaac, 
Go firom us ; for thou art much might- 
ier than we. 

17 ^ And Isaac departed thence, 
and pitched his tent in tiie valley of 
Gerar, and dwelt there. 

1 8 And Isaac digged again the wells 
of water, which they had digged in the 
days of Abraham his father ; for the 
Philistines had stopped them after the 
death of Abraham; and hecalled their 
names after the names by which his 
father had called them. 

19 And Isaac's servants digged in 
the valley, and found there a well of 
springing water. 

20 And the herdmen of G^rar did 
strive with Isaac's herdmen, saying. 
The water is ours : and he called the 
name of the well Esek ; because they 
strove with him. 

21 And they digged another well, 
and strove for that also : and he call- 
ed the name of it Sitnah. 

22 And heremoved firom thence, and 
digged another well ; and for that they 
strove not : and he called the name 
ofitRehoboth; and he said. For now 
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the Lord hath made room for us, 
and we shall he fruitful in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence to 
Beer-sheha. 

24 And the Lord appealed unto 
him the same night, ajid said, I am 
the God of Abraham thy father : fear 
not, for I am with thee, and will bless 
thee, and multiply thy seed for my 
servant Abraham^s sake. 

25 And he builded an altar there, 
and called upon the name of the 
Lord, and pitched his tent there : and 
there Isaac s servants digged a well. 

26 IT Then Abimelech went to him 
from Gerar, and Ahuzzath one of his 
friends, and Phichol the chief captain 
of his army. 

27 And Isaac said unto them, 
Wherefore come ye to me, seeing ye 
hate me, and have sent me away 
from you ? 

28 And they said. We saw certainly 
that the Lord was with thee: and we 
said. Let there be now an oath be- 
twixt us, even betwixt us and thee, 
and let us make a covenant with thee ; 

29 That thou wilt do us no hurt, 
as we have not touched thee, and as 
we have donje unto thee nothing but 
good, and have sent thee away in 
peace : thou art now the blessed of 
the Lord. 

30 And he made them a feast, and 
they did eat and drink. 

31 And they rose up betimes in the 
morning, and sware one to another : 
and Isaac sent them away, and they 
departed from him in peace. 

32 And it came to pass the same 
day, that Isaac's servants came, and 
told him concerning the well which 
they had digged, and said 1^lto him, 
We have found water. 

33 And he called it Shebah : there- 
fore the name of the city is Beer- 
sheba unto this day. 

34 H And Esau was forty years 
old when he took to wife Judith the 
daughter of Been the Hittite, and 
Bashemath the daughter of Elon the 
Hittite: 
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35 Which were a grief of mind un- 
to Isaac and to Rebekah. 
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AND it came to pass, that when 
. Isaac was old, and his eyes were 
dim, so that he could not see, be call- 
ed Esau his eldest son, and said unto 
him. My son : and he said unto him, 
Behold, here am I. 

2 And he said, Behold now, I am 
old, I know not the day of my death : 

3 Now therefore take, I pray thee, 
thy weapons, thy quiver and thy bow, 
and go out to the field, and take me 
som£ venison ; 

4 And make me savoury meat, 
such as I love, and bring it to me, 
that I may eat; that my soul may 
bless tljee before I die. 

5 And Rebekah heard when Isaac 
spake to Esau his son. And Esau 
weht to the field to hunt /or venison, 
and to bring it. 

6 % And Rebekah spake unto Ja- 
cob her son, saying. Behold, I heard 
thy father speak unto Esau thy bro- 
ther, saying, 

7 Bring me venison, and make me 
savoury meat, that I may eat^ and 
bless thee before the Lord before my 
death. 

8 Now therefore, my son, obey my 
voice according to that which I com- 
mand thee. 

9 Go now to the flock, and fetch 
me from thence two good kids of the 
goats; and I will make them sa- 
voury meat for thy father, such as 
he loveth : 

10 And thou shalt bring it to thy 
father, that he may eat, and that he 
may bless thee before his death. 

11 And Jacob said to Rebekah his 
mother, Behold, Esau my brother is 
a hairy man, and I' am a smooth 
man: 

12 My fother peradventure will feel 
me, and I shall seem to him as a d^ 
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ceiver ; and I shall bring a curse up- 
on me, and not a blessing. 

13 And his mother said unto him, 
Upon me be thy curse, my son: only 
obey my voice, and go fetch me them. 

14 And he went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother : and his 
mother made savoury meat, such as 
his father loved. 

15 And Rebekah took goodly rai- 
ment of her eldest son Esau, which 
were with her in the house, and put 
them upon Jacob her younger son: 

16 And she put the skms of the 
kids of the goats upon his hands, and 
upon the smooth of his neck : 

17 And she gave the savoury meat 
and the bread, which she had pre- 
pared, into the hand of her son Jacob. 

18 ^ And he came unto his father, 
and said, My father : and he said, 
Here am I; who art thou, my son? 

19 And Jacob said unto his father, 
I am Esau thy firstborn; I have done 
according as thou badest me: arise, I 
pray thee, sit and eat of my venison, 
that thy soul may bless me. 

20 And Isaac said unto his son. 
How is it that thou hast found it so 
quickly, my son? And he said. Be- 
cause the Lord thy God brought it 
to me. 

21 And Isaac said unto Jacob, Come 
near, I pray thee, that I may feel 
thee, my son, whether thou oe my 
very son Esau or not. 

22 And Jacob went near unto Isaacs 
his father; and he felt him, and said, 
The voice is Jacob's voice, but the 
hands are the hands of Esau. 

23 And he discerned him not, be- 
cause his hands were hairy, as his 
brother Esau's hands : so he blessed 
him. 

24 And he said. Art thou my very 
son Esau? And he said, I am. 

25 And he said. Bring it near to 
me, and I will eat of my son's veni- 
son, that my soul may bless thee. 
And he brought it near to him, and 
he did eat: and he brought lum wine, 
and he drank. 



26 And his father Isaac said unto 
him. Come near now, and kiss me, 
my son. 

27 And he came near, and kissed 
him: and he smelled the smell of his 
raiment, and blessed him, and said, 
See, the smell of my son is as the smell 
of a field which the Lord hath blessed : 

28 Therefore God give thee of the 
dew of heaven, and the fatness of the 
earth, and plenty of com and wine: 

29 Let people serve thee, and na- 
tions bow down to thee: be lord over 
thy brethren, and let thy mother's 
sons bow down to thee: cursed be 
every one that curseth thee, and 
blessed be he that blesseth thee. 

30 ^ And it came to pass, as soon as 
Isaac had made an end of blessing 
Jacob, and Jacob was yet scarce gone 
out from the presence of Isaac his 
father, that Esau his brother came 
in from his hunting. 

31 And he also had made savoury 
meat, and brought it unto his father, 
and said unto his father, Let my fa- 
ther arise, and eat of his son's veni- 
son, that thy soul mav bless me. 

32 And Isaac his father said unto 
him. Who art thou ? And he said, 
I am thy son, thy firstborn, Esau. 

33 And Isaac trembled very ex- 
ceedingly, and said. Who? where is 
he that hath taken venison, and 
brought it me, and I have eaten of all 
before thou camest, and have blessed 
him ? yea, and he shall be blessed. 

34 And when Esau heard the words 
of his father, he cried with a great 
and exceeding bitter cry, and said 
unto his father. Bless me, even me 
also, O my father. 

35 And he said. Thy brother came 
with subtilty, and hath taken away 
thy blessing. 

36 And he said. Is not he rightly 
named Jacob? for he hath supplanted 
me these two times: he took away 
my birthright; and, behold, now he 
hath taken away my blessing. And 
he said. Hast thou not reserved a 
blessing for me ? 
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37 And Isaac answered and said 
unto Esau, Behpld, I have made him 
thy lord, and all his brethren have I 
given to him for servants; and with 
com and wine have I sustaiixed him : 
and what shall I do now unto thee, 
my son ? 

38 And Esau said unto his father, 
Hast thou but one Messing, my fa- 
ther ? bless me, even me also, O my 
father. And Esau lifted up his voice^ 
and wept. 

39 Arid Isaac his father answered 
and said unto him, Behold, thy dwell- 
ing shall be the fatness of the earth, 
and of the dew of heaven from above ; 

40 And by thy sword shalt thou 
live^ and shalt serve thy brother: 
and it shall come to pass when thou 
shalt have the dominion, that thou 
shalt break his yoke from off thy neck. 

41 IF And Esau hated Jacob be- 
cause of the blessing wherewith his 
father blessed him: an.d Esau said 
in his heart, The days of mourning 
for my father are at hand ; then will 
I slay my brother Jacob. 

42 And these words of Esau her 
elder son were told to Rebekah : and 
she sent and called Jacob her younger 
son, and said unto him^ Behold, thy 
brother Esau, as toudiing thee, doth 
comfort hims^, purposing to kill 
thee. 

43 Now therefore, my son, obey my 
voice ; and arise, flee thou to Laban 
my brother to Haran ; 

44 And tarry with him a few days, 
until thy brother's fury turn away ; 

45 Until thy brother's anger tujn 
away from thee, and he forget that 
which thou hast done to him : then 
I will send, and fetch thee from 
thence: why diould I be deprived 
also of you both in one day ? 

46 And Rebdcah said to Isaac, I 
am weary of my life becaose of .tiie 
daughters of Heth : if Jacob take a 
wife of the daughters of Helii, such 
as these which are t)f the daughJters 
of the land, what good shall my life 
ilome? 
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AND Isaac called Jacob, and 
. blessed him, and charged him, 
and said unto him^ Thou shalt not 
take a wife of the daughters of Ca- 
naan. 

2 Arise, go to Padan-aram, to the 
house of BethueL thy mother's father ; 
aad take thee a wife from thenoe of 
the daughters of Laban thy mother's 
brother. 

3 And Grod Almighty Wess thee, 
and make thee fruitful, and multiply 
thee, that thou mayest be a multitude 
oi people ; 

4 And give thee the blessing of 
Abraham, to thee, and to thy seed 
with thee ; that thou mayest inherit 
the land wherein thou art a stranger, 
which God gave unto Abraham. 

5 And Isaac sent away Jacob : and 
he went to Fadan-curam unto Laban, 
son of Bethuel the Syrian, the bro- 
ther of Rebekah, Jacob's and Esau's 
mother. 

6 IT When Esau saw that Isaac had 
blessed Jacob, and sent him away to 
Fadan^aram, to take him a wife from 
thence ; and that as he blessed him 
he gave him a charge, saying. Thou 
shalt not take a wife of the daught^s 
of Canaan ; 

7 And that Jacob obeyed his father 
and his mother, and was gone to 
Fadan-aram ; 

8 And.Esau seeing that the daugh- 
ters of Canaan pleased not Isaac his 
father ; 

9 Then went Esau unto Ishmael 
and took, amto the wives which he 
had, Mahalath the daughter of Ish- 
mael Abraham's son^ the sister of 
Nebajoth, to be his wife. 

10 If And Jacob went out from 
Beer-sheba, and went towaf d Haran. 

11 And he lighted upon a certain 
place, and tarri^ there all night, be- 
cause the sun was set ; and he took 
of the stones of that plaoe, and put 
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them for his pillov^ and lay down in 
that place to sleep. 

12 And he dreaihed, and behold a 
ladder set up on the earth, and the 
top of it reached to heaven: and he- 
hold the angels of Gknl ascending 
and descending on it. 

13 And, behold, the Lord stood 
above it, and said, I am the Lord Ood 
of Abraham thy father, and the God 
of Isaac: the land whereon thou liest^ 
to thee will I give it, and to thy seed; 

14 And thy seed shall be as the 
dust of the earth; and thou shalt 
spread abroa^d to tiie west, and to 
the east, and to the north; a^d to the 
south : and in thee and in thy seed 
shall all the families of the earth be 
blessed. 

15 And, behold, I am; with thee, 
and will keep thee in aU places 
whither thou goest, and will bring 
thee again into this land ; for I wiU 
not leave thee, until I have done thcU 
winch I have spoken to thee of 

16 If And Jacob awaked oat of his 
sle^, and he said, Surely tbd Lord ii6 
in this place ; and I knew it not. 

17 Ani he was afraid, and said. 
How dreadful 19 this place! this is 
none other but the bouse of God, and 
this is the gate of heaven. 

18 And Jacob rose up eaorly in the 
morning, and took the st(Hie that he 
had put for his pillows, and set it up 
for a pillar, and pouf ed oil upon the 
top of it. 

19 And he called the name of l^at 
place Beth^el: but the name of that 
city IMS caikd Luz at the first. 

20 And Jacob vowed a vow, say- 
ing, If God will be with me, and will 
keep me in this way that I go, and 
will give me bread to eak, and rai- 
ment to put on, 

21 So that I come again to my &- 
ther's house in peaee; th^i shall the 
Lord be my God : 

22 And this stone, whieh I have set 
for a pillar, shall be Qo&b house : and 
i)f all that thou shalt give me I will 
surdy give iJie tenth unta thee* 
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THEN Jacob went on his journey, 
and came into the land of the 
people of the east. 

2 And he located, and behold a well 
in the field, and, lo, there were three 
flocks of sheep lying by it ; for out of 
that well they watered the flocks: and 
a great stone was upon the well's 
mouth. 

3 And thither were all the flocks 
gathered : and they rolled the stone 
from the well's mouth, and watered 
the sheiep, and put the stone again 
upon the well's mouth in his pla^. 

4 And Jacob said xmto tibem. My 
brethren, whence i^ ye ? And they 
said. Of Haran ure we» 

6 And he said unto them, Kno^ 
ye Laban the son of Nahor ? And 
they said, We know him. 

6 And he said unto them. Is he 
well? And they said. He is well: 
and, behold, Rachel his danger 
Cometh with the sheep. 

7 And he said, Lo, it is yet high 
day, neither is itikme that the cat^e 
should be gathered together: water 
ye the sheep, and go cmd feed them. 

8 And they said. We cannot, until 
all Ihe flocks be gathered together, 
and till they roll the stone from the 
well's mouth; then we water the 
sheep. 

9 % And while he yet spake with 
them, Radiel came with her father^s 
sheep : iix she kept tiiem. 

10 And it came to pass, when Ja- 
cob saw Rachel the daughter of La- 
ban his moiher's brother, and the 
sheep of Laban his mother's brother, 
that Jd.cob went near^ and rolled the 
stone from the well's mouth, and wa- 
tered the floek of Laban his moth^'s 
broker. ' 

11 And Jacob kissed Rachel, and 
lifted up his voice, and wept. 

12 Aiid Jacob told Rachel that he 
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iaas her father's hrother, and that he 
wa9 Rebekah'ft son : and ^e ran and 
told her father. 

18 And it came to pass, M^ien La- 
ban heard the tidings of Jacob his 
sister's son, that he laa to meet him, 
and embraced him, and kissed him, 
and brought him to his house. And 
he told Laban all these things. 

14 And Laban said to him. Surely 
thou art my bone and my flesh. And 
he abode with him the space of a 
month. 

15 ^ And Laban said unto Jacob, 
Because thou art my brother, should- 
est thou therefiMre serve me for nought ? 
tell me, what shall thy wages be ? 

16 And Laban had two daughters : 
the name of the elder was Leah, and 
the name of the younger tffas Rachel. 

17 Leah «i?a« tender eyed ; but Ra- 
chel was beautiful and well favoured. 

18 And Jacob loved Rachel ; and 
said, I will serve thee seven years 
for Rachel thy younger daught^. 

19 And Laban said, It is better 
that I give her to thee, than that I 
should give her to another man : abide 
with me. 

20 And Jacob served seven years 
for Rachel; and they seem^ unto 
him but a few days, for the love he 
had to her. 

21 ^ And Jacob toid unto Laban, 
Give me my wife, for my days are 
fulfilled, that I may go in unto her. 

22 And Laban gathered together all 
the men of the place, and made a feast. 

23 And it came to pass in the eve- 
ning, that he took Leah his daughter, 
and brought her to him ; and he went 
in unto her. 

24 And Laban gave unto his daugh- 
ter Leah Zilpah his maid for a hand^ 
maid. 

25 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning, behold, it was Leah: and 
he said to Laban; What is this thou 
hast done unto me ? did not I serve 
with thee for Rachel? wherefore then 
hast thou beguiled me ? 

26 And Laban said, It must not be 
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so done in our country, to give the 
younger before the firstborn. 

27 Fulfil httr week, and we will 
give thee this also for the service 
which thou shalt serve with me yet 
seven other years. 

28 And Jacob did so, and fulfilled 
her week : and he gave him Rachel 
his daughter to wife also. 

29 Aiid Laban gave to Rachel his 
daughter Bilhah his handmaid to be 
her maid. 

30 And he went in also unto Ra- 
chel, and he loved also Rachel more 
than Leah, and served with him yet 
seven other years. 

81 1[ And when the Lord saw that 
Leah was hated, he opened her womb : 
but Rachel was barren. 

32 And Leah conceived, and bare 
a son ; and she called his name Reu- 
ben: for she said, Surely the Lord 
hath looked upon my affliction ; now 
therefore my husband will love me. 

33 And she conceived again, and 
ba^e a son; and «aid. Because the 
Lord hath heard that I ims hated, he 
hath therefore given me this son also : 
and she called his name Simeon. 

34 And she conceived again, and 
bare a son ; and said. Now this time 
will my husband be joined imto 
me, because I have borne him three 
sons : therefore was his name called 
Levi. 

35 And she conceived again, and 
bare a son ; and she said, Now will I 
praise the Lord : therefore she called 
his name Judah ; and left bearing.

14 ^ And Reuben went in the days 
of wheat harvest, and found man- 
drakes in the field, and brought them 
unto his mother Leah. Then Ra- 
chel said to Leah, Give me, I pray 
thee, of thy son's mandrakes.

26 Give me my wives and my chil- 
dren, for whom I have served thee, 
and let me go : for thou knowest my 
service which I have done thee. 

27 And Laban said unto him, I pray 
thee, if I have found favour in ibine 
eyes, tarry: for I have learned by 
experience that the Lorp hath bless- 
ed me for thy sake. 

28 And he said, Appoint me thy 
wages, and I will give it. 

29 And he said unto him. Thou 
knowest how I have served thee, and 
how thy cattle was with me. 

30 For it was little which thou 
hadst before I cam£^ and it is now 
increased unto a multitude; and the 
Lord hath blessed thee since my 
ecmiing : and now, when shall I pro- 
vide for mine own house also? 

31 And he said, What shall I give 
thee ? Ax^ Jacob said, Thou wait 
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ndt give me any thing: if thou wilt 
do this thing for me, I will again feed 
and keep thy flock. 

82 I will pass through all thy flock 
to day, removing from thence all ihe 
tmeckled and spotted cattle, and all 
the brown cattle among the sheep, and 
the spotted and speckled among ihe 
goats: and of such shall be my hire. 

33 So shall my righteousness an- 
swer for me in tune to come, when 
it shall come for my hire before thy 
face: every one that is not speckled 
and spotted among the goats, and 
brown among the sheep, that shall 
be counted si^en with me. 

34 And Laban said. Behold, I would 
it might be according to thy word. 

36 And he removed that day the 
he goats that were ringstreaked and 
spotted, and all the she goats that 
were speckled and spotted, and every 
one that had some white in it, and all 
the brown among the sheep, and gave 
them into the hand of his sons. 

36 And he set tiuree days' journey 
betwixt himself and Jacob: and Ja- 
cob fed the rest of Laban's flocks. 

37 ^ And Jacob took him rods of 
green poplar, and of the hazel and 
ohesnuttree; and pilled white skeaks 
in them, and made the white appear 
which was in the rods. 

38 And he set the rods which he 
had pilled before the flocks in the gut- 
ters in thd watering troughs when the 
flocks came to drink, that they should 
conceive when they came to drink. 

39 And the flocks conceived before 
the rods, and brought forth cattle 
ringstreaked, speckled, and spotted. 

40 And Jacob did separate ttie 
lambs, and set the faces of the flocks 
toward the ringstreaked, and all the 
brown in the flock of Laban ; and he 
put his own flocks by themselves, and 
put them not unto Laban's cattiie. 

41 And it came to pass, whenso- 
ever the stronger cattle did conceive, 
that Jacob laid the rods before tiie 
eyes of the cattle in the gutters, that 
they might conceive among the rods. 
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42 But when the cattle were feeble, 
he put them not in : so the feebler were 
Laban's, and the stronger Jacob's. 

43 And the man increased exceed- 
ingly, aaid had much cattle, and 
maidservants, and menservants, aiui 
camels, and asses.

AND he heard the words of Laban's 
. sons, saying, Jacob hath taken 
away all that was our father's; and 
of that which was our father's hath 
he gotten all this glory, 

2 And Jacob baheld the counte- 
nance of Laban, and, behold, it was 
not toward him as before. 

3 And the Lord said unto Jacob, Re- 
tum unto the land of thy fathers, and 
to thy kindred; andlwillbewithttiee. 

4 And Jacob sent and called Rachel 
and Leah to the field unto his flock, 

6 And said unto them, I see your 
father's countenance, that it is not 
toward me as before; but the Gt)d of 
my father hath been with me. 

6 And ye know that with aU my 
power I have served your father. 

7 And your father hath deceived me, 
and changed my wages ten times ; but 
God suffered him not to hurt me. 

8 If he said thus, The speckled 
shall be thy wages; then all the cat- 
tle bare speckled : and if he said thus, 
The ringstreaked shall be thy hire; 
then bare all the cattle ringstreaked. 

9 Thus God hath taken away the 
cattle of your father, and given them 
to me. 

10 And it came to pass at the time 
that the cattle conceived, that I lift- 
ed up mine eyes, and saw in a dream, 
and, behold, the rams which leaped 
upon the cattle were ringstreaked, 
speckled, and grizzled. 

11 And the angel of God ^pake 
unto me in a dream, sayings Jacob: 
and I said. Here am L 

12 And he said, Lift up now thine 
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eyes, and see, all the rams which 
leap npon the oattle are ringstreaked, 
speckled, and grizzled : far I have seen 
all that Laban doeth unto thee. 

13 I am the €rod of Beth-^1, where 
thou anointedst the pillar, and where 
thou vowedst a vow unto me: now 
arise, get thee out from this land, and 
return unto the land of thy kindred. 

14 And Rachel and Leah answered 
and said unto him. Is there yet any 
portion or inheritance for us in our 
lather's house? 

16 Are we not counted of him 
strangers? for he hath scdd us, and 
hath quite deyoured also our money. 

16 For all theridies which God hatii 
tak^n from our father, that i$ ours, 
and our children's: now then, what- 
soever God hath said unto thee, do. 

17 ^ Then Jacob rose up, and set 
his sens and his wives upon camels ; 

18 And he carried away all his cat- 
tle, and all his goods which he had 
gotten, the cattle of his gei^ng^ 
which he had gotten in Padan^^aram, 
for to go to Isaac his &th^ in the 
land of Canaan. 

19 And Laban went to shear his 
she^: and Radiel had stolefn the 
images that were her father's. 

20 And Jacob stole away unawares 
to Laban the Syrian, in that he told 
him not that he fled. 

21 So he fled with all that he had; 
and he rose up, and passed over the 
river, and set his &bce toward the 
mount Gilead. 

22 And it was told Laban on the 
third day, that Jacob was fled. 

23 And he took his brethren with 
him, and pursued after him seven 
days' journey; and tihey overtook 
him in the mount Gilead. 

24 And God came to Laban the 
Syrian m a dream by night, and said 
unto him. Take heed tiiat thou speak 
not to Jacob either good or bad. 

25 IT Then Laba^ overtook Jacob. 
Now Jacob had pitched his tent in the 
mount: and Laban with his brethren 
pitahed in ihe moimt of Gilead. 



26 And Laban said to Jacob, What 
hast thou done, that thou hast stolen 
away unawares to me, and carried 
away my daughters, as captives taken 
with the swo^ ? 

27 Wherefore didst thou flee away 
secretly, and steal away from me; 
and didst not tell me, that I might 
have sent thee away with mirth, and 
withsongs, wil^tabr^t, and with harp? 

28 And hast not suffered me to kiss 
my sons and my daughters? thou 
hast now done foolishly in so doing. 

29 It is in the power of my hand 
to do you hurt: but the Gt)d of your 
father spake rrnto me yesternight, say^ 
ing. Take thou heed that thou speak 
not to Jacob either good or bad. 

30 And now, though thou wouldest 
needs be gone, because thou Bcfte 
longedst afW thy father's house, yet 
wherefore hast tlK)U stdl^Gi my gods? 

31 And Jacob answered and said 
to Laban, Because I was afraid : for I 
said, Peradventure thou wouldest take 
by force thy daughters from me. 

32 With whomsoever thou findest 
thy gods, let him not live: before our 
Inrethren discern thou what is thine 
with me, and take i< to thee. For Jacob 
knewnot that Rachel had stolen them. 

33 And Laban went into Jacob's 
tent, and into Leah's tent, and into 
the two maidservants' tents; but he 
found them not. Then went he out 
of Leah's tent, and entered into Ra:* 
chel's tent. 

34 Now Rachel had taken the 
images, and put them in the camel's 
frEmitnre, and sat upon liiem. And 
Laban searched all the tent, but 
found them not. 

3d And she said to her father, Let 
it not displease my lord that I cannot 
rise up before thee; for the custom of 
women is upon me.

88 This twenty years fnwe I been 
with thee; thy ewes and thy she 
goats have not cast their young, and 
the rams of thy fldck have I not eaten. 

3d That which was torn of bkasts 
I brought not unto thee; I bam the 
loss of it; of my hand didst thou 
require it, whether stolen by day, or 
stolen by night. 

40 Thus 1 was; in the day the 
dK)ught consumed me, and the frost 
by night; and my sleep departed 
from mine eyes. 

41 Thus have I been twenty years 
in thy house: I served thee fourteen 
years for thy two daughters, and six 
years for thy cattle ; and iiiou hast 
changed my wages ten times. 

42 Except the God <rf my fattier, 
the Gx)d of Abraham, axiA the fear of 
Isaac, had been with me, surely thou 
hadst sent me away now empty. 
God hath seen mine aiffliction and the 
labour of my hands, and rebuked thee 
yesternight.

The 
Lord watch between me and ihee, 
when we nxe absent one from another. 

60 If thou shalt afflict my daugh- 
ters, or if thou shalt take other Avives 
beside my daughters, no man is with 
us; see, (Jod is witness betwixt me 
and thee. 

51 And Laban said to Jacob, Be- 
hold this heap, and behold this pillar, 
which I have cast betwixt me and 
thee; 

52 This heap be witness, and this 
pillar be witness, that I will not pass 
over this hea^ to thee, and that thou 
shalt not pass over this heap and this 
pillar unto me, for harm. 

53 The God of Abraham, and the 
Gx)d of Nahor, the God of their father, 
judge betwixt us. And Jacob sware 
by the fear of his father Isaac. 

54 Then Jacob offered sa<;rifice upon 
the mount, and called his brethren to 
eat bread : and they did eat bread, and 
tarried all night in the mount. 

65 And early in the morning La- 
ban rose up, and kissed his sons and 
his daughters, and blessed them: and 
Laban departed, and returned unto 
his place.

3 And Jacob sent messengers be- 
fore him to Esau his brother unto the 
land of Seir, the country of Edom. 

4 And he commanded them, saying. 
Thus shall ye speak unto my lord 
Esau ; Thy servant Jacob saith thus, 
I have sojourned with Laban, and 
stayed there until now: 

5 And I have oxen, and asses, 
flocks, and menservants, and women- 
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gervants : and I hare sent to tell my 
lord, that I may find grace in thy sight. 

6 IT And the miessengets retomed 
to Jacoh, saying, We came to thy 
biothef Esau^ and also he cometh to 
meet thee, «ind four hundred men 
with him« 

7 Then Jacob was greatiy afraid 
and distressed: and he divKled the 
people that ivas with him, abd the 
flocks, and herds, and the camels, in- 
to two bands ;

15 Thirty milch camels with their 
colts, forty kine and ten bulls, twen- 
ty she asses and ten foals. 

16 And he delivered them into the 
hand of his servants, every drove by 
themselves; and said unto his serv- 
ants. Pass ov^ before me, and put 
a spaces betwixt drove and drove. 

17 And he commanded the fore- 



most, saying, When Esau my bro- 
ther meeteth thee^ and asketh thee, 
saying. Whose art thou ? and whither 
goest thou? and whose are these be- 
fore thee? 

la Then thou shalt say, They be 
iiiy servant. Jacob's; it w a present 
sent unto my lord E«;au: and, be-> 
hold, also he is behind us* 

19 And so commanded h^ the se- 
cond, and the third, and all that fol- 
lowed the droves, saying. On this 
maimer shall ye speak unto Esau, 
when ye find him. 

20 And say ye moreover. Behold, 
thy servant Jacob is behind us. For 
he said, I will af^ase him with the 
present that goeth before me^ and 
afWward I will see his face ; perad- 
venture he will accept of me. 

21 So w^it the present over before 
him ; and himself lodged that night 
in the c<mipany. 

22 And he rose up that night, and 
took his two wives, and his two wo- 
menservants, and his eleven scms, 
and passed over the ford Jabbok. 

23 And he took them, and sent 
them over the brook, and sent over 
that he had. 

24 IT And Jacob was left alone; and 
there wrestled a man with him until 
the breaking of the day.

chel, and they borwed themselves. 

8 And he said. What meanest thou 
by all <Ms drove which I met ? And 
he said. These are to find grace in the 
sight of my lord. 

9 And Esau said, I have enough, 
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my brother ; keep that thou hast un- 
to thyself 

10 And Jacob said. Nay, I pray 
thee, if now I have found grace in 
thy sight, then receive my present at 
my hand : for therefore I have seen 
thy face, as though I had seen the 
face of Grod, and thou wast pleased 
with me. 

11 Take, I pray thee, my blessing 
that is brought to thee; because God 
hath dealt graciously with me, and 
because I have enough. And he 
urged him, and he took it. 

12 And he said. Let us take our 
journey, and let us go, and I will go 
before thee. 

13 And he said unto him. My lord 
knoweth that the children are tender, 
and the flocks and herds with young 
are with me ; and if men should over- 
drive them one day, all the flock will 
die.

2 And when Sheehem the so(n of 
Hamor the Hivite, prince of the 
country, saw her, he took her, and 
lay with her, and defiled her. 

3 And his soul clave unto Dinah 
the daughter of Jacob, and he loved 
the damsel^ and spake kindly unto 
the damsel. 

4 And Sheehem spake unto his 
&ther Hamor, saying. Get me this 
damsel to wife. 

5 And Jacob heard that he had 
defiled Dinah his daughter : now his 
sons were with his catiJe in the field : 
and Jacob held his peace until theyi 
were come. 

6 IT And Hamor the father of She- 
ehem went out unto Jacob to com- 
mune with him. 

7 And the sons of Jacob came out of 
the field when they heard it: and the 
men were grieved, and they were very 
wroth, because he had wrought folly in 
Israel in lying with Jacob's daughter ; 
which thing ought not to be done. 

8 And Hamor communed with them, 
saying, The soul of ipy son Sheehem 
longeth for your daughter: I pray 
you give her him to wife. 

9 And make ye marriages with us, 
and give your daughters unto us, and 
take our daughters unto you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with us: and 
the land shall be before you ; dwell 
and trade ye therein, and get you 
possessions tiierein. 

11 And Sheehem said unto her fa- 
ther and unto her brethren. Let me 
find grace in your eyes, and what ye 
shall say unto me I will give. 

12 Ask me never so much dowry 
and gift, and I will give according as 
ye shall say unto me: but give me 
the damsel to wife. 



13 And the sons of Jacob answered 
Sheehem and Hamor his father de- 
oeitfuUy, and said, because he had 
defiled Dinah their sister : 

14. And t;hey paid unto them, We 
cannot do this thing, to g-ive our. sis- 
ter to one that is uncircumcised ; for 
that were a reproach unto us : 

15 But in this will we consent unto 
you: If ye will be as we be, that every 
male of you be circumcised ; 

16 Then will we give our daugh- 
ters unto you, and we will take your 
daughters to us, and we will dwell with 
you, and we will become one people.

two of the sons of Jacob, Simeon and

AND God said unto Jacob, Arise,

2 Then Jacob said unto his house- 
hold, and to all that were with him. 
Put away the strange gods that are 
among you, and be clean, and change 
your garments: 

3 And let us arise, and go up to 
Beth-el; and I will make there an 
altar unto God, who answered me in 
the day of my distress, and was with 
me in the way which I went. 
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4 And they gave unto Jacob all the 
strange gods which were in their hand, 
and all their earrings which were in 
their ears; and Jacob hid them un- 
det the oak which was by Shechem.

6 If So Jacob came to Luz which 
is in the land of Canaan, that is, 
Beth-el, he and all the people that 
were with him. 

7 And he built there an altar, and 
called the place El-beth-el ; because 
there God appeared unto him, when 
he fled from the face of his brother. 

8 But Deborah Rebekah's nurse 
died, and she was buried beneath 
Beth-el under an oak : and the name 
of it was called AUon-betchuth. 

9 ^ And God appeared unto Jacob 
again, when he came out of Padaji- 
aram, and blessed him. 

10 And God said unto him, Thy 
name is Jacob : thy name shall not 
be called any more Jacob, but Israel 
shall be thy name; and he called his 
name Israel. 

11 And God said unto him, I am 
Gt)d Almighty : be fruitful and mul- 
tiply ; a nation and a company of 
nations shall be of thee, and kings 
shall come out of thy loins ; 

12 And the land which I gave 
Abraham and Isaac, to thee I will 
give it, and to thy seed after thee 
will I give the land. 

13 And God went up from him in 
the place where he talked with him. 

14 And Jacob set up a pillar in 
the place where he talked with him, 
even a pillar of stone : and he poured 
a drink offering thereon, and he pour- 
ed oil thereon. 

15 And Jacob called the name of 
the place where God spake with him, 
Beth-el. 

16 ^ And they journeyed from Beth* 
el; and there was but a little way to 
come to Ephrath: and Rachel tra- 
vailed, and she had hard labour. 



The death of Isaac, 
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17 And it came to pass, whem she 
was iu haxd labour, that the midwife 
said unto hear, Fear not; thou shalt 
have this son also. . 

18 And it oame to pass, as her soul 
was in departing, (for she died,) that 
she called his name Ben-oni ; but his 
father called him Benjamin.^ 

19 And Rachel died, and was buried 
in the way to Ephrath, which is Beth- 
lehem. 

20 And Jacob set a pillar upon her 
grave : that is the pillar of Kachel's 
grave unto this day. 

21 IT And Israel joumflyed, aad 
spread his tent beyond the tower of 
Edar. 

22 And it came to pass, when Is- 
rael dwelt in that land, that Reuben 
went and lay with Bilhah his father's 
concubine : and Israel heard it. Now 
the sons of Jacob were twelve: 

23 The sons of Leah; Reuben, 
Jacob's firstborn, and Simeon, and 
Levi, and Judah, and Issachax, and 
Zebulun : 

24 The sons of Rachel; Joseph, 
and Benjamin: 

25 And the sons of Bilhah, Rachel's 
handmaid; Dan, and Naphtali: 

26 And the sons of Zilpah, Leah's 
handmaid; Gad, and Asher. These 
are the sons of Jacob, which were 
born to him in Fadan-aram. 

27 ^ And Jacob came unto Isaac 
his father unto Mamre, unto the city 
of Arba, which is Hebron, where 
Abraham and Isaac sojourned. 

28 And the days of Isaac were a 
hundred and fourscore years. 

29 And Isa6U5 gave up the ghost, 
and died, and was gathered unto his 
people, being old and full of days: and 
his sons Esau and Jacob buried him. 

CHAPTER XXXVI.

2 Esau took his wives of the daugh- 
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ters of Canaan ; Adah the daughter 
of Elon the Hittite, and Aholibamah 
the daughter of Anah the daughter* 
of Zibeon the Hivite, 

Z And Bashemath Ishmael's daugh- 
ter, sister of Nebajoth. 

4 And Adah bare to Esau Eliphaz; 
and Bashemath bare Reuel ; 

5 And Aholibamiah bare Jeush, and 
Jaalam, and Korah; these are the 
son» of Esau, which were bom unto 
him in the land of Canaan. 

6 And Esau took his wives, aad 
his sons, and his daughters, and aU 
the persons of his house, and his 
cattle, and all his beasts, and aU his 
substance, which he hsA got in the 
land of Canaan ; and went into the 
country from the face of his brother 
Jacob. 

7 For their riches were more than 
that they might dwell together ; and 
the land wherein they were strangers 
could not bear them because of their 
cattle. 

8 Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir: 
Esau is Edom. 

9 ^ And these a^e the generations 
of Esau the father of the Edomites 
in mount Seir : 

10 These are the names of Esau's 
sons ; Eliphaz the son of Adah the 
wife of Esau, Reuel the son of Bashe- 
math the wife of Esau. 

11 And the sons of Eliphaz were 
Teman, Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, 
and Kenaz. 

12 And Timna was conculane to 
Eliphaz Esau's son ; and she bare to 
Eliphaz AmaJek : tiiese were the sons 
of Adah Esau's wife. 

13 And these are the sons of Reuel; 
Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, and 
Mizzah : these were the scms of Ba^ 
shemath Esau's wife. 

14 ^ And these were the sons of 
Aholibamah, the daughter of Anah 
the daughter of Zibeon, Esau's wife : 
and she bare to Esau Jeush, and Jaa- 
1am, and Korah. 

16 ^ These were dukes of the sons 
of Esau : the sons of Eliphaz the first- 
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bom son of Esau ; duke Teman, duke 
Omax, duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and 
duke Amalek: these are the dukes 
that came of Eliphaz in the land of 
Edom: these were the sons of Adah. 

17 % And these are the sons of 
Reuel Esau's son; duke Nahath, duke 
Zerah, duke Shammah, duke Miz- 
zah: these are ihe dukes that came 
of Reuel in the land of Edom : tkese 
are the sons of Bashemath Esau's 
wife. 

18 ^ And these are the sons of 
Aholibamah Esau's wife; duke Je- 
ush, duke Jaalam, duke Korah : these 
were the dukes that came of Aholi- 
bamah the daughter of Anah, Esau's 
wife. 

19 These are the sons of Esau, 
who is Edom, and these are their 
dukes. 

20 ^ These are the sons of Seir 
the Horite, who inhabited the land ; 
Lotan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and 
Anah, 

21 And Dishon, and Ezer, and 
Dishan: these are the dukes of the 
Horites, the children of Seir in the 
land of Edom. 

22 And the children of Lotan were 
Hori and Hemam; and Lotan's sis- 
ter was Timna. 

23 And the children of Shobal were 
these; Alvan, and Manahath, and 
Ebal, Shepho, and Onam. 

24 And these are the children of 
Zibeon ; both Ajah, and Anah : this 
woA that Anah that found the mules 
in the wilderness, as he fed the asses 
of Zibeon his father. 

25 And the children of Anah were 
these ; Dishon, and Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah. 

26 And these are the children of 
Dishon; Hemdan, and Eshban, and 
Ithran, and Cheran. 

27 The children of Ezer are these ; 
Bilhan, and Zaavan, and Akan. 

28 The children of Dishan are 
these ; Uz, and Aran. 

29 These are the dukes that came 
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of the Horites; duke Lotan, duke 
Shobal, duke Zibeon, duke Anah, 

30 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke 
Dishan: these are the dukes that 
came of Hori, among their dukes in 
the land of Seir. 

31 1[ And these are the kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom, before 
there reigned any king over the child- 
ren of Israel. 

32 And Bela the son of Beor reign- 
ed in Edom: and the name of his 
city was Dinhabah. 

33 And Bela died, and Jobab the 
son of Z5rah of Bozrah reigned in 
his stead. 

34 And Jobab died, and Husham 
of the land of Temani reigned in his 
stead. 

35 And Husham died, and Hadad 
the son of Bedad, who smote Midian 
in the field of Moab, reigned in his 
stead : and the name of his city wa^ 
Avith. 

36 And ELadad died, and Samlah 
of Masrekah reigned in his stead, 

37 And Samlah died, and Saul of 
Rehoboth by the river reigned in his 
stead. 

38 And Saul died, and Baal-ha- 
nan the son of Achbor reigned in his 
stead. 

39 And Baal-hanan the son of Ach- 
bor died, and Hadar reigned in his 
stead : and the name of his city wa^ 
Pan ; and his wife's name wa^ Mehe- 
tabel, the daughter of Hatred, the 
daughter of Mezahab. 

40 And these are the names of the 
dukes that came of Esau, according 
to their families, after their places, 
by their names ; duke Timnah, duke 
Alvah, duke Jetheth, 

41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, 
duke Pinon, 

42 Duke Eenaz, duke Teman, duke 
Mibzar, 

43 Duke Magdiel, duke Lram: these 
be the dukes of Edom, according to 
their habitations in the land of their 
possession: he is Esau the father of 
the Edomites

AND Jacob dwelt in the land 
. wherein his father was a stran- 
ger, in the land of Canaan. 

2 These are the generations of Ja-. 
cob. Joseph, being seventeen years 
old, was feeding the flock with his 
brethren ; and the lad was with the 
sons of Bilhah, and with the sons of 
Zilpah, his father's wives : and Joseph 
brought unto his father their evil re- 
port. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more 
than all his children, because he wa^ 
the son of his old age: and he made 
him a coat of many colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw that 
their father loved him more than all 
his brethren, they hated him, and 
could not speak peaceably unto him. 

5 IT And Joseph dreamed a dream, 
and he told it his brethren: and they 
hated him yet the more. 

6 And he said unto them, Hear, I 
pray you, this dream which I have 
dreamed : 

7 For, behold, we were binding 
sheaves in the field, and, lo, my sheaf 
arose, and also stood upright; and, be- 
hold, your sheaves stood round about, 
and made obeisance to my sheaf.

13 And Israel said imto Joseph, 
Do not thy brethren feed the flock 
in Shechem? come, and I will send 
thee imto them. And he said to him, 
Here am /. 

14 And he said to him. Go, I pray 
thee, see whether it be well with thy 
brethren, and well with the flocks; 
and bring me word again. So he 
sent him out of the vale of Hebron, 
and he came to Shechem. 

15 IT And a certain man found him, 
and, behold, he was wandering in the 
field: and the man asked him, say- 
ing. What seekest thou ? 

1 6 And he said, I seek my brethren : 
tell me, I pray thee, where they feed 
their flocks.

2 And Judah saw there a daughter 
of a certain Canaanite, whose name 
was Shuah; and he took her, and 
went in unto her. 

3 And she conceived, and bare a 
son ; and he called his name Er. 

4 And she conceived again, and bare 
a son; and she called his name Onan. 

6 And she yet again conceived, and 
bare a son ; and called his name She-^ 
lah: and he was at Chezib, when 
she bare him. 

6 And Judah took a wife for Er his 
firstborn, whose name was Tamar. 

7 And Er, Judah's firstborn, waa 
wicked in the sight of the Lord; and 
the Lord slew hun. 

8 And Judah said unto Onan, Go in 
unto thy brother's wife, and marry 
her, and raise up seed to thy brother. 

9 And Onan knew that the seed 
should not be his; and it came to 
pass, when he went in unto his bro- 
ther's wife, that he spilled it on the 
ground, lest that he should give seed 
to his brother. 

10 And the thing which he did 
displeased the Lord: wherefore he 
slew him also. 

11 Then said Judah to Tamar his 
daughter in law. Remain a widow 
at thy father's house, till Shelah my 
son be grown: for he said, Lest per- 
ad venture he die also, as his brethren 
did. And Tamar went and dwelt in 
her father's house. 

12 % And in process of time the 
daughter of Shuah Judah's wife died;

14 And she put her widow's gar- 
ments off from her, and covered her 
with a vail, and wrapped herself, and 
sat in an open place, which is hy the 
way to Timnath; for she saw that 
Shelah was groi»rn, and she was not 
given unto him to wife. 

15 When Judah saw her, he thought 
her to be a, harlot ; because she had 
covered her face. 

16 And he turned unto her by the 
way, and said. Go to, I pray thee, let 
me come in unto thee ; for he knew 
not that she was his daughter in law. 
And she said. What wilt thou give me, 
that thou mayest come in unto me ? 

17 And he said, I will send thee a 
kid from the flock. And she said, 
Wilt thou give me a pledge, till thou 
send it ? 

18 And he said. What pledge shall 
J give thee ? And she said. Thy sig- 
net, and thy bracelets, and thy staff 
that is in thine hand. And he gave 
it her, and came in unto her, and she 
conceived by him. 

19 And she arose, and went away, 
and laid by her vail from her, and put 
on the garments of her widowhood. 

20 And Judah sent the kid by the 
hand of his friend the Adullamite, to 
receive his pledge from the woman's 
hand : but he found her not. 

21 Then he asked the men of that 
place, saying. Where is the harlot, 
that was -openly by the way side ? 
And they said, There was no harlot 
in this pla^e. 

22 And he returned to Judah, and 
said, I cannot find her; and also the 
men of the place said, that there was 
no harlot in this place. 

23 And Judah said, Let her take itto 
her, lest we be shamed: behold, I sent 
this kid, and thou hast not found her. 

24 IF And it came to pass about 
thiee months after, that it vras told 



Judah, saying, Tamar thy daughter 
in law hath played the harlot; and 
also, behold, she is with child by 
whoredom. And Judah said. Bring 
her forth, and let her be burnt. 

25 When she was brought forth, 
she sent to her father in law, saying, 
By the man, whose these are^ am 1 
with child : and she said. Discern, I 
pray thee, whose are these, the signet^ 
and bracelets, and staff. 

26 And Judah acknowledged themj 
and said. She hath been more right- 
ecus than I; because that I gave her 
not to Shelah my son. And he knew 
her again no more. 

27 ^ And it came to pass in the tim6 
of her travail, that, behold, twins were 
in her womb. 

28 And it came to pass, when she 
travailed, that the one put out his 
hand : and the midwife took and 
bound upon his hand a scarlet thread, 
saying. This came out first. 

29 And it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his bro- 
ther came out: and she said. How 
hast thou broken forth ? this breach 
be upon thee: therefore his name was 
called Pharez. 

30 And afterward came out hia 
brother, that had the scarlet thread 
upon his hand: and his name was 
called Zarah.

2 And thd Lord wais with Joseph, 
and he was a prosperous man ; and 
he was in the house of his master the 
Egyptian. 

3 And his master saw that the Lord 
wasvnth. him, and that the Lord made 
all that he did to prosper in his hand. 

4 And Joseph found grace in his 
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sight, and he served him: and he 
made him overseer over his house, and 
all that he had he put into his hand. 

5 And it came to pass from the time 
that he had made him overseer in 
his house, and over all that he had, 
that the Lord blessed the Egyptian's 
house for Joseph's sake; and the 
blessing of i^e Lord waa upon all that 
he had in the house, and in the field. 

6 And he left all that he had in Jo- 
seph's hand ; and he knew not aught 
he had, save the bread which he did 
eat. And Joseph was a goodly per- 
son, and well favoured. 

7 % And it came to pass after these 
things, that his masters wife cast her 
eyes upon Joseph ; and she said. Lie 
with me. 

8 But he refused, and said unto his 
master's wife. Behold, my master 
wotteth not what is with me in the 
house, and he hath committed all 
that he hath to my hand ; 

9 There is none greater in this 
house than I ; neither hath he kept 
back any thing from me but thee, 
because thou art his wife : how then 
can I do this great wickedness, and 
sin against God ? 

10 And it came to pass, as she spake 
to Joseph day bv day, that he heark- 
ened not unto her, to lie by her, or 
to be with her. 

11 And it came to pass about this 
time, that Joseph went into the house 
to do his business; and there was none 
of the men of the house there within. 

12 And she caught him by his gar- 
ment, saying, Lie with me : and he 
left his garment in her hand, and fled, 
and got him out. 

13 And it came to pass, when she 
saw that he had left his garment in 
her hand, and was fled forth, 

14 That she called unto the m^i 
of her house, and spake unto them, 
saying. See, he hath brought in a He- 
brew unto us to mock us ; he came 
in unto me to lie with me, and I 
cried with a loud voice : 

15 And it came to pass, when he 
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heard that I lifted up my voice and 
cried, that he left his garment with 
me, and fled, and got him out. 

16 And she laid up his garment by 
her, until his lord came home. 

17 And she spake unto him ac- 
cording to these words, saying, The 
Hebrew servant, which thou hast 
brought unto us, came in unto me to 
mock me : 

18 And it came to pass, as I lifted 
up my voice and cried, that he left 
his garment with me, and fled out. 

19 And it came to pass, when his 
master heard the words of his wife, 
which she spake unto him, saying, 
After this manner did thy servant to 
me ; that his wrath was kindled. 

20 And Joseph's master took him, 
and put him into the prison, a place 
where the king's prisoners werehound : 
and he was there in the prison. 

2 1 IT But the Lord was with Joseph, 
and shewed him mercy, and gave him 
favour in the sight of the keeper of 
the prison. 

22 And the keeper of the prison 
connnitted to Joseph's hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; 
and whatsoever they did there, he 
was the doer of it. 

23 The keeper of the prison looked 
not to any thing that vxis under his 
hand; because the Lord was with 
him, and that which he did, the Lord 
made it to prosper.

AND it came to pass after these

2 And Pharaoh was wroth against 
two of his officers, against the chief 
of the butlers, and against the chief 
of the bakers. 

3 And he put them in ward in tiiie 
house of the captain of the guard, 
into the prison, the place where Jo- 
seph was bound. 
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4 And the captain of the ^ard 
charged Joseph with them, and he 
served them: and they cdntinued a 
season in ward. 

5 IT And they dreamed a dream both 
of them, each man his dream in one 
night, each man according to the in- 
terpretation of his dream, the butler 
and the baker of the king of Egypt, 
which were bound in the prison. 

6 And Joseph came in unto t^em in 
the morning, and looked upon them, 
and, behold, they were sad. 

7 And he asked Pharaoh's officers 
that uDere with him in the ward of his 
lord's house, saying, Wherefore look 
ye so sadly to day? 

8 And they said unto him. We have 
dreamed a dream, and there w no in- 
terpreter of it. And Joseph said unto 
them. Do not interpretations belong 
to God? tell me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his dream 
to Joseph, and said to him. In my 
dream, behold, a vine was before me; 

10 And in the vine were three 
branches: and it wa>s as though it 
budded, and her blossoms shot forth; 
and the clusters thereof brought forth 
ripe grapes: 

11 And Pharaoh's cup was in my 
hand: and I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pharaoh's cup, and 
I gave the cup into Pharaoh's hand. 

12 And Joseph said unto him, This 
is the interpretation (rf it: The three 
branches are three days : 

13 Yet within three dajrs shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place; and thou shalt 
deliver Pharaoh's cup into his hand, 
after the former manner when thou 
wast his butler. 

14 But think on me when it shall 
be well with thee, and shew kindness, 
I pray thee, unto me, and make men- 
tion of me unto Pharaoh, and bring 
me out of this house : 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out 
of the land of the Hebrews : and here 
also have I done nothing that ihey 
should put me into the dungeon. 



16 When the chief baker saw that 
the interpretation was good, he said 
unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
and, behold, / had three white bas- 
kets on my head : 

17 And in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bakemeats 
for Pharaoh; and the birds did eat 
them out of tiie basket upon my head. 

18 And Joseph answered and said, 
This is the interpretation thereof: 
The three baskets are three days: 

1& Yet within three days shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang thee on a teee ; and the 
birds shall eat thy flesh from off thee. 

20 H And it came to pass the third 
day, which was Pharaoh's birthday, 
that he ma^de a feast unto all his ser- 
vants: and he lifted up the head of 
the chief butler and of the chief baker 
among his servants. 

21 And he restored the chief butler 
unto his butlership again, and he 
gave the cup into Pharaoh's hand ; 

22 But he hanged the chief baker: 
as Joseph had interpreted to them. 

23 Yet did not the chief butler re- 
member Joseph, but forgat him. 

CHAPTER XLL 

1 PhataoKt two dreamt, 26 Joseph interprdeth them. 
88 He gwethFharaah eowMeL 88 Joeepk i$ advanced. 
50 The birth of Manatteh and Ephraim. 63 The 
famine heginneth. 

AND it came to pass at the end of 
- two full years, that Pharaoh 
dreamed: and, behold, he stood by 
the river. 

2 And, behold; there came up out of 
the river seven well favoured kine and 
fat-fleshed ; and they fed in a meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them out of the river, 
ill favoured and lean-fleshed; and 
stood bv the other kine upon the 
brink of the river. 

4 And the ill favoured and lean-flesh- 
ed kinedid eat up the seven well favour- 
ed and fat kine. So Pharaoh awoke. 

5 And he slept and breamed the 
second time: and, behold, seven ears 
of com came up upon one stalk, rank 
and good. 
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6 And, behold, seven thin ears and 
blasted with the east wind sprung up 
ailer them. 

7 And the seven thin ea^ devour- 
ed the seven rank and full ears. And 
Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, it was 
a dream. 

8 And it came to pass in the mom- 
ing that his spirit was troubled ; and 
he sent and called for all the magi- 
cians of Egypt, and all the wise men 
thereof: and Pharaoh told them his 
dream ; but there was none that could 
interpret them unto Pharaoh. 

9 If Then spake the chief butler 
unto Pharaoh, saying, I do remember 
my faults this day: 

10 Pharaoh was wroth with his 
servants, and put me in ward in the 
captain of the guard's house, both me 
and the chief baker : 

1 1 And we dreamed a dream in one 
night, I and he; we dreamed each 
man according to the interpretation 
of his dream. 

12 And there was there with us a 
young man, a Hebrew, servant to the 
captain of the guard ; and we told 
him, and he interpreted to us our 
dreams; to each man according to 
his dream he did interpret. 

13 And it came to pass, as he inter- 
preted to us, so it was; me he restored 
unto mine office, and him he hanged. 

14 II Then Pharaoh sent and called 
Joseph, and they brought him hastily 
out of the dungeon : and he shaved 
himself^ and changed his raiment, 
and came in unto Pharaoh. 

15 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
I have dreamed a dream, and there is 
none that can interpret it: and I have 
heard say of thee, that thou canst un- 
derstand a dream to interpret it. 

16 And Joseph answered Pharaoh, 
saying. It is not in me: God shall 
give Pharaoh an andwer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh said tmto Joseph, 
In my dreaifi, behold, I stood upon 
the bank of the river: 

18 And, behold, there came up out 
of the river seven kine, fat-fleshed 
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and well favoured ; and they fed in a 
meadow: 

19 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them, poor and very 
ill favoured and lean-fleshed, such as 
I never saw in all the land of Egypt 
for badness : 

20 And the lean and the ill favoured 
kine did eat up the first seven fat kine: 

21 And when , they had eaten them 
up, it could not be known that they 

^ had eaten them ; but they were still 
ill favoured, as at the beginning. So 
I awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream; and, 
behold, seven ears came up in one 
stalk, full and good : 

23 And, behold, seven ears, wither- 
ed, thin, and blasted with the east 
wind, sprung up after them: 

24 And the thin ears devoured the 
seven good ears: and I told this unto 
the magicians; but thei-e was none 
that could declare it to me. 

25 1[ And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, 
The dream of Pharaoh is one: Grod 
hath shewed Pharaoh what he is 
about to do. 

26 The seven good kine are seven 
years; and the seven good ears are 
seven years : the dream is one. 

27 And the seven thin and ill fa- 
voured kine that came up afl»r them 
are seven years ; and the seven empty 
ears blasted with the east wind shall 
be seven years of famine. 

28 This is the thing which I have 
spoken unto Pharaoh: what God is 
about to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. 

29 Behold, there come seven years 
of great plenty throughout all the 
land of Egypt : 

30 And there shall arise after them 
seven years of famine; and all the 
plenty shall be forgotten in the land 
of Egypt; and the famine shall con- 
sume the land ; 

3 1 And the plenty shall not be known 
in the land by reason of that famine 
following; for it shall he very grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was 
doubled unto Pharaoh twice ; it is be- 
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cause the thing is established by Gch}, 
and God will shortly bring it to pass. 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man diiscreet and wise, and set 
him over the land of Egypt. 

34 Liet Pharaoh do this^ and let him 
appoint officers over the land, and 
take up the fifth part of the land of 
Egypt in the seven plenteous years. 

35 And let them gather all the food 
of those good years that come, and lay 
up Qotn under the hand of Pharaoh, 
and let them keep food in the cities. 

36 And that food shall be for store 
to the land against the seven years 
of famine, which shall be in the land 
of Egypt ; that the land perish not 
through the famiae* 

3T ^ And the thing was good in the 
eyes of* Pharaoh, and in the eyes of 
all his servants. 

38 And Pharaoh said unto his serv- 
ants, Can we find such a one as this is, 
a man in whom the spirit of God is ? 

39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Forasmuch as God hath shewed thee 
all thi9) there is none so discreet and 
wise as thou art : 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, 
and according unto thy word shall all 
my people be ruled : only in the 
throne will I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
See, I have set thee over all the land 
of Egypt 

42 And Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon Jo- 
seph's hand, and arrayed him in 
vestures of fine linen, and put a gold 
chain about his neck ; 

43 And he made him to ride in the 
second chariot which he had; and 
thev cried before him. Bow the knee : 
and he made him ruler over all the 
land of Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
I am Pharaoh, and without thee shall 
no man lift up his hand or foot in all 
the land of Egypt. 

45 And Pharaoh called Joseph's 
nameZaphnath-paaneah; andhegave 
him to wife Asenath the daughter of 



Poti-pherah priest of Qn^ And Joseph 
went out over all the land of Egypt. 

46 IF And Joseph was thirty years 
old when he stood before Pharaoh 
king of E gypt. And Joseph went out 
from the presence of Pharaoh, and 
wentthroughout all the land of Egypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous years 
the earth brought forth by handfuls* 

48 And he gathered up all the food 
of the seven years, which were in the 
land of Egjrpt, and laid up the food 
in the cities: the food of the field, 
which uHis round about every city, 
laid he up in the same. 

49 And Joseph gathered com as the 
sand of the sea, very much, until he leil 
numbering; fox it was vdthontnumber. 

60 And unto Joseph were bom two 
sons before the years of famine came . 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
pherah priest of On bare unto him. 

51 Ajad Joseph called the name 
of the firstlxHrn Manasseh: For Gt>d, 
said hey hath made me forget all my 
toib, and all my father's house. 

52 And the name of the second 
called he Ephraim: For God hath 
caused me to be fruitful in the land 
of my affliction. 

53 If And the seven years of plen- 
teousness, that was in the land of 
Egypt, were ended. 

54 And the seven years of decurth 
began to come, according as Joseph 
had said : and the dearth was in all 
lands ; but in all the land of Egypt 
there was bread. 

55 And when all the land of Egypt 
was famished, the people cried to 
Pharaoh for bread : and Pharaoh said 
unto all the Egyptians, Go unto Jo- 
seph ; what he saith to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over all the 
face of the earth : and Joseph opened 
all the storehouses, and sold unto the 
Egyptians; and the famine waxed 
sore in the land of Egypt. 

57 And all countries came into 
Egypt to Joseph for to buy com; 
because that the famine was so sore 
in all lands. 
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CHAPTER XLII. 

1 Jacob sendeth his ten sons to huy com in Egyjpt 16 
They are imprisoned by Joseph asspies; 18 but ate set 
at liberty f on condition that they bring Benjamin, 21 
Their remorse on aecouni of Joseph. S4 Sirneon is kept 
as a pledge, 26 They return home toith com^ and %oUh 
their money, 29 2%eir report to Jacob, 36 Jacob re- 
fustth to send JBet^amin, 

^OW when Jacob saw that there 
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was com in E^ypt, Jacob said 
unto his sons, Why do ye look one 
upon another ? 

2 And he said, Behold, I have heard 
that there is com in Egypt : get you 
down thither, and buy for us from 
thence ; that we may live, and not die. 

3 IF And Joseph's ten brethren went 
down to buy com in Egypt. 

4 But Benjamin, Joseph's brother, 
Jacob sent not with his brethren; for 
he said, Lest perad venture mischief 
befall him. 

5 And the sons of Israel came to 
buy com among those that came : for 
the famine was in the land of Canaan. 

6 And Joseph was the govemor 
over the land, arid he it was that 
sold to all the people of the land: 
and Joseph's brethren came, and 
bowed down themselves before him 
tcith their faces to the earth. 

7 And Joseph saw his brethren, 
and he knew them, but made himself 
strange unto them, and spake roughly 
unto them ; and he said unto them, 
Whence come ye? And they said, From 
the land of Canaan to buy food. 

8 And Joseph knew his brethren, 
but they knew not him. 

9 And Joseph remembered the 
dreams which he dreamed of them, 
and said unto them. Ye are spies ; to see 
the nakedness of the land ye are come. 

10 And they said unto him. Nay, 
my lord, but to buy food are thy serv- 
ants come. 

11 We are all one man's sons ; we 
are true meuj thy servants are no spies. 

12 And he said unto them, Nay, 
but to see the nakedness of the land 
ye are come. 

13 And they said. Thy servants 
are twelve bretiiren, the sons of one 
man in the land of Canaan; and, 
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behold, the youngest is this day with 
our father, and one is not. 

14 And Joseph said unto them, 
That is it that I spake imto you, 
saying, Ye are spies : 

15 Hereby ye shall be proved : By 
the life of Pharaoh ye shall not go 
tcffth hence, except your youngest 
brother come hither. 

16 Send one of you, and let him 
fetch your brother, and ye shall be 
kept in prison, that your words may 
be proved, whether there be any truth 
in you : or else by the life of Pharaoh 
surely ye are spies. 

17 And he put them all togetiier 
into ward three days. 

18 And Joseph said unto them the 
third day. This do, and live ; for I 
fear God : 

19 If ye he true men^ let one of your 
brethren be bound in the house of 
your prison: go ye, carry com for 
the famine of your houses : 

20 But bring your youngest bro- 
ther imto me ; so shall your words be 
verified, and ye shall not die. And 
they did so. 

21 H And they said one to another, 
We are verily guilty ccmoeming our 
brother, in that we saw the anguish 
of his soul, when he besought us, 
and we would not hear ; therefore is 
this diskess come upon us. 

22 And Reuben answered them^ 
saying. Spake I not unto you, say- 
ing, Do not sin against the child; 
and ye would not hear? therefore, 
behold, also his blood is required. 

23 And they knew not that Joseph 
understood them ; for he spake unto 
them by an interpreter. 

24 And he tumed himself about 
from them, and wept; and retumed 
to them again, and communed with 
them, and took from them Simeon, 
and bound him before their eyes. 

25 IT Then Joseph commanded to 
fill their sacks with com, and to 
restore every man's money into his 
sack, and to give them provision for 
the way : and thus did he unto them. 
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26 And tbey laded their asses with 
the com, and departed thence. 

27 And as one oi them opened his 
sack to give his a.ss provender in the 
inn, he espied his money; for, be- 
hold, it tDOS in his sack's mouth. 

28 And he said unto his brethren, 
My money is restored ; and, lo, it is 
even in my sack: and their heart 
failed them^ and they were afraid, 
saying one to another. What is this 
thixt Grod hath done unto us? 

29 ^ And they came unto Jacob 
their father unto the land of Canaan, 
and told him all that befell unto them ; 
saying, 

30 The man, who is the lord of the 
land, spake roughly to us, and took 
us for spies of the country. 

31 And we said unto him. We are 
true men ; we are no spies : 

32 We be twelve brethren, sons 
of our father; one is not, and the 
yoimgest is this day with our father 
in the land of Canaan. 

33 And the man, the lord of the 
country, said unto us. Hereby shall 
I know that ye are true men ; leave 
one of your brethren here with me, 
and take food for the famine of your 
households, and be gone : 

34 And bring your youngest bro- 
ther unto me : then shall I know that 
ye are no spies, but that ye are true 
men : so will I deliver you your bro- 
ther, and ye shall traffick in the land. 

35 1[ And it came to pass as they 
emptied their sacks, that, behold, 
every man's bundle of money vxxs 
in his sack : and when both they and 
their father saw the bundles of mo- 
ney, they were afraid. 

36 And Jacob their father said imto 
them. Me have ye bereaved of my 
children : Joseph is not, and Simeon 
is not, and ye will take Benjamin 
away : all these things af e against me. 

37 And Reuben spake unto his fa- 
ther, saying. Slay my two sons, if I 
bring him not to thee : deliver him 
into my hand, and I will bring him 
to thee again. 



38 And he said, My son shall not 
go down with you; for his brother 
is dead, and he is left alone : if mis- 
chief befall him by the way in the 
which ye go, then shall yrf bring 
down my gray hairs with sorrow to 
the grave. 

CHAPTER XLIII. 

1 Jacob U hardly persuaded to send Benjamin, 15 tTb- 
8eph enter tainetu his brethren. Z\ Me maketh them 
afiaat. 

AND the famine was sore in the 
- land. 

2 And it came to pass, when they 
had eaten up the com which they 
had brought out of Egypt, their fa- 
ther said unto them. Go again, buy 
us a little food. 

3 And Judah spake unto him, say- 
ing, The man did solemnly protest 
unto us, saying. Ye shall not see 
my face, except your brother be with 
you. 

4 If thou Mdlt send our brother 
with us, we will go down and buy 
thee food : 

6 But if thou wilt not send him, we 
will not go down : for the man said 
unto us. Ye shall not see my face, 
except your brother be with you. 

6 And Israel said. Wherefore dealt 
ye so ill with me, as to tell the man 
whether ye had yet a brother? 

7 And they said. The man asked 
us straitly of our state, and of our 
kindred, saying, Is your father yet 
alive? have ye another brother? and 
we told him according to the tenor 
of these words. Could we certainly 
know that he would say, Bring your 
brother down? 

8 And Judah said unto Israel his 
father. Send the lad with me, and we 
will arise and go ; that we may live, 
and not die, both we, and thou, and 
also our little ones. 

9 I will be surety for him ; of my 
hand shalt thou require him: if I 
bring him not unto thee, and set him 
before thee, then let me bear the 
blame for ever : 

10 For except we had lingered, 
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surely now we had returned this se- 
cond time. 

11 And their father Israel said unto 
them, If it must be so now, do this; 
take of the best fruits in the land in 
your vessels, and carry down the 
man a present, a little balm, and a 
little honey, spices and myrrh, nuts 
and almonds : 

12 And take double money in your 
hand; and the money thatwas brought 
again in the mouth of your sacks, 
carry it again in your hand ; perad- 
venture it wns an oversight. 

13 Take also your brother, and 
arise, go again unto the man : 

14 And Grod Almighty give you 
mercy before the man, that he may 
send away your other brother, and 
Benjamin. If I be bereaved of my 
children, I am bereaved. 

15 T[ And the men took that pre- 
sent, and they took double money in 
their hand, and Benjamin ; and rose 
up, and went down to Egypt, and 
stood before Joseph. 

• 1 6 And when Joseph saw Benj amin 
with them, he said to the ruler of his 
house. Bring these men home, and 
slay, and make ready ; for these men 
shall dine with me at noon. 

1 7 And the man did as Joseph bade ; 
and the man brought the men into 
Joseph's house. 

18 And the men were afraid, be- 
cause they were brought into Joseph's 
house ; and they said, Because of the 
money that was returned in our sacks 
at the first time are we brought in ; 
that he may seek occasion against 
us, and fall upon us, and take us for 
bondmen, and our asses. 

19 And they came near to the stew- 
ard of Joseph's house, and they com- 
muned with him at the door of the 
house, 

20 And said, O sir, we came indeed 
down at the first time to buy food : 

21 And it came to pass, when we 
came to the inn, that we opened our 
sacks, and, behold, every man's mo- 
ney was in the mouth of his sack, our 
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money in full weight : and we have 
brought it again in our hand. 

22 And other money have we brought 
down in our hands to buy food : we 
cannot tell who put our money in our 
sacks. 

23 And he said. Peace be to you, 
fear not : your Grod, and the God oi 
your father, hath given you treasure 
in your sacks : I had your money. And 
he brought Simeon out unto them. 

24 And the man brought the men 
into Joseph's house, and gave the7n 
water, and they washed their feet ; 
and he gave their asses provender. 

25 Ajad they made ready the pre- 
sent against Joseph came at noon : 
for they heard that they should eat 
bread there. 

26 If And when Joseph came home, 
they brought him the present which 
Wds in their hand into the house, and 
bowed themselves to him to the earth. 

27 And he asked them oi their wel- 
fare, and said. Is your father well, 
the old man of whom ye spake ? Is 
he yet alive ? 

28 And they answered. Thy serv- 
ant our father is in good health, he 
is yet alive. And they bowed down 
their heads, and made obeisance. 

29 And he lifted up his eyes, and 
saw his brother Benjamin, his mo- 
ther's son, and said. Is this your 
yoimger brother, of whom ye spake 
unto me ? And he said, God be gra- 
cious unto thee, my son. 

30 And Joseph made haste ; for 
his bowels did yearn upon his bro- 
ther : and he sought where to weep ; 
and he entered into his chamber, and 
wept there. 

31 And he washed his face, and 
went out, and refrained himself, and 
said. Set on bread. 

32 And they set on for him by him- 
self, and for them by themselves, and 
for the Egyptians, which did eat with 
him, by themselves: because the 
Egyptians might not eat bread with 
the Hebrews ; for that is an abomi- 
nation unto the Egyptians. 
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33 And they sat before him^ the 
firstborn according to his birthright, 
and the youngest aiccording to his 
youth: and the men marvelled one 
at another. 

34 And he took and sent messes 
unto them fir<Hn before him: bat Ben- 
jamin's mess was five times so much 
as any of theirs. And they drank, 
and were merry with him. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

1 Joaeph'i policy to stay his brethren, 14 JudaKs humble 
ntpplieatwn ta Joseph,' 

AND he commanded the steward 
. of his house, saying, Fill the 
men's sacks tmth food, as much as 
they can ca^ry, and put every nmn's 
money in his sack's mouth. 

2 And put my cup, the silver cup, 
in the sack's mouth of the youngest, 
and his com money. And he did ac* 
cording to the word that Joseph had 
spoken. • 

3 As soon as the morning was light, 
the men were sent away, they and 
their asses. 

4 And when they were gone out of 
the city, and not yet far off, Joseph 
said unto his steward, Up, follow af- 
ter the men; and when thou dost 
overtake them, say unto them, Where- 
fore have ye rewarded evil for good ? 

5 Is not this it in which my lord 
drinketh, and whereby indeed he di- 
vineth ? ye have done evil in so doing. 

6 1[ And he overtook them, and he 
spake unto them these same words. 

7 And they said unto him. Where- 
fore saith my lord these words ? God 
forbid that thy servants should do 
according to tWs thing : 

8 Behold, the money, which we 
found in our sacks' moutiis, we 
brought again imto thee out of the 
land of Canaan : how then should we 
steal out of thy lord's house silver or 
gold? 

9 With whomsoever of thy servants 
it be found, both let him die, and we 
also will be my lord's bondmen. 

10 And he said. Now also Ut it be 
according unto your words : he with 



whom it is found shall be my servant ; 
and ye shall be blameless. 

11 Then they speedily toc4£ down 
every man his sack to the ground, 
and opened every man his sack. 

1 2 And he searched, andhegan at ihe 
eldest, and left at the youngest : and the 
cup was found in Benjamin's sack. 

13 Then they rent their clothes, 
and laded every man his ass, and re- 
turned to the city. 

14 H And Judah and his brethren 
came to Joseph's house; for he tpa$ 
yet there: and they fell before him 
on the ground. 

15 And Joseph said unto them. 
What deed is this that ye have done ? 
wot ye not that such a man as I can 
certainly divine ? 

16 And Judah said, What shall we 
say unto my lord? what shall we 
speak? or how shall we clear our- 
selves ? God hath found out the ini- 
quity of thy servants: behold, we 
are my lord's servants, both we, and 
he also with whom the cup is found. 

17 And he said, God forbid that I 
should do so : but the man in whose 
hand the cup is found, he shall be 
my servant ; and as for you, get you 
up in peace unto your father. 

18 1[ Then Judah came near unto 
him, and said, O my lord, let thy 
servant, I pray thee, speak a word 
in my lord's ears, and let not thine 
anger bum agabist thy servant : for 
thou art even as Fharadii. 

19 My lord asked his servants, say- 
ing. Have ye a father, or a brother ? 

20 And we said unto my lord. We 
have a father, aa old man, and a 
child of his old age, a little one ; and 
his brother is dead, and he alone is 
left of his mother, and his father 
loveth him. 

21 And thou saidst unto thy serv- 
ants, Bring him down unto me, that 
I may set mine eyes upon him. 

22 And we said unto my lord, The 
lad cannot leave his father: for if he 
should leave his father, his father 
would die. 
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23 And thou saidst unto thy serv- 
ants, Except your youngest brother 
come down with you, ye shall see my 
face no more. 

24 And it came to pass when we 
came up unto thy servant my father, 
we told him the words of my lord. 

25 And our father said, Go again, 
and buy us a little food. 

26 Andwesaid, Wecannotgodown: 
if our youngest brother be with us, 
then will we go down : for we may 
not see the man's face, except our 
yoimgest brother be with us. 

27 And thy servant my father said 
unto us, Ye know that my wife bare 
me two sons : 

28 And the one went out from me, 
and I said, Surely he is torn in pieces ; 
and I saw him not since : 

29 And if ye take this also from 
me, and mischief befall him, ye shall 
bring down my gray hairs with sor- 
row to the grave. 

30 Now therefore when I come to 
thy servant my father, and the lad 
be not with us ; seeing that his life is 
bound up in the lad's life ; 

31 It shall come to pass, when he 
seeth that the lad is not with us, that 
he will die : and thy servants shall bring 
down the gray hairs of thy servant 
our father with sorrow to the grave. 

32 For thy servant became surety 
for the lad unto my father, saying. If 
I bring him not unto thee, then I shall 
bear the blame to my father for ever. 

33 Now therefore, I pray thee, let 
thy servant abide instead of the lad a 
bondman to my lord ; and let the lad 
go up with his brethren. 

34 For how shall I go up to my 
father, and the lad be not with me ? 
lest peradventure I see the evil that 
shall come on my father. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

1 Joseph maketh hinudf known to hU brethren; 6 and 
oomforteth them in GfotTa providence. 9 He Mendethfor 
hie fccther. 16 Pharaoh eonfirmeth it. 21 Joseph 
fumieheth them for their jmimey, and exhorteth them 
to eoneord. 25 Jacob is revived with the newe. 

THEN Joseph could not refrain 
himself before all them that 
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stood by him; and he cried. Cause 
every man to go out from me. And 
there stood no man with him, while 
Joseph made himself known unto his 
brethren. 

2 And he wept aloud: and the 
Egyptians and the house of Pharaoh 
heard. 

3 And Joseph said unto his bre- 
thren, I am Joseph ; doth my father 
yet live ? And his brethren could not 
answer him ; for they were troubled 
at his presence. 

4 And Joseph said unto his bre- 
thren. Come near to me, I pray you. 
And they came near. And he said, 
I am Joseph your brother, whom ye 
sold into Egypt. 

5 Now therefore be not grieved, 
nor angry with yourselves, that ye 
sold me hither : for Grod did send me 
before you to preserve life. 

6 For th#se two years hath the fa- 
mine been in the land : and yet there 
are five years, in the which there shall 
neither be earing nor harvest. 

7 And God sent me before you to 
preserve you a posterity in the earth, 
and to save your lives by a great 
deliverance. 

8 So now it was not you that sent 
me hither, but God: and he hath 
made me a father to Pharaoh, and 
lord of all his house, and a ruler 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 

9 Haste ye, and go up to my fa- 
ther, and say unto him. Thus saith 
thy son Joseph, God hath made me 
lord of all Egypt: come down unto 
me, tarry not : 

10 And thou shalt dwell in the 
land of Goshen, and thou shalt be 
near unto me, thou, and thy chil- 
dren, and thy children's children, 
and thy flocks, and thy herds, and 
all that thou hast : 

11 And there will I nourish thee ; 
for yet there are five years of famine ; 
lest thou, and thy household, and all 
that thou hast, come to poverty. 

12 And, behold, your eyes see, and 
the eyes of my brother Benjamiiij, 
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that it is my mouth that speaketh 
unto you. 

13 And ye shall tell my father of 
all my glory in Egypt, and of all that 
ye have seen; and ye shall haste and 
bring down my father hither. 

14 And he fell upon his brother 
Benjamin's neck, and wept; and 
Benjamin wept upon his neck. 

15 Moreover he kissed all his bre- 
thren, and wept upon them: and after 
that his brethjen talked with him. 

16^ And the fame thereof was heard 
in Pharaoh's house, saying, Joseph's 
brethren are come: and it pleased 
Pharaoh well, and his servants. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Say unto thy brethren, This do ye; 
lade your beasts, and go, get you im- 
to the land of Canaan ; 

18 And take your father and your 
households, and come unto me : and I 
will give you the good of the land of 
Egypt, and ye shall eat the fat of the 
land. 

19 Now thou art commanded, this 
do ye; take you wagons out of the 
land of Egypt for your little ones, 
and for your wives, and bring your 
father, and come. 

20 Also regard not your stuff; for the 
good of all the land of Egypt is yours. 

21 And the children of Israel did 
so: and Joseph gave them wagons, 
according to the commandment of 
Pharaoh, and gave them provision 
for the way. 

22 To all of them he gave each man 
changes of raiment; but to Benjamin 
he gave three hundred pieces of sil- 
ver, and five changes of raiment. 

23 And to his father he sent after 
this manner; ten asses laden with the 
good things of Egypt, and ten she 
asses laden with com and bread and 
meat for his father by the way. 

24 So he sent his brethren away, and 
they departed : and he said unto them, 
See that ye fall not out by the way. 

25 IF And they went up out of 
Egypt, and came into the land of 
Canaan unto Jacob their father. 



26 And told him, saying, Joseph is 
yet alive, and he is governor over all 
the land of Egypt. And Jacob's heart 
fainted, for he believed them not. 

27 And they told him all the words 
of Joseph, which he had said unto 
them : and when he saw the wagons 
which Joseph had sent to carry him, 
the spirit of Jacob their father revived. 

28 And Israel said. It is enough ; 
Joseph my son is yet alive: I will go 
and see him before I die. 

CHAPTER XLVI. 

1 Jacob u eamf&rted by Ood at Beer-theba, 5 Thenoe Ju 
vnth kU household goeth into Egypt, 8 The number oj 
his family that went into Egypt. 28 Joseph meeteih 
Jacob. ^1 He inetructeth his brethren hout to answer 
to Pharaoh, 

AND Israel took his journey with 
. all that he had, and came to 
Beer-sheba, and offered sacrifices unto 
the God of his father Isaac. 

2 And God spake unto Israel in the 
visions of the night, and said, Jacob, 
Jacob : and he said, Here am I. 

3 And he said, I am God, the Grod 
of thy father : fear not to go down 
into Egypt ; for I will there make of 
thee a great nation. 

4 I will go down with thee into 
Egypt; and I will also surely bring 
thee up again: and Joseph shall put 
his hand upon tliine eyes. 

5 And Jacob rose up from Beer- 
sheba : and the sons of Israel carried 
Jacob their father, and their little 
ones, and their wives, in the wagons 
which Pharaoh had sent to carry him. 

6 And they took their cattle, and 
their goods, which they had gotten 
in the land of Canaan, and came into 
Egypt, Jacob, and all his seed with 
him: 

7 His sons, and his sons' sons with 
him, his daughters, and his sons' 
daughters, and all his seed brought 
he with him into Egypt. 

8 If And these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came into 
Egypt, Jacob and his sons: Reuben, 
Jacob's firstborn. 

9 And the sons of Reuben; Hanoch, 
and Phallu, and Hezron, and Carmi. 
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10 IF And the sons of Simeon; 
Jemuel, and Jamin, and Chad, and 
Jaxjhin, and Zohar, and Shaul the 
son of a Canaanitish woman. 

11 1[ And the sons of Levi; G^r- 
shon, Kohath, and Merari, 

12 1[ And the sons of Judah ; Er, 
and Onan, and Shelah, and Pharez, 
and Zarah : but Er and Onan died 
in the land of Canaan, And the 
sons of Pharez were Hezron and Ha- 
mul. 

13lFAndthesonsofIssachar; Tola, 
and Phuvah, and Job, and Shimron, 

14 II And the sons of Zebulun; 
Sered, and Elon, and Jahleel. 

15 These be the sons of Leah, 
which she bare nnto Jacob in Padan- 
aram, with his daughter Dinah : all 
the souls of his sons and his daugh- 
ters were thirty and three. 

16 1[ And the sons of Gad ; Ziphi- 
on, and Haggi, Shuni, and Ezbon, 
Eri, and Arodi, and Areli. 

17 1[ And the sons of Asher; Jim- 
nah, and Ishuah, and Isui, and Beriah, 
and Serah their sister : and the sons 
of Beriah ; Heber, and Malchiel. 

18 These are the sons of Zilpah, 
whom Laban gave to Leah his 
daughter; and these she bare unto 
Jacob, even sixteen souls. 

19 The sons of Rachel Jacob's wife ; 
Joseph, and Benjamin. 

20 1[ And unto Joseph in the land 
of Egypt were bom Manasseh and 
Ephraim, which Asenath the daugh- 
ter of Poti-pherah priest of On bare 
unto him. 

21 H And the sons of Benjamin 
were Belah, and Becher, and Ashbel, 
Gera, and Naaman, Ehi, and Rosh, 
Muppim, and Huppim, and Ard. 

22 These are the sons of Rachel, 
which were born to Jacob: all the 
souls were fourteen. 

23 ^ And the sons of Dan; Hushim. 

24 if And the sons of Naphtalx ; 
Jahzeel, and Guni, and Jezer, and 
Shillem. 

25 These are the sons of Bilhah, 
which Laban gave unto Rachel his 
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daughter, and she bare these unto 
Jacob : all the souls were seven. 

26 All the souls that came with 
Jacob into Egypt, which came out of 
his loins, besides Jacob's sons' wives, 
all the souls were threescore and six ; 

27 And the sons of Joseph, which 
were borne him in Egypt, were two 
souls : all the souls of the house of 
Jacob, which came into Egypt, were 
threescore and ten. 

28 IT And he sent Judah before him 
unto Joseph, to direct his face unto 
Goshen ; and they came into the land 
of Goshen, 

29 And Joseph made ready his cha- 
riot, and went up to meet Israel his 
father, to Goshen, and presented him- 
self unto him; and he fell on his neck, 
and wept on his neck a good while. 

30 And Israel said unto Joseph, 
Now let me die, since I have seen 
thy face, because thou art yet alive. 

31 And Joseph said unto his bre- 
thren, and unto his father's house, I 
will go up, and shew Pharaoh, and 
say unto him. My brethren, and my 
father's house, which were in the land 
of Canaan, are come unto me ; 

32 And the men are shepherds, for 
their trade hath been to feed cattle ; 
and they have brought their flocks, 
and their herds, and all that they have. 

33 And it shall come to pass, when 
Pharaoh shall call you, and shall say. 
What is your occupation ? 

34 That ye shall say, Thy servants' 
trade hath been about cattle from 
our youth even until now, both we, 
and also our fathers: that ye may 
dwell in the land of Goshen; for 
every shepherd is an abomination 
unto the Egyptians. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

1 Joseph presenteth five c/his brethren, 7 and hit father, 
hefwe Pharaoh. \l He ffiveth them habitation and 
maintenance, \Z He obtaineth aU tfie Egyptian^ mo- 
ney ^ 16 their cattle, 18 and their landu for Pharaoh, 
32 The priestt^ land was not bought, 23 He UttMh out 
the land for a fifth part. 28 Jacobus age, 29 He 
xweareth Joseph to bury him with his fathers. 

THEN Joseph came and told Pha* 
raoh, and said. My father and 
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my brethren, and their flocks, and 
their herds, and all that they have, 
are come out of the land of Canaan ; 
and, behold, they are in the land of 
Goshen, 

2 And he took some of his brethren, 
even five men, and presented them 
unto Pharaoh. 

3 And Pharaoh said unto his bre- 
thren, What is your occupation ? And 
they said unto rharaoh. Thy servants 
are shepherds, both we, and also our 
fathers. 

4 They said moreover unto Pha- 
raoh, For to sojourn in the land are 
we come; for thy servants have no 
pasture for their flocks ; for the fa- 
mine is sore in the land of Canaan : 
now therefore, we pray thee, let thy 
servants dwell in the land of Go- 
shen. 

5 And Pharaoh spake unto Joseph, 
saying. Thy father and thy brethren 
are come unto thee : 

6 The land of Egypt is before thee ; 
in the best of the land make thy 
father and bre.thren to dwell ; in the 
land of Goshen let them dwell : and 
if thou knowest any men of activity 
among tKem, then make them rulers 
over my cattie. 

7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
father, and set him before Pharaoh : 
and Jacob blessed Pharaoh. 

8 And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, 
How old art thou ? 

9 And Jacob said unto Pharaoh, 
The days of the years of my pilgrim- 
age are a hundred and thirty years : 
few and evil have the days of the 
years of my life been, and have not 
attained unto the days of the years of 
the life of my fathers in the days of 
their pilgrimage. 

10 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and 
went out from before Pharaoh. 

11 If And Joseph placed his father 
and his brethren, and gave them a 
possession in the land of Egypt, in the 
best of the land, in the land of Rame- 
ses, as Pharaoh had conamanded. 

. 12 And Joseph nourished his father. 



and his brethren, and all his father's 
household, with bread, according to 
their families. 

13 % And there was no bread in all 
the land ; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of Egypt and 
all the land of Canaan feinted by 
reason of the famine. 

14 And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Caneian, 
for the com which they bought: 
and Joseph brought the money into 
Pharaoh's house. 

15 And whpn money failed in the 
land of Egypt, and in the land of 
Canaan, all the Egyptians came un- 
to Joseph, and said, Give us bread : 
for why should we die in thy pre- 
sence ? for the money faileth. 

16 And Joseph said. Give your cat- 
tle ; and I will give you for your pat- 
tie, if money fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle 
unto Joseph : and Joseph gave them 
bread in exchange for horses, and for 
the flocks, and for the cattle of the 
herds, and for the asses ; and he fed 
them with bread for all their cattle 
for that year. 

18 When that year was ended, they 
came unto him the second year, and 
said unto him, We will not hide it 
from my lord, how that our money is 
spent; my lord also hath our herds 
of cattle ; there is not aught left in 
the sight of my lord, but our bodies, 
and our lands : 

19 Wherefore shall we die before 
thine eyes, both we and our land? 
buy us and ffur land for bread, and 
we and our land will be servants unto 
Pharaoh : and give ns seed, that we 
may live, and not die, that the land 
be not desolate. 

20 And Joseph bought all the land 
of Egypt for Pharaoh ; for the Egyp- 
tians sold every man his field, because 
the famine prevailed over them: so 
the land became Pharaoh's. 

21 And as for the people, he re- 
moved them to cities from one end 
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of the borders of Egypt even to the 
other end thereof. 

22 Only the land of the priests 
bought he not ; for the priests had a 
portion assigned them of Pharaoh, 
and did eat their portion which Pha- 
raoh gave them : wherefore they sold 
not their lands. 

23 Then Joseph said unto the peo- 
ple. Behold, I have bought you this 
day and your land for Pharaoh : lo, 
here is seed for you, and ye shall sow 
the land. 

24 And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth 
part unto Pharaoh, and four parts 
shall be your own, for seed of the 
field, and for your food, and for them 
of your households, and for food for 
your little ones. 

25 And they said, Thou hast saved 
oui: lives: let us find grace in the 
sight of my lord, and we will be 
Pharaoh's servants. 

26 And Joseph made it a law over 
the land of Egypt unto this day, that 
Pharaoh should have the fifth part; 
except the land of the priests only, 
which became not Pharaoh's. 

27 H And Israel dwelt in the land 
of Egypt, in the country of Goshen ; 
and they had possessions therein, and 
grew, and multiplied exceedingly. 

28 And Jacob lived in the land of 
Egypt seventeen years : so the whole 
age of Jacob was a hundred forty 
and seven years. 

29 And the time drew nigh that 
Israel must die : and he called his 
son Joseph, and said unto him, If 
now I have found grace in thy sight, 
put, I pray thee, thy hand under 
my thigh, and deal kindly and truly 
with me ; bury me not, I pray thee, 
in Egypt : 

30 But I will lie with my fathers, 
and thou shalt carry me out of Egypt, 
and bury me in their buryingplace. 
And he said, I will do as thou hast said. 

31 And he said, Swear unto me. 
And he sware unto him. And Israel 
bowed himself upon the bed's head. 
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CHAt>TER XLVIII. 

1 Joseph mill His sons visiteth his sick father. 2 Jacoh 
strengtheneih himself to bless them. 8 He repeateth 
the promise. 6 He taketh Ephraim and Manasseh a* 
his own. 7 He telleth Joseph of his mother's grave. 
8 He hlesseth JSphraim and Manasseh. 17 Jae pre- 
ferreth the younger before the elder. 21 He prophe- 
sieth their return to Canaan. 

AND it came to pass after these 
. things, that one told Joseph, 
Behold, thy father is sick: and he 
took with him his two sons, Manasseh 
and Ephraim. 

2 And one told Jacob, and said, 
Behold, thy son Joseph cometh unto 
thee: and Israel strengthened him- 
self, and sat upon the bed. 

3 And Jacob said unto Joseph, God 
Almighty appeared unto me at Luz in 
the land of Canaan, and blessed me, 

4 And said unto me, Behold, I 
will make thee fruitful, and multiply 
thee, and I will make of thee a mul- 
titude of people ; and will give this 
land to thy seed after thee for an 
everlasting possession. 

5 IT And now thy two sons, Ephraim 
and Manasseh, which were born unto 
thee in the land of Egypt, before I 
came unto thee into Egypt, are mine ; 
as Reuben and Simeon, they shall be 
mine. 

6 And thy issue, which thou beget- 
test after them, shall be thine, and 
shall be called afl;er the name of 
their brethren in their inheritance. 

7 And as for me, when I came from 
Padan, Rachel died by me in the 
land of Canaan in the way, when yet 
there was but a little way to come 
unto Ephrath : and I buried her there 
in the way of Ephrath ; the same is 
fieth-lehem. 

8 And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, 
and said, Who are these ? 

9 And Joseph said unto his father. 
They are my sons, whom God hath 
given me in this place. And he said^ 
Bring them, I pray thee, unto me, 
and I will bless them. 

10 Now the eyes of Israel were dim 
for age, so that he could not see. And 
he brought them near unto him ; and 
he kiss^ them and embraced theuL 
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11 And Israel said unto Joseph, I 
had not thought to see thy face: 
and, lo, God hath shewed me also 
thy seed. 

12 And Joseph hrought them out 
from between his knees, and he bow- 
ed himself with his face to the earth. 

13 And Joseph took them both, 
Ephraim in his right hand toward 
Israel's lefl hand, and Manasseh in his 
lefl hand toward Israel's right hand, 
and brought them near unto him. 

14 And Israel stretched out his right 
hand, and laid it upon Ephraim's 
head, who was the younger, and his 
lefl hand upon Manasseh's head, 
guiding his hands wittingly ; for Ma- 
nasseh was the firstborn. 

15 1[ And he blessed Joseph, and 
Baid, God, before whom my fathers 
Abraham and Isaac did walk, the 
Gt)d which fed me all my life long 
unto this day, 

16 The Ajigel which redeemed me 
from all evil, bless the lads ; and let 
my name be named on them, and 
the name of my fathers Abraham and 
Isaac ; and let them grow into a mul- 
titude in the midst of the earth. 

17 And when Joseph saw that his 
father laid his right hand upon the 
Jjiead of Ephraim, it displeased him : 
and he held up his father's hand, to 
remove it from Ephraim's head unto 
Manasseh's head. 

18 And Joseph said unto his father. 
Not so, my father: for this is the first- 
bom ; put thy right hand upon his head. 

19 And his father refused, and said, 
I know it J my son, I know it: he 
also shall become a people, and he 
also shall be great: but truly his 
younger brother shall be greater than 
ne, and his seed shall become a mul- 
titude of nations. 

20 And he blessed them that day, 
saying. In thee shall Israel bless, say- 
ing, God make thee as Ephraim and 
as Manasseh: and he set Ephraim 
before Manasseh. 

21 And Israel said unto Joseph, 
Behold, I die ; but G^ shall be with 
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}rou, and bring you again unto the 
and of your fathers. 

22 Moreover I have given to thee 
one portion above thy brethren, which 
I took out of the hand of the Amo- 
rite with my sword and with my bow. 

CHAPTER XLIX.

AND Jacob called unto his sons, 
. and said. Gather yourselves to- 
gether, that I may tell you that which 
shall befall you in the last days. 

2 Gather yourselves together, and 
hear, ye sons of Jacob ; and hearken 
unto Israel your father. 

3 1[ Reuben, thou art my firstborn, 
my miffht, and the beginning of my 
strength, the excellency of dignity, 
and the excellency of power : 

4 Unstable as water, thou shalt not 
excel ; because thou wentest up to 
thy father's bed ; then defiledst thou 
it: he went up to my couch. 

5 IT Simeon and Levi are brethren ; 
instruments of cruelty are in their 
habitations. 

6 O my soul, come not thou into 
their secret; unto their assembly, 
mine honour, be not thou united : for 
in their anger they slew a man, and in 
their selfwill they digged down a wall. 

7 Cursed be their anger, for it was 
fierce; and their wrath, for it was 
cruel: I will divide them in Jacob, 
and scatter them in Israel. 

8 ^ Judah, thou art he whom, thy 
brethren shall praise : thy hand shall 
be in the neck of thine enemies ; thy 
father's children shall bow down be- 
fore thee. 

9 Judah is a lion's whelp : from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up : he 
stooped down, he couched as a lion, 
and as an old lion ; who shall rouse 
him up? 

10 The sceptre shall not depart 
from Judah, nor a lawgiver from 
between his feet, until SMIoh come ; 
and unto him shall the gathering of 
the people be. 
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11 Binding his foal untci the vine, 
and his ass's colt unto the choice vine ; 
he washed his garments in wine, and 
his clotibies in the hlood of grapes : 

12 His eyes shall be red with wine, 
and his teeth white with inilk. 

13 If Zebulun shall dwell at the 
haven of the sea ; and he shall be 
for a haven of ships; and his bor- 
der shall be unto Zidon. 

14 H Issachar is a strong ass couch- 
ing down between two burdens: 

15 And he saw that rest was good, 
and the land that it ivas pleasant; 
and bowed his shoulder to bear, and 
became a servant unto tribute. 

16 IF Dan shall judge his people, as 
one of the tribes of Israel. 

17 Dan shall be a serpent by the 
way, an adder in the path, that biteth 
the horse's heels, so that his rider shall 
fall backward. 

18 1 have waited for thy salvation, 
O Lord. 

19 H Gad, a troop shall overcome 
him: but he shall overcome at the 
last. 

20 ^ Out of Asher his bread shall be 
fat, and he shall yield royal dainties. 

21 IT Naphtali is a hind let loose: 
he giveth goodly words. 

22 ^ Joseph is a fruitful bough, even 
a fruitful boUgh by a well; whose 
branches run over the wall : 

23 The archers have sorely grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated him: 

24 But his bow abode in strength, 
and the arms of his hands were made 
strong by the hands of the mighty 
God of Jacob; (from thence is the 
shepherd, the stone of Israel;) 

25 Even by the Grod of thy father, 
who shall help thee; and by the 
Almighty, who shall bless thee with 
blessings of heaven above, blessings 
of the deep, that lieth under, blessings 
of the breasts, and of the womb : 

26 The blessings of thy father have 
prevailed above the bluings of my 
progenitors unto the utmost bound of 
the everlasting hills: they shall be on 
the head of Joseph, and on the crown

of the head of him that was separate 
from his brethren. 

27 ^ Benjamin shall raven as a 
wolf: in the morning he shall devoiv 
the prey, and at night he shall divide 
the spoil. 

28 ^ All these are the twelve tribes 
of Israel: and this is it that their 
father spake unto them, and blessed 
them; every one according to hie 
blessing he blessed them. 

29 And he charged them, and said 
unto them, I am to be gathered un- 
to my people : bury me with my fa- 
thers in the cave that is in the field 
of Ephron the Hittite, 

30 In the cave that is in the field of 
Machpelah, which is before Mamre in 
the land of Canaan, which Abraham 
bought with the field of Ephron the Hit- 
tite for a possession of a buryingplace. 

31 There they buried Abraham and 
Sarah his wife ; there they buried 
Isaac and Rebekah his wife; and 
there I buried Leah. 

32 The purchase of the field and ot 
the cave that is therein was from the 
children of Heth. 

33 And when Jacob had made aai 
end of commanding his sons, he ga- 
thered up his feet into the bed, and 
yielded up the ghost, and was gather- 
ed unto his people. 

CHAPTER L. 

1 Th4 mourning for Jacob. 4 Jo8wh qetteth leave of 
Pharaoh to go and bury him. T The funeral. 16 Jo- 
seph oomforteth hie brethren^ teho craved hie pctrdon. 
22 Hie age, 28 He teeth the third generation of hit 
sons, 24 He propheeieth unto his brethren of their re- 
turn to Canaan; 26 and taketh an oath of them to 
carry up his bones.

AND Joseph fell upon his father's 
. face, and wept upon him, aaid 
kissed him. 

2 And Joseph commanded his serv- 
ants the physicians to embalm his 
father : and the physicians embalmed 
Israel. 

3 And forty days were fulfilled for 
him ; for so are fulfilled the days oi 
those which are embalmed : and the 
Egyptians mourned for him three- 
score and ten days.

CHAPTER L. 



The death of Joseph. 



4 And when the days of his mourn- 
ing were petst, Joseph spake unto 
the house of Phaxaoh, saying, K now 
I have found grace in your eyes, 
speak, I pray you, in the ears of Pha- 
raoh, saying, 

5 My father made me swear, say- 
ing, Lo, I die : in my grave which I 
have digged for me in the land of 
Canaan, there shalt thou hury me. 
Now therefore let me go up, 1 pray 
thee, and bury my father, and I will 
come again. 

6 And Pharaoh said, Go up, and 
bury thy father, according as he made 
thee swear. 

7 1[ And Joseph went up to bury 
his father: and with him went up all 
the servants of Pharaoh, the elders 
of his house, and all the elders of the 
land of Egypt, 

8 And all the house of Joseph, and 
his brethren, and his father's house : 
only their little ones, and their flocks, 
and their herds, they left in the land 
of Goshen. 

9 And there went up with him both 
chariots and horsemen: and it was 
a very great company. 

10 A^d they came to the threshing- 
floor of Atad, which is beyond Jordan ; 
and there they mourned with a great 
and very sore lamentation: and he 
made a mourning for his father seven 
days. 

11 And when the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, saw the mourn- 
ing in the floor of Atad, they said. 
This is a grievous mourning to the 
Egyptians : wherefore the name of it 
was called Abel-mizraim, which is 
beyond Jordan. 

12 And his sons did unto him ac- 
cording as he commanded them : 

13 For his sons carried him into 
the land of Canaan, and buried him 
in the cave of the field of Machpelah, 
which Abraham bought with the field 
for a possession of a buryingplace of 
Ephron the Hittite, before Mamre. 

14 ^ And Joseph returned into 
Egypt, he, and his brethren, and all 



that went up with him to bury his 
father, after he had buried his father. 

15 ^ And when Joseph's brethren 
saw that their father was dead, they 
said, Joseph will peradventure hate 
us, and will certainly requite us all 
the evil which we did unto him. 

16 And they sent a messenger unto 
Joseph, saying. Thy father did com- 
mand before he died, saying, 

17 So shall ye say unto Joseph, 
Forgive, I pray thee now, the trespass 
of thy brethren, and their sin; for 
they did unto thee evil: and now, 
we pray thee, forgive the trespass of 
the servants of the God of thy father. 
And Joseph wept when they spake 
unto him. 

18 And his brethren also went and 
fell down before his face ; and they 
said. Behold, we be thy servants. 

19 And Joseph said unto them, Fear 
not: for am I in the place of God? 

20 But as for you, ye thought evil 
against me ; but God meant it imto 
good, to bring to pass, as it is this 
day, to save much people alive. 

21 Now therefore fear ye not: I 
will nourish you, and your Uttle ones. 
And he comforted them, and spake 
kindly unto them. 

22 H And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, 
he, and his father's house: and Jo- 
seph lived a hundred and ten years. 

23 And Joseph saw Ephraim's 
children of the third generation : the 
children also of Machir the son of 
Manasseh were brought up upon Jo- 
seph's knees. 

24 And Joseph said unto his bre- 
thren, I die; and Gt)d will surely 
visit you, and bring you out of this 
land unto the land winch he sware to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

25 And Joseph took an oath of the 
children of Israel, saying, Gt)d will 
surely visit you, and ye shall carry 
up my bones from hence. 

26 So Joseph died, being a hundred 
and ten years old : and they embalm- 
ed him, and he was put in a coffin in 
Egypt.

CHAPTER I. 

1 The ehildrm of Israel mvUiply after JoeepKe death, 
8 The more thiy are oppreeeed hy a new kina, the mare 
they multiply. 16 Tlie midwives fear Gha, and save 
the men children alive. 22 Pharaoh eommoHdeth the 
male children to be cast into the river. 

NOW these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came 
into Eg^t ; every man and his house- 
hold came with Jacoh. 

2 Reuhen, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 
8 Issachar, Zehulun, and Benjamin, 

4 Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and 
Asher. 

5 And all the souls that came out of 
the loins of Jacoh were seventy souls: 
for Joseph was in Egypt already. 

6 And Joseph died, and all his hre- 
thren, and all that generation. 

7 ^ And the chil£en of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased ahundantly, 
and multiplied, and waxed exceeding 
mighty ; and the land was filled with 
them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king 
over Egypt, which knew not Joseph. 

9 -Ajid he said xinto his people. 
Behold, the people of the childxen 
of Israel are more and mightier than 
we: 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely 
with them ; lest they multiply, and it 
come to pass, that, when there falleth 
out any war, they join also unto our 
enemies, and fight against us, and so 
get them up out of l£e land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
hurdens. And they huilt for Pharaoh 
treasure-cities, Pithom and Raamses. 

12 But the more they afflicted them, 
the more they multiplied and grew. 
And they were grieved hecause of the 
children of Israel. 
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13 And the Egyptians made the 
children of Israel to serve with ri- 
gour: 

14 And they made their lives hit- 
ter with hard hondage, in mortar, and 
in hrick, and in all manner of service 
in the field : all their service, where- 
in they made them serve, was with 
rigour. 

15 ^ And the king of Egypt spake 
to the IJehrew midwives, of which 
the name of the one was Shiphrah, 
and the name of the other Puah ; 

16 And he said, When ye do the 
office of a midwife to the Hehrew 
women, and see them upon the stools, 
if it be Bb son, then ye shall kill him ; 
hut if it be a daughter, then she shall 
live. 

17 But the midwives feared God, 
and did not as the king of Egypt* 
commanded them, hut saved the men 
children alive. 

18 And the king of Egypt called 
for the midwives, and said unto them. 
Why have ye done this thing, and 
have saved the men children €dive ? 

19 And the midwives said unto 
Pharaoh, Because the Hehrew wo- 
men are not as the Egyptian women; 
for they are lively, and are delivered 
ere the midwives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with 
the midwives : and the people multi- 
plied, and waxed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, hecause the 
midwives feared Gt>a, that he made 
them houses. 

22 And Pharaoh charged all his 
people, saying. Every son that is 
hom ye shall cast into the river, 
and every daughter ye shall save 
alive.

CHAPTER 11. 

1 Mo%e9 U hom^ 8 and placed in an arh among thefiag9 
of the fiver. 6 He is feund^ and brought up bg jPhor 
raoh'i daughter. 11 He elaytth an Egyi^ian. \% He 
reproveth a Hebrew. 16 Hefleetk into midian. 21 He 
marrieth Zipporah. 22 G/erthom ie bom, 28 Ood 
reepeeteth the leraelite^ cry. 

AND there went a man of the 
. house of Levi, and took to wife 
a daughter of Levi. 

2 And the wcmian oonceived, and 
bare a son: and when she saw him 
that he tvas a goodly child^ she hid 
him three months. 

3 And when she could not longer 
hide him, she took for him an ark of 
bulrushes, and daubed it with slime 
and with pitch, and put the child 
therein ; and she laid it in the flags 
by the river's brink. 

4 And his sister stood afar off, to 
wit what would be done to him. 

6 ^ And the daughter of Pharaoh 
came down to wash herself at the ri- 
ver ; and her nmidens walked along 
by the river's side: and when she 
saw the ark among the flags, she sent 
her maid to fetch it. 

6 And when shfe had opened if, she 
saw the child : and, behold, the babe 
wept. And she had compassion on 
him, and said. This is one of the 
Hebrews' children. 

7 Then said his sister to Pharaoh's 
daughter. Shall I go and call to thee 
a nurse of the Hebrew women, that 
she may nurse the child for thee ? 

8 And Pharaoh's daughter said to 
her. Go. And the maid went and 
called the child's mother. 

9 And Pharaoh's daughter said un- 
to her. Take this child away, and nurse 
it for me, and I will give thee thy 
wages. And the woman took the 
child, and nursed it. 

10 And the child grew, and she 
brought him unto Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter, and he became her son. And she 
called his name Moses : and she said, 
Because I drew him out of the water. 

11 ^ And it came to pass in those 
days, when Moses was grown, that 
he went out unto his brethren, and 



looked on their burdens : and he spied 
an Egyptian smiting a Hebrew, one 
of his brethren. 

12 And he looked this way and that 
way, and when he saw that there was 
no man, he slew the Egyptian, and 
hid him in the sand. 

13 And when he went out the 
second day, behold, two men of the 
Hebrews strove together: and he 
said to him that did the wrong. 
Wherefore smitest thou thy fellow ? 

14 And he said. Who made thee a 
prince and a judge over us ? intend- 
est thou to kill me, as thou killedst 
the Egyptian? And Moses feared, 
and said, Surely this thing is known. 

15 Now when Pharaoh heard this 
thing, he sought to slay Moses. But 
Moses fled fix)m the face of Pharaoh, 
and dwelt in the land of Midian : and 
he sat down by a well. 

16 Now the priest of Midian had 
seven daughters : and they came and 
drew water y and filled the troughs to 
water their father's flock. 

17 And the shepherds came and 
drove them away : but Moses stood 
up and helped them, and watered 
their flock. 

18 And when they came to Reuel 
their father, he said. How is it thai ye 
are come so soon to day ? 

19 And they said, An Egyptian 
delivered us out of the hand of the 
shepherds, and also drew t^?a<^ enough 
for us, and watered the flock. 

20 And he said unto his daughters, 
And where w he ? why is it that ye 
have left the man ? call him, that he 
may eat bread. 

21 And Moses was content to dwell 
with the man: and he gave Moses 
Zipporah his daughter. 

22 And she bare him a s(m, and he 
called his name Grershom: for he said, 
I have been a stranger in a strange 
land. 

23 IT And it came to pass in pro- 
cess of time, that the king of Egypt 
died : and the children of Israel 
sighed by reason of the bondage, and

they cried, and their cry came up 
unto Grod hy reason of the bondage. 

24 And Grod heard their groaning, 
and God remembered his oorenant 
with Abraham, with Isaac, and with 
Jacob. 

25 And God looked upon the chil- 
dren of Israel, and God had respect 
unto them. 

CHAPTER III.

NOW Moses kept the flock of 
Jethro his father in law, the 
priest of Midian: and he led the 
flock to the back side of the desert, 
and came to the mountain of God, 
even to Horeb. 

2 And the Angel of the Lord ap- 
peared unto him in a flame of fire out 
of the midst of a bush : and he looked, 
and, behold, the bush burned with 
fire, and the bush was not consumed. 

3 And Moses said, I will now turn 
aside, and see this great sight, why 
the bush is not burnt. 

4 And when the Lord saw that he 
turned aside to see, God called unto 
him out of the midst of the bush, and 
said, Moses, Moses : and he said, 
Here am I. 

5 And he said. Draw not nigh 
hither: put off* thy shoes from off" 
thy feet ; for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground. 

6 Moreover he said, I am the God 
of thy father, the God of Abraham, 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. And Moses hid his face ; for 
he was afraid to look upon God. 

7 ^ And the Lord said, X have 
surely seen the afliiction of my people 
which are in Egypt, and have heard 
their cry by reason of their taskmas- 
ters ; for I know their sorrows ; 

8 And I am come down to deliver 
them out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
and to bring them up out of Siat land 
unto a good land and a large, unto a 
land flowing with milk and honey ; 
unto the place of the Canaanites, and 
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the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites. 

9 Now therefore, behold, the cry of 
the children of Israel is come imto 
me : and I have also seen the oppres- 
sion wherewith the Egyptians oppress 
them. 

10 Come now therefore, and I will 
send thee unto Pharaoh, that thou 
mayest bring forth my people the 
children of Israel out of Egypt. 

1 1 IF And Moses said unto God, Who 
am I, that I should go unto Pharaoh, 
and that I should bring forth the 
children of Israel out of Egypt ? 

12 And he said, Certainly I will be 
with thee ; and this shall be a token 
unto thee, that I have sent thee: 
When thou hast brought forth the 
people out of Egypt, ye shall serve 
God upon this mountain. 

13 And Moses said unto God, Be- 
hold, when I come unto the children 
of Israel, and shall say unto them. 
The G^ of your fathers hath sent 
me unto you ; and they shall say to 
me. What is his name ? what shall I 
say unto them ? 

14 And God said unto Moses, I AM 
THAT I AM: and he said. Thus shalt 
thou say unto the children of Israel, 
I.AM hath sent me unto you. 

15 And God said moreover unto 
Moses, Thus Shalt thou say unto the 
children of Israel, The Lord God of 
your fathers, the God of Abraham, 
the God of Isaac, and the God of Ja- 
cob, hath sent me unto you : this is 
my name for ever, and this is my 
memorial unto all generations. 

16 Go, and gather the elders of 
Israel together, and say unto them, 
The Lord God of your fathers, the 
God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of 
Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, I 
have surely visited you, and seen that 
which is done to you in Egypt : 

17 And I have said, I will bring 
you up out of the affiction of Egypt 
unto the land of the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Amorites, and

the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, unto a land flowing 
with milk and honey. 

18 And they shall hearken to thy 
voice : • and thou shalt come, thou 
and the elders of Israel, unto the 
king of Egypt, and ye shall say 
unto him, The Loed Gnod of the He- 
brews hath met with us: and now 
let us go, we beseech thee, three 
days' journey into the wilderness, 
that we may sacrifice to the Lord our 
God. 

19 ^ And I am sure that the king 
of Egypt will not let you go, no, 
not by a mighty hand. 

20 And I will stretch out my hand, 
and smite Egypt with all my wonders 
which I will do in the midst thereof: 
and after that he will let you go. 

21 And I will give this people fa- 
vour in the sight of the Egyptians : 
and it shall come to pass, that, when 
ye go, ye shall not go empty : 

22 But «very woman shall borrow 
of her neighbour, and of her that 
sojournpth in her house, jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and rai- 
ment: and ye shall put them upon 
your sons, and upon your daughters ; 
and ye shall spoil the Egyptians. 

CHAPTER IV.

AND Moses answered and said, 
. But, behold, they will not be- 
lieve me, nor hearken unto my voice : 
for they will say, The Lord hath 
not appeared unto thee. 

2 And the Lord said unto him. 
What is that in thine hand ? And he 
said, A rod. 

3 And he said. Cast it on the 
ground. And he cast it on the 
groimd, and it became a serpent; 
and Moses fled from before it. 

4 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Put forth thine hand, and take it by 
the tail. And he put forth his hand. 



and caught it, and it became a red in 
his hand: 

5 That they may believe that the 
Lord God of their fathers, the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob, hath appeared un- 
to thee. 

6 IT And the Lord said furthermore 
unto him. Put now thine hand into 
thy bosom. And he put his hand into 
his bosom : and when he took it out, 
behold, his hand was leprous as snow. 

7 And he said. Put thine hand into 
thy bosom again. And he put his hand 
into his bosom again; and plucked 
it out of his bosom, and, behold, it 
was turned again as his other flesh. 

8 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not believe thee, neither hearken 
to the voice of the first sign, that they 
will believe the voice of the latter sign. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will nbt believe also these two signs, 
neither hearken unto thy voice, that 
thou shalt take of the water of the 
river, and pour it upon the dry land : 
and the water which thou takest out 
of the river shall become blood upon 
the dry land. 

10 ^ And Moses said unto the 
Lord, O my Lord, I am not eloquent, 
neither heretofore, nor since thou hast 
spoken unto thy servant; but I am 
slow of speech, and of a slow tongue. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, 
Who hath made man's mouth? or 
who maketh the dumb, or deaf, or 
the seeing, or the blind ? have not I 
the Lord? 

12 Now therefore go, and I will be 
with thy mouth, and teach thee what 
thou shalt say. 

13 And he said, O my Lord, send, 
I pray thee, by the hand of him whom 
thou wilt send. 

14 And the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Moses, and he 
said. Is not Aaron the Levite thy 
brother? I know that he can speak 
well. And also, behold, he cometh 
forth to meet thee : and when he seeth 
thee, he will be glad in his heart. 
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15 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
and put words in hjs mouth: and 
I will be with thy mouth, and with 
his mouth, and will teach you what 
ye shall do. 

16 And he shall be thy spokesman 
unto the people: and he shall be, 
even he shall be to thee instead of a 
mouth, and thou shalt be to him in- 
stead of Grod. 

17 And thou shalt take this rod in 
thine hand, wherewith thou shalt 
do signs. 

18 IF And Moses went and returned 
to Jethro his father in law, and said 
unto him. Let me go, I pray thee, 
and return unto my brethren which 
aa-e in Egypt, and see whether they 
be yet alive. And Jethro said to 
Moses, Go in peace. 

19 And the Lord said unto Moses 
in Midian, Go, return into Egypt: 
for all the men are dead which 
sought thy life. 

20 And Moses took his wife and 
his sons, and set them upon an ass, 
and he returned to the land of Egypt : 
and Moses took the rod of God in 
his hand. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into 
Egypt, see that thou do all those 
wonders before Pharaoh, which I 
have put in thine hand : but I will 
harden his heart, that he shall not 
let the people go. 

. 22 Ajid thou shalt say unto Pha- 
raoh, Thus saith the Lord, Israel is 
my son, even my firstborn : 

23 And I say unto thee. Let my 
son go, that he may serve me : and 
if thou refuse to let him go, behold, 
I will slay thy son, ever^ thy firstbom. 

24 ^ And it came to pass by the 
way in the inn, that the Lord met 
him, and sought to kill him. 

25 Then Zipporah took a sharp 
stone, and cut off the foreskin of 
her son, and cast it at his feet, and 
said. Surely a bloody husband art 
thou to me. 

26 So he let him go: then she said, 
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A bloody husband thou art, because 
of the circumcision. 

27 IT And the Lord said to Aaran, 
Go into the wilderness to meet Mo- 
ses. And he went, and met him in 
the mount of Gt)d, and kissed him. 

28 And Moses told Aaron all the 
words of the Lord who had sent 
him, and all the signs which he had 
commanded him. 

29 IF And Moses and Aaron went 
and gathered together all the elders 
of the children of Israel : 

30 And Aaron spake all the words 
which the Lord had spoken unto 
Moses, and did the signs in the sight 
of the people. 

31 And the people believed: and 
when they heard that the Lord had 
visited the children of Israel, and 
that he had looked upon their afflic- 
tion, then they bowed their heads and 
worshipped. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Pharaoh chideth Motes and Aaron for their meuage; 
6 and inereateth the Itraelitet^ Uuk, lb He derideth 
their complaints, 20 Tliey cry out upon Moses and 
Aaron, 22 Moses complaineth to Qoi. 

AND afterward Moses and Aaron 
_ went in, and told Pharaoh, Thus 
saith the Lord Gt)d of Israel, Let 
my people go, that they may hold a 
feast unto me in the wilderness. 

2 And Pharaoh said. Who is the 
Lord, that I should obey his voice 
to let Israel go? I know not the 
Lord, neither will I let Israel go. 

3 And they said. The God of the 
Hebrews hath met with us : let us 
go, we pray thee, three days' journey 
into the desert, and sacrifice imto the 
Lord out Gt>d; lest he fall upon us 
with pestilence, or with the sword. 

4 And the king of Egypt said unto 
them. Wherefore do ye, Moses and 
Ap^ron, let the people from their 
works ? get you unto your burdens. 

5 And Pharaoh said, Behold, the 
people of the land now are many, and 
ye make them rest from their burdens. 

6 And Pharaoh commanded the 
same day the taskmasters of the 
people, and their officers, saying. 



The people^ s task increased, CHAPTER VI. . God renetteth his promise. 



7 Ye shall no more give the people 
straw to make brick, as heretofore: 
let them go and gather straw for 
themselves. 

8 And the tale of the brioks, which 
they did make heretofore, ye shall 
lay upon them ; ye shall not diminish 
aught thereof: for they be idle; there- 
fore they cry, saying, Let us go and 
sacrifice to our Grod. 

9 Let there more work be laid upon 
the men, that they may labour therein ; 
and let them not regard vain words. 

10 IT And the taskmasters of the 
people went out, and their officers, 
and they spake to the people, saying, 
Thus saith Pharaoh, I will not give 
you straw. 

11 Gro ye, get you straw where ye 
can find it : yet not aught of your 
work shall be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered 
abroad throughout all the land of 
Egypt to gatiier stubble instead of 
straw. 

13 And the taskmasters hasted 
them, saying. Fulfil your works, your 
daily tasks, as when therewas straw. 

14 And the officers of the children 
of Israel, which Pharaoh*s taskmasters 
had set over them, were beaten, and 
demanded. Wherefore have ye not fill- 
filled your task in making brick both 
yesterday and to day, as heretofore? 

15 % Then the officers of the cjiil* 
dren of Israel came and cried unto 
Pharaoh, saying. Wherefore dealest 
thou thus with thy servants ? 

16 There is no straw given unto 
thy servants, and they say to us, 
Make brick: and, behold, thy serv- 
ants are beaten ; but the fault is in 
thine own people. 

17 But he said. Ye are idle, ye are 
idle : therefore ye say, Let us go and 
do sacrifice to the Lord. 

18 Gro therefore now, a7id work; 
for there shall no straw be given you, 
yet shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 

19 And the officers of the children 
cS l3rael did see that they were in 
evil case^ after it was said, Ye shall 



not minish aught from your bricks 
of your daily twk. 

20 ^ And they met Moses and Aa- 
ron, who stood in the way, as they 
came forth from Pharaoh : 

21 And they said unto them, The 
Lord look upon you, and judge; 
because ye have made our savour to 
be abhorred in tiie eyes of Pharaoh, 
and in the eyes of his servants, to 
put a sword in their hand to slay us. 

22 And Moses returned unto the 
Lord, and said. Lord, wherefore hast 
thou so evil entreated this people? 
why is it that thou hast sent me ? 

23 For since I came to Pharaoh to 
speak in thy name, he hath done 
evil to this people; neither hast 
thou delivered thy people at all. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 6W rtneweth his pnmm hy kU nmne JBHOVAM. 
10 He 9endeth Motes to Pharaoh. 14 The aenealogy 
of Reuben, \h of Simeon, 16 of Levi, of fMom eatn* 
Motes and Aaron, 

THEN the Lord said unto Moses, 
Now shalt thou see what I will 
do to Pharaoh: for with a strong 
hand shall he let them go, and with 
a strong hand shall he drive them 
out of his land. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and 
said unto him, I am ihe Lord : 

3 And I appeared unto Abraham, un* 
to Isaac, and unto Jacob, by the name 
of Grod Almighty ; but by my natoe 
JEHOVAH was I not known to them. 

4 And I have also established my 
covenant with them, to give them the 
land of Canaan, the land of their pil* 
grimage, wherein i^iey were strangers. 

6 Axid I have also heard the groan^ 
ing of the children of Israel, whom 
the Egyptians keep in bondage; and 
I have remembered my cov^iant. 

6 Wherefore say unto the children 
of Israel, I am the Lord, and I will 
bring you out frwn under the bur- 
dens (H ihe Egyptians, and I will rid 
you out of tiidur bondage, and I will 
redeem you with a stretohed out 
arm, and with great judgments : 

7 And I will take ypu to me for a 
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people, and I will be to you a God : and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord your 
God, whioh bringeth you out from 
under the burdens of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the 
land, concerning the whioh I did 
swear to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob; and I will give it 
you for a heritage : I am the Lord. 

9 And Moses spake so unto the 
children of Israel: but they heark- 
ened iK)t unto Moses for anguish of 
spirit, and for cruel bondage. 

10 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

11 Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king 
of Egypt, that he let the children of 
Israel go out of his land. 

12 And Moses spake before the 
Lord, saying. Behold, the children 
of Israel have not hearkened unto 
me; how then shall Pharaoh hear 
me, who am of uncircumcised lips ? 

13 And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses and unto Aaron, and gave them 
a charge unto the children of Israel, 
and unto Pharaoh king of Egypt, to 
bring the children of Isretel out of 
the land of Egypt. 

14 % These be the heads of their 
fathers' houses : The sons of Reu- 
ben the firstborn of Israel ; Hanoch, 
and Pallu, Hezron, and Carmi: 
these be the families of Reuben. 

15 And the sons of Simeon ; Je- 
muel, and Jamin, and Ohad, and 
Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul the 
son of a Canaanitish woman : these 
are the families of Simeon. 

16 IT And these are the names of 
the sons of Levi according to their 
generations; Gershon, and Eohath, 
ajid Merari: and the years of the 
life of Levi ivere a hundred thirty 
and seven years. 

17 The sons of Gershon ; Libni, and 
Shimi, according to their families. 

18 And the sons of Kohath; Am- 
ram, and Izhar, and Hebron, and 
Uzziel : and the years of the life of 
Eohath were a hundred thirty and 
three years. 
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19 And the sons of Merari; Mahali 
and Mushi : these are the families of 
Levi according to their generations. 

20 And Amtam took him'Joche- 
bed his father's sister to wife; and 
she bare him Aaron and Moses : and 
the years of the life of Amram were a 
hundred and thirty and seven years. 

21 IT And the sons of Izhar; Ko- 
rah, and Nepheg, and Zichri. 

22 And the sons of Uzziel; Mi- 
shael, and Elzaphan, and Zithri. 

23 And Aaron took him Elisheba, 
daughter of Amminadab,. sister of 
Naashon, to wife ; and she bare him 
Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and Itha- 
mar. 

24 And the sons of Korah ; Assir, 
and Elkanah, and Abiasaph: these 
are the families of the Korhites. 

25 And Eleazar Aaron's son took him 
one of the daughters of Putiel to wife ; 
and she bare him Phinehas : these 
are the heads of the fathers of the 
Levites according to their families. 

26 These are that Aaron and Mo- 
ses, to whom the Lord said. Bring out 
the children of Israel from the land 
of Egypt according to their armies. 

27 These are they which spake to 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring out 
the children of Israel from Egypt: 
these are that Moses and Aaron. 

28 IF And it came to pass oa the 
day when the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses in the land of Egypt, 

29 That the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, I am the Lord: speak 
thou unto Pharaoh king of Egypt all 
that I say unto thee. 

30 And Moses said before the Lord, 
Behold, I am of uncircumcised lips^ and 
how shall Pharaoh hearken unto me ? 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 Moses it encouraged to go to Pharaoh, 7 Hu age, 8 
His rod is turned into a serpent. 11 The sorcerers do 
the like. 18 Pharaoh* s heart is hardened. 14 God's 
message to Pharaoh, 19 The river is turned into Uood. 

AND the Lord said unto Moses, 
See, I have made thee a god 
to Pharaoh; and Aaron thy biptiler 
shall be thy prophet. 
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2 Thou shalt speak all that I com- 
mand thee; and Aaron thy htother 
shall speak unto Pharaoh, that he send 
the children of Israel out of his land. 

3 And I will harden Pharaoh's 
heart, and multiply my signs and 
my wonders in the land of Egypt. 

4 But Pharaoh shall not heaxken 
unto you, that I may lay my hand 
upon Egypt, and hring forth mine 
armies, owrf my people the children 
of Israel, out of the land of Egypt hy 
great judgments. 

5 And the Egyptians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I stretch 
forth mine hand upon Eg3rpt, and 
bring out the children of brael from 
among them. 

6 And Moses and Aaron did as the 
Lord commanded them, so did they. 

7 And Moses was fourscore years 
old, and Aaron fourscore and three 
years old, when they spake unto 
Pharaoh. 

8 ^ And tiie Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses and unto Aamn, saying, 

9 When Pharaoh shall speak unto 
you, saying. Shew a miracle fox you: 
then thou shalt say unto Aaron, Take 
thy rod, and cast it befOTe Pharaoh, 
and it shall become a serpent. 

10 % And Moses and Aaron went 
in unto Pharaoh, and they did so 
as the Lord had commanded: and 
Aaaron oast down his rod before Pha- 
raoh, and before his servants, and 
it became a serpent. 

11 Then Pharaoh also called the 
wise men and the sorcerers: now 
the ma^cians of Egypt, they also 
did in like manner with their en- 
chantments. 

12 For they castdown every man his 
rod, and they became serpents : but 
Aaron's rod swallowed up their rods. 

13 And he hardened Pharaoh's 
heart, that he hearkened not unto 
them ; as the Lord had said. 

14 % And the Lord said imto Mo- 
ses, Pharaoh's heart is hardened : he 
reftiseth to let the people go. 

15 Get thee unto Pharaoh in the 



morning; lo, he goeth out unto the 
water; and thou shalt stand by the 
river's brink against he come; and 
the rod, which was tumed to a ser- 
pent shalt thou take in thine hand. 

16 And thou shalt say unto him, 
The Lord God of the Hebrews hath 
sent me unto thee, saying. Let my 
people go, that they may serve me 
in the wilderness: and, behold, hi- 
therto thou wouldest not hear. 

17 Thus saitii the Lord, In this 
thou shalt know that I am the Lord: 
behold, I will smite with the rod that 
is in mine hand aipon the waters 
which are in the river, and they shall 
be tumed to blood. 

18 And the fish that is in the river 
shall die, and the river shall stink; 
and the Egyptians shall loathe to 
drink of the water of the river. 

19 ^ And the Lord spake imto 
Moses, Say unto Aaron, Take thy 
rod, and stretch out thine hand up- 
(Mi the waters of Egypt, upon their 
streams, iq)on their rivers, and upon 
their ponds, and upon all their pools 
of water, that they may become 
blood ; and that there may be blood 
throughout all the land of Egypt, 
both in vessels o/wood, and in vessels 
o/*8tonew 

20 And Moses and Aaron did so, 
as the Lord commanded; and he 
lifted up the rod, and smote the wa- 
ters that were in the river, in the sight 
of Pharaoh, and in the sight of his 
servants ; and all the waters that ivere 
in the river were tumed to blood. 

21 And the fish that was in the 
river died; and the river stank, and 
the Egyptians could not drink of the 
water of the river; and there was blood 
tiiroughout all the land of Egypt. 

22 And the magicians of Egypt 
did so with their enchantments : and 
Pharaoh's heart was hardened, nei- 
ther did he hearken unto tiiem; as 
the Lord had said. 

23 And Pharaoh tumed and went 
into his house, neither did he set his 
heart to this also. 
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24 And all the Egyptians digged 
round about the river for water to 
drink; for they oould not drink of 
the water of the river. 

25 And seven days were fulfilled, 
after that the Lord had smitten the 
river. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 Jfh>gi are senL 8 Pharaoh aueth to Motea; 12 and 
Mosei by prayer removeth them away. 16 The dust ia 
turned into Itee, which the magieiana could not do, 20 
The awarma of Jliea. 26 Pfutraoh inclineth to let the 
people go, S^Uuyetia hardened. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. Go unto Pharaoh, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 

2 And if thou refuse to let them 
go, behold, I will smite all thy bor- 
ders with frogs : 

3 And the river shall bring forth 
frogs abundantly, which shall go up 
and come into thine house, and into 
thy bedchamber, and upon thy bed, 
and into the house of thy servants, and 
upton thy people, and into thine ovens, 
and into thy kneadingtroughs : 

4 And the frogs shall come up both 
on thee, and upon thy people, and 
upon all thy servants. 

5 % And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch forth 
thine hand with thy rod over the 
streams, over the rivers, and over the 
ponds, and cause frogs to come up 
upon the land of Egypt. 

6 And Aaron stretched out his hand 
over the waters of Egypt; and the 
frogs came up, and covered the land 
of Egypt. 

7 And the magicians did so with 
their enchantments, and brought up 
frogs upon the kmd of Eg3rpt. 

8 ^ Then Pharaoh caUed for Moses 
and Aaron, and said, Entreat the 
Lord, that he may take away the 
frogs from me, and from my people ; 
and I will let the people go, that 
they may do sacrifice unto the Lord, 

9 And Moses said unto Phataoh, 
GlOTy over me : when shall I en- 
treat for thee, and for tiiiy servants, 
and for thy people,* to destroy ihe 
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frogs from thee and thy houses, that 
they may remain in the river only ? 

10 And he said. To morrow. And 
he said. Be it according to thy word; 
that thou mayest know ihebt there is 
none like unto the Lord our (rod. 

11 And the frogs shall depart from 
thee, and from thy houses, and from 
thy servants, and from thy. people; 
they shall remain in the river only. 

12 And Moses and Aaron went out 
from Pharaoh: and Moses cried unto 
the Lord because of the frogs which 
he had brought against Pharaoh. 

13 And the Lord did according to 
the word of Moses; and the frogs 
died out of the houses, out of the 
villages, and out of the fields. 

14 And they gathered them toge- 
ther upon heaps ; and the land stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw that 
there was respite, he hardened his 
heart, and hearkened not unto them ; 
as the Lord had said. 

16 IT And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch out thy 
rod, and smite the dust of the land, 
that it may become lice throughout 
all the land of Egypt. 

17 And they did so; for Aaron 
stretched out his hand with his rod, 
and smote the dust of the earth, and 
it became lice in man, and in beast ; 
all the dust of the land became lice 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 

18 And the magicians did so with 
their enchantments to bring forth 
lice, but they could not; so there 
were lice upon man, and upon beast. 

19 Then the magicians said unto 
Pharaoh, This is the finger of God : 
and Pharaoh's heart was hardened, 
and he hearkened not unto them; 
as the Lord had said. 

20 IT And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Rise up early in the morning, 
and stand before Pharaoh; lo, he 
cometh forth to the water ; and say 
unto him. Thus saith the Lord, Let 
my people go, that they may serve me. 

21 Else, if thou wilt not let my 
people go, behold, I will send swarms 
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of flies upon thee, and upon thy serv- 
ants, and upon thy people, and into 
thy houses : and the houses of the 
Egyptians shall be full of swarms of 
flies, and also the ground wiiereon 
they are. 

22 And I will sever in that day 
the land of Goshen, in which my 
people dwell, that no swarms of flies 
shall be there; to the end thou may- 
est know that I ant the Lobd in the 
midst of the earth. 

23 And I will put a division be- 
tween my people and thy people : to 
morrow shall this sign be. 

24 And the Lord did so; and there 
came a grievous swarm of flies into 
the house of Pharaoh, and into his 
servants' houses, and into all the land 
of Egypt : the land was corrupted by 
reason of the swarm of flies. 

25 IT And Pharaoh called for Mo- 
ses and for Aaron, and said, Go ye, 
sacrifice to your God in the land. 

26 And Moses said. It is not meet 
so to do; for we shall sacrifice the 
abomination of the Egyptians to the 
Lord our God : lo, shall we sacrifice 
the abomination of the Egyptians 
before their eyes, and will they not 
stone us ? 

27 We will go three days' journey 
into the wildemess, and sacrifice to 
the Lord our God, as he shall com- 
mand us. 

28 And Pharaoh said, I will let 
you go, that ye may sacrifice to the 
Lord your God in the wildemess; 
only ye shall not go very far away : 
entreat for me. 

29 And Moses said, Behold, I go 
out from thee, and I will entreat the 
Lord that the swarms of flies may 
depart from Pharaoh, from his serv- 
ants, and irom his people, to morrow : 
but let not Pharaoh deal deceitfully 
any more in not letting the people go 
to sacrifice to the Lord. 

* 30 And Moses went out from Pha- 
raoh, and entreated the Lord. 

31 And the Lord did according to 
the word of Moses ; and he removed 



the swarms of flies from Pharaoh, 
from his servants, and from his peo- 
pie ; there remained not one. 

32 And Phaj*aoh hardened his heart 
at this time also, neither would he let 
the people go. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 Hie murrain of beastt, 8 The plague of boils and 
hlaim, 13 The mettage about tJte hail 22 The 
plague of hail. 21 Pharaoh 9ueth to Mosee, 86 hut 
yet ie hardened. 

npHEN the Lord said unto Moses, 
JL Go in unto Pharaoh, and tell 
him. Thus saith the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 

2 For if thou refuse to let them go, 
and wilt hold them still, 

3 Behold, the hand of the Lord is 
upon thy cattle which is in the field, 
upon the horses, upon the asses, upon 
the camels, upon the oxen, and upon 
the sheep : there shall be a rery griev- 
ous murrain. 

4 And the Lord shall sever be- 
tween the cattle of Israel and the 
cattle of Egypt: and there shall 
nothing die of all that is the child- 
ren's of Israel. 

5 And the Lord appointed a set 
time, saying. To morrow the Lord 
shall do this thing in the land. 

6 And the Lord did that thing on 
the morrow, and all the cattle of 
Egypt died : but of the cattle of the 
children of Israel died not one. 

7 And Pharaoh sent, and, behold, 
there was not one of the cattle of the 
Israelites dead. And the heart of 
Pharaoh was hardened, and he did 
not let the people go. 

8 ^ And the Lord said unto Moses 
and unto Aarcm, Take to you hand- 
fuls of ashes of the furnace, and let 
Moses sprinkle it toward the heaven 
in the sight of Pharaoh. 

9 And it shall become small dust 
in all the land of Egypt, and shall 
be a boil breaking forth tmth blains 
upon man, and upon beast, through- 
out all the land of Egypt. 

10 And they took ashes of the fur- 
nace, and stood before Pharaoh ; and 
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Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven; 
and it became a boil breaking forth 
with blains upon man, and upon beast. 

11 And the magicians could not 
stand before Moses because of the 
boils ; for the boil was upon the ma- 
gicians, and upon all the Egyptians. 

12 And the Lord hardened the 
heart of Pharaoh, and he hearkened 
not unto them; as the Lord had 
spoken unto Moses. 

13 % And ihe Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Rise up early in the morning, 
and stand before Pharaoh, and say 
unto him, Thus saith the Lord God 
of the Hebrews, Let my people go, 
that they may serve me. 

14 For I will at this time send all 
my plagues upon thine heart, and 
upon thy servants, and upon thy peo- 
ple; that thou mayest know that 
there is none like me in all the earth. 

15 For now I will stretch out my 
hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
people with pestilence; and thou 
shaft be cut off from the earth. 

16 And in very deed for this cause 
have I raised thee up, for to shew in 
theemypower; and that my name may 
be declared throughout all the earth. 

17 As yet exaltest thou thyself 
against my people, that thou wilt 
not let them go ? 

18 Behold, to morrow about this 
time I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, such as hath not been 
in Egypt since the foundation there- 
of even until now. 

19 Send therefore now, and gather 
thy cattle, and all that thou hast in 
the field ; for upon every man and 
beast which shall be found in the 
field, and shall not be brought home, 
the hail shall come down upon them, 
and they shall die. 

20 He that feared the word of the 
Lord among the servants of Pharaoh 
made his servants and his cattle flee 
into the houses : 

21 And he that regarded not the 
word of the Lord left his servants 
and his cattle in the field. 
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22 IF And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Stretch forth thine hand toward 
heaven, that there may be hail in 
all the land of Egypt, upon man, and 
upon beast, and upon every herb of the 
field, throughout the land of Egypt. 

23 And Moses stretched forth his 
rod toward heaven: and the Lord 
sent thunder and hail, and the fire 
ran along upon the ground ; and the 
Lord rained hail upon the land of 
Egypt. 

24 So there was hail, and fire min- 
gled with the hail, very grievous, 
such as there was none like it in all 
the land of Egypt since it became a 
nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout 
all the land of Egypt all that was in 
the field, both man and beast; and 
the hail smote every herb of the field, 
and brake every tree of the field. 

26 Only in the land of Goshen, 
where the children of Israel were, 
was there no hail. 

27 1[ And Pharaoh sent, and called 
for Moses and Aaron, and said unto 
them, I have sinned this time: the 
Lord is righteous, and I and my peo- 
ple are wicked. 

28 Entreat the Lord (for it is enough) 
that there be no more mighty thun- 
derings and hail ; and I will let you 
go, and ye shall stay no longer. 

29 And Moses said unto him. As 
soon as I am gone out of the city, I 
will spread abroad my hands unto 
the Lord; and the thunder shall 
cease, neither shall there be any 
more hail ; that thou mayest know 
how that the earth is the Lord's. 

30 But as for thee and thy servants, 
I know that ye will not yet fear the 
Lord God. 

31 And the flax and the barley was 
smitten: for the barley was in the 
ear, and the flax was boiled. 

32 But the wheat and the rye were 
not smitten : for they were not grown 
up. 

33 And Moses went out of the city 
from Pharaoh, and spread abroad his 
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hands unto the Lord : and the thun- 
ders and hdil ceased^ and the rain 
was not poured upon the earth. 

34 And when Pharaoh saw that 
the rain and the hail and the thun- 
ders were ceased, he sinned yet more, 
and hardened his heart, he and his 
servants. 

35 And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, neither would he let the 
children of Israel go; as the Lord 
had spoken hy Moses. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Ood Ihreateneth to send loeutU, 7 Pharaoky moved hy 
hU servants, inelineth to let fhe Israelites go, 12 The 
plamte of the locusts, 16 jPharaoh sueth to Moses. 
21 The ploffue of darkness. 24 Pharaoh sueth again 
%mto Moses, 27 but yet is hardened 

AND the* Lord said unto Moses, 
^ Go in unto Pharaoh : for I have 
hardened his heaft, and the heart of 
his servants, that I might shew these 
my signs before him : 

2 Ajid that thou mayest tell in the 
ears of thy son, and of thy son's 
son, what things I have wrought in 
Egypt, and my signs which I have 
done among them; that ye may know 
how that I am the Lord. 

3 And Moses and Aaron came in 
unto Pharaoh, and said unto him. 
Thus saith ' the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, How long wilt thou refuse 
to humble thyself before me ? let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 

4 Else, if thou refuse to let my 
people go, behold, to morrow will I 
bring the locusts into thy coast : 

5 And they shall cover the face of 
the earth, that one cannot be able 
to see the earth : and they shall eat 
the residue of that which is escaped, 
which remaineth unto you from the 
hail, and shall eat every tree which 
groweth for you out of the field : 

6 And they shall fill thy houses, 
and the houses of all thy servants, 
and the houses of all the Egyptians ; 
which neither thy fathers, nor thy far 
thers' fathers have seen, since the day 
that they were upon the earth unto 
this day. And he turned himself, 
and went out from Pharaoh. 



7 And Pharaoh's servants said un- 
to him, How long shall this man be 
a snare unto us ? let the men go, that 
they may serve the Lord their God : 
knowest thou not yet that Egypt is 
destroyed ? 

8 And Moses and Aaron were 
brought again imto Pharaoh: and 
he said unto them, Go, serve the 
Lord your God; hut who are they 
that shall go ? 

9 And Moses said. We will go with 
our young and with our old, with our 
sons and with our daughters, with our 
flocks and with our herds will we go ; 
for we mv^t hold a feast unto the Lord. 

10 And he said unto them, Let the 
Lord be so with you, ds I will let 
you go, and your little ones : look to 
it ; for evil is before you. 

11 Not so : go now ye that are men, 
and serve the Lord ; for that ye did 
desire. And they were driven out 
from Pharaoh's presence. 

12 ^ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Streteh out thine hand over the 
land of Egypt for the locusts, that 
they may come up upon the land of 
Egjrpt, and eat every herb of the 
land, even all that the hail hath left. 

13 And Moses stretohed forth his 
rod over the land of Egjrpt, and the 
Lord brought an east wind upon the 
land all that day, and all that night ; 
and when it was morning, the east 
wind brought the locusts. 

14 And the locusts went up over all 
the land of Egypt, and rested in all 
the coasts of Egypt: very grievous 
were they ; before them there were no 
such locusts as they, neither after 
them shall be such. 

15 For they covered the face of the 
whole earth; so that the land was 
darkened; and they did eat every 
herb of the land, and all the fruit of 
the trees which the hail had left : and 
there remained not any green thing 
in the trees, or in the herbs of the 
field, through all the land of Egypt. 

16 IT Then Pharaoh called for Mo- 
ses and Aaron in haste ; and he said, 
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I have Binned against the Lord your 
€rod, aad against you. 

17 Now thOTefore forgiTe, I pray 
thee, my sin only this once^ and en- 
treat the Lord your God, that be may 
take away from me this death only. 

18 And he went out fr6m Pharaoh, 
and entreated the LoRr>. 

19 And the Lc«d turned a mighty 
strong west wind, whioh took away 
the locusts, and cast them into the 
Red sea; there remained not one 
locust in all the coasts of Egypt. 

20 But the LoRB hardened Pha- 
raoh's heart, so that he would not let 
the children of Israel go. 

21 ^ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Stretch' out thine hand toward 
heaven, that there may be darkness 
over the land of Egypt, even dark^ 
ness which may he felt. 

22 And Moses stretched forth his 
hand toward heaven ; and tiiiere was 
a thick darkness m all the land of 
Egypt three days : 

23 They saw not one another, nei- 
ther rose any from hit place for three 
days : but ail the children of Isra^el 
had light in their dwellings* 

24 ^ And Pharadi cedl^ unto Mo- 
ses, and said, Gro ye, serve the Lcmn; 
only let your flocks and your herds 
be stayed : let your little ones also 
go with you. 

25 And Moses said, Thou must give 
us also sacrifices and burnt ofierings, 
that we may saorifioe unto the Lord 
our God. 

26 Our cattle also shall go with us; 
there shall not a hoof be left behind ; 
for thereof must we take to serve the 
Lord our Grod; and we know not 
with what we must «erve the Lord, 
until we come thither. 

27 ^ But the LoRoiiardened Pha- 
raoh's heart, and he would not let 
them go. 

28 And Pharaoh said unto him, Get 
thee from me, take heed to thyself, 
see my face no more ; for in that day 
thou seetst my face thou shalt die. 

29 AndMosessaid,Thau hasti^ken 
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weU^ I will see thy face again no 
more. 

CHAPTER XL 

1 GW« meMxge to the IsraeHtea to borrow jeioels of their 
neighboura. 4 Moset threateneth Pharaoh wUh the 
Seathofthefintb&m. 

AND tiie Lord said unto Moses, 
. Yet Willi bring one plague more 
upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt ; af- 
terwards he will let you go hence : 
when he shall let you go, he shall 
surely thrust you out hence altoge- 
ther. 

2 Speak now in the ears of the 
people, and let every man borrow of 
his neighbour, and every woman of 
her neighbour, jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold, 

3 And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians. 
Mweover, the man Moses was very 
great in the land of Egypt, in the 
sight of Pharaoh's servants, and in 
the sight of the people. 

4 And Moses said. Thus saith the 
Lord, About midnight will I go out 
into the midst of Egypt : 

5 And all the firstborn in the 
land of Egjrpt shall die, from the 
firstborn of Pharaoh that sitteth 
upon his throne, even unto the first- 
bom of the maidservant that is be- 
hind the mill; and all the firstborn 
of beasts. 

6 And there shall be a great cry 
throughout, all the land of Egjrpt, 
such as there was none like it, nor 
shall be like it any more. 

7 But against any of the children 
of Israel shall not a dog move his 
tongue, against man or beast: that 
ye may know how liiat the Lord 
doth put a difierence between the 
Egyptians and Israel. 

8 And all these thy servants shall 
come down unto me, and bow down 
themselves unto me, saying, G^t thee 
out, and all the people thai follow 
Hioe: and ailer that I will go out. 
And he went out fi:om Pharaoh in a 
great aagien 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you ; 
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that my wonders may be multiplied 
in the land of Egypt. 

10 And Moses and Aaron did all 
these wonders before Pharaoh: and 
the Lord hardened Pharaoh's heart, 
so that he would not let the children 
of Israel go out of his land* 

CHAPTER XII.

AND the LoiRD spake unto Moses 
. and Aaron in the land of Egypt, 
saying, 

2 This month sAo^ 6^ unto you the 
beginning of months : it shall be the 
first month of the year to you. 

3 ^ Spei^ ye imto all the congre- 
gation of Israel, saying, In the tenth 
dof/ of this month they shall take to 
them ev^ry man a lamb, according to 
the house of their fathers, a lamb for 
a house : 

4 And if the household be too little 
for the lamb, let him and his neigh* 
hour next unto his house take it ac- 
cording to the number of the souls ; 
every man according to his eating 
shall make your count for the lamb. 

5 Your lamb shall be without ble« 
mish, a male of the first year: ye shall 
take it out from the sheep, or 6tom 
the goats : 

6 And ye shall keep it up until the 
fourteenth day of tl^ same month : 
and the whole assembly of the con- 
gregation of Israel shall kill it in the 
erening. 

7 And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike it on the two side posts and 
on the upper doorpost of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it. 

8 And they shall eat the flesh in 
that night, roast with fire, and im- 
leavened bread ; and with bitter herbs 
they shall eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at 
all with water, but roast with fire; 
his head with his legs, and with the 
purtenanoe thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it

remain untU the morning ; and that 
which remaineth of it until the morn- 
ing ye shall bum with fire. 

11 H Andtiiusshallyeeatit; with 
your loins girded, your shoes on your 
feet, and your staff in your hand; 
and ye shall eat it in haste : it is the 
Lord's pa«sover. 

12 For I will pass through the land 
of Egypt this night, and will smite 
all the firstborn in the land of Egypt, 
both man and beast ; and against all 
the gods of Egypt I will execute judg- 
ment : I am the Lord. 

18 And the blood shall be to you for 
a token upon the houses where ye 
are : and when I see the blood, I will 
pass over you, and the plague shall 
not be upon you to destroy yot^ when 
I smite the land of Egypt. 

14 And this day shall be unto you 
for a memorial ; and ye shall keep it 
a feast to the Lord throughout your 
gen^ations : ye shall keep it a feast 
by an ordinance for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unlea- 
vened bread; even Ihe first day ye 
shall put away leaven out of your 
houses : for whosoever eateth leaven- 
ed bread from the first day until the 
seventh day, that soul shall be cut 
off from Israel. 

16 And in ihe first day there shall 
be a holy convocation, and in the 
seventh day there shall be a holy 
convocation to you; no manner of 
work shall be done in them, save thcU 
which every man must eat, that only 
may be done of you. 

17 AndyeHhsXloheeTyethefeastof 
unleavened bread; for in this self- 
same day have I brought your armies 
out of tiie land of Egypt : therefore 
shall ye observe this day in your ge- 
nerations by an ordinance for ever. 

18 ^ In the first months on the foui- 
teenth day of the month at even, ye 
shall eat unleavened bread, until the 
one and twentieth day of the month 
at even. 

19 Seven days shall there be no 
leaven found in your houses: f<»r 
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whosoever eateth that which i* lea- 
vened, even that soul shall be cut off 
from the congregation of Israel, whe- 
ther he be a stranger, or bora in the 
land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened ; 
in all your habitations i^all ye eat 
unleavened bread. 

21 IF Then Moses called for all the 
elders of Israel, and said unto them, 
Draw out and take you a lamb ac- 
cording to your fiewnilies, and kill the 
passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssqp, and dip it in the blood that 
is in the basin, and strike the lintel 
and the two side posts with the blood 
that is in Hie basin ; and none of you 
shall go out at the door of his house 
until the morning. 

23 For lite Lord will pass through 
to smite the Egyptians; and when 
he seeth the blood upon the lintel, 
and on the two side posts, the Lord 
will pass over the door, and will not 
suffer the destroyer to come in unto 
your houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe tins thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to tiiy 
sons for ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be come to the land which the 
Lord will give you, according as he 
hath promised, that ye shall keep 
this sersrice. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 
your children shall say unto you> 
What mean ye by this service ? 

27 That ye shall say, It is the sa* 
orifice of the Lord's passover, who 
passed over the houses of the children 
of Israel in Egypt, when he smote 
the Egjrptians, and delivei^ed our 
houses. And the people bowed tkhe 
head and worshipped. 

. 28 And the cMldren of Israel went 
away, and did as the Lord had com- 
manded Moses and Aaaron, so did tbey. 
29 H And it came to paes^ that at 
midnight the Lord smote all the 
firstborn in the land of Egypt, £rom 
the fiiBtbom of Pharaoh that sot oio 
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his throne unto the firstborn of tiie 
captive that was in the dungeon ; and 
all tiie firBtborn of cattle. 

30 And Pharaoh rose up in the 
night, he, and all his servants, aad 
all the Egyptians ; and there was a 
great cry in Egypt : for there was not 
a house where there was not one dead. 

31 H And he called for Moses and 
Aaron by night, and said, Rise up, and 
get you forl£ from among my people, 
both ye and the children of Israel; and 
go, serve the Lord, as ye have said. 

32 Also take your flocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone ; 
and bless me also. 

33 And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might send 
them out of the land in haste ; for 
they said. We be all dead men. 

34 And the people took their dough 
before it was leavened, their knead- 
ingtroughs being boimd up in their 
clothes upon their shoulders. 

35 And the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to the word of Moses ; and they 
borrowed of the Egyptians jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment: 

36 And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians, 
so that they lent unto them sicch 
things as they required: and they 
spoiled the Egyptians. 

37 H And the children of Israel 
journeyed from Rameses to Succoth, 
about six hundred thousand on foot 
that were men, beside children. 

38 And a mixed multitude went 
up also with them; and flocks, and 
herds, even yerf much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they 
brought forth out of Egypt, for it was 
not leavened; becatise they were 
thrust out of Egypt, and could not 
tarry, neither h^ they prepared for 
themselves any victuals. 

40 IT Now the sojourning of the 
children of Israel, who dwdt in Egypt, 
was four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it camse to pass at the end 
of tiiie four hundred adad thirty years, 
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even the selfsame day it came to 
pass, that all the hosts of the Lord 
went out from the land of Egypt. 

42 It ts a night to be much ob- 
served unto the Lord for bringing 
them out from the land of Egypt: 
this is that night of the Lord to be 
observed of all the children of Israel 
in their generations. 

43 IT And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses and Aaron, This is the ordinance 
of the pas^ver : there shall no stran- 
ger eat thereof: 

44 But every man's servant that is 
bought for money, when thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat 
thereof. 

45 A foreigner and a Mred serv- 
ant shall n6t eat thereof. 

46 In one house shall it be eaten ; 
thou shalt not carry forth aught of 
the flesh abroad out of the house; 
neither shall ye break a bone thereof 

47 All the congregation of Israel 
shall keep it. 

48 And when a stranger shall so- 
journ with thee, and will keep the 
passover to th^ Lord, let all his males 
be circumcised, and then let him come 
near and keep it ; and he shall be as 
one that is bom in the land : for no un- 
circumcised person shall eat thereof. 

49 One law shall be to him that is 
homebom, and unto the stranger that 
sojourneth among you. 

50 Thus did all the children of Is- 
rael ; as the Lord commanded Moses 
and Aaron, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the self- 
same day, that the Lord did bring 
the children of Israel out of the land 
of Egypt by their armies. 



CHAPTER XIII.

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 
2 Sanctify unto me all tiie iirstbom, 
^ateoever openeih the womb among 



the children of Israel, both of man and 
of beast : it is mine. 

8 T And Moses said unto the peo- 
ple. Remember this day, in which 
ye came out from Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage; for by strength 
of hand the Lord brought you out 
from this place : there shall no lea- 
vened brefwi be eaten. 

4 This day came ye out in the 
month Abib. 

5 And it shall be when the Lord 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee, a land flowing 
with milk and honey, that liiou shalt 
keep this service in this month. 

6 Seven days thou shalt eat unlea.- 
vened breads and in the seventh day 
shall be a feast to the Lord. 

7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten 
seven days ; aini there shall no 
leavened bread be seen with thee, 
neither shall there be leaven seen 
with thee in all thy quarters. 

8 1[ And thou shalt shew tiiy son in 
that day, saying. This is done because 
of that which the Lord did unto m** 
when I caane forth out of Egypt. 

9 And it shall be for a sign unto 
thee upon thine hand, and for a me- 
morial between thine eyes, that the 
Lord's law may be in thy mouth: 
for with a strong hand hath the Lord 
brought thee out of Egypt. 

10 Thou shalt therefore keep this or- 
dinance in his season from yearto year. 

1 1 1[ And it shall be when the Lorfo 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanites, as he sware unto thee and 
to thy fathers, and shall give it thee, 

12 That thou shalt set apart unto 
the Lord all that openeth the maMx, 
and every firstling that cometh of a 
beast whieh thou hast; the male 
shail he the Lord's. 

18 And every firstling of an ass 

tiiou shaH redeem with a lamb ; and 

if thou wilt not redeem it, then thou 

shalt break his neck: and all the 
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firstborn of aitah among thy children 
shalt thou redeem. 

14 If And it shall be when Iby son 
asketh thee in time to ecmie, saying, 
What is this ? that thon shalt isay un- 
to him, By strength of hand the Loed 
brought us out from Egypt, from the 
house of bondage : 

15 And it came to pass, when Pha- 
raoh wouldi hardly let us go, tiiat 
the Lord slew all the « fitstbcnm in 
the land of Egypt, both the firstborn 
of man, and the firstborn of beast : 
therefore I sacrifice to the Lord all 
that openeih the matrix, being males ; 
but all the firstborn of my dbildren 
I redeem. 

16 And it shall be for a token 
upon thine hand, and for frontlets 
between thine eyes : for by strength 
of hand t^ Lord brought us forth 
out of Egypt. 

17 IF And it came to pass, when 
Pharaoh had let the people go, that 
God led them not through the way of 
the land of the Philistines, although 
that was near ; for God said. Lest per- 
adventure the people repent when they 
see war, and they return to Egypt : 

18 But God led the people about, 
through the way of the wildemess of 
the Ked sea: and the children of 
Israel went up harnessed out of the 
land of Egypt. 

19 And Moses took the bones of 
Joseph with him : for he had straitly 
sworn the children of Israel, saying, 
God will surely visit you; and ye 
shall carry up my bones away hence 
^th you. 

20 IF And they took their joumey 
from Succoth, and encamped in Etham, 
in the edge of the wilderness* 

21 And the Lord went before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
them the way; and by night in a 
pillar of fire, to give them light ; to 
go by day and night. 

22 He took not away the pillar of 
the cloud by day, nor the pillar of 
fire by night, from before the peo- 
tde. 
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I God instrueteth the Israelites in their Joumejf. 5 Pka- 
raoh tmrtueth ftfter them. 10 The fatadiiet munmtr,

ANP tj|;ie Lord spake unto Moses^ 
L. sayings 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel^ 
tbdft they turn and encamp before Fi^ 
hahiroth, between Migdol and the saa^ 
o¥^ against Baal*zephon : beforf it 
shall ye encamp by the sea. 

3 For Fharaoh will say of the chil- 
dren of Israel, They are entangled 
in the land, the wildemess hath shut 
them in. 

4 And I will harden Fharaoh's 
heart, that he shall fcdlow after them ; 
and I will be honoured upon Fha- 
raoh, and upon all his host ; that the 
Egyptians may know that I can the 
Lord. And they did so. 

5 ^ And it was told the king of 
Egypt that the people fled : and the 
heart of Fharaoh and of his servants 
was turned against the people, aad 
they said, Why have we done this, that 
we have let Israel go from serving us ? 

6 And he made ready his chariot, 
and took his people with him : 

7 And he took six hundred chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, 
and captains over every one of them. 

8 And the Lord hardened the heart 
of Fharaoh king of Egjrpt, and he 
pursued after the children of Israel : 
and the children of Israel went out 
with a high hand. 

9 But the Egyptians pursued ailer 
them, all the horses atCi chariots ol 
Fharaoh, and his horsemen, and his 
army, and overtook them encamping 
by the sea, beside Fi-hahiroth, before 
Baal-zephon. 

10 U And when Fharaoh drew 
nigh, the children of Israel lifled up 
their eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians 
marched after them ; and they were 
sore afraid : and the children of Israel 
cried out unto the Lord. 

11 And they said unto Mosea^ 
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Because there were no graves in 
Egypt, hast thou taken us away to 
die in the wilderness ? wherefore nast 
1&OU dealt thus with us, to caarry us 
£>rtli out of £g]rpt ? 

12 Is not this the word that we did 
ix^ <^ee in Egypt, varying, Let > us 
alone, that we may serve the Egyp- 
tians ? For it had been better for us 
to serve the Egyptians^ than that 
we should die in the wilderness. 

18 IT And Moses said unto the peo- 
ple, Fear ye not, stand still, and see 
the salvation of the'LoRn, whi<5h he 
will shew to you to day: for the 
Egyptians whom ye have seen to 
day, ye shall see them again no more 
for ever. 

14 The Lord shall fight for you, 
and ye shall hold your peace. 

16 IT And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses. Wherefore criest thou unto me ? 
speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they go forvirard : 

16 But lift thoti up thy rod^ and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
and divide it : and the children of Is- 
rael shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea. 

17' And I, behold, I will harden 
the hearts of the Egyptians, and 
they shall follow them: and I will 
get me honour upon Pharaoh, and 
ttpon all his host, upon his chariots, 
and upon his horsemen, 

18 And the Egyptians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have 
gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, lipon 
his chariots, and upon his horsemen. 

19 IT And the Angel of God, which 
went before the camp of Is!rael, re- 
moved and went behind them; and 
the pillar of the cloud went from before 
thfeir face, and stbod behind them : 

20 And it came between the cainp 
of the Egyptians and the camp of 
Israel ; and it was a cloud and dark- 
ness to theniy but it gave light by 
night to these: so that the one came 
hot near the other all the nighi 

21 And Moses stretched out his 
hand over the sea; and the Lord 



Gauged the sea to go ba^k by a strong 
east wind all that night, and made 
the sea dry landy and the waters 
were divided. 

22 And the children of Israel went 
into tlie midst of the sea upon the 
dry ground: and the waters weres, 
wall unto them on their right hand, 
and on' their left. 

23 ^ And the Egyptians pursued, 
asid went in after them to the midst 
of the sea, even all Pha^rac^'s horses, 
his chariots, and his horsemen. 

< 24 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning watch the Ix>rd looked tmto 
the host of the Egyptians through the 
pillar of fire and of the cloud, and 
troubled the host of the Egyptians, 

2& And took off the(ir chariot 
wheels, that they drave them hea- 
vily : so ihat the Egyptians said. 
Let us flee firom the face of Israel ; 
for the Lord figbteth for them against 
the Egyptians. 

26 IT And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Stretc^h out thine hand over the 
sea, that the waters may come again 
upon the Egyptians, upon their cha- 
riots, and upon their horsemefn. 

27 And Moses stretched forth his 
hand over the sea, and the sea re- 
turned to his strengtti when the 
morning appeared ; and the Egyp- 
tians fled against it; and the Lord 
overthrew the Egyptians in the 
midst of the sea. 

- 28 And the Svaters returned, and 
covered the chariots, and the horse- 
tneri, and all the host of Pharaoh that 
came into the sea after them.; there 
remaiiied not so much as one of them. 

29 But the children of Israel walk- 
ed upon dry land in the itoidst of the 
Sea ; tad the waters were a wall un- 
to them on their right hand, and on 
their left. 

30 Thus the Lord saved Israel 
that day out of the hand of the Egyp- 
tians ; and Israel saw the Egyptians 
dead upon the sea shore. 

31 And Israel saw that great work 
which the Lord did upon the Egyp*

tians: and the people feared the 
Lord, and believed the Lord, and 
his servant Moses. 

CHAPTER XV.

THEN sang Moses and the chil- 
dren of Israel this song unto the 
Lord, and spake, saying, I will sing 
unto the Lord, for he hath triumph- 
ed gloriously : the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea. 

2 The Lord is my strength and 
song, and he is become my salvation : 
he is my God, and I will prepaare him 
a habitation ; my father's Grod, and I 
will exalt him. 

3 The Lord is a man of war : the 
Lord is his name. 

4 Pharaoh's chariots and his host 
hath he cast into the sea : his chosen 
captains also are drowned in the Red 
sea. 

5 The depths have covered them : 
they sank into the bottom as a stone. 

6 Thy right hand, O Lord, is be- 
come glorious in power: thy right 
hand, O Lord, hath dashed in pieces 
the enemy. 

7 And in the greatness of thine ex- 
cellency thou hast overthrown them 
that rose up against thee : thou sent- 
est forth thy wrath, which consumed 
them as stubble. 

8 And with the blast of thy nostrils 
the waters were gathered together, 
the floods stood upright as a heap, 
and the depths were congealed in the 
heart of the sea. 

9 The enemy said, I will pursue, I 
will overtake, I will divide the spoil ; 
my lust shall be satisfied upon them ; 
I will draw my sword, my hand shall 
destroy them. 

10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, 
the sea covered them : they sank as 
lead in the mighty waters. 

11 Who is like unto thee, O LoRp, 
among the gods? who is like thee, 
glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, 
doing wonders ? 
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12 Thou stretchedst out thy right 
hand, the earth swallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy hast led 
forth the people wkdch thou hast re- 
deemed : thou hast guided them in thy 
strength unto thy holy habitation. 

14 The people shall hear, and be 
afraid: sorrow shall take hold on 
the inhabitants of Palestina. 

15 Then the dukes of Edom shall 
be amazed; ihe mighty men of 
Moab, trembling shall take hold upon 
them ; all the inhabitants of Canaan 
shall melt away. 

16 Fear and dread shall fall upon 
them ; by the greatness of thine arm 
they shall be as still as a stone ; till 
thy people pass over, O Lord, till the 
people pass over, which thou hast 
purchased. 

17 Thou i^alt bring them in, and 
plant them in the mountain of tiiine 
inheritance, in the place, O Lord, 
which thou hast made for thee to 
dwell in ; in the sanctuary, O Lord, 
which thy hands have established. 

18 The Lord shall reign for ever 
and ever. 

19 For the horse of Pharaoh went 
in with his chariots and with his 
horsemen into the sea, and the Lord 
brought again the waters of the sea 
upon them ; but the children of Israel 
went on dry land in the midst of the 
sea. 

2 IT And Miriam the prophetess, the 
sister of Aaron, took a timbrel in her 
hand ; and all the women went out after 
her with timbrels and with dances. 

21 And Miriam answered them, 
Sing ye to the Lord, for he hath 
triumphed gloriously : the horse and 
his rider hath he thrown into the sea. 

22 So Moses brought Israel from 
the Red sea, and they went out into 
the wilderness of Shur; and they 
went three days in the wilderness, 
and found no water. 

23 ^ And when they came to Marah, 
they could not drink of the waters of 
Ma^ah, for iheywere bitter: therefore 
the name of it was called Marah.

AND they took their journey from 
. Elim, and all the congregation 
of thie children of Israel came \m- 
to the wilderness of Sin, which is 
between Elim. and Sinai, on the 
fifteenth day of the second month 
after their departing out of the land 
of Egypt. 

2 And the. whole congregation of 
the children of Israel murmured 
against Moses and Aaron in the wil- 
derness: 

3 And the children of Israel said 
unto them, Would to God we had 
died by the hand of the Lord in the 
land of Egypt, when we sat by the 
flesh pots, and when we did eat bread 
to the full ; for ye have brought us 
forth into this wilderness, to kill this 
whole assembly with hunger. 

4 IT Then said the Lord unto Mo- 
aes, Behold, I will rain bread from 
heaven for you; and the people 



shall go out and gather a certain rate 
every day, that I may prove them^ 
whether they will walk in my law, 
or no. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
on the sixth day they shaU prepare 
that which they bring in ; and it shall 
be twice as much as they gather daily. 

6 And Moses cmd Aaron said unto 
all the children of Israel, At even, 
then ye shall know that the Lord 
hath brought you out from the land 
of Egypt ; 

7 Aiid in the morning, then ye 
shall see the glory of the Lord ; for 
that he heareth your murmurings 
against the Lord : and what are we, 
that ye murmur against us ? 

8 And Moses said, This shall be. 
when the Lord shall give you in 
the evening flesh to eat, and in the 
morning bread to the full; for that 
the Lord heareth your murmurings 
which ye murmur against him : and 
what are we ? your murmurings are 
not against us, but against the Lord.

19 Of 
bettialUy. 20 Of idolatry. 21 Of itrangers, widow$, 
and fatherless. 26 Of usury. 2Q Of pledges. 28 Of 
reverence to magistrates. 29 Of the Jlntftruki. 

IF a man shall steal an ox, or a 
sheep, and kill it, or sell it; he 
shall restore five oxen for an ox, and 
four sheep for a sheep. 

2 IT If a thief be found breaking 
up, and be smitten tiiat he die, there 
shall no blood be shed for him. 
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3 If the sun be risen upon him, 
there shall be blood shed for him ; for 
he should make full restitution : it he 
have nothings then he shall be sold 
for his theft. 

4 If the theft be certainly foimd in 
his hand alive, wheth^ it be ox, or 
ass, or sheep; he shall restore douUe. 

5 If If a man shall cause a field or 
vineyard to be eaten, and shall put in 
his beast, and shall feed in another 
man's field ; of the best of his own 
field, and of the best of his own vine- 
yard, shall he make restitution. 

6 If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the stacks of com, or 
the standing corn, or the field, be 
consmned therewith; he that kindled 
the fire shall surely make restitution. 

7 IT If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff* to keep, 
and it be stolen out of the man s 
house ; if the thief be found, let hiiil 
pay double. 

8 If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought 
unto the judges, to see whether he 
have put his hand unto his neigh- 
bour's goods. 

9 For all manner of trespass, wheth- 
er it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, for 
raiment, or for any manner of lost 
thing, which another challengeth to be 
his, the cause of both parties shall 
come before the judges ; and whom 
the judges shall condemn, he shall 
pay double unto his neighbour. 

10 If a man deliver unto his neigh- 
bour an ass, or an ox, or a sheep, or any 
beast, to keep ; and it die, or be hurt, 
or driven away, no man seeing it ; 

11 Then shall an oath of the Lord 
be between them both, that he hath 
not put his hand unto his neighbour's 
goods ; and the owner of it shall accept 
thereof^ and he shall not make it good. 

12 And if it be stolen from him, 
he shall make restitution unto the 
owner thereof. 

13 If it be torn in pieces, then let 
him bring it for witness, and he shall 
not make good that which was torn. 
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14 IF And if a man hoxiow atcght 
of his neighbour, and it be hurt, (a 
die, the owner thereof being not with 
it^ he shall surely make lY good. 

15 But if the owner thereof be with 
it) he shall not make it good: if it be 
a hired things it came for his hire. 

16 ^ And if a man entice a niaid 
that is not betrothed, tajkd lie with her, 
he shall surely endow her to be his 
wife. 

17 If her father utterly refuse, to 
give her unto him^ he shall pay money 
according to the dowry of virgins. 

. 18 ^ Thou shalt not suffer a witch 
to live. 

19 H Whosoever lieth with a beast 
shall surely be put to death. 

20 ^ He that sacrificeth unto cmy 
god, save unto the Lord only, he 
shall be utterly destroyed. 

. 21 ^ Thou shalt neither vex a 
stranger, nor oppress him ; for ye were 
strangers in the land of Egypt. 

22 IF Ye shall not afflict any wid- 
ow, or fatheriess child. 

23 If thou afflict them in any wise^ 
and they cry at all unto me, I will 
surely hear their cry ; 

24 And my wrath shall wax hot, 
and I will kUl you with the sword ; 
and your wives shall be widows, and 
your children fatherless. 

25 IF If thou lend money to a«y of 
my people thai is poor by thee, thou 
shalt not be to. him aa a usurer, nei- 
ther shalt thou lay upon him usury. 

26 If thou at all take thy neigh- 
bour's raiment to pledge, thou shalt 
deliver it unto him by that the sun 
goetl). down : 

27 For that is his covering only, it 
is his raiment for his skin: wherein 
shall he sleep ? and it shall come to 

fass, when he crieth imto me, that 
will hear; for I am graciouis. 

28 ^ Thou shalt not revile the gods, 
nor curse the ruler of thy pe(^le. 

29 IF Thou shalt not dday to offer 
the first of thy ripe fruits, and of thy 
hquors; the firstbom of thy sons 
shalt thou give unto me. 



80 Likewise shalt thou do with 
thine oxen, and with thy sheep: sev- 
en days it shaU be with his dam; on 
the eighth day thou shalt give it me. 

21 % And ye shall be holy men 
unto me: neither shall ye eat anp 
flesh that is torn of beaats in the 
field ; ye shall cast it to the dogs. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 Of tiandtr and false, witness. 8 Of justiee. 4 Of 
eharkableneM. 10 Of ihe y*«r of test. It Of t/U 
sabbath, n Of idolatry. U Of tfu three feasts. 18 
Oftk4 htoodand the fat of ihe sacriflce. 20 An Angel 
is promised^ with » blessing ^ if they obey him. 

THOU shalt not raise a false re* 
p(»rt : put not thine hand with the 
wicked to be an unrighteous witness; 

2 IF Thou shalt not follow a mul* 
titude to do evil ; neither shalt thou 
speak in a cause to decline after 
mairjr to wrest judgment : 

3 ^ Neither shalt thou coimtenaQce 
a poor man in hiB cause. 

4 IF If thou meet thine enemy's 
ox or his ass going astray, thou shalt 
surely bring it back to him again. 

. 5 If thou see the as» of him that 
hateth thee lying under his burden, 
and wouldest fwrbear to help him, 
thou shalt surely help with him. 

6 Thou shalt not wrest the judg- 
ment of thy poor in his cause. 

7 Keep thee far from a false mat- 
ter ; and the innocent and righteous 
slay thou not : for I will not justify 
the wicked. 

8 % And thou shalt take no gift : 
for the gift blindeth the wise, and 
perverteth the words of the righteous.- 

9 IF Also thou' shalt not oppress a 
stranger: for ye know the heart of 
a stranger, seeing ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt. 

10 And six years thou shalt sow 
thy land^ and shalt gather in the 
fruits thereof: 

11 But the seventh year thou shalt 
let it rest and lie still ; that the poof 
of thy people may eat : and what they 
leave the beasts of the field shall eat. 
In like mann^ thou shalt deal with 
thy vineyard, and with thy oliveyard* 

12 Six days thou shalt do ihj vrork^ 
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and on the seventh day thou shalt 
rest : that thine ox and thine ass may 
rest, and the son of thy handmaid, 
and the stranger, may he refreshed, 

13 And in ail things that I have 
said unto you he circumspect: and 
make no mention of the name of 
other gods, neither let it he heard 
out of thy mouth. 

14 1[ Three times thou shalt keep 
a feast unto me in the year. 

15 Thou shalt keep the feast of 
unleavened bread : thou shalt eat un- 
leavened bread seven days, as I com* 
manded thee, in the time appointed 
of the month Abib ; for in it thou ca- 
mest out from Egypt : and none shall 
appear before me empty : 

16 And the feast of harvest, the 
firstfiruits of thy labours, which thou 
hast sown in the field : and the feast 
of ingathering, which is in the end of 
the year, when thou hast gathered in 
thy laboura out of the field. 

17 Three times in the year all thy 
males shall appear before the Lord 
God. 

18 Thou shalt not ofier the blood 
of my sacrifice with leavened bread ; 
neither shall the fat of my sacrifice 
remain until the morning. 

19 The first of the firstfruits of thy 
land thou shalt bring into the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt not 
seethe a kid in his mother's milk. 

20 IF Behold, I send an Angel be- 
fore thee, to keep thee in the way, 
and to bring thee into the place 
which I have prepared. 

21 Beware of him, and obey his 
voice, provoke him not; for he will 
not pardon your transgressions: for 
my name is in Imn. 

22 But if thou shalt indeed obey 
his voice, and do all that I speak; 
then I will be aai enemy unto thine 
enemies, and an adversary unto thine 
adversaries. 

23 For mine Angel shall go before 
thee, and bring thee in unto the 
Amorites, and the Hittites, and the 
Ferizzites, and the Canaanites, the 
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Hivites, and the Jebusites; and I 
will cut them offl 

24 Thou shalt not bow down to 
their gods, nor serve them, nor do 
afler their works: but thou shcJt 
utterly overthrow them, and quite 
break down their images. 

25 And ye shall serve the Lord your 
Gt)d, and he shall bless thy bread, 
and thy water ; and I will take sick* 
ness away from the midst of thee. 

26 IT There shall nothing cast their 
young, nor be barren, in thy land: 
the number of thy days I will fulfil. 

27 1 will send my fear before thee, 
and will destroy all the people to 
whom thou shalt come; and I will 
make all thine enemies turn their 
backs unto thee. 

28 And I will send hornets before 
thee, which shall drive out the Hi^ 
vite, the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
from before thee. 

29 I will not drive them out from 
before thee in one year ; lest the land 
become desolate, and the beast of the 
field multiply against thee. 

30 By little and little I will drive 
them out from before thee, until thou 
be increased, ajid inherit the land. 

31 And I will set thy bounds from 
the Bed sea even unto the sea of the 
Philistines, and from the desert unto 
the river: for I will deliver the inhab* 
itants of the land into your hand ; 
and thou shalt drive them out before 
thee. 

32 Thou shalt make no covenant 
with them, nor with their gods. 

33 They shall not dwell in thy land, 
lest they make thee sin against me : 
for if thou serve their gods, it will 
surely be a snare unto thee. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Motet i$ called up into the mountain, 8 The people 
promiae obedience, 4 Moaee huildeth an altar^ and 
twelffe pillar 9. 6 He eprinkleth the blood of the cove- 
nant, 9 The glory of Ood appeareih. 14 Aaron and 
ffur have the charge of the people. 15 Moeee goeth 
into the mountain^ where he continueth forty daye and 
forty nighte, 

AND he said unto Moses, Come 
. up unto the Lord, thou, and 
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Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and seven- 
ty of the elders of Israel ; and wor- 
ship ye afar off. 

2 And Moses alone shall oome near 
the Lord: but they shall not come 
nigh ; neither shall the people go up 
with him. 

3 IF And Moses came and told the 
people all the words of the Lord, and 
all the judgments : and all the peo- 
ple answered with oneroice, and said, 
All the words which the Lord hath 
said will we do. 

4 And Moses wrote all the words 
of the Lord, and rose up early in the 
morning, and builded an altar under 
the hill, and twelre pillars, according 
to the twelve tribes of Israel. 

5 And he sent young men of the 
children of Israel, which offered burnt 
offerings, and sacrificed peace offer- 
ings of oxen unto the Lord. 

6 And Moses took half of the blood, 
and put it in basins ; and half of the 
blood he sprinkled on the altar. 

7 And he took the book of the 
covenant, and read in the audience 
of the people: and they said. All 
that the Lord hath said will we do, 
and be obedient. 

8 And Moses took the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the people, and said, 
Behold the blood of the covenant, 
which the Lord hath made with you 
concerning all these words. 

9 ^ Then went up Moses, and Aa- 
ron, Nadab, and "Abihu, and seventy 
of the elders of Israel ; 

10 And they saw the God of Is- 
rael : and there was under his feet as 
it were a paved work of a sapphire 
stone, and as it were the body of 
heaven in his clearness. 

11 And upon the nobles of the chil- 
dren of Israel he laid not his hand : also 
they saw God, and did eat and drink. 

12^ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Come up to me into the mount, 
aad be there: and I will give thee 
tables of stone, and a law, and com- 
mandments which I have writt^i; 
that thou mayest teach them. 
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13 And Moses rose up, and his 
minister Joshua ; and Moses went 
up into the mount of God. 

14 And he said unto the elders, 
Tarry ye here for us, imtil we come 
again unto you : and, behold, Aaron 
and Hur are with you : if any man 
have any matters to do, let him come 
unto them. 

16 And Moses went up into the 
mount, and a cloud covered the 
mount. 

16 And the glory of the Lord 
abode upon mount Sinai, and the 
cloud covered it six days: and the 
seventh day he called unto Moses 
out of the midst of the cloud. 

17 And the sight of the glory of 
the Lord was like devouring fire on 
the top of the mount in the eyes of 
the children of Israel. 

18 And Moses went into the midst 
of the cloud, and gat him up into the 
mount : and Moses was in the mount 
forty days and forty nights. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 What the JtraeliUi muM offer for the making of the 
tabemade. 10 Tfie form of the ark. 17 The mercy^ 
aeat^ with the cherubim- 28 T/te table, with the furni- 
ture thereof. 81 The candlestick^ with the ingtruments 
thereof 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 
2 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, that they bring me an offering : 
of every man that giveth it willingly 
with his heart ye shall take my of- 
fering. 

8 And this is the offering which ye 
shall take of them ; gold, and silver, 
and brass, 

4 And blue, and purple, and scar- 
let, and fine linen, and goats' hair^ 

5 And rams' skins dyed red, and 
badgers' skins, and shittim wood, 

6 Oil for the light, spices for an- 
ointing oil, and for sweet incense, 

7 Onyx stones, and stones to be 
set in the ephod, and in the breast- 
plate. 

8 And let them make me a sanc- 
tuary; that I may dwell among them. 

9 According to all that I shew thee, 
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after the pattern of the tabernacle, 
and the pattern of all the instruments 
thereof, even so shall ye make it. 

10 1[ And they shall make an ark 
of shittim wood : two cubits and a 
half shall be the length thereof, and 
a cubit and a half the breadth there- 
of, and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, within and without shalt 
thou overlay it, and shalt make upon 
it a crown of gold round about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings 
of gold for it, and put them in the 
four comers thereof; and two rings 
shall be in the one side of it, and two 
rings in the other side of it. 

13 And thou shalt make staves of 
shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

14 And thou shalt put the staves 
into the rings by the sides of the ark, 
that the ark may be borne with them. 

15 The staves shall be in the rings 
of the ark : they shall not be taken 
from it. 

16 And thou shalt put into the ark 
the testimony which I shall give thee. 

17 And thou shalt make a mercy- 
seat of pure gold : two cubits and a 
half shall be the length thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the breadth thereof 

18 And thou shalt make two cher- 
ubim of gold, of beaten work shalt 
thou make them, in the two ends of 
the mercyseat. 

19 And make one cherub on the 
one end, and the other cherub on the 
other end : even of the mercyseat shall 
ye make the cherubim on the two 
ends thereof 

20 And the cherubim shall stretch 
forth their wings on high, covering 
the mercyseat with their wings, and 
their faces shall look one to another ; 
toward the mercyseat shall the faces 
of the cherubim be. 

21 And thou shalt put the mercy- 
seat above upon the ark ; and in the 
ark thou shalt put the testimony liiat 
I shall give thee. 
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22 And there I will meet with thee, 
and I will commune with thee from 
above the mercyseat, from between 
the two cherubim which are upon 
the ark of the testimony, of all things 
which I will give thee in command- 
ment unto the children of Israel. 

23 If Thou shalt also make a table 
o/ shittim wood: two cubits shcUl be 
the length thereof, and a cubit the 
breadth thereof, and a cubit and a 
half the height thereof 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a crown 
of gold round about. 

25 And thou shalt make unto 
it a border of a handbreadth round 
about, and thou shalt make a golden 
crown to the border thereof round 
about. 

26 And thou shalt make for it four 
rings of gold, and put the rings in 
the four comers that are on the four 
feet thereof 

27 Over against the border shall 
the rings be for places of the staves 
to bear the table. 

28 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold, that the table may be 
home with them. 

29 And thou shalt make the dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and cov- 
ers thereof, and bowls thereof, to cov- 
er withal : of pure gold shalt thou 
make them. 

30 And thou shalt set upon the ta* 
ble shewbread before me alwajrs. 

31 ^ And Hiou shalt make a candle- 
stick o/pure gold : o/beaten work shall 
the candlestick be made: his shaft, 
and his branches, his bowls, his knops, 
and his flowers, shall be of the same. 

32 And six branches shall come 
out of the sides of it ; three branches 
of the candlestick out of the one side, 
and three branches of Hie candlestick 
out of the other side : 

33 Three bowls made like unto al- 
monds, ivith a knop and a flower in 
(me branch; and thiee bowls made 
like almonds in the other branch, 
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mth a knop and a flower : so in the 
six brancdies that <x)ine out of the 
candlestick. 

34 And in the candlestick shcUl be 
four howls made like unto almonds, 
with their knops and their flowers. 

35 And there shall be a knop under 
two branches of the same, and a knop 
under two branches of the same, and a 
knop under two branches of the same, 
ficcording to the sbc branches that pro- 
ceed out of the candlestick. 

36 Their knops and their branches 
shall be of the same: all o£ it shall be 
one beaten work of pure gold. 

37 And thou shalt make the seven 
lamps thereof: and they shall light 
the lamps thereof, that they may give 
light over against it. 

38 And the tongs thereof, and the 
snufidishes thereof, shall be of pure 
gold. 

39 O/* a talent of pure gold shall 
he make it, with all these vessels. 

40 And lock that thou make them 
after their pattern, which was shew- 
ed thee in the mount. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 The ten eurtaim of the tabernacle, 7 The eleven cur- 
tains of goati h&r, 14 The cwering of rami $kini, 
15 The boards of the takemaele^ with their sockets and 
bars. 81 The vail for the ark, 86 The hanging for 
the door, 

MOREOVER thou shalt make the 
tabernacle with ten curtains of 
fine twined lin^i, and blue, and pur- 
ple, and scarlet: tvith cherubim of 
cunning work shalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain shall 
be eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
and every one of the curtains shall 
have one measure. 

3 The five curtains shall be coupled 
together one to another; and other 
five curtains shall be coupled one to 
another. 

4 And tibou shalt make loops of 
blue upon the edge of the one cur- 
tain from the selvedge in the coup- 
ling; and likewise shalt thou make 
in the uttermost edge of another cur- 
tain, in the coupling of the second. 



5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in 
the one curtain, and fifty loops shalt 
thou make in the edge of the curtain 
that is in the coupling of the second ; 
that the loops may take hold one of 
another. 

6 And thou shalt make fifty taches 
of gold, and couple the curteins to- 
gether with the taches : and it shall 
be one tabernacle. 

7 ^ And thou shalt make curtains 
of goats' hair to be a covering upon 
the tabernacle : eleven curtains shalt 
thou make. 

8 The length of one curtain shall be 
thirty cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: and the eleven 
curtains shall be all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five cur- 
tains by themselves, and six curtains 
by themselves, and shalt double the 
sixth curtain in the foreftont of the 
tabernacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty loops 
on the edge of the one ourtam that 
is outmost in tiie coupling, and fifty- 
loops in the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

1 1 And thou shalt make fifty taches 
of brass, and put the taches into the 
loops, and couple the tent together, 
l^at it may be one. 

12 And the remnant that remaineth 
of the curtains of the tent, the half 
curtain that remaineth, shall hang 
over the back side of the tabernacle. 

13 And a cubit on the one side, 
and a cubit on the other side of that 
which remaineth in the length of the 
curtains of ihe tent, it shall hang 
over the sides of the tabernacle, on 
this side and on that side, to cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a covering 
for the tent of rams' skins dyed red. 
and a covering above o/badgers' skins. 

16 1[ And thou shalt make boards 
for the tabernacle of shittim wood 
standing up. 

16 Ten cubits shall be Ifee length 
of a board, and a cubit and a half 
»h€Ul be the breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons ^^/lAer^^in one 
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board, set in order one against another : 
thus shalt thou make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards 
for the tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sock- 
ets of silver under the twenty boards; 
two sockets under one board for his 
two tenons, and two sockets under 
another board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the 
tabernacle on the north side there 
shall be twenty boards, 

21 And their forty sockets o/ silver ; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

22 And for the sides of the taber- 
nacle westward thou shalt make six 
boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make 
for the corners of the tabernacle in the 
two sides. 

24 And they shall be coupled to- 
gether beneath, and they shall be 
coupled together above the head of 
it unto one ring : thus shall it be for 
them both; they shall be for the two 
comers. 

25 And they shall be eight boards, 
and their sockets of silver, sixteen 
sockets; two sockets under one board, 
and two sockets under another board. 

26 1[ And thou shalt make bars of 
shittim wood ; five for the boards of 
the one side of the tabernacle, 

27 And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the side 
of the tabernacle, for the two sides 
westward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst of 
the boards shall reach from end to end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the 
boards with gold, and make their 
rings of gold for places for the bars : 
and thou shalt overlay the bars with 
gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up the taber- 
nacle according to the fashion thereof 
which was shewed thee in the mount. 

3 1 If And thou shalt make a vail of 
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blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen of cunn^g work: 
with cherubim shall it be made. 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon 
four pillars of shittim wood overlaid 
with gold: their hooks shall be of 
gold, upon the four sockets of silver. 

33 IT And thou shalt hang up the 
vail under the taches, that thou may- 
est bring in thither within the vail 
the ark of the testimony: and the 
vail shall divide unto you between 
the holy place and the most holy. 

34 And thou shalt put the mercy- 
seat upon the ark of the testimony in 
the most holy plctce. 

35 And thou shalt set the table 
without the vail, and the candlestick 
over against the table on the side of 
the tabernacle toward the south : and 
thou shalt put the table on the north 
side. 

36 And thou shalt make a hanging 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework. 

37 And thou shalt make for the 
hanging five pillars of shittim taoody 
and overlay them with gold, and their 
hooks shall be of gold : and thou shalt 
cast five sockets of brass for them. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

1 TTie altar of burnt offering^ mih the veaaeU thereof. 9 
The court of the tabernacle inclosed with hangings and 
pillars. 18 The measure of the court. 20 The oil for 
the lamp. 

AND thou shalt make an altar of 
. shittim wood, five cubits long, 
and five cubits broad ; the altar shall 
be foursquare, and the height thereof 
shall be three cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns 
of it upon the four corners thereof: 
his horns shall be of the same : and 
thou shalt overlay it with brMS. 

3 And thou shalt make his pans to 
receive his ashes, and his shovels, and 
his basins, and his fleshhooks, and his 
firepans : all the vessels thereof thou 
shalt make q/* brass. 

4 And thou shalt make for it a grate 
of network of brass ; and upon the 
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net shalt thou make four brazen rings 
in the four comers thereof 

5 And thou shalt put it under the com- 
pass of the altar beneath, that the net 
may be even to the midst of the altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for 
the altar, staves of shittim wood, and 
overlay them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into 
the rings, and the staves shall be upon 
the two sides of the altar, to bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou 
make it: as it was shewed thee in 
the mount, so shall they make it. 

9 If And thou shalt make the court 
of the tabernacle: for the south side 
southward there shall be hangings for 
the court of fine twined linen of a 
hundred cubits long for one side : 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof 
and their twenty sockets shall be of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets shall be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side 
in length there shall be hangings of 
a hundred cubits long, and his twenty 
pillars and their twenty sockets of 
brass ; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. 

12 ^ And for the breadth of the 
court on the west side shall be hang- 
ings of fifty cubits : their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten. 

13 And the breadth of the court on 
the east side eastward shall be fifty 
cubits. 

14 The hangings of one side of the 
gate shall be fifteen cubits : their pil- 
lars three, and their sockets three. 

15 And on the other side shall be 
hangings fifteen cubits: their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

16 1[ And for the gate of the court 
shall be a hanging of twenty cubits, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen, wrought with nee- 
dlework: cmd their pillars shall be 
four, and their sockets four. 

17 All the pillars round about the 
court shall be filleted with silver; 
their hooks shall be of silver, and 
their sockets of brass. 



18 1[ The length of the court shall 
be a hundred cubits, and the breadth 
fifty every where, and the height five 
cubits o/fine twined linen, and their 
sockets of brass. 

19* All the vessels of the tabernacle 
in all the service thereof, and all the 
pins thereof, and all the pins of the 
court, shall be of brass. 

20 % And thou shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they bring thee 
pure oil olive beaten for the light, to 
cause the lamp to burn always. 

21 In the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation without the vail, which is be- 
fore the testimony, Aaron and his sons 
shall order it from evening to morning 
before the Lord : it shall be a statute 
for ever unto their generations on the 
behalf of the children of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

1 Aaron and his bom are set apart for the priesfs office, 
2 Holy garments are appointed, 6 The ephod. 15 
T/ie hreastjdate with twelve precious stones, 80 The 
Urim and Thvmmim, 81 The robe of the ephod^ with 
pomegranates and hells. 86 The plate of the mitre. 89 
Theembroidered coat. 40 The garments for Aaron's sons, 

AND take thou unto thee Aaron 
. thy brother, and his sons with 
him, from among the children of Isra- 
el, tiiat he may minister unto me in 
the priest's office, even Aaron, Nadab 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar, 
Aaron's sons. 

2 And thou shalt make holy gar- 
ments for Aaron thy brother, for glo- 
ry and for beauty. 

3 And thou shalt speak unto all 
that are wise hearted, whom I have 
filled with the spirit of wisdom, that 
they may make Aaron's garments to 
consecrate him, that he may minister 
unto me in the priest's office. 

4 And these are the garments 
which they shall make; a breast- 
plate, and an ephod, and a robe, and 
a broidered coat, a mitre, and a gir- 
die : and they shall make holy gar- 
ments for Aaron thy brother, and his 
sons, that he may minister unto me 
in the priest's office. 

5 And they shall take gold, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine linen. 
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6 % And they shall make the ephod 
of gold, of blue, and of purple, of 
scarlet, and fine twined Imen, with 
cunning work. 

7 It shall have the two shoulder- 
pieces thereof joined at the two edges 
thereof; and so it shall be joined to- 
gether. 

8 And the curious girdle of the 
ephod, which is upon it, shall be of 
the same, according to the work there- 
of; even o/gold, o/blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two onyx 
stones, and grave on them the names 
of the children of Israel : 

10 Six of their names on one stone, 
and the other six names of the rest 
on the other stone, according to their 
birth. 

11 With the work of an engraver 
in stone, like the engravings of a sig- 
net, shalt thou engrave the two stones 
with the names of the children of 
Israel : thou shalt make them to be 
set in ouches of gold. 

12 And thou shalt put the two 
stones upon the shoulders of the ephod 
for stones of memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Israel : and Aaron shall bear 
their names before the Lord upon his 
two shoulders for a memorial. 

13 % And thou shalt make ouches 
of gold; 

14 And two chains ofipxxre gold at 
the ends ; o/ wreathen work shalt thou 
make them, and fasten the wreathen 
chains to the ouches. 

15 % And thou shalt make the 
breastplate of judgment with cunning 
work; after the work of the ephod 
thou shalt make it ; of gold, of blue, 
and of purple, and of scarlet, and of 
fine twined linen, shalt thou make 
it. 

16 Foursquare it shall be being 
doubled ; a span shall be the length 
thereof, and a span shall be the 
l»readth thereof. 

17 And thou shalt set in it settings 
of stones, even four rows of stones: 
the first row shall be a sardius, a to* 
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paz, and a carbuncle : this shall be the 
first row. 

18 And the second row shall be an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 

19 And the third row a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a beryl, 
and an onyx, and a jasper : they shall 
be set in gold in their inclosings. 

21 And the stones shall be with 
the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, 
like the engravings of a signet; every 
one with his name shall they be ac- 
cording to the twelve tribes. 

22 ^ And thou shalt make upon 
the breastplate chains at the ends of 
wreathen work of pure gold. 

23 And thou shalt make upon the 
breastplate two rings of gold, and shalt 
put the two rings on the two ends of 
the breastplate. 

24 And thou shalt put the two 
wreathen chains of gold in the two 
rings which are on the ends of the 
breastplate. 

25 And the other two ends of the 
two wreathen chains thou shalt fasten 
in the two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulderpieces of the ephod before it. 

26 ^ And thou shalt make two 
rings of gold, and thou shalt put 
them upon the two ends of the breast- 
plate in the border thereof, which 
is in the side of the ephod inward. 

27 And two other rings of gold thou 
shalt make, and shalt put them on the 
two sides of the ephod underneath, 
toward the forepart thereof, over 
against the other coupling iliereof, 
above the curious girdle of the 
ephod. 

28 And they shall bind the breast- 
plate by the rings thereof unto the 
rings of the ephod with a lace of blue, 
that it may be above the curious gir- 
die of the ephod, and that the breast- 
plate be not loosed firom the ephod. 

29 And Aaron shall bear the names 
of the children of Israel in the breast- 
plate of judgment upon his heart, 
when he goeth in unto tiie licdy. 
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placey for a memorial before the Lord 
continuaJly. 

30 ^ And thou i^alt put in the 
breastpkfcte of judgment the Urim 
and the Thummim ; and they shall 
be upon Aaron's heart, when he goeth 
in before the Lord: and Aajron shall 
bear the judgm^it of the children of 
Israel upon hb heart before the Lord 
continually. 

31 ^ And thou shalt make the robe 
of the ephod all of hlne. 

32 AjlA there shall be a hole in 
the top of it, in the midst thereof: it 
shall have a binding of woven work 
round about the hole of it, as it were 
the hole of an habergeon, that it be 
not rent 

33 ^ And beneath upon the h«n of 
it thou shalt make pomegranates of 
blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, 
round aboutthe hem thereof; and bells 
of gold between them round about: 

34 A golden bell and a pomegranate, 
a golden bell and a pomegranate, up- 
on the hem of the robe round about. 

35 And it shall be upon Aarcm to 
minister: and his sound shall be heard 
when he goeth in unto the holy place 
before the Lord, and when he cometh 
out, that he die not 

36 ^ And thou shalt make a plate 
o/*pure gold, and grave upon it, like 
the engravings of a signet, HOLI- 
NESS TO THE LORD. 

37 And thou shalt put it on a blue 
lace, that it may be upon the mitre ; 
upon the forefront of the mitre it 
shall be. 

38 And it shall be upon Aaron's 
fiurehead, that Aaron may bear the 
iniquity of the holy things, which 
the children of Israel shall hallow in 
all their holy gifts ; and it shall be 
always upon lus for^ead, that they 
may be accepted before the Lord. 

39 ^ And thou shalt embroider the 
coat of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make the mitre o/fine linen, and thou 
shalt make the girdle of needlework. 

40 ^ And for Aaron's sons thou 
shalt make coats, and thou shalt 



noake for them girdles, and bonnets 
shalt thou make for th^n, for glory 
and for beauty. 

41 And thou shalt put them upon 
Aaron thy brother, and his sons with 
him; and shalt anoint them, and 
consecrate i^em, and sanctify them, 
that they may minister unto me in 
the priest's office. 

42 And thou shalt make them linen 
breeches to cover their nakedness; 
from the loins even unto the thighs 
they shall reach : 

43 And they shall be upon Aaron, 
and upon his sons, when they come 
in unto the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, or when they come near imto 
tiie altar to minister in the holy pUxce; 
that they bear not iniquity, and die : 
it shedl be a statute for ever imto him 
and his seed after him. 

CHAPTER XXIX.

88 The c<mHnual burnt offering. 46 Boat promtMe to 
dwell among the children of leraeL 

AND this is the thing that thou 
. shalt do unto them to hallow 
them, to minister unto me in the 
priesf s office : Take one young bul- 
lock, and two rams without blemish, 

2 And unleavened bread, and cakes 
unleavened tempered with oil, and 
wafers unleavened anointed with oil : 
of wheaiea flour shalt thou make them. 

3 And thou shalt put them into one 
basket, and bring them in the basket, 
with the bullock and the two rams. 

4 And Aaron and his sons thou 
shalt bring unto the door of the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation, and shalt 
waah them with water. 

5 And thou shalt take the garments, 
and put upon Aaron the coat, and 
the robe of the ephod, and the ephod, 
and the breastplate, and gird him 
with the curious girdle of the ephod : 

6 And thou shalt put the mitre up- 
on his head, and put the holy crown 
upon the mitre. 

7 Then shalt thou take the anoint- 
ing oil, and pour it upon his head, 
and an<Hnt him. 
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8 And thou shalt bring his sons, 
and put coats upon them. 

9 And thou shalt gird them with 
girdles, Aaron and his sons, and put 
the bonnets on them : and the priest's 
office shall be theirs for a perpetual 
statute: and thou shalt consecrate 
Aaron and his sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock 
to be brought before the tabernacle 
of the congregation ; and Aaron and 
his sons shall put their hands upon 
the head of the bullock. 

11 And thou shalt kill the bullock 
before the Lord, by the door of the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation. 

12 And thou shalt take of the blood 
of the bullock, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar with thy finger, 
and pour all the blood beside the hot- 
tom of the altar. 

13 And thou shalt take all the fat 
that covereth the inwards, and the 
caul that is above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is upon 
them, and bum them upon the altar. 

14 But the flesh of the bullock, and 
his skin, and his dung, shalt thou bum 
with fire without the camp: it is a 
sin offering. 

15 If Thou shalt also take one ram ; 
and Aaron and his sons shall put their 
hands upon the head of the ram. 

16 And thou shalt slay the ram, 
and thou shalt take his blood, and 
sprinkle it round about upon the altar. 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in 
pieces, and wash the inwards of him, 
and his legs, and put them unto his 
pieces, and unto his head. 

18 And thou shalt bum the whole 
ram upon the altar : it is a burnt of- 
fering unto the Lord : it is a, sweet 
savour, an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord. 

19 If And thou shalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall 
put their hands upon the head of the 
ram. 

20 Then shalt thou kill the ram, 
and take of his blood, and put it up- 
on the tip of the right ear of Aaron, 
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and upon the tip of the right ear of 
his sons, and upon the thumb of their 
right hand, and upon the great toe of 
their right foot, and sprinkle the blood 
upon the altar round about. 

21 And thou shalt take of the blood 
that is upon the altar, and of the 
anointing oil, and sprinkle it upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon the garments 
of his sons with him : and he shall be 
hallowed, and his garments, and his 
sons, and his sons' garments with him. 

22 Also thou shalt take of the ram 
the fat and the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that is upon them, and 
the right shoulder ; for it is a ram of 
consecration : 

23 And one loaf of bread, and one 
cake of oiled bread, and one wafer 
out of the basket of the unleavened 
bread that is before the Lord : 

24 And thou shalt put all in the 
hands of Aaron, and in the hands of 
his sons ; and shalt wave them for a 
wave offering before the Lord. 

25 And thou shalt receive them of 
their hands, and bum them upon the 
altar for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour before the Lord : it is an of- 
fering made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 And thou shalt take the breast of 
the ram of Aaron's consecration, and 
wave it for a wave offering before the 
Lord : and it shall be thy part. 

27 And thou shalt sanctify the 
breast of the wave offering, and the 
shoulder of the heave offering, which 
is waved, and which is heaved up, of 
the ram of the consecration, even of 
that which is for Aaron, and of thcU 
which is for his sons: 

28 And it shall be Aaron's and his 
sons' by a statute for ever firom the 
children of Israel ; for it is a heave 
offering : and it shall be a heave of- 
fering from the children of Israel of 
the sacrifice of their peace offer- 
ings, even their heave offering onto 
the Lord. 
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29 ^ And the holy garments of 
Aaron shall be his sons' after him, to 
be anointed therein, and to be conse- 
crated in them. 

30 And that son that is priest in 
his stead shall put them on seven 
days, when he cometh into the taber- 
nacle of the congregation to minister 
in the holy plctce. 

31 TT Ajid thou shalt take the ram 
of the consecration, and seethe his 
flesh in the holy place. 

32 And Aaron and his sons shall 
eat the flesh of the ram, and the bread 
that i^ in the basket, by the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

33 And they shall eat those things 
wherewith the atonement was made, 
to consecrate and to sanctify them : 
but a stranger shall not eat thereof^ 
because they are holy. 

34 And if aught of the flesh of the 
consecrations, or of the bread, remain 
unto the morning, then thou shalt 
bum the remainder with fire : it shall 
not be eaten, because it is holy. 

3d And thus shalt thou do unto 
Aaron, and to his sons, according to all 
things which I have commanded thee : 
seven days shalt thou consecrate them. 

36 And thou shalt offer every day 
a bullock for a sin ofiering for atone- 
ment : and thou shalt cleanse the al- 
tar, when thou hast made an atone- 
ment for it, and thou shalt anoint it, 
to sanctify it. 

37 Seven days thou shalt make an 
atonement for the altar, and sanctify 
it ; and it shall be an altar most ho- 
ly: whatsoever toucheth the altar 
shall be holy. 

38 If Now this is that which thou 
shalt offisr upon the altar ; two lambs 
of the firstyear day by day continually. 

39 The one lamb thou shalt offer 
in the morning ; and the other lamb 
thou shalt offer at even : 

40 And with the one lamb a tenth 
deal of flour mingled with the fourth 
part of a hin of beaten oil ; and the 
fourth part of a hin of wine for a 
drink offering. 



41 And the other lamb thou shalt 
offer at even, and shalt do thereto ac- 
cording to the meat offering of the 
morning, and according to the drink 
offering thereof, for a sweet savour, an 
offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

42 This shall be a continual burnt 
offering throughout your generations 
at the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation before the Lord, where I 
will meet you, to speak there unto thee. 

43 And there I will meet with the 
children of Israel, and the tabema^^le 
shall be sanctified by my glory. 

44 And I will sanctify the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and the 
altar : I will sanctify also both Aaron 
and his sons, to minister to me in the 
priest's office. 

45 If And I will dwell among the chil 
dren of Israel, and will be their God. 

46 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord their God, that brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt, 
that I may dwell among them : I am 
the Lord their God. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

1 7^ altar of incense. 11 T/ie ransom of souls, lY The 
brazen laver. 22 The holy anointing oil. 84 The com- 
position of the perfume. 

AND thou shalt make an altar to 
. bum incense upon : of shittim 
wood shalt thou make it. 

2 A cubit shall be the length there- 
of, and a cubit the breadth thereof; 
foursquare shall it be, and two cu- 
bits shall be the height thereof: the 
horns thereof shall be of the same. 

3 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, the top thereof, and the 
sides thereof round about, and the 
horns thereof; and thou shalt make 
unto it a crown of gold round about. 

4 And two golden rings shalt thou 
make to it under the crown of it, by 
the two corners thereof, upon the 
two sides of it shalt thou make it ; 
and they shall be for places for the 
staves to bear it withal. 

5 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
virith gold. 
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6 And thou ahalt put it before the 
vail that is hj the ark of the testi- 
mony, before the m^rcyBeat that is 
over the testimony, wlwre I will meet 
with thee. 

7 And Aaron shall bum thereon 
sweet incense every mj(»mng : when 
he dresseth the lamps, he shall bum 
incense upon it. 

8 And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamps at even, he shall bum incense 
upon it, a perpetual incense before the 
Lord throughout your generations. 

9 Ye shall offer no strange incense 
thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor meat 
offering ; neither shall ye pour drink 
ofiering thereon. 

10 And Aaron shall make an atone- 
ment upon the horns of it once in a 
year with the blood of the sin offer- 
ing of atonements ; once in the year 
shall he make atonement upon it 
throughout your generations: it is 
most holy unto the Loan. 

11 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

12 When thou takest the sum of 
the children of Israel after their 
number, then shall they give every 
man a ransom for his soul unto the 
Lord, when thou numberest them; 
that there be no plague among them, 
when thou numberest them. 

13 This they shall give, every one 
that passeth among them that are 
numbered, half a shekel after the 
shekel of the sanctuary: (a shekel is 
twenty g^ahs :) a half shekel shall 
be the offsring of the Lord. 

14 Every one that passeth among 
them that are numbered, firom twen- 
ty years old and above, f^all give an 
offering imto the Lord. 

16 The ri^ shall not give more, 
and the poor shall not give less, than 
half a shekel, when they give an of^ 
fering unto the Lchid, to make an 
atonement for yaat souls. 

16 And thou shalt take the atone- 

ment-money of the <^dren of Israel, 

and shalt appoint it for the service 

of the tabernacle of the congregation ; 
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that it may be a memorial unto the 
children of Israel before the Lord, 
to make an atonement for your souls. 

17 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

18 Thou shalt also make a laver of 
brass, and his foot also of brass, to 
wash tvithal: and thou shalt put it 
between the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation and the altar, and thou 
^alt put water therein. 

19 For Aaron and his sons shall wash 
their hands and their feet thereat. 

20 When they go into the taber- 
nacle of the congregation^ they shall 
wash with water, that they die not ; 
or when they ccmie near to the altar 
to minister, to bum offimng made by 
fire unto the Lord. 

21 So they shall wash tibeir hands 
and their feet, that they die not: 
and it shall be a statute for ever to 
them, even to him and to his seed 
throughout their generations. 

22 % Moreover the Lord spake un- 
to Moses, saying, 

23 Take thou also unto thee prin- 
cipal spices^ of pure myrrh five hun- 
dred shekels, and of sweet cinnamon 
half so much, even two hundred and 
fifty shekels, and of sweet calamus 
two hundred and fifty shekels, 

24 And of cassia five hundred she- 
kels, after the shekel of the sanctu- 
ary, and of col olive a hin : 

25 And thou shalt make it an oil 
of hdy ointment, an ointment com- 
pound after the art of the apothecary : 
it shall be a holy anointing oil. 

26 And thou ^halt anoint the taber- 
nacle of the congregation therevrith, 
and the ark of tiie testimony, 

27 And the table and all his vessels, 
and the candlestick and his vessels, 
and the altar of incense, 

28 And the altar of burnt offering 
with all his vessels, and the laver and 
his £x^. 

29 And thou shalt sanctify them, 
that they smy be most holy : what- 
aoever touc^etii them shall be holy. 

30 And thou shalt anoint Aamn

and his sons, and consecrate them, 
that they may minister unto me in 
the priest's office.

37 And as far the perfume which 
thou shalt make, ye shall not make 
to yourselves acc<»rding to the com- 
position thereof: it shchll be unto thee 
holy for the Lobd. 

38 AVTiosoever shall make like un- 
to that, to smell thereto, shall even 
be cut off from his pec^le.

13 Speak thou also imto the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying, Yerily my 
sabbaths ye shall keep: for it m a 
sign between me and you through- 
out your generations ; that ye may 
know that I am the Lord tliat doth 
sanctify you. 

14 Ye shall keep the sabbath there- 
fi)re ; for it is holy unto you. Every 
one that defileth it shall surdiy be 
put to death: i(x whosoever doeth 
any work therein, tha^ soul shall be 
cut off from amcmg his people.

19 He breaketh them, 20 He 
destroyeth the calf. 22 Aaron*s excuse for himself. 
25 Moses causeth the idolaters to be slain, 80 He 
prayeth for the people. 

AND when the people saw that 
. Moses delayed to come down 
out of the mount, the people gather- 
ed themselves together unto Aaron, 
and said unto him. Up, make us gods, 
which shall go before us ; for as for 
this Moses, the man that brought us 
up out of the land of Egypt, we wot 
not what is become of him. 

2 And Aaron said unto them. Break 
off the golden earrings, which are in 
the ears of your wives, of your sons, 
and of your daughters, and bring 
them unto me. 

3 And all the people brake off the 
golden earrings which were in their 
ears, and brought them unto Aaron. 

4 And he received them at their 
hand, and fashioned it with a grav- 
ing tool, after he had made it a mol- 
ten calf: and they said, These be thy 
gods, O Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt. 

5 And when Aaron saw it, he built 
an altar before it; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said, To morrow 
is a feast to the Lord. 

6 And they rose up early on the 
morrow, and offered burnt offerings, 
and brought peace offerings; and the 
people sat down to eat and to drink, 
and rose up to play. 

7 IT And the Lord said unto Moses, 
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Go, get thee down ; for thy people, 
which thou broughtest out of the land 
of Egypt, have corrupted themselves : 

8 They have turned aside quickly 
out of the way which I commanded 
them : they have made them a mol- 
ten calf, and have worshipped it, and 
have sacrificed thereunto, and said. 
These be thy gods, O Israel, which 
have brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
I have seen this people, and, behold, 
it is a stiffnecked people : 

10 Now therefore let me alone, 
that my wrath may wax hot against 
them, and that I may consume them : 
and I will make of thee a great nation. 

11 And Moses besought the Lord 
his God, and said. Lord, why doth 
thy wrath wax hot against thy peo- 
pie, which thou hast brought forth 
out of the land of Egypt with great 
power, and with a mighty hand ? 

12 Wherefore should the Egyp- 
tians speak, and say. For mischief 
did he bring them out, to slay them 
in the mountains, and to consume 
them from the face of the earth ? 
Turn from thy fierce wrath, and re- 
pent of this evil against thy people. 

13 Remember Abraham, Isaac, 
and Israel, thy servants, to whom 
thou swarest by thine own self, and 
saidst unto them, I will multiply 
your seed as the stars of heaven, 
and all this land that I have spoken 
of will I give unto your seed, and 
they shall inherit it for ever. 

14 And the Lord repented of the 
evil which he thought to do unto his 
people. 

15 IT And Moses turned, and went 
down from the mount, and the two 
tables of the testimony were in his 
hand: the tables were written on 
both their sides; on the one side 
and on the other were they written. 

16 And the tables were the work 
of God, and the writing was the wri- 
ting of Gt)d, graven upon the tables. 

17 And when Joshua heard the

noise of the people as they shouted, 
he said unto Moses, There is a noise 
of war in the camp. 

18 And he said, It is not the voice 
of them that shout for mastery, nei- 
ther is it the voice of them that cry 
for being overcome ; but the noise of 
them that sing do I hear. 

19 ^ And it came to pass, as soon 
as he came nigh unto the camp, that 
he saw the calf, and the dancing: 
and Moses' anger waxed hot, and he 
cast the tables out of his hands, and 
brake them beneath the mount. 

20 And he took the calf which they 
had made, and burnt it in the fire, 
and ground it to powder, and strewed 
it upon the water, and made the chil- 
dren of Israel drink of it, 

2 1 And Moses said unto Aaron, What 
did this people unto thee, that thou 
hast brought so great a sin upon them ? 

22 And Aaron said. Let not the an- 
ger of my lord wax hot : thou know- 
est the people, that they are set on 
mischief 

23 For they said unto me. Make us 
gods, which shall go before us : for as 
for this Moses, the man that brought 
us up out of the land of Egypt, we 
wot not what is become of him. 

24 And I said unto them. Whoso- 
ever hath any gold, let them break 
it off. So they gave it me : then I 
cast it into the fire, and there came 
out this calf. 

25 ^ And when Moses saw that the 
people were naked, (for Aaron had 
made them naked unto their shame 
among their enemies,) 

26 Then Moses stood in the gate of 
the camp, and said, Who is on the 
Lord's side ? let him come unto me. 
And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him. 

27 And he said unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Put every 
man his sword by his side, and go 
in and out from gate to gate through- 
out the camp, and slay every man his 
brother, and every man his companion, 
and every man his neighbour. 



28 And the children of Levi did 
according to the word of Moses : and 
there fell of the people that day about 
three thousand men. 

29 For Moses had said, Consecrate 
yourselves to day to the Lord, even 
every man upon his son, and upon 
his brother; that he may bestow 
upon you a blessing this day. 

30 If And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Moses said unto the 
people. Ye have sinned a great sin : 
and now I will go up unto the Lord ; 
peradventure I shall make an atone- 
ment for your sin. 

31 And Moses returned unto the 
Lord, and said. Oh, this people have 
sinned a great sin, and have made 
them gods of gold. 

32 Yet now, if thou wilt forgive 
their sin — ; and if not, blot me, I 
pray thee, out of thy book which 
thou hast written. 

33 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Whosoever hath sinned against me, 
him will I blot out of my book. 

34 Therefore now go, lead the peo- 
pie unto the pkice of which I have 
spoken unto thee : behold, mine An- 
gel shall go before thee : nevertheless, 
in the day when I visit, I will visit 
their sin upon them. 

35 And the Lord plagued the peo- 
ple, because they maide the calf, 
which Aaron made. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

1 The Lord refuseth to go as he had promised with tht 
people* 4 The people mourn thereat. 7 The tabernacle 
ts removed out of the camp. 9 The Lord tnlkethface 
to face with Moses. 1 2 Moms prayeth for God's pres- 
ence, 18 and desireth to see his glory. 

/i ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
jLjL Depart, and go up hence, thou 
and the people which thou hast 
brought up out of the land of Egypt, 
imto the land which I sware unto 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, say. 
ing, Unto thy seed will I give it : 

2 And I will send an Ajagel before 
thee; and I will drive out the Ca- 
naanite, the Amorite, and the Hit- 
tite, and the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite : 
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3 Unto a land flowing with milk 
and honey: for I will not go up in 
the midst of thee ; for thou art a stiff- 
necked people : lest I consume thee 
in the way. 

4 ^ And when the people heard these 
evil tidings, they mourned: and no 
man did put on him his cwmaments. 

5 For the Lord had said unto Mo- 
ses, Say unto the children of Israel, 
Ye are a stiffiiecked people: I will 
come up into the midst of thee in a 
moment, and consume thee: therefore 
now put off thy ornaments from thee, 
that I may know what to do unto thee. 

6 And the children of Israel strip- 
ped themselves of their ornaments by 
the mount Horeb. 

7 And Moses took the tabernacle, 
and pitched it without the camp, afar 
off from the camp, and called it the 
Tabernacle of the congregation. And 
it came to pass, that every one which 
sought the Lord went out unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation, which 
was without the camp. 

8 And it came to pass, when Moses 
went out unto the tabernacle, that all 
the people rose up, and stood every 
man at his tent door, and looked af- 
ter Moses, until he was gone into the 
tabernacle. 

9 And it came to pass, as Moses en- 
tered into the tabernacle, the cloudy 
pillar descended, and stood at the door 
of the tabernacle, and the LORD 
talked with Moses. 

10 And all the people saw the cloudy 
pillar stand at the tabernacle door: 
and all the peojde rose up and wor- 
shipped, every man in his tent door. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
face to face, as a man speaketh unto 
his friend. And he turned again into 
the camp ; but his servant Joshua, the 
son of Nun, a young man, departed 
not out of the tabernacle. 

12 IT And Moses said unto the 
Lord, See, thou sayest unto me. 
Bring up this people : and thou hast 
not let me know whom thou wilt 
send with me. Yet thou hast said, 
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I know thee by name, and thou hast 
also found grace in my sight. 

13 Now therefore, I pray thee, if I 
have found grace in thy sight, shew 
me now thy way , that I may Imow thee, 
that I may find grace in thy sight : and 
consider that this nation is thy people. 

14 And he said, My presence shall 
go mth thee, and I will give thee rest. 

15 And he said unto him, K thy 
presence go not with me, carry us not 
up hence. 

16 For wherein shall it be known 
here that I and thy people have found 
grace in thy sight ? is it not in that 
thou goest with us ? So shall we be 
separated, I and thy people, from all 
the people that are upon the face of 
the earth. 

17 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
I will do this thing also that thou hast 
spoken : for thou hast found grace in 
my sight, and I know thee by name. 

18 And he said, I beseech thee, 
shew me thy glory. 

19 And he said, I will make all my 
goodness pass before thee, and I wiU 
proclaim the name of the Lord be- 
fore thee; and will be gracious to 
whom I will be gracious, and will shew 
mercy on whom I will shew mercy. 

20 And he said. Thou canst not see 
my face : for there shall no man see 
me, and live. 

21 And the Lord said. Behold, 
there is a place by me, and thou shalt 
stand upon a rock : 

22 And it shall come to pass, while 
my glory passeth by, that I will put 
thee in a cleft of the rock, and will cover 
tiiee with my hand while I pass by : 

23 And I will take away mine hajid, 
and thou shalt see my back parts; 
but my face shall not be seen. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 The tables are renewed. 6 The name of the LORD 
proclaimed. 8 Moses entreateth Ood to go with them, 
10 Ood maheth a covenant with them, repeating certain 
duties of the first table. 28 Moses after forty days in 
the mount cometh down with the tables. 29 His face 
sJUnethy and he covereth U with a vail. 

ND the Lord said imto Moses, 
Hew thee two tables of stone 
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God maketh a covenant CHAPTER XXXIV. 



vyith the IsraeUtes. 



like unto the first: and I will write 
upon these tables the words that were 
in the first tables, which thou brakest. 

2 And be ready in the morning, and 
come up in the morning unto mount 
Sinai, and present thyself there to 
me in the top of the mount. 

3 And no man shall come up with 
thee, neither let any man be seen 
throughout all the mount; neither 
let the flocks nor herds feed before 
that mount. 

4 1[ And he hewed two tables of 
stone like unto the first; and Moses 
rose up early in the morning, and 
went up unto mount Sinai, as the 
Lord had commanded him, and took 
in his hand the two tables of stone. 

5 And the Lord descended in the 
cloud, and stood with him there, and 
proclaimed the name of the Lord. 

6 And the Lord passed by before 
him, and proclaimed. The Lord, The 
Lord God, merciful and gracious, 
longsufiering, and abundant in good- 
ness and truth, 

7 Keeping mercy for thousands, for- 
giving iniquity and transgression and 
sin, and that will by no means clear 
the guilty; visiting the iniquity of 
the fathers upon the children, and 
upon the children's children, unto the 
third and to the fourth generation. 

8 And Moses made haste, and bow- 
ed his head toward the earth, and 
worshipped. 

9 And he said, K now I have found 
grace in thy sight, O Lord, let my 
Lord, I pray thee, go among us ; for 
it is a, stifihecked people; and par- 
don our iniquity and our sin, and 
take us for thine inheritance. 

10 1[ And he said, Behold, I make 
a covenant: before all thy people I 
will do marvels, such as have not 
been done in all the earth, nor in 
any nation: and all the people 
among which thou art shall see the 
work of the Lord : for it is a terrible 
thing that I will do with thee. 

11 Observe thou that which I com- 
mand thee this day : behold, I drive 



out before thee the Amorite, and the 
Canaanite, and the Hittite, and the 
Perizzite, and the Hivite, and the 
Jebusite. 

12 Take heed to thyself, lest thou 
make a covenant with ^e inhabitants 
of the land whither thou goest, lest 
it be for a snare in the midst of thee : 

13 But ye shall destroy their altars, 
break their images, and cut down 
their groves : 

14 For thou shalt worship no other 
god: for the Lord, whose name is 
Jealous, is a jealous God. 

15 Lest thou make a covenant with 
the inhabitants of the land, and they 
go a whoring after their gods, and do 
sacrifice unto their gods, and one call 
thee, and thou eat of his sacrifice ; 

16 And thou take of their daughtais 
unto thy sons, and their daughters go 
a whoring after their gods, and make 
thy sons go a whoring after their gods. 

17 Thou shalt make thee no mol- 
ten gods. 

18 ^ The feast of unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep. Seven days thou 
shalt eat unleavened bread, as I com- 
manded thee, in the time of the 
month Abib : for in the month Abib 
thou camest out from Egjrpt. 

19 All that openeth the matrix is 
mine ; and every firstling among thy 
cattle, whether ox or sheep, that is male. 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou 
shalt redeem with a lamb: and if 
thou redeem hdm not, then shalt thou 
break his neck. All the firstborn of 
thy sons tiiou shalt redeem. And 
none shall appear before me empty. 

21 If Six days thou shalt work, but 
on the seventh day thou shalt rest : 
in earing time and in harvest thou 
shalt rest. 

22 If And thou shalt observe the 
feast of weeks, of the firstfruits of 
wheat harvest, and the feast of in- 
gathering at the year's end. 

23 If Thrice in ihe yew shall all 
your men children appear befi^e the 
Lord God, the God of Israel. 

24 For I will cast out the nations 
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before thee, and enlarge thy borders : 
neither shall any man desire thy 
land, when thou shalt go up to ap- 
pear before the Lord thy Gtxl thrice 
in the year. 

25 Thou shalt not offer the blood 
of my sacrifice with leaven ; neither 
shall the sacrifice of the feetst of the 
passover be left unto the morning. 

26 The first of the firstfruits of thy 
land thou shalt bring unto the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt not 
seethe a kid in his mother's milk. 

27 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write thou these words : for after the 
tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thee and with Israel. 

28 And he was there with the Lord 
forty days and forty nights ; he did 
neither eat bread, nor drink water. 
And he wrote upon the tables the 
words of the covenant, the ten com- 
mandments. 

29 If And it came to pass, when 
Moses came down from mount Sinai 
with the two tables of testimony in 
Moses' hand, when he came down 
from the mount, that Moses wist not 
that the skin of his face shone while 
he talked with him. 

30 And when Aaron and all the 
children of Israel saw Moses, behold, 
the skin of his face shone ; and they 
were afraid to come nigh him. 

31 And Moses called unto them; 
and Aaron and all the rulers of the 
congregation returned unto him : and 
Moses talked with them. 

32 And afterward all the children 
of Israel came nigh : and he gave them 
in commandment all that the Lord 
had spoken with him in mount Sinai. 

33 And^eV/Moseshad done speaking 
with them, he put a vail on his face. 

34 But when Moses went in before 
the Lord to speak with him, he took 
the vail off, until he came out. And 
he came out, and spake unto the 
children of Israel that which he was 
commanded. 

35 And the children of Israel saw 
the face of Moses, that the skin of 
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Moses' face shone: and Moses put 
the vail upon his face again, until he 
went in to speak with him. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

1 The sabbath. 4 The free ai/tsfor the tabernacle. 20 
T/ie readiness of the people to offer, 80 Bezaleel and 
Afwliab are coiled to the work. 

AND Moses gathered all the con- 
- gregation of the children of Is- 
rael together, and said unto them, 
These are the words which the Lord 
hath commanded, that ye should do 
them. 

2 Six days shall work be done, but 
on the seventh day there shall be to 
you a holy day, a sabbath of rest to 
the Lord: whosoever doeth work 
therein shall be put to death. 

3 Ye shall kindle no fire through- 
out your habitations upon the sab- 
bath day. 

4 TT And Moses spake unto all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
saying. This is the thing which the 
Lord commanded, saying, 

5 Take ye from among you an offer- 
ing unto the Lord : whosoever is of a 
willing heart, let him bring it, an of- 
fering of the Lord ; gold, and silver, 
and brass, 

6 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats' hair^ 

7 And rams' skins dyed red, and 
badgers' skins, and shittim wood, 

8 And oil for the light, and spices 
for anointing oil, and for the sweet 
incense, 

9 And onyx stones, and stones to be 
set for the ephod, and for the breast- 
plate. 

10 And every wise hearted among 
you shall come, and make all that 
the Lord hath commanded ; 

11 The tabernacle, his tent, and his 
covering, his taches, and his boards, 
his bars, his pillars, and his sockets ; 

12 The ark, and the staves thereof, 
with the mercyseat, and the vail of 
the covering ; 

13 The table, and his staves, and 
all his vessels, and the shewbread ; 

14 The candlestick also forthe light, 
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and his furniture, and his lamps, with 
the oil for the light ; 

15 And the incense altar, and his 
staves, and the anointing oil, and the 
sweet incense, and the hanging for 
the door at the entering in of the 
tabernacle ; 

16 The altar of burnt oflfering, with 
his brazen grate, his staves, and all 
his vessels, the laver and his foot ; 

17 The hangings of the court, his 
pillars, and their sockets, and the 
hanging for the door of the court ; 

18 The pins of the tabema,cle, and 
the pins of the court, and their cords ; 

19 The clothes of service, to do ser- 
vice in the holy plctcey the holy gar- 
ments for Aaron the priest, and the 
garments of his sons, to minister in 
the priest's office. 

20 II And all the congregation of 
the children of Israel departed from 
the presence of Moses. 

21 And they came, every one whose 
heart stirred him up, and every one 
whom his spirit made willing, and 
they brought the Lord's offering to 
the work of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and for all his service, 
and for the holy garments. 

22 And they came, both men* and 
women, as maiiy as were willing 
hearted, and brought bracelets, and 
earrings, and rings, and tablets, all 
jewels of gold : and every man that 
offered, offered an offering of gold un- 
to the Lord. 

23 And every man, with whom was 
found blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats' hair^ and 
red skins of rams, and badgers' skins, 
brought them. 

24 Every one that did offer an 
offering of silver and brass brought 
the Lord's offering : and every man, 
with whom was found shittim wood 
for any work of the service, brought it. 

25 And all the women that were 
wise hearted did spin with their 
hands, and brought that which they 
had spun, both of blue, and of purple, 
and of scarlet, and of fine linen. 
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26 And all the women whose heart 
stirred them up in wisdom spun goats' 
hair, 

27 And the rulers brought onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, for the 
ephod, and for the breastplate ; 

28 And spice, and oil for the light, 
and for the anointing oil, and for the 
sweet incense. 

29 The children of Israel brought 
a willing offering unto the Lord, 
every man and woman, whose heart 
made them willing to bring for all 
manner of work, which .the Lord had 
commanded to be made by the hand 
of Moses. 

30 ^ And Moses said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, See, the Lord hath 
called by name Bezaleel the son of Uri, 
the son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah ; 

31 And he hath filled him with the 
spirit of God, in wisdom, in under- 
standing, and in knowledge, and in 
all manner of workmanship ; 

32 And to devise curious works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, 

33 And in the cutting of stones, to 
set them^ and in carving of wood, to 
make any manner of cunning work. 

34 And he hath put in lus heart 
that he may teach, both he, and 
Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, of 
the tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wis- 
dom of heart, to work all manner of 
work, of the engraver, and of the 
cunning workman, and of the em- 
broiderer, in blue, and in purple, in 
scarlet, and in fine linen, and of the 
weaver, even of them that do any 
work, and of those that devise cun- 
ning work. 

CHAPTER XXXVI.

THEN wrought Bezaleel and Aho- 
liab, and every wise hearted man, 
in whom the Lord put wisdom and 
understanding to know how to work

all manner of work for the service of 
the sanctuary, according to all that 
the Lord had commanded. 

2 And Moses called Bezaleel and 
Aholiab, and every wise hearted man, 
in whose heart the Lord had put wis- 
dom, even every one whose heart stirred 
him up to come unto the work to do it : 

3 And they received of Moses all 
the oflfering, which the children of Is- 
rael had brought for the work of the 
service of the sanctuary, to make it 
urithal. And they brought yet unto 
him free oflferings every morning. 

4 ^ And all the wise men, that 
wrought all the work of the sanctua- 
ry, came every man from his work 
which they made ; 

5 And they spake unto Moses, say- 
ing. The people bring much more than 
enough for the service of the work, 
which the Lord commanded to make. 

6 And Moses gave commandment, 
and they caused it to be proclaimed 
throughout the camp, saying, Let nei- 
ther man nor woman make anymore 
work for the offering of the sanctuary. 
So the people were restrained from 
bringing. 

7 For the stuff they had was suffi- 
dent for all the work to make it, and 
too much. 

a 1[ And every wise hearted man 
among them that wrought the work 
of the tabernacle made ten curtains 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet: taith cherubim 
of cunning work made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain wets 
twenty and eight cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
the curtains were all of one gize. 

10 And he coupled the five curtains 
one unto another : and the other five 
curtains he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain from the selvedge 
in the coupling : likewise he made in 
the uttermost side of another curtain, 
in tiie coupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one our- 
tain^ and fifty loops made he in the 
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edge of the curtain which was in the 
coupling of the seccmd : the loops held 
one curtain to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of 
gold, and coupled the curtains one 
unto another with the taches : so it 
became one tabernacle. 

14 ^ And he madecurtains o/ goats' 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle ' 
eleven curtains he made them. 

15 The length of one curtain uhis 
thirty cubits, cwid four cubits was th« 
breadth of one curtain: the eleven 
curtains were of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtainis 
by themselves, and six curtains by 
themselves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon 
the uttermost edge of the curtain in 
the coupling, and fifty loops made he 
upon the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

18 And he made fifty taches of 
brass to couple the tent tog^her, 
that it might be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the 
tent o/rams' skins dyed red, and a 
covering of badgers' skins above that. 

20 1[ And he made boards for the 
tabernacle of shittim wood, standing 
up. 

21 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board one 
cubit and a half 

22 One board had two tenons, 
equally distant one from another: 
thus did he make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the tal> 
emacle ; twenty boards for ihe south 
side southward : 

24 And forty sockets of silver he 
made under the twenty boards ; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under another 
board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the 
tabernacle, which is toward the north 
comer, he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver ; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board.

27 And for the sides of the taber- 
nacle westward he made six boiurds. 

28 And two boards made he for 
the oc^ners of the tabemaole in the 
two sides* 

29 And they were coupled beneath, 
and coupled together at the head 
thereof, to one ring: thus he did to 
botli of them in botii the comers. « 

30 And th«:e were eight boards; and 
their sodcets were sixteen sockets of 
silver, under every board two sodtets. 

31 ^ And he made bexs of shittim 
wood ; five for the boaids <^ the one 
side of the tabernacle, 

32 And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabemaicle, and 
five bars for ike boards of the taber- 
nacle for the sides westward. 

33 And be made the middle baa: to 
shoot through tl^ boards from the 
one end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold 
to be places iot the bars, and overlaid 
the bars with gold. 

35 II And he made a vail of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined Imen: with cherubim made 
he it of cunning work. 

36 And he made thereunto four 
pillars of shittim ivood^ and overlaid 
them with gold : their hooks were of 
gold ; and he cast for them four sock- 
ets of sUver. 

37 If And he made a hanging for 
the tabernacle door of blue, and pur- 
ple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen, 
oi needlework ; 

38 And the five pillars of it with 
their hooks; and he overlaid their 
chapiters and their fillets with gold : 
but their five sockets were of brass. 

CHAPTER XXXVIL 

I The ark. ^ The merc^Beia foith cherubim, 10 The ta^ 
hie with its veueU, 17 The candlestick vfith its '<>^< 
and instruments, 26 Tlie altar of incense, 29 The 
anointing oil and sweet incense, 

AND Bezaleel made the ark of 
. shittim wood: two cubits and 
a half was the length of it, and a cu- 
bit and a half the breadth of it, and 
a cubit and a half the height of it: 



2 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold within and without, and made 
a crown of gold to it round about. 

3 And he cast for it four rings of 
gold, to be set by the four comers of 
it ; even two rings upon the one side 
of it, and two rings upon the other 
side of it. 

4 And he made staves o/ shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

5 Andheputthestavesintotherings 
by the sides of the ark, to bear the ark. 

6 IT And he made the mercyseat of 
pure gold : two cubits and a half ims 
the length thereof, and one cubit and 
a half the breadth there(rf. 

7 And he made two cherubim of 
gold, beaten out of one piece made he 
them, on the two ends of the mercy- 

8 One cherub on the end on this 
side, and another cherub on the other 
end on that side : out of the mercyr 
seat made he the cherubim on the 
two ends thereof. 

9 And the cherubim spread out 
their wings on high, and covered with 
their wings over the mercyseat, with 
their faces one to another ; even to the 
mercyseat- ward were the faces of the 
cherubiuL 

10 II And he made the table of 
shittim wood: two cubits was th^ 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
height thereof: 

11 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold, and made theareunto a crown of 
gold round about. 

J. 2 Also he made thereunto a bor- 
der of a handbreadth round about; 
and made a crown of gold for the bor- 
der thereof round about. 

13 And hecast for itfourringsof gold, 
and put the rings upon the four corners 
that were in the four feet thereof. 

14 Over against the border were 
the rings, the places for the staves to 
bear the table; 

15 And he made the staves of shit- 
tim wood, and overlaid tiiem with 
gold, to bear the table.

16 And he made the vessels which 
were upon the table, his dishes, and 
his spoons, and his bowls, and his 
covers to cover withal, of pure gold. 

17 ^ And he made the candlestick 
of pure gold : of beaten work made 
he the candlestick ; his shaft, and his 
branch, his bowls, his knops, and his 
flowers, were of the same : 

18 And six branches going out of 
the sides thereof ; three branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side there- 
of, and three branches of the candle- 
stick out of the other side thereof: 

19 Three bowls made after the fash- 
ion of almonds in one branch, a knop 
and a flower ; and three bowls made 
like almonds in another branch, aknop 
and a flower : so throughout the six 
branches going out of the candlestick. 

20 And in the candlestick were four 
bowls made like almonds, his knops, 
and his flowers : 

21 And a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop un- 
der two branches of the same, accord- 
ing to the six branches going out of it. 

22 Their knops and their branches 
were of the same : all of it was one 
beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he made his seven lamps, 
and his snuffers, and his snuffdishes, 
of pure gold. 

24 Of a talent of pure gold made 
he it, and all the vessels thereof 

25 ^ And he made the incense 
altar of shittim wood : the length of 
it was a cubit, and the breadth of it 
a cubit ; it was foursquare ; and two 
cubits was the height of it ; the horns 
thereof were of the same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold, both the top of it, and the sides 
thereof round about, and the horns of 
it : also he made unto it a crown of 
gold round about. 

^ 27 And he made two rings of gold 
for it under the crown thereof, by the 
two comers of it, upon the two sides 
thereof, to be places for the staves to 
bear it withal. * 
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28 And he made the staves o/ shit- 
tim wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

29 1[ And he made the holy an- 
ointing oil, and the pure incense of 
sweet spices, according to the work of 
the apothecary. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

1 Th£ altar of burnt offering. 8 TIte laver of brass. 9 
The court. 21 The sum of what the people offered. 

AND he made the altar of burnt 
. offering of shittim wood : five 
cubits was the length thereof, and 
five cubits the breadth thereof; it was 
foursquare ; and three cubits the height 
thereof 

2 And he made the homs thereof 
on the four comers of it ; the horns 
thereof were of the same: and he 
overlaid it with brass. 

3 And he made all the vessels of the 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basins, awe? the fleshhooks, and 
the firepans : all the vessels thereof 
made he of brass. 

4 And he made for the altar a brazen 
grate of network, under the compass 
thereof, beneath unto the midst of it. 

5 And he cast four rings for the 
four ends of the grate of brass, to be 
places for the staves. 

6 And he made the staves o/" shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the 
rings on the sides of the altar, to bear 
it withal ; he made the altar hollow 
with boards. 

8 % And he made the laver o/ brass, 
and the foot of it of brass, of the 
lookingglasses of the women assem- 
bling, which assembled at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

9 % And he made the court : on 
the south side southward the hang- 
ings of the court were of fine twined 
linen, a hundred cubits : 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and 
their brazen sockets twenty; the 
hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
were of silver. 

11 And for the north side the hang* 
ings were a hundred cubits, their pil- 
lars were twenty, and their sockets

of brass twenty ; the hooks of the pil- 
lajs and their fillets of silver. 

12 And for the west side were hang- 
ings of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten ; the hooks of 
the pillars and their fillets of silver. 

13 And for the east side eastward 
fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings of the one side of 
the gate were fifteen cubits ; their pil- 
lars three, and their sockets three. 

15 And for the other side of the 
court gate, on this hand and that hand, 
were hangings of fifteen cubits ; their 
pillars three, and their sockets three. 

16 All the hangings of the court 
round about were of fine twined linen.' 

17 And the sockets for the pillars 
were of brass ; the hooks of the pil- 
lars and their fillets of silver ; and 
the overlaying of their chapiters of 
silver ; apd all the pillars of the court 
were filleted with silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the court was needlework, of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen : and twenty cubits wa^ 
the length, and the height in the 
breadth was five cubits, answerable 
to the hangings of the court. 

19 And their pillars were four, and 
their sockets o/brass four; their hooks 
of silver, and the overlaying of their 
chapiters and their fillets of silver. 

20 And all the pins of the taber- 
nacle, and of the court round about, 
were of brass. 

21 1[ This is the sum of the taber- 
nacle, even of the tabernacle of testi- 
mony, as it was counted, according to 
the commandment of Moses, for the 
service of the Levites, by the hand of 
Ithamar, son to Aaron the priest. 

22 And Bezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, made 
all that the Lord commanded Moses. 

23 And with him was Aholiab, son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, an 
engraver, and a cunning workman, 
and an embroiderer in blue, and in 
purple, and in scarlet, and fine linen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied 



for the work in all the work of the 
holy pkicey even the gold of the offer- 
ing, was twenty and nine talents, and 
seven hundred and thirty shekels, af- 
ter the shekel of the sanctuary. 

25 And the silver of them that 
were numbered of the congregation 
was a hundred talents, and a thou- 
sand seven hundred and threescore 
and fifteen shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary : 

26 A bekah for every man, that is, 
half a shekel, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for every one that went to 
be numbered, from twenty years old 
and upward, for six hundred thou- 
sand and three thousand and five 
hundred and fifty men. 

27 And of the hundred talents of 
silver were cast the sockets of the 
sanctuary, and the sockets of the 
vail ; a hundred sockets of the hun- 
dred talents, a talent for a socket. 

28 And of the thousand seven hun- 
dred seventy and five shekels he made 
hooks for the pillars, and overlaid 
their chapiters, and filleted them. 

29 And the brass of the offering 
was seventy talents, and two thou- 
sand and four hundred shekels. 

30 And therewith he made the 
sockets to the door of the tabema,cle 
of the congregation, and the brazen 
altar, and the brazen grate for it, and 
all the vessels of the altar, 

31 And the sockets of the court 
round about, and the sockets of the 
court gate, and all the pins of the 
tabernacle, and all the pins of the 
court round about. 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

1 The clothes of service and holy aarmenis, 2 The ephod, 
8 The breastplate. 22 The robe of the ephod 27 Tlte 
coats, mitre, arid girdle of fine linen. 80 The plate of 
the holy crown, 32 AU is vietoed and approved by 
Moses. 

AND of the blue, and purple, and 
. scarlet, they made clothes of 
service, to do service in the holy place, 
and made the holy garments for Aaron ; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 
2 And he made the ephod o/gold, 
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The breastplate. 
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The robe of the ephod. 



blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen. 

3 And they did beat the gold into 
thin plates, and cut it into wires, to 
work it in the blue, and in the pur- 
pie, and in the scarlet, and in the fine 
linen, mth cunning work. 

4 They made shoulderpJoces for it, 
to couple it together: by the two 
edges was it coupled together. 

5 And the curious ginlle of his 
ephod, that was upon it, vhis of the 
same, according to the work thereof; 
of gold, blue, and purple, and fecariet, 
and fine twined linen ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

6 IT And they wrought onyx stones 
inclosed in ouches of gold, graven, as 
signets are graven, with the names of 
the children of Israel. 

7 And he put them on the shoul- 
ders of the ephod, that they should be 
stones for a memorial to the children 
of Israel; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

8 IT And he made the breetstplate of 
cunning work, like the work of the 
ephod ; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was fcMirsquare; they made 
the breastplate double: a span was 
the length thereof, and a span the 
breadth thereof, being doubled. 

10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones: the first row wm a sardius, 
a topaz, and a carbuncle: this was 
the first row. 

1 1 And the second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamcmd. 

12 And the third row, a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. • 

13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper: they were in- 
closed in ouches of gold in their in- 
closings. 

14 And the stones were according 
to the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, like 
the engravings of a signet, every one 
with his name, according to the twelve 
tribes. . 

15 And they made upon the breast- 
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plate chains at the ends, of wieaihea 
work of pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of 
gold, and two gold rings, and put the 
two rings in the two ends of the breast- 
plate. 

17 And they put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings on the 
ends of the breastplate. 

18 And the two ends of the two 
wreathen chains they fastened in the 
two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulderpieces of the ephod, before it. 

19 And they made two rings of 
gold, and put them on the two ends 
of the breastplate, upon the border of 
it, which was on the side of the epho<l 
inward. 

20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides 
of the ephod underneath, toward the 
forepart of it, over against the other 
coupling thereof, above the curious 
girdle of the ephod. 

21 And they did bind the breast- 
plate by his rings unto the rings of 
the ephod with a lace of blue, that it 
might be above the curious girdle of 
the ephod, and that the breastplate 
might not be loosed from the ephod ; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

22 ^ And he made the robe of the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue. 

23 ^d there was a hole in the 
midst of the robe, as the hole of an 
habergeon, tvith a band round about 
the hole, that it should not rend. 

24 And they made upon the hems 
of the robe pomegranates of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen. 

25 And they made bells of pure 
gold, and put the bells between the 
pomegranates upon the hem of the 
robe, round about between the pome- 
granates ; 

26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell 
and a pomegranate, round about the 
hem of the robe to minister in ; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

27 IF And they made coats o/*fine 
linen of woven work for Aaron, and 
for his sonSy 



Ml brought to MoseSj 
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28 And a mitre of fine linen, and 
goodly bonnets of&ae linen, and linen 
breeches of fine twined linen, 

29 And a girdle of fine twined 
Unjen, and blue, a^ purple, and sear- 
let, of needlework ; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

30 IT And they made the plate of 
the holy crown of pure gold, and 
wrote upon it a writing, like to the 
engravings <rf a signet, HOLINESS 
TO THE LORD. 

31 Andthey tied unto italace of blue, 
to fasten it on high upon the mitre ; 
as the Load commanded Moses. 

32 II Thus was all the work of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congre- 
gation finished : and the ehildren of 
Israel did according to all that the 
Lord commanded Moses, so did they. 

33 IT And they brought the taber- 
nacle unto Moses, the tent, and all his 
furniture, his taches, his boards, his 
bars, and his pillars, and his sockets ; 

34 And the covering of rams' skins 
dyed red, and the covering of badg- 
ers' skins, and the vail of the covering ; 

35 The ark of the testimony, and the 
staves thereof, and the mercyseat ; 

36 The table, and all the vessels 
thereof, and the shewbread ; 

37 The pure candlestick, vnth the 
lamps thereof, even vnth the lamps 
to be set in order, and all the vessels 
thereof^ and the oil for light ; 

38 And the golden altar, and the an- 
ointing oil, and the sweet incense, and 
the hanging for the tabernacle door; 

39 The brazen altar, and his grate 
of brass, his staves, and all his ves- 
sels, the laver and his £x>t ; 

40 The hangings of the court, his 
pillars, and his sockets, and the hang- 
ing for the court gate, his cords, and 
his pins, and all the vessels of the 
service of the tabernacle, for the tent 
of the congr^ation; 

41 The clothes of service to do ser- 
vice in the holy place j and the holy 
garments for Aaron the priest, and 
his sons' garmonts, to minister in the 
priest's office. 



42 Aceording to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses, so the children 
of Israel made all the work. 

43 And Moses did look upon all 
the wcwrk, and, behold, they had done 
it as the Lord had commanded, even 
so had they done it : and M(Bes bless* 
ed theuL 

CHAPTER XL. 

1 JToMS i$ eomtnanded toaeivpthe tabemaeUt 9 and to 
anoint it; IZ and to eomecrate Aaron and his aon*. 
16 Moaet performetk all things accordingly, 84 A 
chudoovmOh the tab«ma«U, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 On the first day of the first 
month shalt thou set up the taberna- 
cle of the tent of the congregation. 

3 And thou shalt put therein the 
ark of the testimony, and covei: the 
ark with the vail. 

4 And thou shalt bring in the table, 
and set in order the things that are 
to be set in order upon it ; and thou 
shalt bring in the candlestick, and 
light the lamps thereof. 

5 And thou shalt set the altar of 
gold for the incense before the ark of 
the testimony, and put the hanging 
of the door to the tabernaicle. 

6 And thou shalt set the altar of 
the burnt offering before the door of 
the tabernacle of the tent of the con- 
gregation. 

7 And thou shalt set the laver be- 
tween the . tent of the congregation 
and the altar, and shalt put water 
therein. 

8 And thou shalt set up the court 
round about, and hang up the hang- 
ing at the court gate. 

9 And thou shalt take the anoint- 
ing oil, and anoint the tabernacle, 
and all that is therein, and shalt 
hallow it, and all the vessels thereof; 
and it shall be holy. 

10 And thou skalt anoint the altar 
of the burnt offering, and all his ves- 
sels, and sanctify the altar: and it 
shall be an altar most holy. 

11 And thou shalt anoint the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify it. 
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12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and 
his sons unto the door of the taberna- 
cle of the congregation, and wash them 
with water. 

13 And thou shalt put upon Aaron . 
the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and sanctify him ; that he may min- 
ister unto me in the priest's office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his sons, 
and clothe them with coats : 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as 
thou didst anoint their father, that 
they may minister unto me in the 
priest's office: for their anointing 
shall surely be an everlasting priest- 
hood throughout their generations. 

16 Thus did Moses: according to 
all that the Lord commanded him, 
so did he. 

17 % And it came to pass in the 
first month in the second year, on 
the first day of the month, that the 
tabernacle was reared up. 

18 And Moses reared up the taber- 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and 
set up the boards thereof, and put in 
the bars thereof, and reared up his 
pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the tent 
over the tabernacle, and put the cov- 
ering of the tent above upon it ; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

20 1[ And he took and put the tes- 
timony into the ark, and set the staves 
on the ark, and put the mercyseat 
above upon the ark : 

21 And he brought the ark into 
the tabernacle, and set up the vail 
of the covering, and covered the ark 
of the testimony ; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

22 IT And he put the table in the 
tent of the congregation, upon the side 
of the tabernacle northward, without 
the vail. 

23 And he set the bread in order 
upon it before the Lord ; as the Lord 
had commanded Moses. 

24 IT And he put the candlestick 
in the tent of the congregation, over 
against the table, on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 
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25 And he lighted the lamps be- 
fore the Lord; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

26 II And he put the golden altar 
in the tent of the congregation before 
the vail : 

2 7 And he burnt sweet incense there- 
on ; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

28 ^ And he set up the hanging 
at the door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt 
offering by the door of the tabernacle 
of the tent of the congregation, and 
offered upon it the burnt offering and 
the meat offering ; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

30 ^ And he set the laver between 
the tent of the congregation and the 
altar, and put water there, to wash 
withal 

31 And Moses and Aaron and his 
sons washed their hands and their 
feet thereat : 

32 When they went into the tent 
of the congregation, and when they 
came near unto the altar, they wash- 
ed ; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

33 And he reared up the court 
round about the tabernacle and the 
altar, and set up the hanging of the 
court gate. So Moses finished the 
work. 

34 % Then a cloud covered the tent 
of the congregation, and the glory of 
the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to en- 
ter into the tent of the congregation, 
because the cloud abode thereon, and 
the glory of the Lord filled the taber- 
nacle. 

36 And when the cloud was taken 
up firom over the tabernacle, the chil- 
dren of Israel went onward in all 
their journeys : 

37 But if the cloud were not taken 
up, then they journeyed not till the 
day that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lord was 
upon the tabernacle by day, and fire 
was on it by night, in the sight of 
all the house of Israel, throughout all 
their joumeys. 
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CHAPTER I. 

I I%i humi offerings of the herd; 10 of the fioch%; 14 
and of the fowU, 

AND the Lord called unto Moses, 
. and spake unto him out of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, say- 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man of you 
bring an oflfering unto the Lord, ye 
shall bring your oflfering of the cattle, 
even of the herd, and of the flock. 

3 If his oflfering be a burnt sacri- 
fice of the herd, let him oflfer a male 
without blemish : he shall oflfer it of 
his own voluntary wiU at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
before the Lord. 

4 And he shall put his hand upon 
the head of the burnt oflfering ; and 
it shall be accepted for him to make 
atonement for him. 

5 And he shall kill the bullock 
before the Lord: and the priests, 
Aaron's sons, shall bring the blood, 
and sprinkle the blood round abotit 
upon the altar that is hy the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

6 And he shall flay the burnt oflfer- 
ing, and cut it into his pieces. 

7 And the sons of Aaron the priest 
shall put fire upon the altar, and lay 
the wood in order upon the fire : 

8 And the priests, Aaxon's sons, 
shall lay the parts, the head, and the 
fat, in order upon the wood that is on 
the fire which is upon the altar : 

9 But his inwards and his legs shall 
he wash in water: and the priest 
shall burn all on the altar, to he 9k 
burnt sa,crifice, an oflfering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

10 IT And if his oflfering be of the 
flocks, namely, of the sheep, or of the 



goats, for a burnt sacrifice ; he shall 
bring it a male without blemish. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side 
of the altar northward before the Lord: 
and the priests, Aaron's sons, shall 
sprinkle his blood round about upon 
the altar. 

12 And he shall cut it into his 
pieces, with his head and his fat: 
and the priest shall lay them in or^ 
der on the wood that is on the' fire 
which is upon the altar : 

13 But he shall wash the inwards 
and the legs with water: and the 
priest shall bring it all, and bum it 
upon the altar : it is a burnt sacrifice, 
an oflfering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

14 IT And if the bumt sacrifice for 
his oflfering to the Lord be of fowls, 
then he shall bring his oflfering of 
turtledoves, or of young pigeons. 

15 And the priest shall bring it un-^ 
to the altar, and wring oflf his head, 
and bum it on the altar ; and the 
blood thereof shall be wrung out at 
the side of the altar : 

16 And he shall pluck away his 
crop with his feathers, and cast it be- 
side the altar on the east part, by the 
place of the ashes. 

17 And he shall cleave it with the 
wings thereof, but shall not divide it 
asunder : and the priest shall bum it 
upon the altar, upon the wood that 
is upon the fiire : it is a bumt sacri- 
fice, an oflfering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 The meat offering of flour ynth oil and ineenn, 4 baken 
in the oven^ 6 or on aplale, 1 or in afiyingpan, 12 
The oblation of the firstfruits, IS JTie talt of the 
meat offering, 

AND when any will oflfer a meat 
. oflfering unto the Lord, his of- 
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fering shall be of fine flour ; and he 
shall pour oil upon it, and put frank- 
incense thereon. 

2 And he shall bring it to Aaron's 
sons the priests: and he shall take 
thereout his handful of the flour 
thereof, and of the oil thereof, with 
all the frankincense thereof; and the 
priest shall bum the niemorial of it 
upoB the altar, tohe Q,n offering made 
by fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lord : 

3 And the remnant of the meat of- 
fering shall he Aaron's and his sons' : 
it is a thing most holy of the offerings 
of the Lord made by fire. 

4 ^ And if thou bring an oblation 
of a meat offering baken in the oven, 
it shall be unleavened cakes of fine 
flour mingled with oil, or unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil. 

5 ^ And if thy oblation be a meat of- 
fering baken in a pan, it shall be o/fine 
flour unleavened, mingled with oil. 

6 Thou shalt part it in pieces, and 
pour oil thereon : it is a meat offering. 

7 % And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken in the fryingpan, it 
shall be made of fine flour with oil. 

8 And thou shalt bring the meat 
offering that is made of these things 
unto the Lord : and when it is pre- 
sented unto the priest, he shall bring 
it unto the altar. 

9 And the priest shall take firom 
the meat offering a memorial thereof, 
and shall bum it upon the altar : it 
is an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

10 And that which is left of the 
meat offering shall be Aaron's and his 
sons' : it is a thing most holy of the 
offerings of the Lord made by fire. 

11 No meat offering, which ye shall 
bring unto the Lord, shall be made 
with leaven: for ye shall burn no 
leaven, nor any honey, in any offer- 
ing of the Lord made by fire. 

12 If As for the oblation of the 
firstfiruits, ye shall offer them unto the 
Lord: bat they shall not be burnt on 
the altar for a sweet savour. 
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13 And every oblation of thy meat 
offering shalt thou season with salt ; 
neither shalt thou suffer the salt of 
the covenant of thy God to be lack- 
ing from thy meat offering : with all 
thine offerings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat offer- 
ing of thy firstfruits unto the Lord, 
thou shalt offer for the meat offering 
oi thy firstfruits green ears of corn 
dried by the fire, even com beaten out 
of full ears. 

15 And thou shalt put oil upon it, 
and lay frankincense thereon : it is a 
meat offering. 

16 And the priest shall bum the 
memorial of it,^ar^ of the beaten corn 
thereof, and part of the oil thereof, 
with all the frankincense thereof: it is 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 The peace offering of the herd; Qofthejlock; *l either m 
lamb, 12 or a goat. 

AND if his oblation be a sacrifice 
jljL of pea,ee offering, if he offer it 
of the herd, whether it be a male or 
female, he shall offer it without blem- 
ish before the Lord. 

2 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of his offering, and kill it 
at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and Aaron's sons the 
priests shall sprinkle the blood upon 
the altar round about. 

3 And he shall offer of the sacrifice 
of the peace offering an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord; the fat that 
covereth the inwards, sxid all the fat 
that is upon the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul above the liver, with 
the kidneys, it shall he take away. 

5 And Aaron's sons shall burn it 
on the altar upon the burnt sacrifice, 
which is upon the wood that is on 
the fire : it is an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

6 % And if his offering for a sacri- 
fice of peace offering unto the Lord 
be of the flock, male or female, he 
shall offer it without blemish.

CHAPTER lY, 



The sin offering. 



7 If he offiBF a lamb for his offering', 
then shall he offer it before the Lord. 

8 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of his offering, and kill it 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation : and Aaron's sons shall sprin- 
kle the blood thereof found about 
upon the altar. 

9 And he shall offer of the sacri- 
fice of the peace ofiering an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord ; the fat 
thereof, and the whole rump, it shall 
he take off hard by the backbone; 
and the fat that coTereth the in- 
wards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

10 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is upon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the lirer, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take away. 

1 1 And the priest shall bum it up- 
on the altar : it is the food of the of- 
fering made by fire unto the Lord. 

1% IT And if his offering he a goat, 
then he shall offer it before the Lord. 

13 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of it, and kill it before the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation : and the 
sons of Aaron shall sprinkle the bloM 
thereof upon the altar round about. 

14 And he shall offer thereof his 
offering, even an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord ; the fat that cov- 
ereth the inwards, and all the fat 
that is upon the inwards, 

15 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is upon them, which is by the 
fianks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, itshall betake away. 

16 And the priest shall bum them 
upon the altar : it is the food of the 
offering made by fire for a sweet sa- 
vour : all the fat is the Lord's. 

n It shall he a perpetual statute for 
your generations throughout all your 
dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor 
blood. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 l%t tin offerinffof ignorance for the priest; 18/or 
the eongregatum; ^1 for the ruler; 27 and far any 
cfthepeopU. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 



2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying. If a soul shall sin through 
ignorance against any of the com* 
mandments of the Lord concerning 
things which ought not to be done, 
and shall do against any of them ; 

3 If the priest that is anointed do 
sin according to the sin of the peo- 
ple ; then let him bring for his sin, 
which he hath sinned, a young bul* 
lock without blemish unto the Lord 
for a sin offering. 

4 And he shall bring the Imllock 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation befcnre the Lord; and 
shaU lay his hand upon the bullock's 
head, and kiLl the bullock befcnre the 
Lord. 

5 And the priest that is anointed 
shall take of the bullock^s bloody and 
bring it to the tabernacle of the ooiir 
gregation : • 

6 And the priest shall dip his fin- 
ger in the blood, and sprinkle of the 
blood seven times before the Lord, 
before the vail of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of 
the blood upon the horns of the altar 
of sweet incense before the Lord, 
which is in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation; and shall pour all the 
blood of the bullock at the bottom of 
the altar of the bumt (Bering, which 
is at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

8 And he shall take off firom it all 
the fat of the bullock for the sin of- 
£mng; the fat that covereth the in- 
wards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

9 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above tiie liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take away, 

10 As it was taken off from the bul- 
lock of the sacrifice of peace ofier- 
ings : and the priest shall bum them 
upon the altar of the bumt offering. 

11 And the skin of the bullock, 
and all his flesh, with his head, and 
with his legs, and his inwards, and 
his dung, 
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12 Even the whole bullock shall he 
carry forth without the camp unto a 
clean place, where the ashes are pour- 
ed out, and bum him on the wood 
with file : where the ashes are pour^ 
ed out shall he be burnt. 

13 II And if the whole congrega- 
tion of Israel sin through ignorance, 
and the thing be hid from the eyes 
of the assembly, and they have done 
somewhat against any of the com- 
mandments of the Lord concerning 
things which should not be done, and 
are guilty ; 

14 When the sin, which they have 
sinned against it, is known, then the 
C/Ongregation shall oflfer a young bul- 
lock for the sin, and bring him before 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

15 And the elders of the congrega- 
tion shall lay their hands upon the 
head of the fcullock before the Lord ; 
and the bullock shall be killed before 
the Lord. 

16 And the priest that is anointed 
shall bring of the bullock's blood to 
the tabernacle of the congregation : 

17 And the priest shall dip his fin- 
ger in some of the blood, and sprinkle 
it seven times before the Lord, even 
before the vail. 

18 And he shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar 
which is before the Lord, that is in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall pour out all the blood at 
the bottom of the altar of the burnt 
offering, which is at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

19 And he shall take all his fat 
from him, and bum it upon the altar. 

20 And he shall do with the bullock 
as he did with the bullock for a sin 
offering, so shall he do with this : and 
the priest shall make an atonement for 
them, and it shall be forgiven them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the bul- 
lock without the camp, and bum him 
as he burned the first bullock : it is a, 
sin offering for the congregation. 

22 II When a ruler hath sinned, 
and done somewhat through ignorance 
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against any of the commandments of 
the Lord his God concerning things 
which should not be done, and is 
guUty; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge ; he 
shall bring tis offering, a kid of the 
goats, a male without blemish : 

24 And he shall lay his hand up- 
on the head of the goat, and kill it in 
the place where they kill the burnt 
offering before the Lord : it is a sin 
offering. 

25 And the priest shall take of 
the blood of the sin offering with his 
finger, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar of burnt offering, and shall 
pour out his blood at the bottom of 
the altar of burnt offering. 

26 And he shall burn all his fat 
upon the altar, as the fat of the sacri- 
fice of peace offerings : and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him a3 
concerning his sin, and it shall be for- 
given him. 

27 H And if any one of the com- 
mon people sin through ignorance, 
while he doeth somewhat against any 
of the commandments of the Lord 
concerning things which ought not 
to be done, and be guilty ; 

28 Or if his sin, which he hath sin- 
ned, come to his knowledge; then he 
shall bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a female without blemish, for 
his sin which he hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
bumt offering. 

30 And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and put 
it upon the horns of the altar of burnt 
offering, and shall pour out all the 
blood thereof at the bottom of the 
altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat is taken away 
from off the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings; and the priest shall burn it 
upon the altax for a sweet savour 
unto the Lord ; and the priest shall 
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make an atonement for him, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin 
offering, he shall bring it a female 
without blemish. 

33 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and 
slay it for a sin offering in the place 
where they kill the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his 
finger, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar of burnt offering, and shall 
pour out all the blood thereof at the 
bottom of the altar : 

35 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is 
taken away from the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings ; and the priest shall 
bum them upon the altar, according 
to the offerings made by fijre unto the 
Lord : and the priest shall make 
an atonement for his sin that he hath 
committed, and it shall be forgiven 
him. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 For diver* offence* there shall be a trespoM offering of 
the flacky 7 of fwoU, 11 or of flour. 14 The trespaes 
offering f(yr sacrilege, 17 ana for Hm of ignorance. 

AND if a soul sin, and hear the 
. voice of swearing, and is a wit- 
ness, whether he hath seen or known 
of it ; if he do not utter ity then he 
shall bear his iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean 
thing, whether it he a carcass of an 
unclean beast, or a carcass of un- 
clean cattle, or the carcass of un- 
clean creeping things, and if it be 
hidden from him; he also shall be 
unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness 
of man, whatsoever uncleanness it 
he that a man shall be defiled with- 
al, and it be hid from him; when 
he knoweth of itj then he shall be 
guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do 
good, whatsoever it he that a man 
shall pronounce with an oath, and 
it be hid from him ; when he know- 



eth of ity then he shall be guilty in 
one of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall be 
guilty in one of these things, that he 
shall confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing : 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord for his sin 
which he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb, or a kid of the 
goats, for a sin offering; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 
him concerning his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring 
a lamb, then he shall bring for his 
trespass, which he hath committed, 
two turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
unto the Lord ; one for a sin offering, 
and the other for a burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto 
the priest, who shall offer that which 
is for the sin offering first, and wring 
off his head from his neck, but shafl 
not divide it asunder : 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of 
the altar ; and the rest of the blood 
shall be wrung out at the bottom of 
the altar : it is a sin offering. 

10 And he shall offer the second 
for a burnt offering, according to 
the manner: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him for his 
sin which he hath sinned, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

11 II But if he be not able to 
bring two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, then he that sinned shall 
bring for his offering the tenth part 
of an ephah of fine flour for a sin 
offering ; he shall put no oil upon it, 
neither shall he put any frankincense 
thereon : for it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the 
priest, and the priest shall take his 
handful of it, even a memorial there- 
of, and burn it on the altar, accord- 
ing to the offerings made by fire unto 
the Lord : it is a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned in one of 
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tiiese, and it shall be forgiven him : 
and the remnant shall be the priest's, 
as a meat oflfering. 

14 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy- 
things of the Lord ; then he shall 
bring for his trespass unto the Lord 
a ram without blemish out of the 
flocks, with thy estimation by shek- 
els of silver, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for a trespass oflfering : 

16 And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in the 
holy thing, and shall add the fifth 
part thereto, and give it unto the 
priest: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass oflfering, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

17 ^ And if a soul sin, and com- 
mit any of these things which are 
forbidden to be done by the com- 
mandments of the Lord ; though he 
wist it not, yet is he guilly, and shall 
bear his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for a trespass oflfer- 
ing, unto the priest: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him 
concerning his ignorance wherein he 
erred and wist it not, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

19 It w a trespctss oflfering: he 
hath certainly trespassed against the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Th^ tretpoM offering for sins done wittingly. 8 The 
law ofjhe burnt offering, 14 and of the me<U offering. 
19 Tlie offering at the consecration of a priest. 24 
The law of the sin offering. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 If a soul sin, and commit a tres- 
pass against the Lord, and lie unto 
his neighbour in that which was de- 
livered him to keep, or in fellowship, 
or in a thing taken away by violence, 
or hath deceived his neighbour ; 

3 Or have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, and 
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sweareth falsely ; in any of all these 
that a man doelii, sinning therein: 

4 Then it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall 
restore that which he took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath 
deceitfully gotten, or that which was 
delivered him to keep, or the lost 
thing which he found, 

5 Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely ; he shall even restore 
it in the principal, and shall add the 
fifth part more thereto, and give it 
unto him to whom it appertaineth^ 
in the day of his trespass oflfering. 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
oflfering unto the Lord, a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for a trespass oflfer- 
ing, unto the priest : 

7 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the Lord : 
and it shall be forgiven him for any 
thing of all that he hath done in 
trespassing therein. 

8 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, 
saying. This is the law of the burnt 
oflfering : It is the burnt oflfering, be- 
cause of the burning upon the altar 
all night unto the morning, and the 
fire of the altar shall be burning in 
it. 

10 And the priest shall put on his 
linen garment, and his linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and take 
up the ashes which the fire hath con- 
sumed with the burnt oflfering on the 
altar, and he shall put them beside 
the altar. 

11 And he shall put oflf his gar- 
ments, and put on other garments, 
and carry forth the ashes without 
the camp unto a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar 
shall be burning in it ; it shall not 
be put out : and the priest shall bum 
wood on it every morning, and lay 
the burnt oflfering in order upon it; 
and he shall bum thereon the fat of 
the peace oflferings. 
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13 The fir© shall ever be burning 
upon the altar ; it shall never go out. 

14 IT And this is the law of the meat 
oflFering : The sons of Aaron shall offer 
it before the Lord, before tiie altar. 

15 And 1^ shall take of it his 
handful, of the flour of .the meat erf- 
fering, isind of the oil thereof, ajid all 
the frankincense which is upon the 
meat offering, and shall bum it upon 
the altar /or a sweet «avour, even the 
memorial of it, unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat : with unleav- 
ened bread shall it be eaten in the 
holy place ; in the court of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation they shall 
eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with leav- 
en. I have given it unto them for 
their portion of my oflferings made 
by fire ; it is most holy, as is the sin 
offering, and as the trespass offering. 

18 All the males among the chil- 
dren of Aaron shall eat of it. It shall 
be a statute for ever in your genera- 
tions concerning the offerings of the 
Lord made by fire: every one that 
toueheth them shall be holy. 

19 % And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

20 This is the offering of Aaron 
and of his sons, which they shall 
offer unto the Lord in the day when 
he is anointed ; the tenth part of an 
ephah of fine flour for a meat offer- 
ing perpetual, half of it in the morn- 
ing, and half thereof at night. 

21 In a pan it shall be made with 
oil ; and when it is baken, thou shalt 
bring it in : and the baken pieces of 
the meat offering shalt thou offer for 
a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

22 And the priest of his sons that 
is anointed in his stead shall offer it : 
it is a statute for ever unto the Lord ; 
it shall be wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly bumt : it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 1[ And the Lord spake tmto 
Moses, saying, 



25 Speak unto Aaron and to his 
sons, saying. This is the law of the 
sin offering : In the place where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the Bin 
offering be killed before the Lord: 
it is most holy. 

26 The priest that offeretii it for 
sin shaJl eat it: in the holy place 
shall it be eaten, in the court of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the 
flesh thereof shall be holy: and 
when there is sprinkled of the 
blood thereof upon any garment, 
thou shalt wash that whereon it 
was sprinkled in the holy place. 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein 
it is sodden shall be broken: and 
if it be sodden in a brazen pot, it 
shall be both scoured, and rinsed in 
water. 

29 All the males among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it is most holy. 

30 And no sin offering, whereof 
any of the blood is brought into the 
tabernacle of the congregation to rec- 
oncile withal in the holy pla4:e^ shall 
be eaten : it shall be burnt in the fire. 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 The laio of the trespass offering ^ 11 and of tlie peace 
offering Sy 12 whether it he far a thanksgiving^ 1$ or 
a vow, or a freewill offering. 22 The fat, 26 and 
the blood, are forbidden, 28 The priestf portion in 
the peace offerings, 

LIKEWISE this is the law of the 
trespass offering: it is most holy. 

2 In the place where they kill the 
bumt offering shall they kill the tres- 
pass offering : and the blood thereof 
shall he sprinkle round about upon 
the altar. 

3 And he shall offer of it all the 
fat thereof; the rump, and the fat 
that covereth the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is on them^ which is by the 
flanks, and the caul that is above 
the liver, with the kidneys, it ^hall 
he take away : 

5 And the priest shall bum them 
upon the altar for an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord : it is a tres- 
pass offering. 
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6 Every male among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it shall be eaten 
in the holy place: it is most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is the 
trespass offering: there is one law 
for them: the priest that maketh 
atonement therewith shall have it. 

8 And the priest that offereth any 
man's burnt offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the 
burnt offering which he hath offered. 

9 And all the meat offering that 
is baken in the oven, and all that is 
dressed in the fryingpan, and in the 
pan, shall be the priest's that offer- 
eth it. 

10 And every meat offering, min- 
gled with oil, and dry, shall all the 
sons of Aaron have, one as much as 
another. 

11 And this is the law of the sac- 
rifice of peace offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the Lord. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiv- 
ing, then he shall offer with the sac- 
rifice of thanksgiving unleavened 
cakes mingled with oil, and unleaven- 
ed wafers anointed with oil, and cakes 
mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his 
peace offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out 
of the whole oblation for a heave 
offering unto the Lord, and it shall 
be the priest's that sprinkleth the 
blood of the peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings for thanksgiving 
shall be eaten the same day that it 
is offered ; he shall not leave any of 
it until the morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offer- 
ing be a vow, or a voluntary offering, 
it shall be eaten the same day that 
he offereth his sacrifice ; and on the 
morrow also the remainder of it shall 
be eaten : 

17 But the remainder of the flesh 
of the sacrifice on the third day shall 
be burnt with fire. 
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18 And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings be 
eaten at all on the third day, it shall 
not be accepted, neither shall it be 
imputed unto him that offereth it: it 
shall be an abomination, and the soul 
that eateth of it ^all bear his iniquity. 

19 And the flesh that toucheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten ; it 
shall be burnt with fire : and as for the 
flesh, all that be clean shall eat thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth o/the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings, that pertain imto the Lord, 
having his uncleanness upon him, 
even that soul shall be cut off from 
his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touch any unclean things as the un- 
cleanness of man, or ant/ unclean 
beast, or any abominable unclean 
thingy and eat of the flesh of the sac- 
rifice of pe8W5e offerings, which pertain 
unto the Lord, even that soul shall 
be cut off from his people. 

22 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, saying. Ye shall eat no manner 
of fat, of ox, or of sheep, or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which is torn with beasts, may be 
used in any other use : but ye shall 
in no wise eat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of 
the beast, of which men offer an of- 
fering made by fire unto the Lord, 
even the soul that eateth it shall be 
cut off from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no manner 
of blood, whether it be of fowl or of 
beast, in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

28 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

29 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
spying, He that offereth the sacrifice 
of his peace offerings unto the Lord, 
shall bring his oblation unto the Lord 
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of the sacrifice of his peace offer- 
ings. 

30 His OMU hands shall bring the 
offerings of the Lord made by fire, 
the fat with the breast ; it shall he 
bring, that the breast may be waved 
for a wave offering before the Lord. 

31 And the priest shall bum the 
fat upon the altar: but the breast 
shall be Aaron's and his sons'. 

32 And the right shoulder shall ye 
give unto the priest for a heave of- 
fering of the sacrifices of your peace 
offerings. 

33 JSe among th6 sons of Aaron, 
that offereth the blood of the peace 
offerings, and the fat, shall have the 
right shoulder for his part. 

34 For the wave breast and the 
heave shoulder have I taken of the 
children of Israel from off the sacri- 
fices of their peace offerings, and have 
given them unto Aaron the priest and 
unto his sons, by a statute for ever, 
firom among the children of Israel. 

35 ^ This is the portion of the anoint- 
ing of Aaron, and of the anointing of 
his sons, out of the offerings of the 
Lord made by fire, in the day when 
he presented them to minister unto 
the Lord in the priest's oflice ; 

36 Which the Lord commanded 
to be given them of the children of 
Israel, in the day that he anointed 
them, by a statute for ever through- 
out their generations. 

37 This is the law of the burnt 
offering, of the meat offering, and of 
the sin offering, and of the trespass 
offering, and of the consecrations, and 
of the sacrifice of the peace offerings ; 

38 Which the Lord commanded 
Moses in mount Sinai, in the day 
that he commanded the children of 
Israel to offer their oblations unto the 
Lord, in the wilderness of Sinai. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 Moses conseerateth Aaron and his sons, 14 Hieir sin 
offering. 18 Their burnt offering. 22 The ram of 
consecration. 81 The place and time of their consecra- 



tion. 
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ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

9 



2 Take Aaron and his sons with 
him, and the garments, and the 
anointing oil, and a bullock for the 
sin offering, and two rams, and a 
basket of unleavened bread ; 

3 And gather thou all the congre- 
gation together unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And Moses did as the Lord com- 
manded him ; and the assembly was 
gathered together unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

5 And Moses said unto the congre- 
gation. This is the thing which the 
Lord commanded to be done. 

6 And Moses brought Aaron and 
his sons, and washed them with water. 

7 And he put upon him the coat, 
and girded hun with the girdle, and 
clothed him with the robe, and put the 
ephod upon him, and he girded him 
with the curious girdle of the ephod, 
and bound it unto him therewith. 

8 And he put the breastplate upon 
him : also he put in the breastplate 
the Urim and the Thummim. 

9 And he put the mitre upon his 
head ; also upon the mitre, even upon 
his forefront, did he put the golden 
plate, the holy crown; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

10 And Moses took the anointing 
oil, and anointed the tabernacle and alJ 
that was therein, and sanctified them. 

11 And he sprinkled thereof upon 
the altar seven times, and anointed 
the altar and all his vessels, both the 
laver and his foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anointing 
oil upon Aaron's head, and anointed 
him, to sanctify him. 

13 And Moses brought Aaron's sons, 
and put coats upon them, and girded 
them with girdles, and put bonnets 
upon them ; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the sin offering: and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the bullock for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew it ; and Moses took 
the blood, and put it upon the horns 
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of the altar round about with his 
finger, and purified the altar, and 
poured the blood at the bottom of the 
altar, and sanctified it, to make rec- 
onciliation upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that 
was upon the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and their fat, and Moses burned it 
upon the altar. 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt with 
fire without the camp; as the Lord 
conmianded Moses. 

18 1[ And he brought the ram for 
the burnt oflfering: and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands upon the 
head of the ram. 

19 And he killed it; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces ; 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and 
the legs in water ; and Moses burnt 
the whole ram upon the altar : it was 
a burnt setcrifice for a sweet savour, 
and an oflfering made by fire unto 
the Lord; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

22 ^ And he brought the other 
ram, the ram of consecration: and 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

23 And he slew tY; and Moses took 
of the blood of it, and put it upon the 
tip of Aaron's right ear, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of Ms right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron's sons, 
and Moses put of the blood upon the 
tip of their right ear, and upon the 
thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon the great toes of their right 
feet : and Moses sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was upon 
the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their 
fat, and the right shoulder: 
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26 And out of the basket of un- 
leavened bread, that was before the 
Lord, he took one unleavened cake, 
and a cake of oiled bread, and one 
wafer, and put them on the fat, and 
upon the right shoulder : 

27 And he put all upon Aaron's 
hands, and upon his sons' hands, and 
waved them for a wave oflfering be- 
fore the Lord. 

28 And Moses took them from oflf 
their hands, and burnt them on the 
altar upon the burnt oflfering: they 
were consecrations for a sweet sa- 
vour: it is an 6flfering made by fire 
unto the Lord. 

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave oflfering before 
the Lord : for of the ram of consecra- 
tion it was Moses' part ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

30 And Moses took of the anoint- 
ing oil, and of the blood which wa>s 
upon the altar, and sprinkled it upon 
Aaron, and upon his- garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon, his sons' gar- 
ments with him ; and sanctified Aa- 
ron, and his garments, and his sons, 
and his sons' garments with him. 

31 ^ And Moses said unto Aaron 
and to his sons. Boil the flesh at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation; and there eat it with the 
bread that is in the basket of con- 
secrations, as I commanded, saying, 
Aaron and his sons shall eat it. 

32 And that which remaineth of 
the flesh and of the bread shall ye 
bum with fire. 

33 And ye shall not go out of the 
door of the tabemeicle of the congre- 
gation in seven days, until the days 
of your consecration be at an end : for 
seven days shall he consecrate you. 

34 As he hath done this day, so the 
Lord hath commanded to do, to make 
an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation day and night seven days, and 
keep the charge of the Lord, that ye 
die not : for so I am commanded. 
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3$ So Aaron and his sons did all 
things which the Lord commanded 
by l£e hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER IX. 




Aaron hlen the people. 24 Fire eometh from the Lord 
vpon the altar, 

AND it came to pass on the eighth 
. day, that Moses called Aaron and 
his sons, and the elders of Israel ; 

2 And he said unto Aaron, Take 
thee a young calf for a sin offering, 
and a ram for a burnt offering, with- 
out blemish, and offer them before 
the Lord. 

3 And unto the children of Israel 
thou shalt speak, saying. Take ye a 
kid of the goats for a sin offering; 
and a calf and a lamb, both of the 
first year, without blemish, for a 
burnt offering ; 

4 Also a bullock and a ram for 
peace offerings, to sacrifice before the 
Lord; and a meat offering mingled 
with oil: for to day the Lord will 
appear unto you. 

5 ^ And they brought that which 
Moses commanded before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation : and all 
the congregation drew near and stood 
before the Lord. 

6 And Moses said. This is the thing 
which the Lord conmianded that ye 
should do : and the glory of the Lord 
shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Gro 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin of- 
fering, and thy bumt offering, and 
make an atonement for thyself, and 
for the people : and offer the offering 
of the people, and make an atonement 
for them ; as the Lord commanded. 

8 IT Aaron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the calf of the sin of- 
fering, which was for himself. 

9 And the sons of Aaron brought 
the blood unto him : and he dipped 
his finger in the blood, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 
of the altar : 



10 But the fat, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above the liver of the 
sin offering, he bumt upon the altar ; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he 
bumt with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the bumt offering ; 
and Aaron's sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the bumt 
offering unto him, vnth the pieces 
thereof^ and the head : and he burnt 
them upon the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards 
and the legs, and bumt them upon 
the bumt offering on the altar. 

15 ^ And he brought the people's 
offering, and took the goat, which 
was the sin offering for the people, 
and slew it, and offered it for sin, as 
the first. 

16 And he brought the bumt offer- 
ing, and offered it according to the 
manner, 

17 And he brought the meat offer- 
ing, and took a handful thereof, and 
bumt it upon the altar, beside the 
bumt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram /or a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which toas for the people: and Aa- 
ron's sons presented unto him th^ 
blood, which he sprinkled upon the 
altar round about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock and 
of the ram, the rump, and that which 
covereth the inwards, and the kid- 
neys, and the caul above the liver : 

20 And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he bumt the fat upon 
the altar : 

21 And the breasts and the right 
shoulder Aaron waved for a wave of- 
fering before the Lord; as Moses 
conmianded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them ; 
and came down fi-om offering of the 
sin offering, and the bumt offering, 
and peace offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
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the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and came out, and blessed the people : 
and the glory of the Lord appeared 
unto all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt oflfering and the 
fat: which when all the people saw, 
thev shouted, and fell on their faces. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Nadah andAhihu^for offering tirangefire^ are conanmed. 
6 Aaron and his sons are forbidden to mourn for them. 
8 The prieste are forbidden wine when they go into the 
tabernacle. 12 The law of eating the holy things. 16 
Aarofis excutefor transgressing thereof. 

AND Nadab and Abihu, the sons 
. of Aaron, took either of them 
his censer, and put fire therein, and 
put incense thereon, and offered 
strange fire before the Lord, which 
he commanded them not. 

2 And there went out fire from the 
Lord, and devoured them, and they 
died before the Lord. 

3 Then Moses said unto Aaron, 
This is it that the Lord spake, say- 
ing, I will be sanctified in them that 
come nigh me, and before all the peo- 
ple I will be glorified. And Aaron 
held his peace. 

4 And Moses called Mishael and El- 
zaphan, the sons of Uzziel the uncle 
of Aaron, and said unto them. Come 
near, carry your brethren from before 
the sanctuary out of the camp. 

5 So they went near, and carried 
them in their coats out of the camp ; 
as Moses had said. 

6 And Moses said unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his 
sons, Uncover not your heads, neither 
rend your clothes; lest ye die, and 
lest wrath come upon all the people : 
but let your brethren, the whole house 
of Israel, bewail the burning which 
the Lord hath kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, lest ye die : for the anoint- 
ing oil of the Lord is upon you. And 
they did according to the word of 
'Moses. 
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8 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Aaron, saying, 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong 
drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee, 
when ye go into the tabernacle of the 
congregation, lest ye die : it shall be 
a statute for ever throughout your 
generations : 

10 And that ye may put difference 
between holy and unholy, and be- 
-tween unclean and clean ; 

11 And that ye may teach the 
children of Israel all the statutes 
which the Lord hath spoken unto 
them by the hand of Moses. 

12 1[ And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
and unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, 
his sons that were left. Take the 
meat offering that remaineth of the 
offerings of the Lord made by fire, 
and eat it without leaven beside the 
altar : for it is most holy. 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy 
place, because it is thy due, and thy 
sons' due, of the sacrifices of the Lord 
made by fire : for so I am commanded. 

14 Ajid the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean place ; 
thou, and thy sons, and thy daugh- 
ters with thee : for they be thy due, 
and thy sons' due, whicnaxe given out 
of the sacrifices of peace offerings of 
the children of Israel. 

15 The heave shoulder and the 
wave breast shall they bring with the 
offerings made by fire of the fat, to 
wave it for a wave offering beifore 
the Lord ; and it shall be thine, and 
thy sons' with thee, by a statute for 
ever ; as the Lord hath commanded. 

16 1[ And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin offering, and, be- 
hold, it was burnt : and he was angry 
with Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons of 
Aaron which were left alive, saying, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten 
the sin offering in the holy place, 
seeing it is most holy, and God hath 
given it you to bear the iniquity of 
the congregation, to make atonement 
for them before the Lord ? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
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brought in within the holy place: 
ye should indeed have eaten it in the 
holy pUuej as I commanded. 

19 And Aaron said unto Moses, 
Behold, this day have they offered 
their sin offering and their burnt of- 
fering before the Lord; and such 
things have befallen me: and if I 
had eaten the sin offering to day, 
should it have been accepted in the 
sight of the Lord ? 

20 And when Moses heard that^ 
he was content. 



CHAPTER XL 



9 What 



1 WhiU beasts may, and what may not be eaten, 
fishes, 18 What fowls, 29 7%e creeping things which 
are unclean, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
. and to Aaron, saying unto them, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying. These are the beasts which 
ye shall eat among all the beasts 
that are on the earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and 
is clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless, these shall ye not 
eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the hoof: as the 
eamel, because he cheweth the cud, 
but divideth not the hoof; he is un- 
clean unto you. 

5 And the coney, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unclean unto you. 

6 And the hare, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unclean imto you. 

7 And the swine, though he di- 
vide the hoof, and be clovenfooted, 
yet he cheweth not the cud; he is 
unclean to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, 
and their carcass shall ye not touch ; 
they are unclean to you. 

9 ^ These shall ye eat of all that 
ar^ in the waters: whatsoever hath fins 
and scales in the waters, in the seas, 
and in the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that move in the waters, and 



of any living thing which is in the 
waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you : 

11 They shall be even an abomi- 
nation unto you; ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, but ye shall have their 
carcasses in abomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor 
scales in the waters, that shall be an 
abomination unto you. 

13 ^ And these are they which ye 
shall have in abomination among the 
fowls ; they shall not be eaten, they 
are an abomination: the eagle, and 
the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite 
after his kind ; 

15 Every raven afl;er his kind; 

16 And the owl, and the night- 
hawk, and the cuckoo, and the 
hawk afl;er his kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cor- 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, 
and the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after 
her kind, and the lapwing, and the 
bat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon 
all four, shall be an abomination unto 
you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every 
flying creeping thing that goeth upon 
all four, which have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earth; 

22 Even these of them ye may 
eat; the locust aft»r his kind, and 
the bald locust afl;er his kind, and 
the beetle afl;er his kind, and the 
grasshopper afl;er his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping 
things, which have four feet, shall 
be an abomination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be un- 
clean: whosoever toucheth the car- 
cass of them shall be unclean until 
the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth aught 
of the carcass of them shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

26 The carcasses of every beast 
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which divideth the hoof, and is not 
clovenfooted, nor cheweth the cud, 
are unclean unto you: every one that 
toucheth them shall he unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of heasts 
that go on all four, those are un- 
clean unto you: whoso toucheth their 
carcass shall he unclean until the 
even. 

28 And he that heareth the carcass 
of them shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even : they are 
unclean unto you. 

29 ^ These also shall he unclean 
unto you among the creeping things 
that creep upon the earth ; the wea- 
sel, and the mouse, and the tortoise 
after his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chame- 
leon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among 
all that creep : whosoever doth touch 
them, when they be dead, shall he 
unclean until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of 
them, when they are dead, doth fall, 
it shall he unclean; whether it be 
any vessel of wood, or raiment, or 
skin, or sack, whatsoever vessel it be^ 
wherein any work is done, it must 
be put into water, and it shall be 
unclean until the even; so it shall 
be cleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them faUeth, whatsoever 
is in it shall be unclean ; and ye 
shall break it. 

34 Of all meat whichmay be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh 
shall be imclean : and all drink that 
may be drunk in every such vessel 
shall be unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon cmy 
part of their carcass falleth shall be 
imclean ; whether it he oven, or ranges 
for pots, they shall be broken down : 
for they are unclean, and shall be 
unclean unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
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be clean: but that which toucheth 
their carcass shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcass 
fall upon any sowing seed which is 
to be sown, it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon 
the seed, and any part of their car- 
cass fall thereon, it shall be unclean 
unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye 
may eat, die ; he that toucheth the 
carcass thereof shall be unclean until 
the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the car- 
cass of it shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: he also 
that heareth the carcass of it shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination ; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the bel- 
ly, and whatsoever goeth upon all 
four, or whatsoever hath more feet 
among all creeping things that creep 
upon the earth, them ye shall not 
eat ; for they are an abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Lord your God : 
ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy; for I am ho- 
ly : neither shall ye defile yourselves 
with any manner of creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth. 

45 For I am the Lord that bring- 
eth you up out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God : ye shall therefore be 
holy, for I am holy. 

46 This is the law of the beasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every living 
creature that moveth in the waters, 
and of every creature that creepeth 
upon the earth : 

47 To make a difierence between 
the unclean and the clean, and be- 
tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten.

the priest, or unto one of his sons 
the priests : 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh : and 
when the hair in the plague is turn- 
ed white, and the plague in sight be 
deeper than the skin of his flesh, it 
is a plague of leprosy : and the priest 
shall look on him, and pronounce 
him unclean. 

4 K the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flesh, and in sight be not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned white ; then 
the priest shall shut up him that hath 
the plague seven days : 

5 And the priest shall look on him 
the seventh day : and, behold, if the 
plague in his sight be at a stay, and 
the plague spread not in the skin ; 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days more : 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the seventh day : and, behold, 
if the plague be somewhat dark, and 
the plague spread not in the skin, 
the priest shall pronounce him clean : 
it is but a scab : and he shall wash 
his clothes, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab spreadmuch abroad 
in the skin, after that he hath been 
seen of the priest for his cleansing, 
he shall be seen of the priest again : 

8 And if the priest see that, behold, 
the scab spreadeth in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean : it is a leprosy. 

9 1[ When the plague of leprosy is 
in a man, then he shall be brought 
unto the priest ; 

10 And the priest shall see him : 
and, behold, if the rising be white in 
the skin, and it have turned the hair 
white, and there be quick raw flesh 
in the rising ; 

11 It w an old leprosy in the skin 
of his flesh, and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean, and shall act 
shut him up : for he is unclean, 
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AND the Lord spake imto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, K a woman have conceived 
seed, and borne a man child, then 
she shall be unclean seven days ; ac- 
cording to the days of the separation 
for her infirmity shall she be unclean. 

3 And in the eighth day the flesh 
of his foreskin shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in 
the blood of her purifying three and 
thirty days ; she shall touch no hal- 
lowed thing, nor come into the sanc- 
tuary, until the days of her purifying 
be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, 
then she shall be unclean two weeks, 
as in her separation : and she shall 
continue in the blood of her puri- 
fying threescore and six days. 

6 And when the days of her puri- 
fying are fulfilled, for a son, or for a 
daughter, she shall bring a lamb of 
the first year for a burnt offering, and 
a young pigeon, or a turtledove, for 
a sin offering, unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, imto 
the priest : 

7 Who shall offer it before the 
Lord, and make an atonement for 
her ; and she shall be cleansed from 
the issue of her blood. This is the 
law for her that hath borne a male or 
a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring 
a lamb, then she shall bring two tur- 
tles, or two young pigeons ; the one 
for the burnt offering, and the other 
for a sin offering: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for her, 
and she shall be clean. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

ThB laws and tokens whereby the priest is to be guided in 
disoeming the leprosy. 

AND the Lord spcJte unto Moses 
. and Aaron, saying, 
2 When a man shall have in the 
skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, or 
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12 And if a leprosy break out 
abroad in the skin, and the leprosy- 
cover all the skin of him that hath 
the plague from his head even to his 
foot, wheresoever the priest looketh ; 

13 Then the priest shall consider : 
and, behold; if the leprosy have cov- 
ered all his flesh, he shall pronounce 
him clean that hath the plague : it is 
all turned white : he is clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth 
in him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be un- 
clean : for the raw flesh is unclean : 
it is a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
come unto the priest ; 

17 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, if the plague be turned 
into white; then the priest shall 
pronounce him clean that hath the 
plague : he is clean. 

18 ^ The flesh also, in which, even 
in the skin thereof, was a boil, and 
is healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil 
there be a white rising, or a bright 
spot, white, and somewhat reddish, 
and it be shewed to the priest ; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth it, 
behold, it be in sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white ; the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a plague of leprosy 
broken out of the boil. 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairs there- 
in, and if it be not lower than the 
skin, but be somewhat dark ; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days : 

22 And if it spread much abroad 
in the skin, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean : it is a plague. 

23 But if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not, it is a 
burning boil; and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean. 

24 IF Or if there be any flesh, in 
the skin whereof there is a hot burn- 
ing, and the quick flesh that bum- 
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eth have a white bright spot, some- 
what reddish, or white ; 

25 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, if the hair in the 
bright spot be turned white, and it 
be in sight deeper than the skin ; it 
is a leprosy broken out of the burn- 
ing: wherefore the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean : it is the plague 
of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it be no lower than 
the other skin, but be somewhat dark ; 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days : 

27 And the priest shall look upon 
him the seventh day: and if it be 
spread much abroad in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean : it is the plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not in the skin, 
but it be somewhat dark ; it is a 
rising of the burning, and the priest 
shall pronounce him clean : for it is 
an inflammation of the burning. 

29 ^ If a man or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the beard; 

30 Then the priest shall see the 
plague : and, behold, if it be in sight 
deeper than the skin, and there be 
in it a yellow thin hair; then the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean : 
it is a dry scall, even a leprosy upon 
the head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it be 
not in sight deeper than the skin, and 
that there is no bl8W5k hair in it ; then 
the priest shall shut up him that hath 
the plague of the scall seven days : 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague : and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be 

.in it no yellow hair, and the scall be 
not in sight deeper than the skin ; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the scall 
seven days more : 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
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shall look on the scall : and, behold, 
if the scall be not spread in the skin, 
nor be in sight deeper than the skin ; 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
clean : and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be clean. 

3d But if the scall spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing ; 

36 Then the priest shall look on 
him: and, behold, if the scall be 
spread in the skin, the priest shall not 
seek for yellow hair ; he is unclean. 

37 But if the scaU be in his sight 
at a stay, and that there is black hair 
groWn up therein ; the scall is healed, 
he is clean : and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean. 

38 ^ If a man also or a woman 
have in the skin of their flesh bright 
spots, even white bright spots ; 

39 Then the priest shall look : and, 
behold, if the bright spots in the skin 
of their flesh be darkish white, it is a 
freckled spot that groweth in the skin : 
he is clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald ; yet is he clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward 
his face, he is forehead-bald; yet is 
he clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish sore ; 
it ts a leprosy sprung up in his bald 
head, or his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upon 
it : and, behold, if the rising of the 
sore be white reddish in his bald head, 
or in his bald forehead, as the leprosy 
appeareth in the skin of the flesh ; 

44 He is a leprous man, he is un- 
clean : the priest shall pronounce him 
utterly unclean ; his plague is in his 
head. 

45 And the leper in whom the 
plague is, his clothes shall be rent, 
and his head bare, and he shall put a 
covering upon his upper lip, and shall 
cry, Unclean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be defiled; 
he is unclean : he shall dwell alone ; 



without the camp shall his habita- 
tion be. 

47 ^ The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, whether it be a 
woollen garment, or a linen garment ; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, or 
woof, of linen, or of woollen ; wheth- 
er in a skin, or in any thing made of 
skin; 

49 And if the plague be greenish 
or reddish in the garment, or in the 
skin, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin ; it w a 
plague of leprosy, and shall be shew- 
ed unto the priest : 

50 And the priest shall look upon 
the plague, and shut up it that hath 
the plague seven days : 

51 And he shall look on the plague 
on the seventh day : if the plague be 
spread in the garment, either in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, or 
in any work that is made of sldn ; 
the plague is a firetting leprosy ; it is 
unclean. 

52 He shall therefore burn that 
garment, whether warp or woof, in 
woollen or in linen, or any thing of 
skin, wherein the plague is : for it is 
a fretting leprosy; it shall be burnt 
in the fire. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
behold, the plague be not spread in 
the garment, either in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in any thing of skin ; 

54 Then the priest shall command 
that they wash the thing wherein the 
plague is, and he shall shut it up 
seven days more : 

55 And the priest shall look on the 
plague, afler that it is washed : and, 
behold, if the plague have not chan- 
ged his colour, and the plague be not 
spread, it is unclean ; thou shalt bum 
it in the fire ; it is fret inward, wheth- 
er it be bare within or without. 

56 And if the priest look, and, be- 
hold, the plague be somewhat dark 
after the washing of it ; then he shall 
rend it out of the garment, or out of 
the skin, or out of the warp, or out of 
the woof : 
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57 And if it appear still in the gar- 
ment, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin ; it w a 
spreading plagice: thou shalt hum 
that wherein the plague is with fire. 

58 And the garment, either warp, 
or woof, or whatsoever thing of skin 
it be, which thou shalt wash, if the 
plague be departed from them, then 
it shall be washed the second time, 
and shall be clean. 

59 This is the law of the plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or 
linen, either in the warp, or woof, or 
any thing of skins, to pronounce it 
clean, or to pronounce it unclean. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 The rites and sacrifieee in eleanaifw the leper. 88 The 
eigne ofleproey in a houee, 48 The cleaneing of that 
houee, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of his cleansing : He shall 
be brought unto the priest : 

3 And the priest shall go forth out 
of the camp; and the priest shall 
look, and, behold, if the plague of lep- 
rosy be healed in the leper ; 

4 Then shall the priest conmiand to 
take for him that is to be cleansed 
two birds alive and clean, and cedar 
wood, and scarlet, and hyssop : 

5 And the priest shall command 
that one of the birds be killed in an 
earthen vessel over running water. 

6 As for the living bird, he shall 
take it, and the cedar wood, and the 
scarlet, and the hyssop, and shall dip 
them and the living bird in the blood 
of the bird that was killed over the 
running water : 

7 And he shall sprinkle upon him 
that is to be cleansed from the leprosy 
fieven times, and shall pronounce him 
clean, and shall let the living bird 
loose into the open field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed 
shall wash his clothes, and shave off 
all his hair, and wash himself in wa- 
ter, that he may be clean : and after 
that he shall come into the camp, 
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and shall tarry abroad out of his tent 
seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh 
day, that he shall shave all his hair 
ofi* his head and his beard and his 
eyebrows, even all his hair he shall 
shave ofi*: and he shall wash his 
clothes, also he shall wash his flesh 
in water, and he shall be clean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
take two he lambs without blemish, 
and one ewe lamb of the first year 
without blemish, and three tenth 
deals of fine flour for a meat offer- 
ing, mingled with oil, and one lo^ of 
oil: 

11 And the priest that maketh him 
clean shall present the man that is to • 
be made clean, and those things, be- 
fore the Lord, at the door of the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation. 

12 And the priest shall take one 
he lamb, and offer him for a trespass 
offering, and the log of oil, and wave 
them for a wave offering before the 
Lord : 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in 
the place where he shall kill the sin 
offering and the burnt offering, in the 
holy place : for as the sin offering is 
the priest's, so is the trespass offering ; 
it is most holy : 

14 And the priest shall take some 
of the blood of the trespass offering, 
and the priest shall put it upon the 
tip of the right ear of him that is to 
be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot. 

15 And the priest shall take som£ 
of the log of oil, and pour it into the 
palm of his own left hand : 

16 And the priest shall dip his 
right finger in the oil that is in his 
left hand, and shall sprinkle of the 
oil with his finger seven times before 
the Lord : 

17 And of the rest of the oil that 
is in his hand shall the priest put upon 
the tip of the right ear of him that is 
to be cleansed, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great 
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toe of his right foot, upon the blood 
of the trespass oflfering : 

18 And the remnant of the oil that is 
in the priest's hand he shall pour upon 
the head of him that is to be cleansed : 
and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him before the Lord. 

19 And the priest shall offer the 
sin offering, and make an atonement 
for him that is to be cleansed from 
his uncleanness; and afterward he 
shall kill the burnt offering : 

20 And the priest shall offer the 
burnt offering and the meat offering 
upon the altar : and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him, and he 
shall be clean. 

21 And if he he poor, and cannot 
get so much ; then he shall take one 
lamb for a trespass offering to be 
waved, to make an atonement for 
him, and one tenth deal of fine flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering, 
and a log of oil ; 

22 And two turtledoves, or two 
young pigeons, such as he is able to 
get ; and the one shall be a sin offer- 
ing, and the other a burnt offering. 

23 And he shall bring them on the 
eighth day for his cleansing unto the 
priest, unto the door of the tabemacle 
of the congregation, before the Lord. 

24 And the priest shall take the lamb 
of the trespass offering, and the log of 
oil, and the priest shall wave them/or 
a wave offering before the Lord : 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of the 
trespass offering, and the priest shall 
take some of the blood of the trespass 
offering, and put it upon the tip of 
the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot. 

26 And the priest shall pour of the 
oil into the palm of his own left hand : 

27 And the priest shall sprinkle 
with his right finger some of the oil 
that is in his left hand seven times 
before the Lord: 

28 And the priest shall put of the 
oil that is in his hand upon the tip 



of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe' 
of his right foot, upon the place of 
the blood of the trespass offering : 

29 And the rest of the oil that is 
in the priest's hand he shall put upon 
the head of him that is to be cleansed, 
to make an atonement for him before 
the Lord. 

30 And he shall offer the one of 
the turtledoves, or of the young pig- 
eons, such as he can get ; 

31 Even such as he is able to get, 
the one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, with the 
meat offering: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him that is 
to be cleansed before the Lord. 

32 This w the law q/" Aim in whom 
is the plague of leprosy, whose hand 
is not able to get that which pertain^ 
eth to his cleansing. 

33 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 

34 When ye be come into the land 
of Canaan, which I give to you for a 
possession, and I put the plague of 
leprosy in a house of the land of 
your possession ; 

35 And he that owneth the house 
shall come and tell the priest, saying. 
It seemeth to me there is as it were 
a plague in the house: 

36 Then the priest shall command 
that they empty the house, before the 
priest go into it to see the plague, 
that all that is in the house be not 
made unclean: ,and afterward the 
priest shall go in to see the house : 

37 And he shall look on the plague, 
and, behold, if the plague be in the 
walls of the house with hollow streaks, 
greenish or reddish, which in sight 
are lower than the wall ; 

38 Then the priest shall go out of 
the house to the door of the house, 
and shut up the house seven days : 

39 And the priest shall come again 
the seventh day, and shall look: and, 
behold, if the plague be spread in 
the walls of the house; 
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40 Then the priest shall command 
that they take away the stones in 

• which the plague w, and they shall 
cast them into an unclean place with- 
out the city : 

41 And he shall cause the house to 
be scraped within round about, and 
they shall pour out the dust that they 
scrape off without the city into an 
unclean place : 

42 And they shall take other stones, 
and put them in the place of those 
stones ; and he shall take other mor- 
tar, and shall plaster the house. 

43 And if the plague come again, 
and break out in the house, after that 
he hath taken away the stones, and 
after he hath scraped the house, and 
after it is plastered ; 

44 Then the priest shall come and 
look, and, behold, if the plague be 
spread in the house, it ts a fretting 
leprosy in the house : it is unclean. 

45 And he shall break down the 
house, the stones of it, and the tim- 
ber thereof, and all the mortar of the 
house ; and he shall carry them forth 
out of the city into an unclean place. 

46 Moreover, he that goeth into the 
house all the while that it is shut up 
shall be unclean until the even. 

47 And he that lieth in the house shall 
wash his clothes ; and he that eateth 
in the house shall wash his clothes. 

48 And if the priest shall come in, 
and look upon it, and, behold, the 
plague hath not spread in the house, 
after the house was plastered; then 
the priest shall pronounce the house 
clean, because the plague is healed. 

49 And he shall take to cleanse 
the house two birds, and cedar wood, 
and scarlet, and hyssop : 

50 And he shall kill the one of the 
birds in an earthen vessel over run- 
ning water : 

51 And he shall take the cedar 
wood, and the hyssop, and the scarlet, 
and the living bird, and dip them in 
the blood of the slain bird, and in the 
running water, and sprinkle the house 
seven times : 
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52 And he shall cleanse the house 
with the blood of the bird, and with 
the running water, and with the living 
bird, and with the cedar wood, and 
with the hyssop, and with the scarlet: 

53 But he shall let go the living 
bird out of the city into the open 
fields, and make an atonement for 
the house : and it shall be clean. 

54 This is the law for all manner 
of plague of leprosy, and scall, 

55 And for the leprosy of a gar- 
ment, and of a house, 

56 And for a rising, and for a scab, 
and for a bright spot : 

57 To tesboh. when it is unclean, and 
when it is clean : this is the law of 
leprosy. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 Tlie uneleannesa of men in their iuue9, 1 8 The cleans- 
ing of them. 19 The uncleanness of toomen in their 
issues. 28 Their cleansing. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
JIjL and to Aaron, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When any man 
hath a running issue out of his flesh, 
because of his issue he is unclean. 

3 And this shall be his uncleanness 
in his issue: whether his flesh run 
with his issue, or his flesh be stopped 
from his issue, it is his uncleanness. 

4 Every bed, whereon he lieth that 
hath the issue, is unclean : and every 
thing, whereon he sitteth, shall be 
unclean. 

5 And whosoever toucheth his bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

6 And he that sitteth on any thing 
whereon he sat that hath the issue 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

7 And he that toucheth the flesh of 
him that hath the issue shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

8 And if he that hath the issue 
spit upon him that is clean ; then he 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
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himself in water, and be unclean un- 
til the even. 

9 And what saddle soever he ri- 
deth upon that hath the issue shall be 
unclean. 

10 And whosoever toucheth any 
thing that was under him shall be 
unclean until the even : and he that 
beareth any o/those things shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

11 And whomsoever he toucheth 
that hath the issue, and hath not 
rinsed his hands in water, he shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself m 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that 
he toucheth which hath the issue, 
shall be broken : and every vessel of 
wood shall be rinsed in water. 

13 And when he that hath an issue 
is cleansed of his issue, then he shall 
number to himself seven days for his 
cleansing, and wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in running water, and 
shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall 
take to him two turtledoves, or two 
young pigeons, and come before the 
Lord unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and give them 
'unto the priest : 

15 And the priest shall oflfer them, 
the one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering ; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 
him before the Lord for his issue. 

16 And if any man's seed of copu- 
lation go out from him, then he shall 
wash all his flesh in water, and be 
unclean Tmtil the even. 

17 And every garment, and every 
skin, whereon is the seed of copida- 
tion, shall be washed with water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

18 The woman also with whom 
man shall lie with seed of copulation, 
they shall both bathe themselves in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

19 ^ And if a woman have an issue, 
and her issue in her flesh be blood, 
she shall be put apart seven days: 



and whosoever toucheth her shall be 
unclean until the even. 

20 And every thing that she lieth 
upon in her separation shall be un- 
clean : every thing also that she sit- 
teth upon shall be unclean. 

21 And whosoever toucheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean un- 
til the even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth any 
thing that she sat upon shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

23 And if it he on her bed, or on 
any thing whereon she sitteth, when 
he toucheth it, he shall be unclean 
until the even. 

24 And if any man lie with her at 
all, and her flowers be upon him, he 
shall be unclean seven days ; and all 
the bed whereon he lieth shall be 
unclean. 

25 And if a woman have an issue 
of her blood many days out of the 
time of her separation, or if it run be- 
yond the time of her separation ; all 
the days of the issue of her unclean- 
ness shall be as the days of her sepa- 
ration : she shall he unclean. 

26 Every bed whereon she lieth all 
the days of her issue shall be unto 
her as the bed of her separation : and 
whatsoever she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean, as the Tmcleanness of her 
separation. 

27 And whosoever toucheth those 
things shall be unclean, and shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be imclean imtil the even. 

28 But if she be cleansed of her 
issue, then she shall number to her- 
self seven days, and after that she 
shall be clean. 

29 And on the eighth day she shall 
take unto her two turtles, or two 
young pigeons, and bring them unto 
the priest, to the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

30 And the priest'shall offer the one 
for a sin offering, and the other /or a 
burnt offering; and the priest shall 
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make an atonement for her before the 
Lord for the issue of her uncleanness. 

31 Thus shall ye separate the chil- 
dren of Israel from their unclean- 
ness ; that they die not in their un- 
cleanness, when they defile my tab- 
ernacle that is among them. 

32 This is the law of him that hath 
an issue, and of him whose seed goeth 
from him, and is defiled therewith; 

33 And of her that is sick of her 
flowers, and of him that hath an is- 
sue, of the man, and of the woman, 
and of him that lieth with her that 
is unclean. 



CHAPTER XVI. 

1 How the high priest mutt enter into the holy j>lace, 
11 I^ sin offering for himedf. 16 Thesinofferirw 
for the people. 20 The scapegoat. 29 The yearly 
atonement. 



AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
. after the death of the two sons 
of Aaron, when they offered before 
the Lord, and died ; 

2 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Speak imto Aaron thy brother, that 
he come not at all times into the 
holy place within the vail before the 
mercyseat, which is upon the ark; 
that he die not : for I will appear in 
the cloud upon the mercyseat. 

3 Thus shall Aaron come into the 
holy place; with a young bullock for 
a sin offering, and a ram for a burnt 
offering. 

4 He shall put on the holy linen 
coat, and he shall have the linen 
breeches upon his flesh, and shall be 
girded with a linen girdle, and with 
the linen mitre shall he be attired: 
these are holy garments; therefore 
shall he wash his flesh in water, and 
so put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel two 
kids of the goats for a sin offering, 
and one ram for a burnt offering. 

6 And Aaron shall offer his bullock 
of the sin offering, which is for hhn- 
self, and make an atonement for him- 
self, and for his house. 

7 And he shall take the two goats, 
and present them before the Lord 
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at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

8 Ajid Aaron shall cast lots upon 
the two goats ; one lot for the Lord, 
and the other lot for the scapegoat. 

9 And Aaron shall bring the goat 
upon which the Lord's lot fell, and 
offer him /or a sin offering. 

10 But the goat, on which the lot 
fell to be the scapegoat, shall be pre- 
sented alive before the Lord, to make 
an atonement with him, and to let him 
go for a scapegoat into the wilderness. 

11 And Aaron shall bring the bul- 
lock of the sin offering, which is for 
himself, and shall make an atonement 
for himself, and for his house, and 
shall kill the bullock of the sin offer- 
ing which is for himself: 

12 And he shall take a censer full 
of burning coals of fire from off the 
altar before the Lord, and his hands 
full of sweet incense beaten small, 
and bring it within the vail : 

13 And he shall put the incense 
upon the fire before the Lord, that 
the cloud of the incense may cover 
the mercyseat that is upon the testi- 
mony, that he die not : 

14 And he shall take of the blood 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it with 
his finger upon the mercyseat east- 
ward ; and before the mercyseat 
shall he sprinkle of the blood with 
his finger seven times. 

15 IT Then shall he kill the goat 
of the sin offering, that is for the 
people, and bring his blood within 
the vail, and do with that blood as 
he did with the blood of the bullock, 
and sprinkle it upon the mercyseat, 
and before the mercy^seat : 

16 And he shall make an atone- 
ment for the holy places because of 
the uncleanness of the children of 
Israel, and because of their transgres- 
sions in all their sins : and so shall he 
do for the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, that remaineth among them 
in the midst of their uncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
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when he goeth in to make an atone- 
ment in the holy pkbccy until he come 
out, and have made an atonement 
for himself, and for his household, and 
for all the congregation of Israel. 

18 And he shall go out unto the 
altar that is before the Lord, and 
make an atonement for it ; and shall 
take of the blood of the bullock, and of 
the blood of the goat, and put it upon 
the horns of the altar round about. 

19 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
upon it with his finger seven times, 
and cleanse it, and hallow it from the 
uncleanness of the children of Israel. 

20 IF And when he hath made an 
end of reconciling the holy place^ 
and the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and the altar, he shall bring 
the live goat : 

21 And Aaron shall lay both his 
hands upon the head of the live goat, 
and confess over him all the iniqui- 
ties of the children of Israel, and all 
their transgressions in all their sins, 
putting them upon the head of the 
goat, and shall send him away by the 
hand of a fit man into the wilderness : 

22 And the goat shall bear upon 
him all their iniquities imto a land 
not inhabited: and he shall let go 
the goat in the wilderness. 

23 And Aaron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
shall put off* the linen garments, which 
he put on when he went into the holy 
place, and shall leave tiiem there : 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place, and put on 
his garments, and come forth, and 
offer his bumt offering, and tiie burnt 
offering of the people, and make an 
atonement for himself, and for the 
people. 

25 And the fat of the sin offering 
shall he bum upon the altar. 

26 And he that let go the goat for 
the scapegoat shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward come into the camp. 

27 And the bullock for the sin of- 
fering, and the goat for the sin offer- 



ing, whose blood was brought in to 
make atonement in the holy plaee^ 
shall one carry forth without the 
camp ; and they shall burn in the 
fire their skins, and their flesh, and 
their dung. 

28 And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and ailerward he shall come 
into the camp. 

29 ^ And this shall be a statute for 
ever unto you : that in the seventh 
month, on the tenth day of the month, 
ye shall afflict your souls, and do no 
work at all, whether it he one of your 
own country, or a stranger that so- 
joumeth among you : 

30 For on that dav shall the priest 
make an atonement tox you, to cleanse 
you, thai ye may be clean firom all 
your sins before the Lord. 

31 It shall he a sabbath of rest unto 
you, and ye shall afflict your souls, 
by a statute for ever. 

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall consecrate 
to minister in the priest's office in his 
father's stead, shall make the atone- 
ment, and shall put on the linen 
clothes, even the holy garments: 

33 And he shall make an atone- 
ment for the holy sanctuary, and he 
shall make an atonement iot the 
tabemacle of the congregation, and 
for the altar : and he shall make an 
atonement for the priests, and for all 
the people of the congregation. 

34 And this ^all be an everlasting 
statute unto you, to make an atone- 
ment for the children of Israel for 
all their sins once a year. And he 
did as the Lord commanded Mose& 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 AU MeriJUet fmut be ofered to ih$ Lord at the door of 
the tahemacle, '7 Saerificee must not be offered to dev- 
ih, 10 3^ eating of blood ie forbidden, 16 and of 
that which dieth <^itidf or i$ torn, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 
2 Speak unto Aaron, and unto his 
sons, and unto all the children of 
Israel, and say unto them; This is 
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the thing which the Lord hath com- 
manded, saying, 

3 What man soever there be of the 
house of Israel, that killeth an ox, or 
lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that 
killeth it out of the camp, 

4 And bringeth it not unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, to ofier an offering imto the 
Lord before the tabernacle of the 
Lord; blood shall be imputed ujito 
that man ; he hath shed blood ; and 
that man shall be cut off from 
among his people : 

5 To the end that the children of 
Israel may bring their sacrifices, 
which they offer in the open field, 
eren that they may bring them unto 
the Lord, unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, unto the 
priest, and offer them for peace offer- 
ings unto the Lord. 

6 And the priest shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the Lord at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and burn the fat for 
a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

7 And they shall no more offer their 
sacrifices unto devils, after whom 
they have gone a whoring. This 
shall be a statute for ever unto them 
throughout their generations. 

8 IF And thou shalt say unto them. 
Whatsoever man there be of the house 
of Israel, or of the strangers which 
sojourn among you, that offereth a 
burnt offering or sacrifice, 

9 And bringeth it not unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, to offer it unto the Lord ; 
even that man shall be cut off from 
among his people. . 

10 IF And whatsoever man there 
be of the house of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn among you, 
that eateth any manner of blood; 
I will even set my face against that 
soul that eateth blood, and will cut 
him off from among his people. 

11 For the life of the flesh i$ in the 
blood; and I have given it to you 
upon the altar to make an atonement 
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for your souls : for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the souL 

12 Therefore I said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, No soul of you shall 
eat blood, neither shall any stranger 
tiiat sojouraeth among you eat blood. 

13 And whatsoever man there be 
of the children of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn among you, 
which hunteth and catcheth any 
beast or fowl that may be eaten ; he 
shall even pour out the blood tiiieiie- 
of, Qiad cover it with dust. 

14 For it i$ the life of uU flesh ; 
the blood of it is for the life thereof: 
therefore I said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall eat the blood of no 
manner of flesh ; for the life of all 
flesh is the blood thereof: whosoever 
eateth it shall be cut off. 

16 And every soul that eateth that 
which died of itself or that which was 
torn with beasts, whether it be one of 
your own country, or a stranger, he 
shall both wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean until 
the even : then shall he be clean. 

16 But if he wash them not, nor 
bathe his flesh ; then he shall bear 
his iniquity. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 77ie corrupt doings of the keathm/nrbiddetL 6 UfiUaefrd 
marriages. 19 Abominable Iu8t9. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moees, 
. saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, I am the Lord 
your God. 

3 After the doings of the land of 
Egypt, wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not 
do : and after the doings of the land 
of Canaan, whither I bJing you, shall 
ye not do : neither shall ye walk in 
their ordinances. 

4 Ye shall do my judgments, and 
keep mine ordinances, to walk there^ 
in : I am the Lord your God. 

5 Ye shall therefore keep my stat- 
utes, and my judgments : which if 
a man do, he shall live in them : 1 
am the Lord. 

6 ^ None of you shall approach to 
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any that is near of kin to him, to un« 
cover their nakedness : I am the Lord. 

7 The nakedness of thy father, or 
the nakedness of thy mother, shalt 
thou not uncover : she is thy mother ; 
thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. 

8 The nakedness of thy father's 
wife shalt thou n«>t uncover : it is thy 
father's nakedness. 

9 The nakedness of thy sister, the 
daughter of thy father, or daughter 
of thy mother, whether she be horn at 
home, or horn ahroad, even their na- 
kedness thou shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakedness of thy son's 
daughter, or of thy daughter's daugh- 
ter, even their nakedness thou shalt 
not uncover : for theirs is thine own 
nakedness. 

11 The nakedness of thy father's 
wife's daughter, begotten of thy fa- 
ther, she is thy sister, thou shalt not 
uncover her nakedness. 

12 Thou shalt not uncover the na- 
kedness of thy father's sister : she is 
thy father's near kinswoman. 

13 Thou shalt not uncover the na- 
kedness of thy mother's sister: for 
she is thy mother's near kinswoman. 

14 Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy father's brother, 
thou shalt not approach to his wife : 
she is thine aunt. 

15 Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy daughter in law : 
she is thy son's wife; thou shalt not 
uncover her nakedness. 

16 Thou shalt not uncover, the 
nakedness of thy brother's wife: it is 
thy brother's nakedness. 

17 Thou shalt not uncover the na- 
kedness of a woman and her daugh- 
ter, neither shalt thou take her son's 
daughter, or her daughter's daughter, 
to uncover her nakedness ; /or they are 
her near kinswomen : it is wickedness. 

18 Neither shalt thou take a wife 
to her sister, to vex her, to uncover 
her nakedness, besides the other in 
her life time. 

19 Also thou shalt not approach 
unto a woman to uncover her naked- 
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ness, as long as she is put apart for 
her uncleanness. 

20 Moreover thou shalt not lie car- 
nally with thy neighbour's wife, to 
defile thyself with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of 
thy seed pass through the fire to 
Molech, neither shalt thou profane 
the name of thy God: I am the Lord. 

22 Thou shalt not lie with mankind, 
as with womankind : it is abomination. 

23 Neither shalt thou lie with any 
beast to defile thyself therewith ; nei- 
ther shall any woman stand before a 
1>east to lie down thereto: it is con- 
fusion. 

24 Defile not ye yourselves in any 
of these things : for in all these the 
nations are defiled which I cast out 
before you : 

25 And the land is defiled : there- 
fore I do visit the iniquity thereof 
upon it, and the land itself vomiteth 
out her inhabitants. 

26 Ye shall therefore keep my stat- 
utes and my judgments, and shall 
not commit any of these abomina- 
tions; neither any of your own na- 
tion, nor any stranger that sojourn- 
eth among you ; 

2 7 (For all these abominations have 
the men of the land done, which were 
before you, and the land is defiled ;) 

28 That the land spew not you out 
also, when ye defile it, as it spewed out 
the nations that were before you. 

29 For whosoever shall commit any 
of these abominations, even the souls 
that commit them shall be cut off* from 
among their people. 

30 Therefore shall ye keep mine or- 
dinance, that ye commit not any one 
of these abominable customs, which 
were committed before you, and that 
ye defile not yourselves therein: I 
am the Lord your GU>d. 
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A repetUion of sundry laws, 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 

saying, 

2 Speak unto all the congregation 
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of the children of Israel, and say nn* 
to them, Ye shall be holy : for I the 
Lord your GUkI ctm holy. 

3 ^ Ye shall fear eveiy man his 
mother, and his father, and keep my 
sabbaths : I am the Lord your God. 

4 IT Turn ye not imto idols, nor 
make to yourselves molten gods: I 
am the Lord your Qod. 

5 ^ And if ye offer a saorifioe of 
peace offerings unto the Lord, ye 
shall offer it at your own will. 

6 It shall be eciten the same day ye 
offer it, and on the morrow : and if 
aught remain until the third day, it 
shall be burnt in the fire. 

7 And if it be eaten at all on the 
third day, it is abominable ; it shall 
not be accepted. 

8 Therefore every one that eateth it 
shall bear his iniquity, because he 
hath profaned the hallowed thing of 
the Lord ; and that soul shall be cut 
off from among his people. 

9 ^ And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the comers of thy field, neither 
shalt thou gather the gleanings of 
thy harvest. 

10 And thou shalt not glean thy 
vineyard, neither shalt thou gatiier 
evert/ grape of thy vineyard; thou 
shalt leave them for the poor and 
stranger : I am the Lord your Grod. 

11 ^ Ye shall not steal, nether deal 
falsely, neith^ lie one to anoth^. 

12 H And ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely, neither i^alt thou pro- 
fane the name of thy God : I am the 
Lord. 

13 IF Thou shalt not defraud 
thy neighbour, neithw rob him: the 
wages of him that is hired shall not 
abide with thee all night until tiie 
morning. 

14 ^ Thou shalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumblingblock befcnre the 
blind, but shalt fear thy God : I am 
the Lord. 

15 IT Ye shall do no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment ; thou shalt not re- 
spect the person of the poor, nor 
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honour the person of the mighty i 
but in righteousness shalt thou judge 
iiiy neighbour. 

16 ^ Thou shalt not go up and 
down M a talebearer among thy peo* 
pie ; neither shalt thou stand against 
the blood of thy neighbour : I am the 
Lord. • 

1 7 IT Thou shalt not hate thy broth- 
er in thine heart : thou shalt in any 
wise rebuke thy neighbour, and no4 
sufifer sin upon him. 

18 ^ Thou shalt not avenge, nor 
bear any grudge against the children 
of thy people, but thou shalt love 
tiiy neighbour as thyself: I am the 
Lord. 

19 IT Ye shall keep my statutes 
Thou shalt not let thy catkle gender 
with a diverse kind : thou shalt not 
sow thy field with mingled seed : 
neither shall a garment mingled of 
linen and woollen come upon thee. 

20 TF And whosoever Vieih carnally 
with a wconan, that is a bondmaid, 
betrothed to a husband^ and. not 
at all redeemed, nor freedcmi given 
her ; she shall be scourged ; they 
shall not be put to death, because 
she was not free. 

21 And he shall bring his trespaas 
offeling unto the Lord, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
even a ram for a trespass offering. 

22 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass offering before the Lord 
for his sin which he hath done ; and 
the sin whidi he hath done shall 
be forgiven him. 

23 IF And when ye shall come into 
the land, and shall have planted all 
manner of trees for food, then ye 
shall count the fruit thereof as un- 
circumcised: three years shall it be 
as uncircumcised unto you : it shall 
not be eaten of. 

24 But in the fourth year all the 
fruit thereof shall be holy to praise 
the Lord vnthal. 

25 And in the fifth year shall ye eat 
of the fhdt thereof, ^t it may yield 
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nato you the increase thereof: I «m 
1^ Lord your Grod. 

26 ^ Ye shall not eat any thing 
with the blood, neither shall ye use 
enchantment, nor obserre times« 

27 Ye shall not round the comers 
of your heads, neither shalt thou mar 
the comers of thy beard. 

28 Ye shall not make any cuttings 
in your flesh for the dead, nor print 
^ly marks upou you : I am the Loan. 

29 ^ Do not prostttute ihy daugh* 
ter, to caude her to be a whore ; lest 
ihe land fall to whoredom, and the 
tend become full of wickedness. 

80 ^ Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary : I am 
the Lord. 

81 ^ Regard not them that hare 
familiar spirits, ndither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: I am 
the Lord your God. 

82 H Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head^ and honour the face of 
the old man, and fear thy God: I 
am ihe Lord. 

^ ^ And if a stranger sojourn with 
thee in your land, ye shall not rex him. 

34 But the stranger that dwelleth 
with you shall be imto you as one 
bom among you, and thou shalt love 
him as thyself; for ye were strangers 
in the Imid of Egypt : I am the Ix)Rd 
your God. 

35 ^ Ye shall do no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment, in Aieteyard, in 
weight, or in measure. 

86 Just balances, just weights^ a 
just ephah, and a just hin, shall ye 
have : I am the Lord your Gcid, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt. 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all 
my statutes, and all my judgments, 
And do them : I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XX.

AND the Lord spake unto Moses,

S Again, thou 9halt say to the chil- 



dren of Israel) Whosoever he be of the 
children of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn in Israel, that giveth cmy 
of his seed unto Molech ;. he shall 
suiiely be put to death: the people of 
the landfihall stone him with stones. 

8 And I will set my face against 
that man, and will cut him off ftom 
among his people ; because he hath 
given of hw seed unto Moleeh, to 
defile my sanctuary, €uid tc^profaae 
my holy name. 

4 And if the people of the land do 
any ways hide their eyes from the 
man, when he giveth of his seed un- 
to Molech, and kill him not ; 

6 Then I wUl set my face against 
tha;t man, and e^inst his iamily, 
and will cut him off, and all that go 
a whoring after him, to commit 
whoredom with Molech, from among 
their people. 

6 ^ And the soul that tumeth aflei 
such as have fisuniliai; spirits, and after 
wizards, to go a whodng after them, 
I will even set my face against that 
soul, and will cut him off from among 
his people. 

7 IT Sanctify yourselves therefore, 
and be ye holy: foir I am the Lord 
your God. 

8 And ye shall keep my statutes, 
and do them : I am the Loan which 
s£inotiiy you. 

9 IT For every one that curseth his 
father or his mother shall be surely 
put to death: he hath cursed his fa- 
ther or hi& mother; his blood shall 
he upon him. 

10 ^ And the man that committetih 
adultery with onofAer man's wife, even 
be that comnutteth adultery with his 
neighbour's wife, the adulterer and the* 
adulteress shall surely be put to death. 

1 1 And the man that lieth with his 
father's wife hath uncovered his fa- 
ther's nakedness: both of them shall 
surely be put to death; their blood 
shall be upon them. 

12 And if a man lie wilii his daugh- 
ter in law, both of them shall surely 
be put to death: tiiey have wrought 
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confusion; th^ Wood shall be upon 
them. 

13 If a man also lie with mankind, 
as he lieth with a woman, both of 
them have committed an abomina- 
tion: they shall mirely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and 
her mother, it w wickedness: they 
shall be J>umt with fire, both he and 
they; that thew be no wickedness 
among-you. 

15 And if a man lie with a beast, 
he shall surely be put to death; and 
'yc shall slay the beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any bestst, and lie down thereto, thou 
shalt kill the woman, and the beast : 
they shall surely be put to death; 
their blood shall be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his 
sister, his father's daughter, or his 
mother's daughter, and see her na- 
kedness, and she see his nakedness ; 
it is a wicked thing ; and they shall be 
cut oflf in the sight of their people: 
he hath uncovered his sister^s naked- 
ness ; he shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And if a man shall lie with a 
woman having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness ; he hath dis- 
covered her fountain, and she hath 
uncovered the fountain of her blood : 
and both of them shall be cut off from 
among their people. 

19 And thou imalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother's sister, nor 
of thy father's sister ; for he uncov- 
ereth his near kin: they shall bear 
their iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
^uncle's wife^ he hath uncovered his 

uncle's nakedpiess: they shall bear 
their sin; they shall die childless. 

21 And if a man shall take his bro- 
ther's wife, it is an unclean thing : 
he hath uncovered his brother's na- 
kedness ; they shall be childless. 

22 If Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and do 
them : that the land, whither I bring 
you to dwell therein, spew you not out. 
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23 And ye shall not walk in the 
manners of the nation, which I cast 
out before you : for they committed 
ail these things, and therefore I ab- 
horred them. 

24 But I have said unto you, Ye 
shall inherit their land, and I will 
give it unto you to possess it, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey: I 
am the Lord your God, which have 
separated you from other people. 

25 Ye shall therfefore put difibrence 
between clean beasts and unclean, 
and between unclean fowls and clean: 
and ye shall not make your souls 
abominable by beast, or by fowl, or 
by any manner of living thing" that 
creepeth on the ground, which I have 
separated from you as unclean. 

26 And ye shall be holy unto me: 
for I the Lord am holy, and have 
severed you from other people, that 
ye should be mine. 

27 ^ A man also or woman that 
hath a familiar spirit, or that is a 
wizard, shall surely be put to death : 
they shall stone them with stones; 
their blood shall be upon them. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 C¥ the prietia* mourning, 6 Of their holiness. 18 Cjf 
their marriages. 16 Any one that hath a blemish 
musat not minister in the seuutuary, 

AND the Lord said unto Moses, 
. Speak unto the priests the sons 
of Aaron, and say unto them, Thiere 
shall none be defiled for the dead 
among his people : 

2 But for his kin, that is near unto 
him, that is, for his mother, and for 
his father, and for his son, and for 
his daughter, and for his brother, 

3 And for his sister a virgin, that is 
nigh unto him, which hath had no 
husband ; for her may he be defiled. 

4 But he shall not defile himself, 
being a chief man among his people, 
to profttne himiself. 

5 They shall not make baldnestf 
upon their head, neither shall they 
shftve off the comer of their beard, 
nor make any cuttings in theif flesh. 

6 They shall be holy unto their 
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God, and not profaiDe tiie name of 
their God: for the offerings of the 
LoBn made by fire» and tiie bread of 
their Grod, they do offer: therefore 
they shall be holy. 

7 They shall not take a wife that 
is a whore^ or profane ; neither shall 
they take a woman put away from 
her husbaad : ibr he u holy unto hiB 
God. 

8 Thou sbalt sanctify him thietre* 
fore ; for he offeretb the, bread of thy 
Grod : he shall be holy unto thee: for 
I the LoBD^ which sanctify you, am 
holy. 

9 % And the daughter of aay priest, 
if she profane herself by playing the 
whore, she profaneth her fkther: she 
shall be burnt with fire. 

10 And he that is the high priest 
among his brethren, upon whose head 
the anointing oil was poured; and that 
is consecrated to put on the garments, 
shall not uncover his head| nor rend 
his clothes ; 

11 Neither shall he go in to any 
dead body, nor defile himself for his 
father, or for his mother ; 

12 Neither shall he go out of the 
sanctuary, nor profane the sanctuary 
of his God; for the crown of the 
anointing oil of his God is upon him : 
I am the Lord. 

13 And he shall take a wife in 
her virginity. 

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, 
or profane, or a harlot, these shall he 
not take : but he shall take a virgin 
of his own people to wife. 

15 Neither shall he profane his seed 
among his people : for I the Lori) do 
sanctify him. 

16 if And the Loed spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

17 Speak unto Aaron, saying. Who- 
soever he be of thy seed in their gener^ 
ations that hath any blemish, let him 
not appjX)aoh to offer the bread of his 
God- 

IS For whatsoever maa he be that 
hath a blemish, he shall not ^^p- 
pro4^h: a blind man, or a lame, or 



he that hath a flat nose, or any thing 
superfluous, 

19 Or a mjan that is brc^enfooted, 
or brokenhanded, 

20 Or erookbacked, or a dwarf, or that 
hath a blemish in his eye, or be scurvy, 
or sdtbbed, or hath his stones broken ; 
. 21 No man that hath a blemish of 
the, seed of Aaron the priest shall 
come nigh to offer the offerings of the 
XiORD made by fire : he hath a blem- 
ish ; he shall not come nigh to offer 
the bread of his God, 

22 He shall eat the bread of his God, 
both of the most holy, and <;rf the holy. 

23 Only he shall not go ill unto the 
vail, not cpme nigh unto the altar, 
because he hath a blemish ; that he 
profane not my sanctuaries : for I the 
Lord do saactuy them, 

24 And Moses to^d it unto Aaron, 
and to his sons, and unto all the 
children of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXII.

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 Speak uijito Aaron and to his sons, 
that they sepaiate themselves from 
the holy things of the children of Is- 
rael, and that they profane not my 
holy name in^ tho^ things which they 
hallow unto me : I a/m Ihe Lord. 

3 Say unto them. Whosoever he 
be of all your seed among your gener- 
ations, that goeth unto the holy things, 
which the children of Israel hallow 
unto the Lord, having his unclean- 
ness upon him, that soul shall be cut 
off from my presence : I am the Lord. 

4 What man soever of the seed of 
Aaron is a lep^r, or hath a running 
issue; he shall not eat of the holy 
things, until he be clean. And who- 
so toucheth any thing that is unclean 
by the dead, or a man whose seed 
goeth from Jbim; 

5 Or whosoever toucheth any creep- 
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ing thing, whereby he may be made 
unclean, or a man of whom he may 
take uncleanness, whatsoevetunclean- 
ness he hath ; 

6 The soul which hath touched 
any such shall be unclean Until even, 
and shall not eat of the holy things, 
unless he wash his flesh with wAter. 

7 And when the sun is down, he 
shall be clean, and shall afterward 
eat of the holy things ; because it is 
his food. 

8 That which dieth of itself, or is torn 
with beasts, he shall not eat to defile 
himself tiierewith : I a/m the Lord. 

9 Th^ shall therefore keep mine 
ordinance, lest they bear sin for it, 
and die therefore, if they profane it : 
I the Lord do sanctify them. 

10 There shall no stranger eat of 
the holy thing: a sojourner of the 
priest, or a hired^ servant, shall not 
eat of the holy thing. 

11 But if the priest buy any soul 
with his money, he shall eat of it, 
and he that is born in his house: 
they shall eat of his meat. 

12 If the priest's daughter also be 
married unto a danger, she may not 
eat of an offering of ttie holy things. 

13 But if the priest*s daughter be 
a widow, or divorced, and hav« no 
child, and is returned unto her fa- 
ther's house, as In her youth, she shall 
eat of her father's meat: bat there 
shall no stranger eat thereof. 

14 T And if a man eat q/'the holy 
thing unwittingly, then he shall put 
the fifth part thereof unto it, and 
«hall give it unto the priest with the 
holy thing. 

15 And they shall not profene the 
h6ly things of <iie children of Israel, 
which they offei: unto the Lord ; 

16 Or naffer them to bear the ini- 
quity of trespass, wh«n they eat their 
holy things : for I the Lord do sanxj- 
tify them. 

17 IF And the Lord spake unto 
Mofees, saying, 

18 Speak unto Aatcm, and to his 
sons, and unto all the children of Is- 
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rael, and «ay unto thera, Whatsoever 
he be of the house of Israel, or of the 
strangers in Israel, that will offer hifi 
oWation for aU hia vows, and for all his 
freewill offerings, which they will of. 
for unto the Lord for a burnt offering ; 

19 Ye shall offer at ymir own will 
a male without blemish, of the beeves, 
of the she^, or of the goats. 

20 But whatsoever hath a blemkh, 
thkit shall ye not offer: for it shall 
hot be acceptable for you. 

21 And whosoever offereth a sacri- 
fice of peace offerings unto the Lord 
to accomplish his vow, or a freewill 
offering in beeves or sheep, it shall be 
perfect to be accepted ; there shall be 
no blemish therein. 

22 Blind, or broken, or maimed, or 
having a wen, or scurvy,, or scabbed, 
ye shall not offer these unto the Lord, 
nor make an offering by fire of them 
upon the altar unto the Lord. 

28 Either a bullock or a lamb that 
hath any thing superfluous or lacking 
in his parts, that mayest thou offer 
for a freewill offering; but for a vow 
it shall not be accepted. 

24 Ye shall not offer unto the Lord 
that which is bruised, or crushed, or 
broken, or out ; neither shall ye make 
athf/ offering thereof myoMt land. 

25 Neither from a stranger's hand 
shall ye offer the bread of your God 
of any of these ; because their corrup- 
tion is in them', and blemishes be in 
them : they shall iM)t be accepted for 
you. 

26 ^ And the Lord spake imto 
Moses, saying, 

S?T When a bullock, or a sheep, or 
a goat, is brought forth, then it shall 
be seven days under the dam ; and 
from the eighth day and thenoefturth 
it shall be accepted for an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

28 Ajid whether it be oow or -ewe, 
ye shall not kill it and her yt>ung 
both in one day. 

29 And when ye will offer a sacri- 
^ce of thanksgiving unto the LkmeiDi 
o&et it at yoHT own wiU« 
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30 On the same day it shall be 
eaten np ; ye shall leave none of it 
until the morrow : I mn the Loed» 

31 Tharefore shall ye keep my 
Mmmandments, and do them: I am 
the LoBD. 

32 Neither shall ye profane my 
kdy nan^ ; but I vr^ be hallowed 
among the children of Israal: I. am 
the Ikokd which hallow yx)u» . 

1 33 That brought yea out of , the 
land of Egypt, to be your God : I um 
the LofiD.

but the seventh day is the, i^abbath 
of rest, a holy convocation ; ye shall 
do no work therein : it i$ the sabbath 
of the Lord in aJl your dwellings, 

4 IT These are the feaets of the 
LoftD, even holy convocations, which 
ye shall proclaun in their seasons. 

6 In the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even i^ the LoRn's passover. 

6 And on the fifteenth day of the 
same month is the feast of unleaven-^ 
ed bread unto the Lord : seven days 
ye must eat unleavened bread. 

7 Li the first day ye shall have a 
holy convocation : ye shall do no ser- 
vile work therein. 

8 But ye shall offer an offering 
made by fiie unto the Lord seven 
days: in the seventh day i$ a holy 
convocation : ye shall do no servile 
"woxV therein. 

9 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

. 10 Speak unto tiie children of Is* 
rael, and say unto them, When y? 
be come into the land which I give 



unto you, and shall reap the harvest 
thereof, then ye shall bring a sheaf 
of the firstfruits of your harvest unto 
the priest: 

11. And he shall wave the sheaf 
before the Lord, to be accepted for 
you: on the morrow after the sab- 
bath the priest shall wave it. 

12 .And ye shall offer that day 
when ye wave the sheaf a he lamb 
without blemish of the first year for 
a burnt offering unto the Lord. 

13 And the meat offering thereof 
shall he two teaith deals of fine flour 
mingled, with oil, an offering made by 
fire unto the LoRn/or a sweet savour : 
and the dri^k offering thereof shall be 
of wine, the fourth part of a hin. 

14 And ye shall eat neither bread, 
nor pwrched com, nor green ears, 
until the selfsame day that ye have 
brought an offiBring unto your God : 
it shall be a statute for ever through- 
out your generations in all your 
dwellings. 

15' ^ And ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the sabbath, 
firom the day that ye brought the 
sheaf of the wave offering ; seven 
sabbaths shall be complete : 

16 Even unto the morrow after the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number 
fifty days ; and ye shall offer a new 
mea^t offering unto the Lord. 

17 Yc shall bring out of your habi- 
tations two wave loaves of two tenth 
deals: they shall be of fine flour; 
they shall be baken with leaven ; they 
are the fii^tfruits unto the Lord. 

1.8 And ye shall offer with the bread 
seven lambs without blemish of the 
first yeaar, and ofte young bullock, and 
two ramB: they shall be /or a burnt 
offering unto the Lord, with their 
meat offering, and their drink offer- 
ings, even an offering made by fiie, 
of sweet savour unto the Lord. 

19 Then ye shall sacrifice one' kid 
of the goats fopr a sin offering, and 
two lambs of the first year for a 
sacrifice ofipeaoe offerings. 

20 And the priest shaU wave them 
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with the bread of the firstfruits far 
a wave oflfering Wore the Lord, 
with the two lambs: thoy* shall be 
holy to the Lord for the priert. 

21 And ye shall proclaim on the 
selfsame day, that it may be a holy 
oonvocation unto you : ye shall do no 
servile work therein: it ^haU be a 
Statute for ever in all yottr dwellings 
throughout your genera/tions. 

22 IF And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt liot make 
clean riddance of the comers of thy 
fidid when thou reapest, neither shalt 
thou gather any gleaning of thy har* 
vest: tiiou shalt leave them unto the 
poor, and to the stranger : I mn ihe 
Lord your Grod. 

23 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

24 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, saying, In the seventh month, 
in the first dm^ of the month, shall ye 
have a sabbath^ a memorial of blowing 
of trumpets, a holy convocation. 

25 Ye shall do no servile work 
therein: but ye shall offer an oflfer- 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 % And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

27 Also on the tenth day of this 
seventh month there $haU he a day of 
atonement : it shall be a holy con- 
vocation unto you ; and ye shall af- 
flict your souls, and offer an oflTering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

28 Ajid ye shall dto no work in 
that same day: for it is a day of 
atonement, to make an atonement 
for you before the Lord your God. 

29 For whatsoever soul it he that 
shall not be afflicted in that same 
day, he shall be cut off from among 
his people. 

30 And whatsoever soul it he that 
doeth any work in that same day, 
the same soul will I destroy from 
among his people. 

31 Ye shall do no manner of work : 
it shall he a statute for evet through* 
out your generations in all ytwir 
dwellings. 
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a2 It skedl he unto you a sabbath 
of rest, and ye shall afflict yoclr 
souls : in the ninth day of tiie month 
at eve(B^ from even unto even, shall 
ye celebrate your sabbath. 

33 IF And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

34 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, saying. The fifbeenth day of this 
seventh month shall he the feast o£ 
tabernacles far seven days unto tiie 
Lord. 

35 On the first day shall he a 
holy convocation: ye shall do no 
servile work therein. 

36 Seven days ye shall ofier an ot 
fering maxie by fure unto the Lord; 
on the eighth day shall be a holy 
convocation unto yon, and ye shall 
offer an offering made by fire unto the 
Lord: it is a solemn assembly'; cmd 
ye shall do no servile work therein. 

37 These are the feasts of the Lord, 
whidi ye shall proclaim to be hol> 
convocations, to offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord, a burnt 
offering, and a meat offering, a sacri- 
fice, and drink oflferings, every thing 
upon his day : 

38 Beside the sabbaths of the Lord, 
and beside your gifts, and beside alt 
your vows, and beside all your freewill 
offerings, which ye give unto the Lord. 

39 Also in the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month, when ye have gath- 
ered in the fruit of the land, ye 
shall keep a feast unto the Lord 
seven days : on the first day shall h& 
a sabbath, and on the eighth day 
shall he a sabbath. 

40 And ye shall take you on the 
first day the boughs of goodly trees, 
branches of palm trees, and the 
boughs of thick trees, and willows of 
the bitook; and ye shall rejoice be- 
fore the Lord your God seven days. 

41 And ye shall keep it a feast 
unto the Lord seven days in the 
year : it shall be a statute for ever in 
your generations ; ye shall celebrate 
it in the seventh month. 

42 Ye shall dwell in boottis seven 
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days; all that are Israelites born 
shall dwell ia booths: 

43 That your generations may know 
that I made the children of Israel to 
dwell in booths, when I brought them 
out of the land of E^pt: I (xm the 
Lord your God. 

44 And Moses declared unto the 
children of Israel the feasts of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXIV.

AND the Lord spake unto Moses,

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they bring unto thee pure oil 
C^live beaten for the light, to cause 
the lamps to bum continually. 

a Without the rail of the testimony, 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
shall Aaron order it from the evening 
unto the morning before the Lord 
continually : it shall be a statute for 
ever in your generations. 

4 He shall order the lamps upon 
the pure candlestick before the Lord 
continually. 

5 ^ And thou shalttake fine flour, 
md bake twelve cakes thereof: two 
tenth deals shall be in one cake. 

6 And thou shalt set them in two 
lows, six on a row, upon the pure 
table before the Lord. 

7 And thou shalt put pure frankin* 
cense upon each row, that it may be 
on the bread for a memorial, even an 
oiSering made by fire unto the Lord. 

8 Every sabbath he shall set it 
in order befoi^ the Lord continually, 
being taken from the children of Is- 
rael by an everlasting covenant. 

9 And it shall be Aaron's and his 
sons' ; and they shall eat it in the 
toly place : for it is most holy unto 
him of iiie ofierings of the Lord 
made by fire by a perpetual statute. 

10 ^ And the son of an Israelitish 
woman, whose father was an Egyp- 
tian, went out among the children of 
Israel: and this son of the Israelitish 



woman and a man of Israel strove 
together in the camp ; 

11 And the Israelitish woman's son 
blasphemed the name of the L ORDy 
and oursed. And they brought Mm 
unto Moses : and his mother's name 
was Shelomith, the daughter of Dib- 
ri, of the tribe of Dan ; 

12 And they put him in ward, that 
the mind of the Lord might be shewed 
them. 

18 And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

14 Bring forth him that hath cursed 
without the camp ; and let all that 
heard him lay their hands upon his 
head, and let all the congregation 
stone him. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, Whosoever 
curseth his God shall bear his sin. 

16 And he that blasphemeth the 
name of the Lord, he shall surely be 
put to death, o^ all the congregation 
shall certainly stone him: as well 
the stranger, as he that is born in the 
land, when he blasphemeth the name 
of the L OKD, shall be put to death- 

17 IT Andhethatkillethanyman 
shall surely be put to dealt. 

18 And he that killeth a beast shall 
make it good ; beast for beast 

19 And if a mam cause a bl<«i» 
in his neighbour ; as he hath ^^*^ 
so shall it be done to him; 

20 Breach foe breach, ^5^ *l2^ 
tooth for tooth: as he hn^i^ ^'^'^ 
blemish iu a man, so ski^ ^ ^ '^ 
to him again.

\ ND the LoGEiD spake unto Moses 
JTjL in mount Sinai^ spying, 

2 Speak unto the ohildren of Israel, 
»and say unto tiiem, When ye come 
into the laod which I give you, then 
shall the land keep a sahhath unto 
the LoED. 

3 Six years thou shalt sow thy 
field, and six years thou shalt prune 
thy vineyard, and gather in the fruit 
thereof; 

4 But in the seventh year shall he 
a sahhath of rest unto the land, a 
sahhath for the Lord: thou shalt 
neither sow thy field, nor prune thy 
vineyard. 

' 5 That whidi gnoweth of its own 
a»ccord of thy harvest thou shalt not 
reap, neither gather the grapes of 
thy vine imdressed : for it is a year 
of rest unto the land. 

6 And the sahhath of the land shall 
he meat for you; for thee, and for 
thy servant, and for thy maid, and 
for thy hired servant, and for thy 
stranger that sojoumeth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle and for the 
heast that are in thy land, shall. all 
tike increcMse thereof he meat. 

8 H And thou shalt numher seven 
sahhaths of. years unto iliee, seven 
times seven years ; and the space oi 
the seven sahhaths of yeajrs shall he 
unto thee forty and nine years^ 

9 Then sHalt thou cause the trum- 
pet of the juhUee to sound on the 
tenth day of the seventh month, in 
the day. of atonement shall ye make 
the trumpet sound throughout all 
your land. 

10 And ye shall hallow the fiftieth 
year, and proclaim liberty through- 
out all the land unto all the inhabi- 
tants thereof: it shall be a jubilee unto 
you ; and ye shall return every man 
unto his possession, and ye shall re- 
tum every man unto his family. 
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11 A jubilee shall that fiftieth year 
be imto you : ye shall not sow, nei- 
thee reap that 'wbieh groweth of it- 
self in it, nor gather the grapes ^l it 
of thy vine undressed* 

12 For it is the jubilee ; it shall be 
holy unto you : ye shall eat the in- 
crease thereof out of the fields 

13 In the year of this jubilee ye 
shall retum every man unto his^ pos- 
session. 

14 And if thou sell aught unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest aught of thy 
neighbour's hand, ye shall not oppress 
one another : 

15 According to the number of 
years after the jubilee thou shalt buy 
of thy neighbour, and according un- 
to the number of yearns of the fruits 
he shall sell unto thee : 

16 According to the multitude of 
years thou shalt increase the price 
thereof, and according to the fewness 
of years thou shalt diminish the {urice 
of it : for auording to the number of 
the years of the firuits doth he sell 
imto thee. 

17 Ye fidball not th^efore oppress 
one another ; but thou shalt fear thy 
God : for I am the Lord your God. 

18.^ Wherefore ye shall do my 
statutes, and keep my judgments, 
and do them ; and ye shall dwell in 
the land in safety, 

19 And the land shall yield her 
firuit, and ye shall eat your fill, and 
dwell therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say, What shall 
we eat the seventh year ?yrbehold, we 
shall not sow, nor gather in our in- 
crease: 

21 Then I will command my bless- 
ing upon you in the sixth year, and it 
shall bring forth fruit for three years. 

22 And ye shall sow the eighth 
year, and eat yet of old fruit until 
the ninth year ; until her fruits come 
in ye shall eat of the old store. 

23 ^ The land shall not be sold for 
ever : for the land is mine ; for ye are 
strangers and sojourners with me« 

24 And in all the land of yo^ur. pes- 
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seeiiion ye dhall g;rant a redemption 
for the land. 

25 IT If thy brotiier be waacen poor, 
and hath sold away 9ome of his pos- 
session, and if any of his kin oo^ne to 
redeem it, then shall he rede^n that 
which his bioi^r sold. 

26 And if the man have mme to 
redeem it, imd himself be able to re* 
deem it; 

27 Then let him count the yeam 
of tibe sale thereof, and restcnre the 
overplus unto the man to whom he 
8(dd it; that' ha may return unto his 
possession. 

26 But if he be not able to restore 
it to him, then that which is sold 
shall remain in the hand of him that 
hath bought it until the year of ju- 
bilee : and in the jubilee it shall go 
tot^ and he shall retum unto his pos« 
session. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling- 
house in a walled city, then he may 
iedeem it within a whole year after 
it is sold ; withm a full year may he 
redeem it. 

80 And if it be not redeemed with- 
in the space of a full year, th^i the 
house that is in the walled city shall 
be established for ever to him that 
bought it throughout his generations : 
it shall not go out in the jubilee. 

81 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about them 
shall be counted as the fields of the 
countr/ ; they may be redeemed, and 
they shall go out in ilifi jubilee. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of 
the Levites, and the houses of the cities 
of their possession, may the Levites 
redeem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the 
Levites^ then the house that was sold, 
and the city of his possession, shall 
go out in the year <>/ jubilee : for the 
houses of the cities of the Levites «w^ 
their possession among the children 
of Israel. 

M But tiie field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold ; for it t« 
their perpetual possession. 



35 IF And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and. fallen in decay with thee; 
then thou shalt relieve him: yea^ 
though he be a stranger, or a sojourn- 
er ; that he may live Mrith thee. 

30 Take thou no usury of him, or 
increase:: but fear tiiy God ; that thy 
brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not gisfB him ^y 
money upon usury, nor lend him thy 
victuals for mcirease^ * 

38 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Oa- 
naain, md to be your God. 

39 H And if thy brother that dwelU 
eth by thee be waxen poor, and be 
sold unto iiiee ; thou shalt not com- 
pel him to servB as a bondservant : 

40 But as a hired servant, a^ as 
a sojourner, he shall be with thee, 
mid shall serve thee unto the year of 
jubilee: 

41 And then shall he depart 6om 
thee, &7fA he and his children with 
him, and shall retum unto his own 
family, and unto the possession of 
his feltibers shall he return. 

42 For they or^.my servants, which 
I brought forth out of the land <^ 
Egypt: they shall not be sold as 
bcmdmen. 

48. Thota shalt not rule over him 
with rigour ; but shalt fear tiiy GtoL 

44 Both thy bondmen^ and thy 
bondmaids, which thou shalt have, 
$hailbe of the heathen that are round 
about you; of^them shall ye buy 
bondmen and bondmaids. • 

45 Moreover, of the children- of the 
strangers^ that do sojourn among you, 
of thmn shall ye buy, and of their 
fAmilies that are with you, which 
they begat in your land: and l^ey 
shall be your possession. 

46 And ye shall take them as an 
inheritance for your children after 
you, to inherit ^emfor a possession ; 
they shall be your bondmen for ever : 
but over your brethren ihe children 
of Israel, yc^ shall not rule one ovier 
another with rigour. 
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47 IT And if a sojonmer or strange 
^vax rich by thee, and thy brother 
that dwelleth by him wax poor, and 
sell himself unto the stranger or so* 
joumer by thee, or to tiie stock of the 
stranger's family ; 

48 After that he is sold he may be 
redeemed again ; one of his brethren 
may redeem him: . 

49 Either his uncle, or his uncle's 
scm, may redeem him, (mt a^ty that is 
nigh of kin unto him of his family 
may redeem him; or if he be able, 
he may redeem himself 

50 And he shall reckon -vrith him 
tiiat bought him 'from the year that 
he was sold to him unto the year of 
jubilee: and thepiioe of his sale shall 
be acoording unto the number of years^ 
according to the time of a hired ser* 
vant shall it be witii him. 

51 If there be yet many years be^ 
hindy according unto them he shall 
give again the price of his redemption 
out of the money that he was bought 
for. 

52 And if there remain but few 
years unto the year of jubilee, then he 
shall count with him, and according 
unto his years shall he give him 
again the price of his redemption. 

53 And as a yearly hired servant 
shall he be wth him: tmd the other 
shaJI not rule with rigour met him 
in thy sight 

54 And if he be not redeemed in 
these yearsy then he shall go out in 
the yeaj of jubilee, both he, and his 
duldren with him. 

55 For unto me the children of Is- 
rael are servants; they are my ser- 
vaats whom I brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt: I am the Lord 
your Grod. . 

CHAPTER XXVI

2 If Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary: I am 
the Lord. 

3 ^ If ye walk in my statutes, 
and keep my commandments, and do 
them; 

4 Then I will give you rain in due 
season, and the laoid shall yield her 
increase, and the trees of the field 
shall yield their firuit. 

5 And your threshing shall reach 
unto tiie vintage, and the vintage 
shall reach unto the sowing time: 
and ye shall eat your bread to the 
full, and dwell in your land safely. 

6 And I will give peace in the 
land, and ye shall lie down, and 
none shall make you afraid: and I 
will rid evil beasts out of the land, 
neither shall the sword go through 
your land. 

7 And yeBhall chase your enemies, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

8 And five of you shall chase a 
hundred, and a hundred of you shall 
put ten thousand to flight : and your 
enemies shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

9 For I will have respect unto you, 
and make you fruitful, and multiply 
you, and establish my covenant with 
you. 

10 And ye shall eat old store, and 
bring forth the old because of the 
new. 

11 And I will set my tabernacle 
among you : and my soul shall not 
abhor you* 

12 And I will walk among you, 
and will be your God, and ye shall 
be my people. 

18 I €Bm the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye should not be their 
bondmen ; and I have broken the 
bands of your yoke, and made you go 
upright. 

14 IT But if ye will not hearken 
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unto me, .and will not do all these 
commandments; 

15 And if ye shall despise my 
statutes, or if your soul abhor my 
judgments, so that ye will not do 
all my commandments, but that ye 
break my covenant ; 

16 I also will do this imto you ; I 
will even appoint over you tersor, 
consumption, and the burning ague, 
that shall consume the eyes, and 
cause sorrow of heart: and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your ene- 
mies shall eat it 

17 And I will set my £ia;Ce agaiuBt 
you, and ye shall be slain before 
your enemies: they that hate you 
shall reign over you; and ye shall 
flee when none pursueth you* . 

18 And if ye will not yet for all this 
hearken unto me, thea I will punish 
you seven times more for your sins. 

1 9 And I will break the pride of your 
power; and I will make your heaven 
as iron, and your earth as brass : 

20 And your strength shall be 
spent in vain: for your land shall 
not yi^ her increase, neither shall 
the tcees of the land yield their fruits* 

21 H And if ye walk conteary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto me; 
I will bring seven times more plagues 
upon you according to your sins. 

22 I will also send wild bea^its 
among you, which shall rob you of 
your children, and destroy your cat- 
tle, and make you few in number ; 
and your highways shall be desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be reformed 
by me by these things, but will walk 
contrary unto me ; 

24 Then will I also walk contrary 
unto you, and will punish you yet 
seven times for your sins. 

25 And I will bring a swocd upon 
you, that shall avenge the quarrel of 
m^ covenant: and wh^i ye are fath'* 
ered together within your cities, I 
will send the pestilence among you ; 
and ye shall be delivered into the 
hand of the enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the 



staff of your bciead, ten women shall 
bake your bread in one oven, and 
they shall deliver you your bread 
again by weight: and ye shall eat, 
and not be satisfied. 

27 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk contrary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto 
you also in fiiry*; and I, 0ven I, 
will chastise you seven times f<x 
your sins. 

29 And ye shall eat the flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 

3D And I will destroy your high 
plaices, and cut down your images, 
and east your carcasses upon the 
carcafisea of your idols^ and my soul 
shall abhor you. 

31 And I will make your cities 
waste, and bdng ycmr sanctuaries 
unto desolation, and I will not smell 
the savour of your sweet odours. 

32 And I will bring the land into 
desolation : and your enemies which 
dwell therein shall be astonished at it. 

38 And I will scatter you among 
tiie heaiiien, and will draw out a 
sword after you : emd your land 
shall be desolate, and your cities 
waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbaths, as long as it lieth deso- 
late, and ye be in your enemies' 
laoid ; even th^i shall the land rest, 
and ^oy her sabbaths. 

35 As long afi it lieth desolate it 
shall rest; because it did not rest 
in your sabbaths, wh^i je dwelt 
upon it. 

36 And upon them that are left 
ahve cS you I will send a faintness 
into their hearts in the lands of 
their enemies ; and the sound of a 
shaken leaf shall cha^e them; and 
they shall flee, as fleeing from a 
sword; and they shall mil when 
none pursueth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon 
another, as it were, before a swoid, 
when none pursueth: and ye shall 
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Law^ respecting V€wk 



have no powBX to stand beforo yonr 
enemies. 

38 And ye shall perish among tiM 
heathen, and the land of your ene- 
mies shall eat you up. 

89 And tiiey that ard left of you 
shall pine away in ttieir iniquity in 
jowr enemies' lands; and also in the 
iniquities of thieir fathers ^all they 
pine away with them. 

40 K they shall confess their ini- 
quity, and the iniquity of their fa- 
thers, with their trespass which they 
trespassed against me, and that also 
they hare walked contrary unto me; 

41 And that I also have walked oon- 
trary unto them, and have brought 
them into the land of their enemies; 
if then their uncircumcis^d hearts 
he humbled, and they then accept 
of the punishment of their iniquity ; 

42 Then will I remember my 
covenant with^ Jacob, and also my 
covenant with Isaac, and also* my 
covenant with Abraham will I re- 
member; and I will remember the 
land. . , , 

43 The land also shall be left of 
them, and shall enjoy her sabbaths, 
while she lieth desolate without 
them: and they shall accept of the 
punishment of their iniquity; be- 
cause, even because they despised 
my judgments, and because their 
soul abhorred my statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when they 
be in the land of their enemies, I 
will not cast them away, neither will 
I abhor them, to destroy theitt utter- 
ly, and to break my covenant with 
them: for I am the Lord their God. 

46 But I will for their sakes re- 
member the covenant of their an- 
cestors, whom I brought forth out 
of the land of Egypt in the sight 
of the heathen, that I might be 
their God: I am the Lord. 

46 These are the statutes and judg* 
ments and laws, which the Lord 
made between him and the children 
of Israel in mount Sinai by the hand 
of Moses.

When a 
m&n:ishall make a smgalax vow^ the 
peissojtis shaM be for the Lord by thy 
estimation. - 

9 And thy estimaticni fahaJl be of the 
male from twenty years old even unto 
sixty years oki, even ttiy estimation 
shall be fifty shekels of silver^ after 
the shekel of the sanctuary. 

4 And if it 6^ a fomale, then thy 
estimation shall be thirty shek^« 

6 And if it be from five years old 
even vfito twenty years old, then Ay 
estimation shall be of tiie male twen- 
ty shekels, and for the female t^i 
shekels. 

6 And if it be from a month old even 
unto five years old, then thy estima* 
iion shall be of the maJe five shdcels 
of silver, and for the female thy esti* 
mation shall be three shekels of silver^ 
. 7 And iSit be from sixty yea^ old 
and above ; if it he a male, tiien thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels^ 
and for the female ten shekels. 

8 But if he be poorer than thy es- 
timation, then he shall ptesent him* 
self before the priest, and the priest 
shall value him; according to his 
ability that vowed shall the priest 
value him. 

And if lit i^ a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lord, aU 
that any maw giveth of suoh unto the 
Lord shall be holy* 

10 He shall not alter it, ncnr change 
it, a good for a bad^ or a bad for a 
good : and if be shall at ail change 
basbst for beast, then it and the ex- 
change thereof shall be holy. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast^ 
of which they do not offer a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, then he shall present 
the beast be&fre the priest: 
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12 And the pnest shall value it, 
whether it he good or had : as thou 
yaluest it^ who art the priest, so shall 
it he 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, 
tiien he shall add a fifth part thereof 
unto thy estimation. 

14^ And ^hen a man shall sanctify 
his house to be holy unto the Lord, 
then tiie priest shall estimate it, wheth*- 
er it he good 6r bad : as the priest 
shall estimate it, so shall it staiid. 

16 And if he that sanctified it will 
redeem his house, then he shall lEuld 
ike fifth part of the ilnoney of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall he 
his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify un- 
to ihe Lord some part of a field of 
his possession, then thy estimtiation 
shall he according to the seed there- 
of : a homer of hc^ley seed shall be 
valued at fifty shekels of silver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubilee, according to thy esti- 
matiim it shall stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his fi^ld af- 
ter the jubilee,' then the priest shall 
reckon unto him the money accord- 
ing to the years that remain, even 
unto the year of the jubilee, and it 
shall be abated from thy estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the 
field will in any wise redeem it, then 
he shall add the fifth part of the 
money of thy estimation unto it, and 
it shall be assured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the 
field, or if he have sold the field to 
another man, it shall not be redeem- 
ed any more. 

21 But the field, when it goeth out 
in the jubilee, shall be holy unto the 
Lord, as a field devoted ; the pos- 
session thereof shall be the priest's. 

22 And if a man sanctify unto the 
Lord a field which he hath bought, 
which is not of the fields of his jws- 
session ; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon 
unto him the -worth of thy estima- 
tion, even unto th6 year of the ju- 



bilee: and he shall give thine esti- 
mation in that day, as a holy thing 
unto the Lord. 

24 In the year of the jubilee the 
field shall return unto him of whom 
it was bought, even to him to whom 
the possession of the land did belong. 

25 And all thy estimation shall be 
according to the shekel of the sanc- 
tuary : twenty gerahs shall be the 
shekel. 

26 ^ Only tiie fiistling of the beaats^ 
which should be the Lord's firstling, 
no man shall sanctify it, whether tt 
be Qxor sheep: it is the Lord's. 

27 And if it be of an unclean beast^ 
then he shall redeem it according to 
thincitestimatioii, and shall add a fifth 
part of it thereto : or if it be not re- 
deemed, then it shall be sold accordr 
ing to thy estimation. 

28 Notwithst4nding, no devoted 
thing, that a man shall devotte unto 
the Lord of all that he hath, both of 
man and beast, and of the field of 
hjts possession, shall be sold or redeem- 
ed: every devoted thing is most hp^ 
ly unto the Lord. 

29 None devoted, which shaU b? 
devoted of men, shall be redeemed ; 
but fihall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the lan4, 
whether of the seed of the land, or 
of the fruit of the tree, t> the Lord's u- 
it is holy unto the- Lord. 

31 And if a man will at all redeem 
aught of his tithes, he shall add 
thereto the fifth part thereof. ^ 

82 And eoncemingrthetitiie of the 
herd, or of the -flock, even of wha4r 
soever pafiseth under the rod, the 
tenth shall be holy unto the Lord. , 

33 He shall not eeaarch whether 
it be good or bad, neither shall he 
chauge it: and if he: change it at 
fill, then both it and the change 
thereof shall be holy; it. shall nqt b^ 
redeemed. 

34 These are the eommandm^itS) 
which the Lord commi^ded Mosa^ 
for the children of Israel in mount 
Sinai.

21 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Reuben, 
were forty and six thousand and five 
hundred. 

. 22 % Of the children of Simeon, by 
their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, 
those that were numbered of them, 
according to the number of the 
names, by their poUs, every male 
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of every tribe.

40 H Of the children of Asher, by 
their generatbns, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, accord- 
ing to tiie numbi^ of the names, fi*om 
twenty years old and upward, all that

41 Those that were numbered of 
theniy evem of ihe tribe of Asher^ were 
forty and one thousand and five hun- 
dred.

8 And they shall keep all the in- 
struments of the tabernacle of the 
oongregaticm, and the charge of the 
children of Israel, to do the service 
of the tabernacle. 

9 And thou shalt give the Levites 
unto Aaron and to his sons: they 
are wholly given unto him out of 
the children of Israel 

10 And thou ^alt appoint Aaron 
and his sons, and they shall wait on 
theix priest's offijce: and the stran- 
ger that cometh nigh shall be put to 
death. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

12 And I, behold, I have taken the 
Levites from among the children of 
Israel instead of all the firstborn that 
openeth the matrix among the chil- 
dren of Israel : therefcnre the Levites 
shall be mine ; 

13 Because all the firstborn ore 
mine ; for on the day that I smote 
all the firstborn in the land of Egjrpt 
I haUowed unto me aU Him fiistbom 
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in Israel, both man and beast : mine 
they shall be: I am the Loed. 

14 H And the Lord spake untp 
Moses in the wilderness of Sinai, 
saying, 

15 Number the children of Levi 
after the house of their fathers, by 
j^ir families: eyery mAle from a 
month old and upward shalt thou 
number them. 

16 And Moses numbered them acH 
cording to the word of the Lord^ as 
he was commanded. 

17 And these were the spns of 
Levi by their names ; Gershon, and 
Eohath, and Merari 

18 And these are the names of the 
sons of Gershon by their families; 
Libni, and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Eohath by 
their families ; Amram, and Izehar, 
Helnron, and Uzziel. 

20 And the sons of Merari by their 
families ; Mahli, and Mushi. These 
are the families of the Levites ao^ 
cording to the house of their fa* 
thers. 

21 Of Gershon was the fiimily of 
the Libnites, and the iamily oS the 
Shimites: these are the families of 
the Gershonites. ^ 

22 Those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of all 
the males, from a month old and 
upward, even those that were num- 
bered of them were seven thousand 
and five hundred. 

23 The families of the Gershonites 
shall pitch behind the tabernacle 
westward. 

24 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the Gershonites shaU 
be Eliasaph liie son of Lael. 

.25 And the chairge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tabernacle of the con* 
gregation shaU he the tabernacle, 
and the tent, the covering there- 
of, and the hanging for the door 
of tii/e tabemade of the oongrega« 
tion, 

26 And the hangings of the courts 
and the curtain for the door of the 
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ODUrt) ^v^ioh is by ik^ tabernacle; and 
by the alta^ round about, and the cords 
of it, for all the eervice thereof. 

27 ^ And of Kohath uxis the fanu 
ily of the Amramites, and the £Bi;mily 
of the Izeharites, and the family of 
tiie Hebronites, and the family of 
tiie Uzzidites : these are the fkmilieB 
of the Eohathites. 

28 In the number of all the males^ 
from a mbnth old and up\irard, v^re 
eight/ thousand and siK hundred, keep* 
ing tiie charge of the sanctuary. 

29 The familiefir ci the boob of Ko- 
hath shall pitch on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

30 And tile chief of the bouse of 
the father of the families of the Ko» 
hathites shall be Elizaphan the sou 
ofUzziel. 

31 And their charge shall be the 
ark, and the table, and the candle^ 
stick, and the altars, and the vessels 
of the sanctuary wherewith they niin-^ 
ister, and the hanging, and all &e 
service thereof 

32 And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest shall be cMef over t^e eMef 
of the Levites, and have the oversight 
of them that keep the charge of the 
sanctuary. 

33 IT Of Merari wm the family of 
the Mahlites, and the family of t^e 
Mushites: tiiese are the families of 
Merari. 

34 And tiiose that were numbered 
of them, according to the number of 
all the males, from a month old and 
upward, were six thousand and two 
hundred. 

36 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the families of Merari 
was Zuriel the mn. *of Abihail : these 
shall pitclu on the dde of the taber- 
nacle northward. 

36 And tmder the custody and 
charge of the sons of Meran shall be 
the boards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars th^eof, and the pillars thereof, 
and the sockets thereof, and all the 
vessels thereof^ and all that serveth 
tliereto, 



37 And the pillars of the court 
round about, and their sod^ets, and 
their pins, and their cordB. 

88 ^ But those that encamp be- 
fore the tabernacle toward the east, 
even befbie the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation eastward, shall be Moses, 
and Aaroii and his sons, keeping the 
charge of the ssmctuary for the charge 
of the children of Israel ; and the 
stranger that eometh nigh shall be 
put to death. 

39 All that were nmnb^:ed of the 
Levites, which Moses and Aajx)n 
numbered at the commandment of 
the Lord, throughout tiieir families, 
all the males £rom a montii old and 
upward, were twenty and two thou- 
^nd. 

40 1[ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Number all the firstborn of the 
males of the children of Israel from a 
month old and upward, and take the 
number of their names. 

41 And thou shalt take the Levites 
for me (I am the Lord] instead of all 
the firstborn among tne diildren of 
Israel ; and the cattle of the LevitOs 
instead of all the firstlings among the 
cattle of the children of IsraeL 

42 And Moses numbered, as the 
Lord commanded him^ all the first- 
bom among the children of Israel. 

43 And aJi'tke firstborn males by 
the number of names, firom a month 
old and upward, of tliose that were 
numbered of them, were twenty and 
two thousand two hundred and three- 
score and thirteen. 

44 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

45 Take the Levites instead of all 
the firstborn among the children of 
Israel, and the cattie of the Levites 
instead of their cattle ; and the Le- 
vites shall be mine : I am the Lord. 

46 And for those that are to be 
redeemed of the two hundred and 
threescore and thirteen of the first- 
bom of the children of Israel, which 
are more thaik the Levites ; 

47 Thou dhalt even take five shekels 
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apiece by the poll, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary shalt thou take them : 
(the shekel is twenty gierahs :) 

48 And thou shalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them 
is to be redeemed, unto Aaron and to 
his sons. 

49 And Moses took the redemption* 
money of them that were over and 
above them that were redeemed by 
the Levites : 

CO Of the firstborn of the children 
of Israel took he the money ; a thou- 
sand three hundred and threescore 
and five shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary ; 

51 And Moses gave the money of 
them that were redeemed unto Aaron 
and to his sons, according to the word 
of the Lord, ais the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

CHAPTER IV. 

I The ttge and time of the Zepite^ service. 4 Tffe terviee 
of the KohaihiteSy when the prie8t$ have taken down the 
tabemaeU. ] 6 The eharge of Meaeair. IT The office of 
theprietie, 21 The service lofike Qer»honitee, S9 and 
of the MerariteB. 84 The nttmber' of tfte Jijohathitei, 
88 of the OerthoHitee^ Atamdof^MeteMm, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
. and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Take the sum of the sons of Ko- 
hath from among the sons of Levi, 
after their families, by the house of 
their fathers, 

3 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even until fifty years old, iJl 
tiiat enter into the host, to do the 
work in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. 

4 This shall he the service of the 
sons of Kohath in the tabernacle of 
the congregation, abota the most holy 
things. 

5 IT And when the camp setteth 
fcNTward, Aaron shall come, and his 
sons, and they shall take down the 
covering vail, and cover iiie ark of 
testimony with it: 

6 And shall put thereon the cover- 
ing of badgers' skins, and shall spread 

^ over it a cloth wholly of blue^ and 
shall put in the staves tibereof. 

7 And upon the table of shewbread 
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they shall spread a cloth of blue, and = 
put thereon the dishes, and the spoons^ 
and the bowls, and cavers to cov« 
withal : and the continual bread shall 
be thereon : 

8 And they shall spread upon them 
a cloth of scarlet, and cover tiie same 
with a covering of badgers' skins, and 
shall put in the staves thereof. 

9 And they shall take a cloth of 
blue, and cover the candlestick of the 
light, and his lamps, and his tongs, 
and his snufidishes, and all the oil 
vessels thereof, wherewith they min- 
ister unto it : 

10 And they shall put it and all 
the vessels thereof within a covering 
of badgers' skins, and shall put t^' 
upon a bar. 

11 And upcm the golden altar they 
shall spread a cloth of blue, and cov*. 
er it withr a covering of badgers' 
skins, and shall put to the stavei 
thereof: 

12 And they shall take all the in* 
struments of ministry, wherewith they 
minister in the sanctuary, and put 
them in a cloth of blue, and covw 
ihem with a covmng of badgers' ddnfi, 
and shall put them on ^ bar. 

13 And they shall take away the 
ashes from th^ altar, and spread a 
purple cloth thereon : 

14 And they shall put upon it all 
the vessels thereof, wherewith they 
minister about it, even the censers, 
the fleshhooks, and the shovels, and 
the basins, all the vessels of the al* 
tar ; and tiiey shall spread upon it a 
oovering of badgers' skins, and put td 
the staves of it 

15 And when AaMn and his sons 
have made an end of covering the 
sanctuary, and all tiie vessels of the 
sanctuary, as the camp is to set fbr^ 
ward; after that, the sons of Kohath 
shall come to bear it : but they shall 
JMok touch <my holy thing, lest they 
die. These things are the burden of 
the sons of Kohath in the tabernacle 
of the congriBgation. 

16 ^ And to th^ office of Eleazar 
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the sou of Aaion the priest pertainr 
eth tbd cdl for the lights and ,the 
sweet incense, and the daily mjaat 
ofieringi and the anointing oi]^ md 
the oversight of all the tahernacWy 
and of all that therein i^ in the sanc- 
tiUBuy> ead in the vessels thereof. 

17 ^ And the Load spake unto 
Moses and unto Aaron^ saying, 

18 Cutye not off the tribe of the fam- 
iiies of the Kohathites from amodo^ 
the Levites : 

19 But thus do unto them, that 
they may live, and not die, when 
they approach unto the most holy 
things: Aaron and his sons shall 
go ill) and appoint them every one 
to his service and to his burden : 

20 But they shall not go in to see 
when the jholy things are covered, 
lest they die. 

21 IF And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

22 Take also the sum of the sons 
of Grershon, throughout the houses 
of their fathers, by their families ; 

23 From thirty years old and up- 
ward until fifty years old shalt thou 
number them; all thait enter in to 
perform the service, to do the wodt 
in the tabernacle (^ the congregation. 

24 This it the service of the fami- 
lies of the Gershonites, to serve, and 
Hir burdens : 

25 And l^ey shall bear the curtains 
of tiie tabernacle, and the tabema- 
de of the oongregajfcion, his covering, 
and the covimng of the badgers' 
iddns that ts above upon it, and the 
hanging for tlie door of the taberna- 
cle of the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of tibie court, 
and the hcmging for the door of the 
gate of the court, which is by the 
tabenie,cle and by the altar round 
about, and their cords, and all the 
instruments of their service, and all 
tiiat is made for them : so shall they 
serve. 

27 At the appointment of Aaarou 
and his sons shall be all the service 
of the sons of the Grershonites, in all 



their burdens^ and in all their ser* 
vice; and ye shall appoint unto them 
in chaxge All their burdens. 

28 This h tiie service of the fam- 
ilies of the sons of GeiFshon in the 
tabernaole of the congregation : and 
their charge shall be under the hand of 
Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest. 

29 ^ As for the sons of Merari, 
thou shalt number them after their 
families, by the house of their fathers ; 

30 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old shalt 
thou number them, every one that 
entereth into the service, to do the 
work of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation* 

31 And this is the charge of their 
burden, according to all their ser- 
vice in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation ; the boards of the tabernacle, 
and the bars thereof, and the pillars 
thereof, and sockets thereof, 

82 And the pillars of the court 
round about, and their sockets, and 
their pins, and their cords, with all 
their instruments, and with all their 
service : and by name ye shall reckon 
the instruments of the charge of their 
burden. 

33 This is the service of the fami- 
lies of the sons of Merari, according 
to all their service, in the tabernacle 
of the congregation, under the hand of 
Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest. 

84 IF And Moses and Aaron and 
the chief of the oongregation num- 
bered the sons of the Kohathites 
i^r their families, and after the 
house of their fathers, 

36 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old, every 
one that ^itereth into the service, 
for the work in the tabernacle of the 
congregation : 

36 And those that were numbered 
of them by their families were two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty. 

37 These tvere they that were num- 
bered of the families of the Kohath- 
ites, all that might do service in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
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wMoh Moses luid Aaron did number 
Biooording to the oommandment of 
the Lo£i> by the hand of Moses. 

38 And those that were numbered 
of the sons of Grershon, . throughout 
their families^ and by the jboose of 
their, fathers, 

. 39 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old, erery 
one that eaitereth into the service, 
for the work in the tabernacle <rf the 
cpngi^ation, 

40 Even those that were numbered 
of them, throughout their families, 
by the house of their fathers, were 
two thousand and six hundred and 
thirty. 

41 These are they that were num- 
bered <rf the families of the sons of 
Grershon, of all that might do ser- 
vice in the tabernacle of the congre>- 
gation, whom Mose3 and Aa^on did 
number according to the command*^ 
ment of the Lord. 

42 IT And those that were num. 
bered of the families of the scms of 
Merari, throughout their families, by 
the house of their fathers, 

43 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old, ev- 
ery one that enteveth into the service, 
for the work in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, 

44 Even those that were numbered 
of them after their famiUee, were 
three thousand and two hundred. 

45 These be those that were num- 
b^ed of the families of the sons of 
Merari, whom Moses and Aaron 
numbered according to the woid 
of the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

46 All those that were numbered 
of the Levites, whom Moses aoid 
Aaron and the chief of Israel num- 
bered, after their families, and after 
the house of their fathers, 

47 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fiity yeasrs old, every 
one that came to do the service of the 
ministry, and the service oi the bur- 
den in the tabemade of the congre* 
gation, 
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4& Even those that were numb^ed 
of th^ni, were eight thousand and fire 
hundred and fourscore. 

49 According to the commandment 
of the Lord they were numbered- by 
the hand of Moses, every oriB . ac- 
cording to his service, and aceood- 
ing. to his burden: thus were they 
numb^ed of him, as the Lord ccoa 
manded Moses. 

CHAPTER V. 

X The unclean are to be removed ou( of the camp. 6 Jie$- 
titttHon is to he made in 6a$e oftrespois. 1 1 The trial 
inacaseofjeah'Hfj/, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses^ 
. saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that. they put out of the camp every 
leper, and every one that hath ml 
issue, and whosoever is defiled by 
the dead : 

3 Both male and female shall ye 
put out, without the camp shall ye 
put them ; that they defile not their 
camps, in the midst whereof I. dwell. 

4 And the children of Israel did eo, 
and put them out without the camp: 
as the Lord spake unto Moses, so 
did the children of IsiaeU 

5 % And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

6 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
When a man or woman shall comf 
ndt any sin that men conmut, to do 
a trespass against the Lord, and that 
person be; guilty; 

7 Then they i^all confess their sin 
which they have done : and he shall 
recompense his trespass with the 
principal thereof, and add unto it 
the fifth part thereof, and give it 
unto him against whom he hath l^es* 



8 But if Hie man have no kins* 
man to recompense the trespass uui- 
to, let the trespass be reocHnpensed 
unto the Lord, ^mi to the priest; 
beside the ram of the atonement^ 
whereby an atonement shall be made 
for him* 

9 And every ofieruag of all Hd^ 
holy things of the dbil^en of Israel^

which tiiey bring tmto the ptiest, 
ist^ll be his. 

10 And erery man^^ hallowed 
things shall be his: whatsoerer any 
man giveth the priest, it shall be his. 

11 IF And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, imd say unto them, If any man's 
wife go aside, and commit a trespass 
against him, 

13 And a man lie with her car- 
nally, and it be hid from the eyes of 
her husband, and be kept close,* and 
she be defiled, and there he ne wit- 
ness against her, neither she be taken 
with me rrumnet ; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
iipon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be defiled; or if the 
spirit of jealousy come upon him, 
afid he be jealous of his wife, and 
she be not defiled : 

15 Then shall the man bring his 
wife unto the priest^ and he shall 
bring her offering for her, the t^ith 
part of an ephah of barley meal ; he 
shall pour no oil up<m it, nor put iVank* 
incense thereon ; fbr it «s an ofiering 
of jealousy, an offering of memorial, 
bringing iniq uity to remembrance. 

16 ^d the priest shall bring her 
liear, and set her before the LaRi> : 

17 And the priest shall take holy 
water in an ea^hen vessel; and of 
the dust that is in the floor of the 
tabernacle the priest shall take, and 
put it into the wat^. 

18 And the priest shall set the wo- 
man before the Lord, and unooret 
the woman's head, and put the offers 
ing of memorial in her hands, which 
is the jealousy offering: and the 
priest shall have in his hand the 
bitter water that causeth the curse. 

19 And the priest shall charge her 
by an oath, and say unto the woman; 
If no man hat^e lain with thee, and 
if thou hast not gone aside to un- 
cleanness toith another instead of thy 
hfusband, be thdu free from this bit^ 
t^ water that causeth the xmr&e : 



20 But if thou hast gone aside to 
another instead of thy husbaaid, and 
if thou be defiled, and some man hare 
lain wiihi thee besides thine husband : 

21 Then the priest shall charge 
the woman with an oath of cursing, 
and the priest shall say unto the wo- 
man. The Lord make thee a curse 
$Xid an oath among thy people, when 
the Lord doth make thy thigh to 
Tot, and Hhy belly to swell ; 

22 And this water that causeth the 
curse shall go into ttiy bowels, to 
make' thy belly to swell, -and thv 
thigh to rot. And the woman shall 
say. Amen, amen. 

23 And the priest shall write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water : 

24 And he shall cause the woman 
to drink the bitter water that causeth 
the curse: and the water that causeth 
the curse shall enter into her, and 
become bitter. 

25 Then the priest shall take the 
jealousy offering out of the' woman's 
hand, and shcdl wave the offering 
before the Lord, and offer it upon 
the altar : 

26 And the priest shall take a 
handfiil of the offering, even the 
memorial thereof, and bum it upon 
the altar, and afterward shall cause 
ihe woman to drink the water. 

27 And when he hath made her to 
drink the water, then it shall come 
to pass, if she be defiled, and have 
done treapiEiss against her husband, 
that ttie water that causeth the cfsme 
shall enter into her, and become bii» 
ter, and her belly shall swell, and 
her thigh shall rot: and the woman 
shall be a curse among her people. 

28 And if the woman be not defiled^ 
but be clean ; then she shall be free, 
and shall conoeiye seed. 

29 This is ibe law of jealousies, 
when a wife goeth aside to another 
instead of her husband, and is defiled ; 

SO Or when the spirit of jealousy 
eometh upon him, and he be jealous 
over his wife, and shall set the wo* 
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ISFUMBEUfi,

man before iiie Lord, and the priest 
shall execute upon her all this law^ 
81 Then shall the man heguiltless 
from iniquity, and this 'woman shall 
bear her iniquity. 

CHAPTER VI 

X The law of the ^(uarite, 22 The form of Blessing 
the people. 

AND the LoHB spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 Speak unto the childreoi of Isirael^ 
and say unto them. When either man 
or woman shall separate themseb^es 
to vow a vow of a Nazarite, to sepa* 
rate themselves unto the Loed ; 

3 He shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink^ and shall 
drink no vinegar of wine, or vinegar 
of strong drink, neither shall he 
drink any liquor of grajpes, nor eat 
moist grapes, or dried. 

4 All the days of his separation 
shall he eat nothing that is made of 
the vine tree, from the kemeLs even 
to the husk. 

5 All Ihe days of the vow of his 
separation there shall no razor come 
upon his head : until the days be ful- 
filled, in the which he separateth 
himself unto the Lord, he shall be 
holy, and shall let the locks of the 
hair of his head grow. 

6 All the days that he separateth 
himself xxnto the Lorb be shall come 
at no dead body. 

7 He shall not maJce himself un^ 
clean for his father, or for his mother, 
for his brother, or for his sister, when 
they die: because the consecration 
of his God is upon his head. 

8 All the days of his sepaMtion he 
is holy unto the Lord. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and he hath defiled the head 
of his consecration; then he shall 
shave his head in the day of his 
cleansing, on the seventh day shall 
he shave it. 

10 And on the eighi^ day he shull 
bring two turtles, or two young pig- 
ecms, to the priest, to the door m 
the tabernacle of the congregation : 

170 



.11 And tiie priesi shall offetr the one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, and maike an atone^ 
ment £» him, for that he sinned by 
the dead, and shall hallow his head 
that same day. 

12 And he shall consecrate unto 
the Lord the days of his separation, 
and shall bring a lamb of the first 
year for a tr^pass ofiioring: but the 
days that were before shall be lost^^ 
because his separation was defiled. 

13 ^ And this is the law of the Na^ 
arite : when the days of hk separa- 
tion are fulfilled, he shall be brought 
unto tiie door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation : 

14 Ajid he shall ofier his ofiering 
unto the Lord, one he lamb of tiie. 
first year without blemish for a burnt 
ofiering, and one ewe lamb of i^ 
first year without blemish for a sin 
ofiering, and one ram without blem*> 
ish for peace ofierings, 

15 And a basket of tmleavened 
bread, cakes of fine fiour mingled 
with oil, and wafers of unleavened 
bread anointed with oil, and their 
meat ofiering5 and their drink offer- 
ings. 

16 And the priest shall bring them 
before the Lord, and shall offer his 
sin offering, and his burnt offering t 

17 And he shall offer the ram for 
a SBicrifioe of peace offerings unto the 
Lord, with the basket of unleavened 
bread : the prie^ shall offer also his 
meat offering, and his drink offering. 

18 And l^e Nazarite shall shave 
the head of his separation at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall take the hair of the head of 
his separation, and put it in the fire 
which is under the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings. 

19 And the priest shall take the 
sodden shoulder of the ram, and 
one unleavened cake out of the 
basket, and one imleavened wafer, 
and shall put them upon the hands 
of the Nazarite, after the hair of his 
separation is shaven :

this is holy fear the priest, with the 
wave breast and hiaaye shoolder:

21 This is tiie law of the Nazarite 
who hath Towed, cmd of his offelring 
unto the Loiu> for his separation, 
besides thai^ that his haaod shall get :

22 If And the Lord spake unto 
MdseS) saying, 

23 Speak nnto Aaion and unto his

25 The Lord make his face shine 
upcm thee, and be gracious unto thee : 

26 The Lord lift up his counte- 
nance upOKL thee, and give thee peace. 

27 And they shall put my name 
Upon the childreooL of Israel, and I 
mil bless them. 

CHAPTER VII. 

VThe cffering of the princes at the dedicatum o/ the 
tabernacle. 10 Their several offerings at the dedica-

14 Thus shalt thou separate the Le- 
vites from among the children of Is- 
rael : and the Levites shall be mina 

15 And after that shall the Levites 
*go in to do the s^rice of the taber- 
nacle of the o€>ngregation : and thou 
shalt deanse them, and oflfer them ybr 
an offering. 

16 For they are wholly given unto 
me from among the children of Isra- 
el; instead of such as open every 
womb, even imte€ui of the fiisi^[K»ii 
of all the children of Israel,* have I 
taken them unto me« 

17 For all the firstborn of the chil- 
dren of Israel are mine, both man 
and beast : on the day that I smote 
every firstborn in the land of Egypt 
I sanctified them for myself. 

18 And I have taken the Levites 
£br all the firstborn of the children of 
Israel. 

19 And I have given the Levites 
as a gift to Aaron and to his sons 
fifom among the children of Israel, to 
do the service of the children of Isra- 
el in the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tknl, aaid to make an atonement for 
the children of Israel: that there Jbe 
mi jAAgne aHkong tide children* of Isra- 



el^ when the children oi Israel come 
nigh unto the sanotuary. 

20 And Moses, and Aaron^ aoid all 
<the congregation of the children of 

Israel, did to the Levites according 
unto all that the Lord commanded 
Moses ooneeming the Levites, so did 
the childfen of Israel unto them. 

21 And the Levites were purified, 
and they washed their clothes ; and 
Aaron offered them as an offering be- 
fore the Lord; and Aaron made an 
atonement for them to cleanse them. 

22 And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the taberna- 
cle of the congregation before Aaron, 
and before his sons: as the Lord 
had comnmnded Moses concerning 
the Levites^ so did tiiey unto them. 

23 ^ And the Lord spake imto 
Moses, sa3ring, 

24 This is it that belongeth unto 
tiie Levites: firom twenty aaid five 
years old and upward they shall go 
in to wait upon the service of the 
tabernacle of the cooQgregation :

The cloud guideth the removinge and encampinge of tlie 
J&rmelitee, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
. in the wilderness of Sinai, in 
the first month of the second year 
after they were come out of the land 
of Egypt, saying, 

2 Let the c^dren of Israel also 
keep the passover at his appointed 
season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this 
month, at even, ye shall keep it in 
his appointed season : according to all 
the rites of it, and according to all the 
ceremonies thereof, shall ye keep it. 
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4 And Moses epeJce unto the ehil- 
dren of Israel, that they should keep 
tiie passover. 

5 And they kept the pafisover on 
tiie fourteenth day of the first mcmth 
at eyen in the wilderness of Sinai : 
according to all that the Lord com^ 
manded Moses, so did the ohiklren of 
IsraeL 

6 IT And there were certain men^ 
who were defiled by the dead body 
of a man, that they could not keep 
the passover on that day : and they 
came befoiie Moses and before Aaron 
on that day; 

7 And those men said unto him, 
We are defiled by the dead body of a 
mBLn: wherefore are we kept back^ 
that we may not offer an offering <^ 
the Loan in his appointed season 
amcmg the children of Israel? 

8 ^d Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the Lord 
will command concerning you. 

9 % And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

10 Spea/k unto the children of Is^ 
rael, sayings If any man of you or of 
your posterity shall he unclean by 
reason of a dead body, or be in a jour- 
ney a&r off) yet he shall keep the 
pasBOT^ unto the Lord. 

11 The fourteenth day of the sec- 
ond month at even they shall keep 
it^ cmd eat it with unleaviened bread 
and bitter herbsk 

12 They shaU leare none of it unto 
the morning, nor break any bone of 
it : according to all the ordinances of 
ilie passover they shall keep it. 

13 But the man that is clean, and 
is not in a journey, and fOTbeareth to 
keep the passover, even the same 
soul shall be cut off fix)m among his 
people: because he brought not the 
offering of the Lord in his appointed 
season, that man shall bear his sin. 

14 And if a stranger shall sojourn 
among you, and will keep the pass- 
orer unto the Lord ; cuM^ording to the 
ordinance of the passover, and accord- 
ing to tiie manner thereo]^ so shall, he 
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do: ye shaU have one ordinance) both 
for the stranger, and for him that wa& 
bom in the land. 

15 IT And on the day that the 
tabernacle was reared up the cloud 
covered the tabernacle, namely^ the 
tent of the testimony : and at even 
there was upon the tabernacle as it 
Wiethe appearance of fire, until the 
morning. r . 

16 So it was alway: the cloud 
covered it by day^ and tiia appear** 
ance of fire by night. 

17 And when the cloud was taken 
up from the tabernacle, then after 
that the children of Israel journieyed : 
and in the place wh^e the cloud 
abode, there the <duldren of Israel 
pitched their tents. 

18 At the commandment of the 
Lord the children of Israel journeyed, 
and at the commandment of the 
Lord they pitehed : as long as tba 
cloud abode up<ui the tabernacle they 
rested in their tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then 
the children of Israel kept the charge 
of the Lord, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud 
wa^ a few days upon the tabernaole ; 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord they abode in their tents^ and 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord they journeyed. 

21 And so it wa^i, vdien the olcnid 
abode from even unto the morning, 
and that the cloud was taken up in 
the morning, then they journeyed: 
whether it was by day or by night 
that the cloud was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

22 Qt whether it were two days, or 
a month, or a year, that the cloud 
tarried upon the tabernacle, remain* 
ing thereon, the children of Israel 
abode in their tents, and journeyed 
not : but when it was taken up, they 
journeyed^ 

23 At the commandment of the 
Lord they rested in their tents, and 
at the eommandment of the Lord 
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they jouineyad : they kept the charge 
of tiie LoRD^ at the eommandmeiat of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 The use of the iitver trumpets, 11 The Israelites re- 
tMwe from Sinui to Paran. 14 Tki order of their 
march, 29 Hohah is entreated by Moses not to Uav0 
them. 83 77i^ prayer of Moses at the removing and

\ ND the Lord spake unto Moses> 
XJl. saying, 

2 Make thee two trampets of silver ; 
of a whole piece shalt thou make 
them : that thou mayest use them for 
the calling of the assembly, and for 
the journeying of the camps. 

3 And wh^i they shall blow with 
them, all the assembly shall assemble 
themselves to thee at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And if they blow btU with one 
trumpet J then the princes, which are 
heads of the thousands of Israel, 
1^11 gatiier themselves unto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts shall 
go forward. 

. 6 When ye blow an alarm the sec* 
ond time, then the camps that lie on 
the south side shall take their journey : 
they shall blow an alarm for their 
journeys. 

7 But when the congregation is to 
be gathered together, ye shall blow, 
but ye shall not sound an alarm. 

8 And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow witiiithetrnmpets; and they 
shall be to you for an ordinance for 
ever throughout your generations. 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth 
you, then ye shall blow an alarm with 
the trumpets; and ye shall be re- 
membered before the Lord your God, 
and ye shall be saved from your ene* 
mies. 

10 Also in the day of your glad- 
ness, and in your solemn days, and 
in the beginnings of your months, ye 
shall blow with the trumpets over 
your burnt offerings, and over the 
sacrifices of your peace oflFerings; 
that they may be to you for a me* 
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ijuorial before your God : I am the 
LoR© your. God. 

11 IT And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second month, 
in the second year, that the cloud 
was taken up irom c^ the taberna^ 
de of the testimony. 

12 And the children o£ Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness 
of Sinai; and the doud rested in 
the wilderness of Paran. 

13 And they first took their jour- 
ney according to the commandment 
of the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

14 IT In the first place went the 
standard of the camp of the children 
of Judah aoeording to their armies : 
and over his host toM Nahshon the 
son of Amminadab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Issaohar was Neth- 
aneel the son of Zua^. 

16 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Zebulun was Eliab 
the son of Helen. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken 
down ; and the sons of Gershon and 
the sons of Merari. set forward, bear- 
ing the tabernacla 

18 IF And the standard of the camp 
of Reuben set forward according to 
their armies: and over his host ivctt 
Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

Id And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Simeon uxzs Shelu- 
miel the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Gad tvas Eliasaph 
the son of Deudi. 

21 And the Kohathites set forward, 
bearing the sanctuary : and the others 
did set up the tabernacle against 
they came. 

22 ^ And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Ephraim set fort 
ward according to their armies : and 
over his host i4;as Elishakna the son 
of Ammihud. 

23 And over tl^ host of the tribe 
of the children of Manasseh uHis 
Gamaliel the son of Fedahzur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe 
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of the ohildreiL of Benjamin was 
Abidan the son of GideonL 

26 1[ And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Don set forward, 
which ivas the rearward of all the 
camps throughout their hosts: and 
over his host w(is Ahiezer the son of 
Ammishaddai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Asher was Fagiel 
the son of Ocran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Naphtali tuas Ahira 
the son of Enan. 

28 Thus were the joumeyitigs of 
the children of Israel according to 
their armies, when they set forward. 

29 IF And Moses said unto Hobab, 
the son of Raguel the Midianite, 
Moses' fath« in law, We are jour- 
neying unto the place of which the 
Lord said, I will give it you : come 
thou with us, and we will do thee 
good : for the Lord hath spoken 
good concerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him, I will 
not go ; but I will depart to mine 
own land, and to my kindred. 

31 And he said. Leave us not, I 
pray thee ; forasmuch as thou know- 
est how we are to encamp in the wil- 
derness, and thou mayest be to us 
instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with 
us, yea, it shall be, that what good- 
ness the Lord shall do unto us, the 
same will we do unto thee. 

33 1[ And they departed from the 
mount of the Lord three days' jour- 
ney : and the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord went before them in the 
three days' journey, to search out a 
resting place for them. 

34 Ajad the cloud of the Lord was 
upon them by day, when they went 
out of the camp. 

35 And it came to pass, when the 
ark set forwaard, that Moses said. 
Rise up, LoRD^ and let thine ene- 
mies be scattered ; and let them that 
hate thee flee before thee. 

36 And when it rested, he ^d, 
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Return, O Lord, unto the many 
thousands of Israel. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 77ie burning at Taberah quenched at the prayer of M6- 
set, 4 The people luttforileah, and loathe ike mofuia. 
10 Moeea campiaineth of the burden of his cliarge. 1$ 
Seventy elders are appointed to bear it with him. 81 
QwiiU are given at Atbroth-hattaavah. 

AND when the people complained, 
. it displeased the Lord : and the 
Lord heard it; and his anger was 
kindled ; aiud the fire of the Lord 
burnt among them, and confirumed 
them that were in the uttermost parts 
of the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Mo- 
ses; and when Moses prayed unto 
the Lord, the fire was queiiched. 

3 And h© called the name of the 
place Taberah: because the fixe <^ 
the Lord burnt among them. 

4 IF And the mixed multitude that 
was among them fell a lusting : and 
the children of Israel also wept again, 
and said. Who shall give us flesh to 
eat? 

5 We remember the fish, which we 
did eat in Egypt freely ; the cucum- 
bers, and the melons, and the leeks, 
and the onions, and the garlic : 

6 But now our soul is dried away: 
there is nothing at all, besides this 
manna, before our eyes. 

7 And the manna was as corian- 
der seed, and the colour thereof m 
the colour of bdellium. 

8 And the people went about, and 
gathered it, and ground it in mills, 
or beat it in a mortar, and baked it 
in pans, and made cakes of it: and 
the taste of it was as the taste of 
fresh oil. 

9 And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the night, the manna fell 
upon it 

10 IF Then Moses heard the people 
weep throughout their families, every 
ma^Gi in the door of his tent : and the 
ang^ of the Lord was kindled great- 
ly ; Moses also was displeased. 

11 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy ser- 
vant ? ajid wherefore have I not found 
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favour in thj sight) that thou latest 
the burden of all this people upon me? 

12 Have I conceived all this peo- 
ple? have I begotten them, that thou 
shouldest say unto me, Carry them in 
thy bosom, as a nursing father beareth 
the sucking child, unto the land which 
thou swar^st unto their fathers? 

13 Whence should I have fiesk to 
give unto all this people? for they 
weep unto me, saying, Give us fleshy 
that we may eat. 

. 14 I am not able .to bear all this 
people alone, because it is too heavy 
fer me. 

15 And if thou deal thus with me, 
kill me, I pray thee, out of hand, if 
I have found favour in thy sight; 
and let me not see my wretchednesa 

16 ^ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Gather unto me seventy men 
of the elders of Israel, whom thou 
knowest to be the elders of the peo^ 
l^e, and officers over them; and 
bring them unto the tabernacle of 
the congregation, that they may 
stand there with thee. 

1 7 And I will come down and talk 
with thee there : and I will take of 
ttie spirit which is upon thee, and 
will put it upon them; and they 
shall bear the burden of the people 
with thee, that thou bear it not thy- 
self alone. 

18 And say thou unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves against to mor- 
.row, and ye shall eat flesh: for ye 
have w^pt in ihe ears of the Lord, 
saying, Who shall give us flesh to 
eat? for it was well with us in 
Egypt : therefore the Lord will give 
you flesh, and ye shall eat. 

19 Ye shall not eat <me day, mx 
two days, nor five days, neither ten 
days, nor twenty dajB ; 

20 But even a whole month, until 
it come out at your nostrils, and it 
be loathsome unto yon: because that 
ye have despised the Lord which is 
among you, and have wept beibre 
him, saying, Why came we &rth out 
of Egypt? 



21 And Moses said, The people; 
among whom I am, are six humired 
thousand foobmexi ; and thou hast 
said, I wiU give them flesh, that 
they may eat a whole month. 

22 Shall the flooks and the herds 
be sktin for them, to suffice tiiem ? 
or shall all the fish of the sea be 
gathered together for them, to suffice 
them? 

23 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Is the Lord's hand waxed short? 
thou shalt see now whether my word 
shall come to pass unto thee or not 

24 K And Moses went out, and told 
the people the words of the Lord, and 
gathered the seventy men of the el- 
ders of the people, »nd set them round 
about the tabemaole. • 

2^ And the Lord oame down in a 
cloud, and spake unto him, and took 
of the spirit that was np6n him,^ and 
gave it unto the sev^ity elders : and 
it came to pass, that, when the spirit 
rested upon them, they prophesied, 
and did not oease. 

26 But there remained two of the 
men in the camp, the name of the 
one was Eldad, and the name of the 
oth^ Medad: and the spirit rested 
upon them ; a«d they were of them 
that were written, but went not out 
unto the tabernacle : and they proph^ 
esied in the campi. 

2T And there ran a young man, 
and told Moses, and said, Eldad and 
Medad do prophesy in the camp. 

28 And Joshua the son of Nun, 
the ' servant of Moses, one of his 
young men, answered and said, My 
Idrd Moses, forbid them. 

29 And Moses said tmto him, En- 
viest thou for mv sake ? would God 
that all the Lords people were {^oph- 
ets, and that the Lord would put his 
spirit upon them ! 

30 And Moses gat him into the 
camp, he and the eiders of Israel. 

31 IF And there went forth a wind 
from the Lord, and brought quails 
from the sea, and let them fall hf the 
oampv as it were a da/s journey on 
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this side, and as it were a day's jour- 
ney on the other side, round about 
the camp, and as it were two cubits 
high upon the face of the earth. 

32 And the people stood up all 
that day, and all that night, and 
all the next day, and they gath- 
ered the jquails : he that gathered 
least gathered ten homers : and they 
spread them all abroad for them- 
selves round about the camp. 

33 And while the flesh was yet be- 
tween their teeth, ere it was chewed, 
the wrath of the Lord was kindled 
against the people, and the Lord 
smote the people with a yery great 
plague. 

34 And he called the name of 
that place Kibroth-hattaavah : be* 
cause there they buried the people 
that lusted. 

35 And the people journeyed from 
Eibroth-hattaavah unto Hazeroth; 
and abode at Hazeroth. 

CHAPTER Xn. 

1 Ood rebuketh tine $edUi^ of Mifiam and Aaron. 10 
Miriam* 9 leprosy is healed at • tJu prayer of Moses, 
14 Ood eotnmanaeth her to be shut out from tfie camp 

- seven days. 

AND Miriam and Aaron spake 
. against Moses because of the 
Ethiopian woman whom he had 
married: for he had married an 
Ethiopian woman. 

2 And they said, Hath the Lord 
indeed spoken only by Moses ? hath 
he not spoken also by us ? And the 
Lord heard it. 

3 (Now the man Moses was very 
meek, above all the men which iaere 
Upon the face of the earth.) 

4 And the Lord spake suddenly 
unto Moses, and unto Aaron, and un- 
to Miriam, Come out ye three unto 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 
And they three came out. 

6 And the Lord came down in the 
pillar of the cloud, and stood in the 
door of the tabernacle, and called 
Aaron and Miriam: and they both 
came forth. 

6 And he said, Heaor now my words: 
If there be a prophet aanong- you, / 
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the Lord will make myself known 
unto him in a vision, and will speak 
unto him in a dream. 

7 My servant Moses is not so, who 
is faithful in all mine house. 

8 With him will I speak mouth 
to mouth, even apparently, and not 
in dark speeches; and the similitude 
of the Lord shall he behold : where- 
fore then were ye not afraid to speak 
against my servant Moses ? 

9 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against them; and h^ de- 
parted. 

10 And the cloud departed from 
off the tabernacle ; and, behold, Mir- 
iam became leprous, white as snow : 
and Aaron looked upon Miriam, and, 
behold, she was leprous. 

11 And Aaron said imto Moses, 
Alas, my lord, I beseech thee, lay not 
the sin upon us, wherein we have 
done foolishly, and wherein we have 
sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of 
whom the flesh is half consumed when 
he cometh out of his mother's womb. 

13 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying. Heal her now, O God, I be- 
seech thee. 

14 IF And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, If her father had but spit in her 
face,- should she not be ashamed sev- 
en days ? let her be shut out from 
the camp seven days, and after that 
let her be received in again. 

15 And Miriam was shut out from 
the camp seven days: and the peo- 
ple journeyed not till Miriam waa 
brought in again. 

16 And afterward the people i^ 
moved from Hazeroth, and pitched 
in the wilderness of Faran. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 ITte names of the men who were sent to search the land, 
17 Their instructions, 21 Their acts. 26 Their re- 
port 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
„ saying, 
S Send thou men, that they may 
search the land of Canaan, which I 
give unto tiie children of Israel : of 
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every tribe of their fathers shall ye 
0end a man, every one a ruler among 
them. 

8 And Moses by the commandment 
of the Lord sent them from the wil- 
derness of Faran : all those men were 
heads of the children of Israel. 

4 And these were their names : Of 
the tribe of Reuben, Shanmiua the 
son of Zaccur. 

5 Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat 
the son of Hori. 

6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh. 

7 Of tilie tribe of Issa-char, Igal the 
son of Joseph. 

8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Hoshea 
tiie son of Nun. 

9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti 
tiie son of Raphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gad- 
diel the son of Sodi. 

11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely^ 
of the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the 
son of Susi. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel the 
son of Gemalli. 

13 Of the tribe of Asher, Sethur 
the son* of Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi 
the son of Vophsi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the 
son of Machi. 

16 These are the names of the men 
which Moses sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses called Hoshea the son of 
Nun Jehoshua. 

17 If And Moses sent them to spy 
out the land of Canaan, and said 
unto them. Get you up this way 
southward, and go up into the moun- 
tain: 

18 And see the land, what it is ; 
and the people that dwelleth therein, 
whether they he strong or weak, few 
or many ; 

19 Aiid what the land is that they 
dwell in, whetiber it be good or b^ ; 
and what cities they he that they 
dwell in, whether in tents, or in 
ttrong holds ; 

20 And what the land is, whether it 



he fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein, or not. And be ye of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time wa>s the time of 
tile first ripe grapes. 

21 IT So they went up, and search- 
ed the lahd from the wilderness of 
Zin unto Rehob, as men come to 
Hamath. 

22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Hebron ; where Ahi- 
man, Sheshai, and Talmai, the chil- 
dren of Anak, were. Now Hebron 
was built seven years before Zoan 
in Egypt. 

23 And they came unto the brook 
of Eshcol, and cut down from thence 
a branch with one cluster of grapes, 
and they bare it between two upon a 
staff; and they brought of the pome- 
granates, and of the figs. 

24 The place was called the brook 
Eshcol, because of the cluster of 
grapes which the children of Israel 
cut down from thence. • 

26 And they returned from search- 
ing of the land after forty days. 

26 1[ And they went and came to 
Moses, and to Aaron, and to all tiie 
congregation of the children of Is- 
rael, unto the wilderness of Faran, 
to Eadesh; and brought back word 
unto them, and unto all the congre- 
gation, and shewed them the fruit of 
the land. 

27 And they told him, and said, 
We came unto the land whither thou 
sentest us, and surely it floweth with 
milk and honey ; and this is the fruit 
of it. 

28 Nevertheless the people he 
strong tha^ dwell in the land, and 
the cities are walled, aiid very great : 
and moreover we saw the children 
of Anak there^ 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the 
land of the south : and the Hittites, 
and the Jebusites, and the Amorites, 
dwell 'in the mountains: and the 
Canaanites dwell by the sea, and by 
the coast of Jordan. 

30 And Caleb stilled the people 
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before Moses, and said, Let us go up 
at once, and possess it; for we are 
well able to overcome it. 

31 But the men that went up with 
him said, We be not able to go up 
against the people ; for they are 
stronger than we. 

32 And they brought up an evil 
report of the land which they had 
searched unto the children of Israel, 
staying, The land, through which we 
have gone to search it, is a land that 
eateth up tlie inhabitants thereof; 
and all the people that we saw in it 
are men of a great stature. 

33 And there we saw the giants, 
the sons of Anak, which come of the 
giants : and we were in our own sight 
as grasshoppers^ and so we were in 
their sight, 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 The people murmur. 6 Joshua and Caleb labour to 
still them. 1 1 Ood thnateneth them. 1 8 Motee inter- 
cedeth with Ood /or them, and obtaineth pardon. 26 
The murmurera are not to enter the promised land. 
• 86 7'he men who brouaht up the evil report die by a 
plague. 40 The people attempting to go up against 
tlie will of Ood are smitten. 

AND all the congregation lifted 
. up their voice, and cried ; and 
the people wept that night 

2 And all the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron: and the whole congregation 
said unto them, Would God that we 
had died in the land of Egypt! or 
would God we had died in this wil- 
derness ! 

3 And wherefore hath the Lord 
brought us unto this land, to fall by 
the sword, that our wives and our 
children should be a prey? were it not 
better for us to return into Egypt ? 

4 And they said one to anothet, 
Let us make a captain, and let us re- 
turn into Egypt. 

5 Then Moses and Aaron fell on 
their feices before all the assembly of 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel. 

6 IF And Joshua the son of Nun, 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
which were of them that searched the 
land, rent their clothes : 
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7 And they spake unto all the com« 
pany of the children of Israel, sa3ring, 
The land, which we passed through to 
search it, is an exceeding good land. 

8 If the Lord delight in us, then 
he will bring us into this land, and 
give it us ; a land which floweth with 
milk and honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye against the 
Lord, neither fear ye the people 
of the land ; for they are bread for 
us: their defence is departed from 
them, and the Lord is with us : fear 
them not. 

10 But all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones. And the 
glory of the Lord appeared in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before 
all the children of Israel. 

11 IT And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, How long will this people pro- 
voke me ? and how long will it be 
ere they believe me, for all the signs 
which I have shewed among them ? 

12 I will smite them with the 
pestilence, and disinherit them, and 
will make of thee a greater nation 
and mightier than they. 

13 IF And Moses said unto the 
Lord, Then the Egyptians shall hear 
iU for thou broughtest up this people 
in thy might from aniong them ; 

14 And they will tell it to the in- 
habitants of this land : for they have 
heard that thou Lord art among this 
people, that thou Lord art seen fe^^e 
to face, and that thy cloud standeth 
over them, and that thou goest be- 
fore them, by daytime in a pillar of a 
cloud, and in a pillar of fire by night. 

15 Now if thou shalt kill all this 
people as one man, then the nations 
which have heard the fame of thee 
will speak, saying, 

16 Because the Lord was not 
able to bring this people into the 
land which he sware unto them, 
therefore he hath slain them in the 
wilderness. 

17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
power of my Lord be great, according 
as thou hast spoken, saying. 



The rnurmatert excluded CHAPTEE XIV. from the, promised land. 



18 The Lord is longaufierhig, and 
of great mercy, forgiving iniquity 
and transgression, and by no means 
clearing the guilty^ visiting the ini- 
quity of the fathers upon .the children 
unto the third and fourth generation. 

19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the ini- 
quity of this people according unto 
the greatness of thy mercy, and as 
thou hast forgiven this people, from 
Egypt even until now* 

20 And the Lord said, I have par* 
doned according to thy word : 

21 But as truly as I five, all the 
earth shall be filled with the glory of 
the Lord. 

22 Because all those men Virhich 
have seen my glory, and my mira- 
cles, which I did in Egypt and in 
the wilderness, and have tempted me 
now these ten times, and have not 
hearkened to my voice ; 

23 Surely they shall not see the 
land i^hich I sware unto their fa- 
thers, neither shall any. of them that 
provoked me see it : 

24 But my servant Caleb, because 
he had another spirit with him, and 
hath followed me fully, him will 
I bring into the land whereinto he 
went ; and his seed shall possess it. 

25 (Now the Amalekites and the 
Canaanites dwelt in the valley.) To 
morrow turn you, and get you into 
the wilderness by the way of the 
Red sea. 

26 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 

27 How long shall I bear with 
this evil congregation, which mur- 
mur against me ? I have heard the 
murmurings of the children of Israel, 
which they murmur against me. 

28 Say uiito them. As truly as I 
live, saith the Lord, as ye have spo- 
ken in mine ears, so will I do to you : 

29 Your carcasses shall fall in this 
wilderness, and all that were num- 
bered of you, according to your 
whole number, from twenty years 
old and upward, which have mur- 
mured against me. 



30 Doubtless ye shall not come 
into the land, concerning which I 
sware to make you dwell therein, 
save Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
and Joshua the son of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye 
said should be a prey, them will J 
bring in, and they shall know the 
land which ye have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcasses, 
they shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your children shall wan- 
der in the wilderness forty years, 
and bear your s\ uuittilums, until your 
carcasses be wasted in t lie wilderness. 

34 After the nuiiiber of the days 
in which ye seiiirlif^d the land, even 
forty days, each day lur a year, shall 
ye bear your iniquities, even forty 
years, and ye shall know my breach 
of promise. 

35 I the Lord have said, I will 
surely do it unto all this evil congre- 
gation, that are gathered together 
against me: in this wilderness they 
shall be consumed, and there they 
shall die. 

36 And the men which Moses sent 
to search the land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur 
against him, by bringing up a slander 
upon the land, 

37 Even those men that did bring 
up the evil report upon the land, 
died by the pla^e before the Lord. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
which were of the men that went to 
search the land, lived still 

39 And Moses told these sayings 
unto all the children of Israel : and 
the people mourned greatly. 

40 IT And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the 
top of the moxmtatn, saying, Lo, we 
he here, and will go up unto the place 
which the Lord hath promised : for 
we have sinned. 

41 And Moses said. Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the conunandment of 
the Lord ? but it shall not prosper. 

42 Go not up, for the Lord is not 
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among you; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 For the Amalekites and the Ca- 
naanites are there before you, and 
ye shall fall by the sword : because 
ye are turned away from the Lord, 
therefore the Lord will not be with 
you. 

44 But they presumed to go up 
unto the hill top: nevertheless the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
and Moses, departed not out of the 
camp. 

45 Then the Amalekites came 
down, and the Canaanites which 
dwelt in that hill, and smote them, 
and discomfited them, even unto 
Hormah. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 The law of the meat offering and ths drink offering. 
17 The law of the first of the domgh for a Jieave 
offering. 22 The sacrifice for fins of ignorance. 80 
The punishment of presumption. 82 The sabbath^ 
brecJcer is stoned. 87 Fringes on their garments. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Isra- 
el, and say unto them, When ye be 
come into the land of your habita- 
tions, which I give unto you, 

3 And will make an offering by 
fire unto the Lord, a burnt offering, 
or a sacrifice in performing a vow, 
or in a freewill offJering, or in your 
solemn feasts, to make a sweet sa- 
vour unto the Lord, of the herd, or of 
the flock : 

4 Then shall he that ofiereth his 
offering unto the Lord bring a meat 
offering of a tenth deal of flour, min- 
gled with the fourth part of a hin 
of oil. 

5 And the fourth part of a hin of 
wine for a drink offering shalt thou 
prepare with the burnt offering or 
s£icrifice, for one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram, thou shalt prepare 
for a meat offering two tenth deals 
of flour, mingled with the third part 
of a hin of oU. 

7 And for a drink offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of a hin 
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of winej for a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. 

8 And when thou preparest a bul- 
lock for a burnt offering, or for a sac- 
rifice in performing a vow, or peace 
offerings unto the Lord ; 

9 Then shall he bring with a bul- 
lock a meat offering of three tenth 
deals of flour, mingled with half a 
hin of oil. 

10 And thou shalt bring for a 
drink offering half a hin of wine, for 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a 
lamb, or a kid. 

12 According to the number that 
ye shall prepare, so shall ye do to 
every one according to their number. 

13 All that are born of the country 
shall do these things after this man- 
ner, in offering an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto th^ Lord. 

14 And if ,a stranger sojourn with 
you, or whosoever be among you in 
your generations, and will offer an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa- 
vour unto the Lord ; as ye do, so he 
shall do. 

16 One ordinance shall be both for 
you of the congregation, and also 
for the stranger that sojoumeth unth 
youy an ordinance for ever in your 
generations : as ye are^ so shall the 
stranger be before the Lord. 

16 One law and one manner shall 
be for you, and for the stranger that 
sojoumeth with you. 

17 IT And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

18 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, and say unto them, When ye 
come into the land whither I bring 
you, 

19 Then it shall be, that, when 
ye eat of the bread of the land, ye 
shall offer up a heave offering unto 
the Lord. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the 
first ©f your dough. ^?r a heave of- 
fering : asj/e do tiie heave offering of 
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&e threshingfloor, so sh^ ye heave 
it 

21 Of the first of yonr dough ye 
shall give iinto the Lord a heave 
offaring in yonr generations. 

22 % And if ye have erred, and not 
observed all these commandments, 
which the Lord hath spc^en unto 
Moses^ 

23 Even all that the Lord hath 
oommanded you by the hand of 
Moses, from the day that the Lord 
oraimianded MoseSy and hencefor^ 
wajrd among your generations ; 

24 Then it shall be, if aught be 
oommitted by ignorance without the 
knowledge of the congregation, that 
aU the congregation shall offer one 
young bullock for a burnt offering, 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord, 
with his meat offering, and his drink 
oflfering, according to the manner, 
and one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering. 

25' And the priest shall make an 
atonement for all the congregation of 
the children of Israel, and it shall be 
foi^iven them; for it is ignorance: 
aaad tiiey shall bring their offering, a 
sacrifice made by fire unto the Lord, 
and their sin offering before the 
Lord, for their ignorance : 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Isra- 
el, and tiie stranger that sqjoumeth 
among them; seeing all the people 
tpere in ignorance. 

27 1[ And if any soul sin through 
ignorance, then he shall bring a she 
goat of the first year for a sin offering. 

28 And the priest shall make an 
atonement foi the soul that sinneth 
ignorantly, when he sinneth by ig- 
noranee before the Lord, to make an 
atonement for him ; and it shall be 
f(wrgiven him. 

29 Ye shall have one law for him 
that sinneth through ignomnce, both 
for him that is bom among the chil-^ 
drea of Israel, and for the stranger 
that sojoumeth among them. 

30 IF But ike soul that doeth aught 



presumptuously, whether he be bom 
in the land, or a stranger, the same 
reproacheth the Lord ; and that 
soul shall be cut off from among his 
people. 

31 Because he hath despised the 
word of the Lord, and hath broken 
his commandment, that soul shall 
utterly be cut off; his iniquity shall 
be upon him. 

82 IT And while the children of 
Israel were in the wilderness, they 
found a man that gathered sticks 
upon the sabbath day. 

38 And they that found him gath- 
ering sticks brought him unto Moses 
and Aaron, and unto all the congre- 
gation. 

34 And they put him in ward, 
because it was not declared what 
should be done to him. 

35 And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, The man shall be surely put 
to death : all the congregation shall 
stone him with stones without the 
camp. 

36 And all the congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned 
him with stones, and he died ; as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

37 1[ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

38 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and bid them that they make them 
fringes in the borders of their gar- 
ments, throughout their generations, 
and that they put upon the fringe 
of the borders a ribband of blue : 

39 And it shall be unto you for 
a fringe, that ye may look upon it, 
and remember all the command- 
ments of the Lord, and do thenj; 
and that ye seek not afler your own 
heart and your own eyes, after which 
ye use to go a whoring : 

40 That ye may remember, and do 
all my commandments, and be holy 
unto your Grod. 

41 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God : I am the Lord your 
God. 
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CHAPTER XVI: 

1 The rebelHon of Kwrah, Dathan, and Ahiram, 28 
MotM teparcUeth the people from the rebdi tenU, 31 
Theeartn stoallovjeth up Korah and his company; and 
afire coMUnuth the othete. 86 77<dir cenetre vud to 
cover the altar. 41 Fourteen thousand and seven hun- 
dred are slain by a plague for murmuring against 
Jfbtes and Aaron, 46 The plague is staged, 

NOW Korah, the soa of Izhar, 
the son of Eohath, the son of 
Levi, and Dailian and Ahiram, the 
sons of Eliah, and On, the son of Pe- 
leth, sons of Reuhen, took men : 

2 And they rose up hefore Moses, 
^ith certain of the children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
assemhly, famous in the congrega- 
tion, men of renown : 

8 And they gathered themselves 
together against l^Ioses and against 
Aaron, and said unto them, Ye take 
too much upon yon, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every one 
of them, and the Lord is among 
them : wherefore then lift ye up 
yourselves ahova the congregation 
of the Lord? 

4 And when Moses heard itj he fell 
upon his face: 

6 And he spake unto Korah and 
unto all his company, sajdng, Even 
to morrow the Lord will shew who 
are his, and who is holy; and will 
cause him to come near unto him: 
even him whom he hath chosen will 
he cause to come near unto him> 

6 This do ; Take you censers, Ko- 
rah, and aJl his company ; 

7 And put fire therein, and put in- 
cense in them before the Lord to 
morrow: and it shall be that the 
man whom the Lord doth choose, 
he shall be holy: ye take too much 
upon you, ye sons of LevL 

8 And Moses said unto Korah, 
Hear, I pray you, ye sons of Levi : 

9 Seemeth it but a small thing un- 
to you, that the God of Israel hath 
separated you from i^e congregatiDn 
of Israel, to bring you near to him- 
self to do the service of the taber- 
nacle of the Lord, and to stand be- 
ibie l&e congregation to minist^ un- 
to them? 
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10 Ajid he hath brought tbee near 
to him, and all thy brethren the sons 
of Levi with thee : and seek ye the 
priesthood also ? 

11 For which cause both thou and 
aU thy company are gathered togeth- 
er against the Lord: and what is 
Aaron, that ye murmur against him? 

12 IT And Moses sent to call Dar 
than and Abiram, the sons of Eliab ; 
which said. We will not come up: 

13 Is it a small thing tha^ thou 
hast brought us up out of a land that 
floweth with milk and honey, to kill 
us in the wilderness, except thou make 
thyself altogether a prince over us? 

14 Moreover, thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, or given us inheritance 
of fields and vineyards; wilt thou 
put out the eyes of these men ? we 
will not come up. 

15 And Moses was very wroth, 
and said unto the Lord, Respect 
not thou their offering: I have not 
taken one ass from them, neither 
have I hurt one of them. 

16 And Moses said unto Korah, 
Be thou and all thy company before 
the Lord, thou, and they, and Aaron, 
to morrow : 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring 
ye before the Lord every man his 
censer, two hundred and fifty cen- 
sers; thou also, and Aaron, each of 
you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his 
censer, and put fixe in them, and 
laid incense thereon, and stood in 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all ti^ 
congregation against them unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and the glory of the Lord ap- 
peared unto all the congregation. 

20 And the Lord spake unto Mo^ 
*8es and unto Aaron^ saying, 

21 Separate yourselves firom among 
this congregation, that I may con- 
sume them in ja mioment. 
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22 And they fell upcrn their ikees, 
and said, O God, the God of the 
spirits of bU fleshy shall one man sin, 
and wilt thou he wroth wiih all the 
congregation ? 

23 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

' 24 Speak unto the congregation, 
saying. Got you up from about the 
tabernade df Korah, Dathan, and 
Ahiram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram; and the 
elders of Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the oongra- 
gation, saying. Depart, I pray you, 
from the tents of these wiokea men, 
and touch notiiing of theirs, lest ye 
be consumed in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the taber- 
nacle of KoraJl,. Dathan, and Abi- 
ram, on every side: and Dathan 
and Abiram came out, and stood 
in the door of their tents, and their 
wives, and their sons, and their little 
children. 

28 And Moses said. Hereby ye 
shall know that the Lord hath sent 
me to do all these works; for / have 
not €lone them of mine own mind. 

29 K these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be visited 
after the visitation of all men ; then 
the Lord hath not sent me. 

30 But if the Lord make. a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that 
appertain unto Ihem, and they go 
down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men 
have provoked the Lord. 

31 % And it Came to pass, as he 
had made an, end of speaking all 
these words, that the ground clave 
asunder that tpos xmder them : 

32 And the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their houses, and all ihe men that 
appertained unto Korah, and all 
tneir goods. 

33 They, and all tiiat appertained 
to them, went down alive into the 



pit, and the earth closed upon them : 
and they perished from among the 
congregation. 

34 And all Israel that were round 
about them fled at the cry of them : 
for they said. Lest the earth swallow 
us up aiso. 

85 And there came out a fire firom 
the Lord, and consumed the two 
hundred and fifty men that offered 
incense. 

36 If And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleazar the son of 
Aaron ihe priest, that he take up the 
censers out of the burning, and scat* 
ter thou, the fire yonder; for they 
are hallowed. 

38 The censers of these sinn^is 
against their own souls^ let them 
make them broad plates for a cov- 
ering of the altar: for they offered 
them before the Lord, therdfore they 
are hallowed: and they shall be a 
sign unto the children of Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest, took 
the brazen censers, wherewith they 
that were burnt had ofiered ; and 
they were made broad plates for a 
covering of the altar : 

40 To be a memorial unto the 
children of Israel, that no stranger, 
which is not of the seed of Aaron, 
come near to offer incense before the 
Lord ; that he be not as Korah, and 
as his compcmy : as the Lord said to 
him by the hand of Moses. 

41 If But on the morrow all the 
congregation of the children of Is^ 
rael murmured against Moses and 
against Aaron, saying, Ye have kill- 
ed the people of the Lord. 

42 And it came to pass, when the 
congregation was ^gathered against 
Moses and against Aaron, that they 
looked toward the tabernacle of the 
congregation : and, behold, the cloud 
covered it, and the glory of the Lord 
appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. 
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: 44 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

45 Get you up from among this 
oongregation, that I may consume 
them as in a moment. And they 
fell upon their faces. 

46 ^ And Moses said unto Aaron, 
Take a censer, and put fire therein 
from off the aitar, and put on in- 
oeose, and go quickly unto the con-* 
gregation, and make an atonement 
for them : for there is wrath gone out 
from the Lord; the plague is begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moses com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of 
the congregation; and, behold, the 
plague was begun among the people: 
and he put on incense, and made an 
atonement for the people. 

48 And be stood between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was 
stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the 
plague w^e fourteen thousand and 
seven hundred, besides them, that 
died about the matter of Korah. 

50 And Aaron returned unto Mo- 
ses unto tibie door of the tabernacle 
of the cimgregation : and the plague 
was stayed. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 Ood commandM tlie tribe$ to bring their rod$. 8 Only 
Aaron* t rod Jtouritheth. 10 It is kept for a token 
nffatntt th§ rikiU, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Isra- 
el, and take of every one of them a 
rod according to the house of their 
fathers, of all their princes according 
to the house of their failiers, twelve 
rods: write thou every man's name 
upon his rod. 

3 And thou shalt write Aaron's 
name upon the rod of Levi : for one 
rod shall be for the head of the house 
of their fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up. in 
the tabemade of the congregation, 
before the testimony, where I will 
meet with you. 

6 And it shall come to pass, that 
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the man's rod, whom I shall choose, 
shall blossom: and I will make to 
cease from me the murmurings of 
the children of Israel, whereby they 
murmur against you. 

6 ^ And Moses spake unto the 
childr^fi of Isruel, and every one of 
their princes gave him a rod apiece, 
for each prince one, according to their 
fathers' houses, even twelve rods : 
and the rod of Aaron was among 
their rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods be- 
fore the Lord in the tabernacle of 
witness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the 
mcMTOw Moses went into the tab^- 
nacle of witness ; and, behold, the 
rod of Aaron ibr the house of Levi 
was budded, and brought forth buds, 
and bloomed blossoms, and yielded 
almonds. 

9 And Moses brought out all the 
rods from before the Lord unto all the 
children of Israel : and they looked, 
and took eyery man his rod. 

10 ^ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Bring Aaron's rod again before 
the testimony, to be kept for a token 
against the rebels; and thou shalt 
quite take away their murmurings 
from me, that they die not* 

11 And Moses did so: as the Lord 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake 
unto Moses, saying, Behold, we die, 
we perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever cometh any thing 
near unto the tabernacle of the Lord 
shall die : shall we be consumed with 
dying? 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 The charge of the priesti and Levitei. 8 Theprietti 
portion. 21 The Levitei portion. 26 The heave 
offering to the prieste out of the Levitee^ portion, 

AND the Lord said unto Aaron, 
. Thou and thy sons and thy fa- 
ther's house with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of the sanctuary : and thou 
and thy sons with ihee shall bear the 
iniquity of your priesthood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe 
of Levi, the tribe of thy fath0r, bring 
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thou with thee, that they may be 
joined unto thee, and minister unto 
thee: but thou and thy sons with 
thee shall minister before the taber- 
nacle of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, 
and the charge of all the tabernacle : 
(mly- they shall not eome nigh the 
vessels of the sanctuary and the altar, 
that neither they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto 
thee, and keep the charge of the tab-* 
emade of the congregation, for all 
the service of the tabernacle:. and a 
stranger shall not come nigh unto you« 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
the sanctuaory, and the charge of the 
altar; that there be no wrath any 
more upon the children of Israel. 

^6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among the 
children of Israel: to you they are 
given as a gift for the Lord, to do 
the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest's office for 
every thing of the altar, and within 
the vail ; and ye shall serve : I have 
given your priest's office unto you as 
a service of gift : and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

8 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Aaron, Behold, I also have given thee 
the charge of mine heave oflFerings of 
all the hallowed things of the chil- 
dren of Israel ; unto thee have I 
given them by reason of the anoint- 
ing, and to thy sons, by an ordinance 
for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most 
holy things, reserved from the fire : 
every oblation of theirs, every meat 
oflfering of. theirs, and every sin of- 
fering of theirs, and every trespass 
oflfering of theirs, which they shall 
render unto me, shall be most holy 
for thee and for thy sons. 

10 In the most hdy place shalt 
thou eat it ; every male shall eat it : 
it shall be holy unto thee. 

11 And this is thine; the heaVe 



offering of their gift, witti all the 
wave offerings of the children of Is- 
rael : I have given them unto thee, 
and to thy sons and to thy daugh- 
ters with thee, by a statute for ever: 
every one that is clean in thy house 
shall eat of it« 

12 All the best of the oil, and all 
the best of the wine, aad of the wheat, 
the firstfruits of them which they 
shall offer unto the Lord, them have 
I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in 
the land, which tiiey shall bring unto 
the Lord, shall be thine; every one 
that is clean in thine house shall eat 
of it 

14 Every thing devoted in Israel 
shall be thine* 

16 Every thing that openeth the 
matrix in all flesh, which they bring 
unto the Lord, whether it he of men 
or beasts, shall be thine: neverthe- 
less the firstborn of man shalt thou 
surely redeem, and the firstling of 
imclean beasts shalt thou redeem. 

16 And those that are to be redeem- 
ed from a month old shalt thou re- 
deem, according to thine estimation, 
for the money of five shekels, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary, which 
is twenty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or 
the firstling of a sheep, or the first- 
ling of a goat, thou shalt not re- 
deem; they are holy: thou shalt 
sprinkle their blood upon the altar, 
and shalt burn their fat /or an offer- 
ing made by fire, for a sweet savour 
unto the Lord. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be 
thine, as the wave breast and as the 
right shoulder are thine. 

19 All the heave offerings of the 
holy things, which the children of 
Israel offer unto the Lord, have I 
given thee, and thy sons and thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever: it w a covenant of salt for 
ever before the Lord unto thee and 
to thy seed with thee. 

20 IT And the Lord spake unto

Aaron, Thau shalt have no inherit- 
ance in their land, neither shalt thon 
have any part among them: I am 
thy paart and thine inheritance among 
the children of Israel. 

21 And, hehold, I have given the 
children of Levi all the tenth in Is- 
rael for an inheritance, for their ser- 
vice which they serve, even the ser- 
vice of the tabernacle of the c<Migre- 
gation. 

22 Neither must the children of 
Israel henceforth come nigh the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation, lest they 
bear sin, and die. 

23 But the Levites shall do the 
service of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and they shall bear their 
iniquity: it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations, that 
among the children of Israel they 
have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the children 
of Israel, which they offer a$ a heave 
offering unto the Lord, I have given 
to the Levites to inherit: therefore 
I have said unto them, Among the 
children of Israel they shall have no 
inheritance. 

25 1[ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

26 Thus speak unto the Levites, 
and say unto them, "When ye take of 
the children of Israel the tithes which 
I have given you from them for your 
inheritance, then ye shall offer up a 
heave offering of it for the Lord, even 
a tenth part of the tithe. 

27 Aiid this your heave offering 
shall be reckoned unto you, as though 
it were the com of the threshingfloor, 
and as the fulness of the winepress. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer a heave 
offering unto the Lord of all your 
tithes, which ye receive of the chil- 
dren of Israel ; and ye shall give 
thereof the Lord's heave offering to 
Aaron the priest. 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall 
offer every heave offmng of the 
Lord, of all the best thereof, even 
the hallowed part thereof out of it. 
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30 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them. When ye have heaved the 
best thereof from it, then it shall 
be counted unto the Levites as the 
increase of the threshingfloor, and 
as the increase of the winepress. 

31 And ye shall eat it in ev«ry 
place, ye and your households : for it 
is your reward for your service in 
the tabemaole of the congregation. 

32 And ye shall bear no sin by 
reason of it, when ye have heaved 
from it the best of it: neither shall 
ye pollute the holy things of the 
children of Israel, lest ye die. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 Th€ water of reparation. 11 The law for the\i$eofU 
in purification, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
» and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 This is the ordinance of the law 
which the Lord hath commanded, 
saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, that they bring thee a red 
heifer without spot, wherein is no 
blemish, and upon which never came 
yoke. 

3 And ye shall give her unto Elea- 
zar the priest, that he may bring her 
forth without the camp, and one shall 
slay her before his face : 

4 And Eleazar the priest shall 
take of her blood with his finger, 
and sprinkle of her blood directly 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation seven times. 

5 And one shall bum the heifer in 
his sight; her skin, and her flesh, 
and her blood, with her dung, shall 
he burn : 

6 And the priest shall take cedar 
wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and 
cast it into the midst of the burning 
of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash his 
clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall 
come into the camp, and the priest 
shall be unclean until the even. 

8 And he that bumeth her shall 
wash his clothes in water, And bathe 
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his flesh in water, and shall be nn- 
elean until the even, 

9 And a man that is olean shall 
gather up the «3hes of the heifer, 
and lay them up without the camp 
in a dean place> and it shall be kept 
fifHT the eongregation of the children 
df Israel for a water of separation: it 
U a purificaticm for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the aah-* 
es of the heifer shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the eren : and 
it shall be unto the children of Isra- 
el, and unto the stranger that so- 
joumeth among them, fi)r a statute 
for ever. 

11 ^ He that toucheth the dead 
body of any man shall be unclean 
seven days. 

12 He sh^l purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be dean : but if he pu- 
rify not himself the third day, then 
the seventh day he shaU not be 
dean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and 
purifieth not himself, defileth the tab- 
^nade of the Lord ; and that soul 
shall be cut off from Israel : because 
the water of separation was not sprin- 
kled upon him, he shall be imclean ; 
his uncleanness is yet upon him. 

14 This is the law, when a man 
dieth in a tent : all that ccnne into 
the tent, and all that is in the tent, 
shall be unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which 
hath no covering boimd up<»i it, is 
undean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one 
that is slain with a sword in the 
open fields, or a dead body, or a bone 
of a man, or a grave, shall be im- 
clean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification fo/t sin, and run- 
ning water shall be put thereto in a 
vessel: 

18 And a dean perscni shall take 
hyssop, and dip it in Hie water, imd 



sprinkle it upcm the tent, aaid upon 
all the vessds, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, ot one 
dead, or a grave: 

19 And the clean person shall 
8|)rinkle upon the unclean on the 
third day, and on the seventh day; 
and on the seventh day he shall pu« 
rify himself, and wa«h his dothesi 
and bathe himself in water, and shall 
be clean at even. 

20 But the man that shall be un- 
dean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut off from among 
the congregation, because he hath 
defiled the saneto&ary of the Loan: 
the water of separation hath not been 
sprinkled upon him; he is undean. 

21 And it diall be a perpetual stati 
ute unto them, that he that sprin* 
kleth the water of separaticm shall 
wash his clothes ; and he that touch- 
eth the water of separation shall be 
undean until even. 

22 And whatsoever the undean 
person toucheth shall be unclean; 
and the soul that toucheth it shall 
be unclean until even* 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 77ie children of Iwrael come to Zin, where Miriam 
dieth. 2 They murmur for wmU, sf wester. 7 Mo9e9 
tmiteth (fie rock at Menbah, and water cometh forth. 
14 Mosei at Kadesh desireth a postage through Sdom^ 
which itt denied. 22 Aoinm dieth at momU nor, 

THEN came the children of Israel^ 
even the whole ccmgregation, into 
the desert of Zin in the fi^st month : 
and the people abode in Kadesh ; and 
Miriam died there, and was buried 
there. 

2 And there was no water for the 
congregation : and they gathered 
tiiemselves together c^ainst Moses 
and against Aaron. 

Z And the people chode with Mo* 
ses, and spake, saying. Would God 
that we had died when our brethren 
died before the Lord ! 

4 And why have ye brought up 
the congregation of the Lord into 
this wiMemess, that we and our cat^ 
tie should die there ? 
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5 And wherefore have ye made us 
to come up out of Egypt, to bring us 
in unto this evil place? it is no place 
of seed, or of figs, or of vines, or of 
pomegranates ; neither is there any 
water to drink. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from 
the presence of the assembly unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and they fell upon their fa- 
ces : and the glory of the Lord ap- 
peared unto them. 

7 iT And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou 
the assembly together, thou and Aa- 
ron thy brother, and speak ye unto 
the rock before their eyes; and it 
shall give forth his water, and thou 
shalt bring forth to them water out 
of the rock : so thou shalt give the 
congregation and their beasts drink. 

9 And Moses took the rod from 
before the Lord, as he commanded 
him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together before the 
rock, and he said unto them. Hear 
now, ye rebels; must we fetch you 
water out of this rock? 

11 And Moses lifted up his hand, 
and with his rod he smote the rock 
twice: and the water came out abun- 
dantly, and the congregation drank, 
and their beasts ako. 

12 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and Aaron, Because ye be- 
lieved me not, to sanctify me in the 
eyes of the children of Israel, there- 
fore ye shall not bring this congre- 
gation into the land which I have 
given them. 

13 This is the water of Meribah ; 
because the children of Israel strove 
with the Lord, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 ^ And Moses sent messengers 
from Kadesh unto the king of Edom, 
Thus saith thy brother Israel, Thou 
knowest all the travail that hath be- 
fallen us : • 

16 How our fathers went down into 
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Egypt, and we have dwelt in Egypt a 
long time ; and the Egyptians vexed 
us, and our fathers : 

16 And when we cried unto the 
Lord, he heard our voice, and sent 
an angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt: and, behold, we are in 
Kadesh, a city in the uttermost of thy 
border. 

17 Let ns pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country: we will not pass throng 
the fields, or through the vineyards, 
neither will we drink of the water of 
the wells : we will go by the king's 
high way, we will not turn to the 
right hand nor to the left, until we 
have passed thy borders. 

18 And Edom said unto him. Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

19 And the children of Israel said 
unto him. We will go by the high- 
way : and if I and my cattle drink of 
thy water, then I will pay for it : I 
will only, without doing any thing 
else, go through on my feet. 

20 And he said. Thou shalt not 
go through. And Edom came out 
against him with much people, and 
with a strong hand. 

21 Thus Edom refused to give Isra- 
el passage through his border: where- 
fore Israel turned away from him. 

22 ^ And the children of Israel, 
even the whole congregation, jour- 
neyed from Kadesh, and came unto 
mount Hor. 

23 And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses and Aaron in mount Hor, by the 
coast of the land of Edom, saying, 

24 Aaron shall be gathered unto 
his people: for he shall not enter into 
the land which I have given unto 
the children of Israel, because ye re- 
belled against my word at the water 
of Meribah, 

25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, 
and bring them up unto*mount Hor : 

26 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleazar his son : 
and Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people, and shall die there. 
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27 And Moses did as the Lord 
commanded : and they went up inta 
mount Hor in the sight of all the 
congregation. 

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 
gannents, and put them upon Eleazar 
his son ; and Aaron died there in the 
top of the mount: and Moses and 
Eleazar came down from the mount. 

29 And when all the congregation 
saw that Aaron was dead, they 
mourned for Aaron thirty days, even 
all the house of Isiael. 

CHAPTER XXL 

I Iwael dettroy th« Canaanitea at Hormah. 4 The peo- 
ple murmur and are planned with fiery serpents, 1 



'hey repent, and are healed in looking upon tne brazen 
serpent, 10 Sundry jcumews of the Israelites, 21 
Si/ton is overcomsj S3 and also Off. 

AND when king Arad the Canaan- 
. ite, which dwelt in the south, 
heard tell that Israel came hy the 
way of the spies; then he fought 
against Israel; and took some of them 
prisoners. 

2 And Israel vowed a vow unto the 
Lord, and said, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, then 
I will utterly destroy their cities. 

3 And the Lord hearkened to the 
voice of Israel, and delivered up the 
Cahaanites ; and they utterly destroy- 
ed them and their cities: and he call- 
ed the name of the place Hormah. 

4 IF And they journeyed from 
mount Hor by the way of the Red 
sea, to compass the land of Edom: 
and the soul of the people was much 
discouraged because of the way. 

5 And the people spake against 
God, and against Moses, Wherefore 
have ye brought us up out of Egypt 
to die in the wilderness? for there 
is no bread, neither is there any wa- 
ter ; and our soul loatheth this light 
bread. 

6 And the Lord sent fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit the 
people; and much people of Israel 
died. 

7 IT Therefore the people came to 
Moses, and said. We have sinned, for 
we have spcd^en against the Lord, 
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and against thee; pray unto the 
Lord, that he take away the ser- 
pents from us. And Moses prayed 
for the people. 

8 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set it 
upon a pole ; and it shall come to 
pass, that every one. that is bitten, 
when he looketh upon it, shall live. 

9 And Moses made a serpent of 
brass, and put it upon a pole ; and it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had 
bitten anv man, when he beheld the 
serpent of brass, he lived. 

10 IF And the children of Isra^el set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth. 

11 And they journeyed from Oboth, 
and pitched at Ije-abarim, in the wil- 
derness which is before Moab, toward 
the sunrising. 

12 IF From thence they removed, 
and pitched in the valley of Zered. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other side of Arnon, 
which is in the wilderness that com- 
eth out of the coasts of the Amorites : 
for Arnon is the border of Moab, be- 
tween Moab and the Amorites. 

14 Wherefore it is said in the book 
of the wars of the Lord, What he did 
in the Red sea, and in the brooks of 
Arnon, 

15 And at the streani of the brooks 
that goeth down to the dwelling of 
Ar, and lieth upon the border of 
Moab. 

16 And from thence they went to 
Beer : that is the well whereof the 
Lord spake unto Moses, Gather the 
people together, and I will give them 
water. 

17 ^ Then Israel sang this song, 
Spring up, O well ; sing ye unto it : 

18 The princes digged the well, 
the nobles of the people digged it, 
by the direction of the lawgiver, with 
their staves. And from the wilder- 
ness they went to Mattanah : 

19 And from Mattanah to Naha- 
liel : and from Nahaliel to Bamotli : 

20 And froili Bamoth in the valley, 
ttiat is in the country of Moab, to the 
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top of Pisgah, which looketh toward 
Jeshimon. 

2 1 IT And Israel sent messengers un- 
to Sihon king of the Amorites, saying, 

22 Let me pass through thy Land: 
we will not turn into the fields, or 
into the vineyards; we will not drink 
of the waters of the well: but we will 
go along by the king's high way, un- 
til we be past thy borders. 

23 And Sihon would not suffer Is- 
rael to pass through his border: but 
Sihon gathered all his people togeth- 
er, and went out against Israel into 
the wilderness: and he came to Ja- 
haz, and fought against Israel. 

24 And Israel smote him with the 
edge of the sword, and possessed his 
land from Arnon unto Jabbok, even 
unto the children of Ammon : for the 
border of the children of Ammon wa^ 
strong. 

25 And Israel took all these cities : 
and Israel dwelt in all the cities of 
the Amorites, in Heshbon, and in all 
the villages thereof. 

26 For Heshbon tpas the city of 
Sihon the king of the Amorites, who 
had fought against the former king 
of Moab, and taken all his land out 
of his hand, even unto Arnon. 

27 Wherefore they that speak in 
proverbs say. Come into Heshbon, 
let the city of Sihon be built and 
prepared : . 

28 For there is a fire gone out of 
Heshbon, a flame from the city of Si- 
hon : it hath consumed Ar of Moab, 
and the lords of the high places of 
Arnon. 

29 Woe to thee, Moab! thou art 
undone, O people of Chemosh: he 
hath given his sons that escaped, 
and his daughters, into captivity un- 
to Sihon king of the Amorites. 

30 We have shot at them ; Hesh- 
bon is perifihed even unto Dibon, and 
we have laid them waste even unto 
Nophah, which reachethxmto Medeba. 

31 IF Thus Israel dwelt in the land 
of the Amorites. 

32 And Moses sent to spy out Ja- 
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zer, and they took the villages there- 
of, and drove out the Amorites tha* 
were there. 

33 ^ And they turned and went 
up by the way of Bashan : and Og 
the king of Bashan went out against 
them, he, and all hi^ people, to the 
battle at Edrei. 

34 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Fear him not: for I have delivered 
him into thy hand, and all his peo- 
ple, and his land ; and thou shalt 
do to him as thou didst unto Sihon 
king of the Amorites, which dwelt 
at Heshbon. 

36 So they smote him, and his 
sons, and all his people, until there 
was none left him alive: and they 
possessed his land. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 BcUdk tendeth for BcUaatUt who at firti refuBeth to 
eoiM. '\6 He tendeth again and obtaineth him, 22 
T/ie angel oftJte Lord would have 9lain Balaam, if hit 
098 had not turned aside. 86 Balak entertaineth 
Balaam, 

AND the children of Israel set for- 
. ward, and pitched in the plains 
of Moab on this side Jordan by Jericho. 

2 ^ And Balak the son of Zippor 
saw all that Israel had done to the 
Amorites. 

3 And Moab was sore afraid of the 
people, because they were many: and 
Moab was distressed because of the 
children of Israel. 

4 And Moab said unto the elders cf 
Midian, Now shall this company lick 
up all that are round about us, as the 
ox licketh up the grass d* the field. 
And Balak the son of Zippor was 
king of the Moabites at that time. 

5 He sent messengers therefore un- 
to Balaam the son of Beor to Pethor, 
which is by the river of the land of 
.the children of his people, to call him, 
saying. Behold, there is a people come 
out from Egypt: behold, they cover 
the face of the earth, and they abide 
over against me. 

6 Come now therefore, I pray thee, 
curse me this people; for they are too 
mighty for me : peradventure I shall 
prevail, that we may smite them, and 
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that I may drive them out of the land: 
for I wot that he whom thou blessest 
is blessed, and he whom thou cursest 
is cursed. 

7 And the elders of Moab and the 
elders of Midian departed with the 
rewards of divination in their hand ; 
and they came unto Balaam, and 
spake unto him the words of Balak. 

8 And he said unto them, Lodge 
hete this night, and I will bring you 
word again, as the Lord shall speak 
unto me: and the princes of Moab 
abode with Balaam. 

9 And Grod came unto Balaam, and 
said. What men are these with thee ? 

10 And Balaam said unto God, 
Balak the son of Zippor, king of Mo- 
ab, hath sent imto me, sayings 

11 Behold, there is a people come, 
out of Egypt, which covereth the 
face of the earth : come now, curse 
me them; peradventure I shall be 
able to overcome them, and drive 
them out. 

12 And God said unto Balaam, 
Thou shalt not go with them ; thou 
shalt not curse the people : for ihey 
are blessed. 

13 And Balaam rose up in the 
morning, and said unto the princes 
of Balak, Gret you into your land : 
for the Lord refuseth to give nie 
leave to go with you. 

14 And the princes of Moab rose 
up, and they went unto Balak, and 
said, Balaam refuseth to come with us. 

15 ^ And Balak sent yet again 
princes, more, and more honourable 
than they. 

16 And they came to Balaam, and 
said to him. Thus saith Balak the son 
of Zippor, Let nothing, I pray thee, 
hinder thee from coming unto me: 

17 For I will promote thee unto 
very great honour, and I will do 
whatsoever thou say^st unto me : 
come therefore, I pray thee, curse 
me this people. 

18 And Balaam answered and said 
unto the servants of Balak, If Ba- 
lak would give me his house full of 



silver and gold, I cannot go beyond 
the word of the Lord my God, to do 
less or more. 

19 Now therefore, I pray you, tar- 
ry ye also here this night, that I may 
know what the Lord will say unto 
me more. 

20 And Gt)d came unto Balaam at 
night, and said unto him. If the men 
come to call thee, rise up, and go 
with them; but yet the word which I 
shall say unto thee, that shalt thou do. 

21 And Balaam rose up in the 
morning, and saddled his ass, and 
went with the princes of Moab. 

22 IT And God's anger was kin- 
died because he went: and the an- 
gel of the Lord stood in the way for 
an adversary against him. Now he 
was riding upon his ass, and his two 
servants tvere with him. 

23 And the ass saw the angel of the 
Lord standing in the way, and his 
sword drawn in his hand ; and ihe ass 
turned aside out of the way, and went 
into the field ; and Balaam smote the 
ass, to turn her into the way. 

24 But the angel of the Lord stood 
in a path of the vineyards, a wall be- 
ing on this side, and a wall on that 
side. 

25 And when the ass saw the an- 
gel of the Lord, she thrust herself 
unto the wall, and crushed Balaam's 
foot against the «wall : and he smote 
her again. 

26 And the angel of the Lord went 
further, and stood in a narrow place, 
where was no way to turn either to 
the right hand or to the left. 

27 And when the ass saw the angel 
of the Lord, she fell down under Ba- 
laam : and Balaam's anger was kin- 
dled, and he smote the ass with a 
staff. 

28 And the Lord opened the mouth 
of the ass, and she said imto Balaam, 
What have I done unto thee, that 
thou hast smitten me these three 
times? 

29 And Balaam said unto the ass, 
Because thou hast mocked me: I 
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would there were a sword in mine 
hand, for now would I kill thee. 

80 And the ass said unto Balaam, 
Am not I thine ass, upon which thou 
hast ridden ever since / was thine 
unto this day? was I ever wont to do 
so unto thee ? And he said, Nay. 

31 Then the Lord opened the eyes 
of Balaam, and he saw the angel of 
the Lord standing in the way, and 
his sword drawn in his hand: and 
he bowed down his head, and fell 
flat on his fa^e. 

32 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto him, Wherefore hast thou smit- 
ten thine ass these three times ? Be- 
hold, I went out to withstand thee, be- 
cause thy way is perverse before me : 

33 And the ass saw me, and turned 
from me these three times : unless she 
had turned from me, surely now also 
I had slain thee, and saved her alive. 

34 And Balaajn said unto the an- 
gel of the Lord, I have sinned ; for I 
knew not that thou stoodest in the way 
against me : now therefore, if it dis- 
please thee, I will get me back again. 

35 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Balaam, Go with the men : but 
only the word that I shall speak unto 
thee, that thou shalt speak. So Ba- 
laam went with the princes of Balak. 

36 ^ And when Balak heard that 
Balaam was come, he went out to 
meet him unto a city of Moab, which 
is in the border of Arnon, which is in 
the utmost coast. 

37 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Did I not earnestly send unto thee 
to call thee? wherefore camest thou 
not unto me ? am I not able indeed 
to promote thee to honour? 

38 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Lo, I am come unto thee : have I now 
any power at all to say any thing? 
the word that God putteth in my 
mouth, that shall I speak. 

39 And Balaam went with Balak, 
and they came unto Kirjath-huzoth. 

40 And Balak offered oxen and 
sheep, and sent to Balaam, and to 
the princes that were with him. 
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41 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that Balak took Balaam, and 
brought him up into the high places 
of Baal, that thence he might see the 
utmost part of the people. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

BalaJ^M iocrificei and BalijumC$ parMes, 

AND Balaam said unto Balak, 
. Build me here seven altars, 
and prepare me here seven oxen and 
seven rams. 

2 And Balak did as Balaam had 
spoken; and Balak and Balaam offer- 
ed on evert/ altar a bullock and a ram . 

3 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Stand by thy burnt offering, and I 
will go : perad venture the Lord will 
come to meet me, and whatsoever 
he sheweth me I will tell thee. And 
he went to a high place. 

4 And God met Balaam : and he 
said unto him, I have prepared seven 
altars, and I have offered upon every 
altar a bullock and a ram. 

5 And the Lord put a word in Ba- 
laam's mouth, and said. Return unto 
Balak, and thus thou shalt speak. 

6 And he returned unto him, and, 
lo, he stood by his burnt sacrifice, he, 
and all the princes of Moab. 

7 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balak the king of Moab hath 
brought me from Aram, out of the 
mountains of the east, saying, Come, 
curse me Jacob, and come, defy Israel. 

8 How shall I curse, whom GoA 
hath not cursed ? or how shall I defy, 
whom the Lord hath not defied ? 

9 For from the top of the rocks I 
see him, and from the hills I behold 
him: lo, the people shall dwell alone, 
and shall not be reckoned among the 
nations. 

10 Who can count the dust of Ja- 
cob, and the number of the fourth 
part of Israel? Let me die the death 
of the righteous, and let my last end 
be like his ! 

11 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
What hast thou done unto me? I 
took thee to curse mine enemies,

happiness of Israel, 



and,* behold, thou hast blessed them 
altogether. 

12 And he answered and said, Must 
I not take heed to speak that which 
the Lord hath put in my mouth ? 

13 And Balak said unto him, Come, 
I pray thee, with me unto another 
place, from whence thou mayest see 
them : thou shalt see but the utmost 
part of them, and shalt not see them 
all : and curse me them from thence. 

14 ^ And he brought him into the 
field of Zophim, to the top of Pisguh, 
and built seven altars, and offered a 
bullock and a ram on every altar. 

15 And he said unto Balak, Stand 
here by thy burnt offering, while I 
meet the LORD yonder. 

16 And the Lord met Balaam, and 
put a word in his mouth, and said. 
Go again unto Balak, and say thus. 

17 And when he came to him, be- 
hold, he stood by his burnt offering, 
and the princes of Moab with him. 
And Balak said unto him. What hath 
the Lord spoken ? 

18 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Rise up, Balak, and hear; heark- 
en unto me, thou son of Zippor ; 

19 God is not a man, that he 
should lie; neither the son of man, 
that he should repent : hath he said, 
and shall he not do it? or hath he 
spoken, and shall he not make it 
good? 

20 Behold, I have received corr^- 
mandment to bless : and he hath bless- 
ed ; and I cannot reverse it. 

21 He hath not beheld iniquity in 
Jacob, neither hath he seen perverse- 
ness in Israel : the Lord his God is 
with him, and the shout of a king is 
among them. 

22 God brought them out of Egypt; 
he hath as it were the strength of a 
unicorn. 

23 Surely there is no enchantment 
against Jacob, neither is there any di- 
vination against Israel : according to 
this time it shall be said of Jacob and 
of Israel, What hath God wrought ! 

24 Behc4d, the people shall rise up 



as a great lion, and lift up himself as 
a young lion : he shall not lie down 
until he eat of the prey, and drink 
the blood of the slain. 

26 ^ And Balak said unto Bala- 
am, Neither curse them at all, nor 
bless them at all. 

26 But Balaam answered and said 
unto Balak, Told not I thee, saying, 
All that the Lord speaketh, that I 
must do? 

27 ^ And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Come, I pray thee, I will bring thee 
unto another place ; peradventure 
it will please God that thou mayest 
curse me them from thence. 

28 And Balak brought Balaam un- 
to the top of Peor, that looketh to- 
ward Jeshimon. 

29 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Build me here seven altars, and pre- 
pare me here seven bullocks and sev- 
en rams. 

30 And Balak did as Balaam had 
said, and offered a bullock and a ram 
on every altar. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Balaam faretelUtk the kappinesa oflarael. 10 Balak 
in anger di^mtMeth him. 16 He jyrophemeth cf tfts 
Star of Jacob, and of the destruction of sundry na- 
tions, 

AND when Balaam saw that it 
. pleased the Lord to bless Isra- 
el, he went not, as at other times, to 
seek for enchantments, but he set his 
face toward the wilderness. 

2 And Balaam lifted up his eyes, 
and he saw Israel abiding in his tents 
according to their tribes ; and the 
Spirit of God came upon him. 

3 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balaam the son of Beor hath 
said, and the man whose eyes are 
open hath said : 

4 He hath said, which heard the 
words of God, which saw the vision 
of the Almighty, falling into a trance, 
but having his eyes open : 

5 How goodly are thy tents, O Ja- 
cob, and thy tabernacles, O Israel ! 

6 As the valleys are they spread 
forth, as gardens by the river's side, 
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Balaam prophesieth

as the trees of lignaloes which the 
Lord hath planted, and as cedar 
trees beside the waters. 

7 He shall pour the water out of 
his buckets, and his seed shall be 
in many waters, and his king shall 
be higher than Agag, and his king- 
dom shall be exalted. 

8 God brought him fortii out of 
£g7pt ; he hath as it were the strength 
of a unicorn : he shall eat up the na^ 
tions his enemies, and shall break 
their bones, and pierce them through 
with his arrows. 

9 He couched, he lay down as a 
lion, and as a great lion : who shall 
stir him up ? Blessed is he that bless- 
eth thee, and cursed is he that curs- 
eth thee. 

10 ^ And Balak's anger was kin- 
dled against Balaam, and he smote 
his hands together: and Balak said 
unto Balaam, I called thee to curse 
mine enemies, and, behold, thou hast 
altogether blessed them these three 
times. 

11 Therefore now flee thou to thy 
plfiwje : I thought to promote thee un- 
to great honour; but, lo, the Lord 
hath kept thee back from honour. 

12 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Spake I not also to thy messengers 
which thou sentest unto me, saying, 

13 If Balak would give me his 
house full of silver and gold, I can- 
not go beyond the commandment of 
the Lord, to do either good or bad of 
mine own mind ; but what the Lord 
saith, that will I speak ? 

14 And now, behold, I go unto my 
people: come therefore, and I will 
advertise thee what this people shall 
do to thy people in the latter days. 

' 15 ^ And he took up his parable, 
and said, Balaam the son of Beor 
hath said, and the man whose eyes 
are open hath said : 

16 He hath said, which heard the 
words of God, and knew the know- 
ledge of the Most High, which saw the 
vision of the Almighty, falling into a 
trance, but having his eyes open : 
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17 I shall see him, but not npw: X 
shall behold him, but not nigh : there^ 
shall come a Star out of Jacob, and a 
Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and 
shall smite the comers of Moab, and 
destroy ail the children of Sheth. 

18 And Edom shall be a posses- 
sion, Seir also shall be a possession 
for his enemies ; and Israel shall do 
valiantly. 

19 Out of Jacob shall come he that 
shall have dominion, and shall de- 
stroy him that lemaineth of the city. 

20 ^ And when he looked on Ama- 
lek, he took up his parable, and said, 
Amalek was tiie* first of the nations ; 
but his latter end shall be that he 
perish for ever.. 

21 And he looked on the Kenites, 
and took up his parable, and said, 
Strong is thy dwellingplace, and 
thou puttest thy nest in a rock. 

22 Nevertheless the Kenite shall 
be wasted, until Asshur shall carry 
thee away captive. 

23 And he took up his parable, 
and said, Alas, who shall live when 
God doeth this ! 

24 And ships shall come from the 
coast of Chittim, and shall aflUct 
Asshur, and shall afflict Eber, and 
he also shall perish for ever. 

25 And Balaam rose up, and went 
and returned to his place : and Ba* 
lak also went his way. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 Itrael at Shittim commit whoredom and idoiUUry. % 
Phinehat kiUeth Zimri and Cozbi. 10 Ood therefore 
giveth him the covenant of an everlasting priettnood. 
16 Tfte Midianites are to be vexed, 

AND Israel abode in Shittim, and 
. the people began to commit 
whoredom with the daughters ci 
Moab. 

2 And they called the people unto 
the sacrifices of their gods : and the 
people did eat, and bowed down to 
their gods. 

3 Ajid I^ael joined himself unto 
Baal-peor: and the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against Israel. 

4 And the Lord said unto Mosee, 
Take all the heads of the people^

and hang them up hefore the Lord 
a^inst the sun, that the fierce anger 
of the Lord may be turned away 
from Israel. 

6 And Moses said unto the judges 
of Israel, Slay ye every one his m«i 
that were joined unto BaaUpeor. 

* 6 IT And, behold, one of the chil- 
dren of Israel came and brought unto 
his brethren a Midianitish woman 
in the sight of Moses, and in the 
sight of all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, who were weeping 
before the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

7 And when Phinehas, the son of 
Eieazar, the son of Aaron the priest, 
saw t>, he rose up from among the 
congregation, and took a javelin in 
his hand ; 

8 And he went after the man of Is- 
rael into the tent, and thrust both of 
them through, the man of Israel, and 
tile woman through her belly. So 
the plague was stayed from the diil- 
dren of Israel. 

9 And those that died in the plague 
were twenty and four thousand. 

10 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, sa3ring, 

11 Phinehas, the son of Eieazar, 
the son of Aaron the priest, hath^ 
turned my wrath away from the chil- 
dren of Israel, while he was zealous 
for my sake among them, that I 
consumed not the children of Israel 
in my jealousy. 

12 Wherefore say, Behold, I give 
imto him my covenant of peace : 

13 And he shall have it, and his 
seed aft«r him, even the covenant of 
an everlasting priesthood ; because he 
was zealous for his God, and made an 
atonement for the children of Israel.

30 These are the sons of Gilead 
o/* Jeezer, the family of the Jeezerites 
of Helek, the family of the Helekites 

31 And of Asriel, the family of the 
Asrielites : and of Shechem, the fam- 
ily of the Shechemites : 

32 And of Shemida, the family of 
the Shemidaites : and of Hepher, the 
family of the Hepherites. 

33 % And Zelophehad the son of 
Hepher had no sons, but daughters : 
and the names of the daughters of 
Zelophehad were Mahlah, and Noah, 
Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah.

60 And unto Aaron was bom Nadab 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar. 

61 And Nadab and Abihu died^ 
when they offered strange fire before 
the Lord. 

62 And those that were numbered 
of them were twenty and three thou-: 
sand, all males from a month old and 
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upward : for they were not numbered 
among the children of Israel, because 
there was no inheritance given them 
among the children of Israel. 

63 ^ These are they that were num- 
bered by Moses and Elea^ar the priest, 
who numbered the children of Israel 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

64 But among these there was not 
a man of them whom Moses and Aa- 
ron the priest numbered, when they 
numbered the children of Israel in 
the wilderness of Sinai.

2 And they stood before Moses, and 
before Eleazar the priest, and before 
the princes and all the congregation, 
6y the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, saying, 

3 Our father di^ in the wilder- 
ness, and hq was not in the company 
of them that gathered themselves to- 
gether against the Lord in the com- 
pany of Korah ; but died in his own 
sin, and had no sons. 

4 Why should the name of our 
father be done away from among his 
family, because he hath no son? 
Give unto us therefore a possession 
among the brethren of our father. 

5 And Moses brought their cause 
before the Lord. 

6 ^ And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

7 The daughters of Zelophehad 
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speak right : thou shalt surely give 
them a possession of an inheritance 
among their father's brethren; and 
thou shalt cause the inheritance of 
their father to pass unto them. 

8 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, If a man 
die, and have no son, then ye shall 
cause his inheritance to pass unto his 
daughter. 

9 And if he have no daughter, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
brethren. 

10 And if he have no brethren, tiien 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
father's brethren. 

11 And if his father have no breth- 
ren, then ye shall give his inherit- 
ance unto his kinsman that is next to 
him of his family, and he shall pos- 
sess it : and it shall be unto the chil- 
dren of Israel a statute of judgment, 
as the Lord conunanded Moses. 

12 ^ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Get thee up into this mount Aba- 
rim, and see the land which I have 
given unto the children of Israel. 

13 And when thou hast seen it, 
thou also shalt be gathered unto thy 
people, as Aaron thy brother waa 
gathered. 

14 For ye rebelled against my com- 
mandment in the desert of Zin, in the 
strife of the congregation, to sanctify 
me at the water before their eyes: 
that is the water of Meribah in Ka- 
desh in the wilderness of Zin. 

15 ^ And Moses spake unto the 
Lord, saying, 

16 Let the Lord, the Gt)d of the 
spirits of all flesh, set a man over the 
congregation, 

17 Which may go out before them, 
and which may go in before them, 
and which may lead them out, and 
which may bring them in ; that the 
congregation of the Lord be not aa 
sheep which have no shepherd. 

18 ^ And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Take thee Joshna the son of Nun, 
a man in whom is the spirit, and lay 
thine hand upon him ;

19 A^d set him before Eleazar the 
pdest, and before all the congrega- 
tion ; and give him a charge in their 
sight. 

20 And thou shalt put same of 
thine honour upon him, that all the 
congregation of the children of Israel 
may be obedient. 

21 And he shall stand before Elea- 
zar the priest, who shall ask counsel 
for him after the judgment of Urim 
before the Lori>: at his word shall 
they go out, and at his word they 
shall come in, both he, and all the 
children of Israel with him, even all 
the congregation. 

22 And Moses did as the Lobd com- 
manded him: and he took Joshua, 
and set him before Eleazar the priest, 
and before all the ccmgregation : 

^ 23 And he laid his hands upon him, 
and gave him a charge, as the Loed 
commanded by the hand of Moses.

5 But if her father disallow her in 
the day that he heareth, not any of 
her vows, or of her bonds where- 
with she hath bound her soul, shall 
stand ; and the Lord shall forgive 
her, because her father disallowed 
her. 

6 And if she had at all a husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered aught out 
of her lips, wherewith she bound her 
soul; 
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7 And h^ husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her in the day that 
he heard it; then her vows shall 
stand, and her bonds wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed 
her on the day that he heaid it, ihen 
he shall make her vow which she 
vowed, and that which she uttered 
with her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul, of none effeefc; and the 
Lord shall forgive her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and 
of her that is divorced, wherewith 
they have bound their souls^ shall 
stand against her. 

10 -Ajid if she vowed in her hus- 
band's house, or bound h«: soul by 
a bond with an oath ; 

11 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her, and disallow- 
ed her not ; then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

12 But if her husband hath utterly * 
made them void on the day he heard 
them ; then whatsoever proceeded out 
of her lips concerning her vows, or 
concerning the bond of her soul, shall 
not stand : her husband hath made 
them void ; and the Lord shall for- 
give her. 

13 Every vow, and every binding 
oath to afflict the soul, her husband 
may establish it, or her husband may 
make it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether 
hold his peace at her from day to 
day; then he establisheth all her 
vows, or all her bonds, which ofte 
upon her: he confirmeth them, be- 
cause he held his peace at her in the 
day that he heard them. 

15 But if he shall any ways make 
them void after that he hath heard 
them; then he shall bear her ini- 
quity. 

16 These are the statutes, which the 
Lord commanded Moses, between a 
man and his wife, between the father 
and his daughter, being yet in her 
youth in her father's house.

CHAPTER XXXL 

1 Tk$ HidianUes are moiUd^ and Balaam tlain. 18 
Moaes U wroth with ike offieert for savitig the women 
aiwe. 19 Mow the MoltUere, with their eaptivee and 
9poUr are to be purified. 25 The proportion in wJiieh 
the prey is to be cUvided 48 The voluntary oblation 
unto the treasury of the Lord. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midianites : afterward shalt Unm 
be gathered unto thy people. 

8 And Moses spake unto the peo- 
ple, saying, Arm some of yourselves 
unto the war, and let them go against 
the Midiamtes, and avenge the Lord 
of Midian. 

4 Of every tribe a thousand, 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
shall y^ send to the war. 

6 So there were delivered, out of 
the thousands of Israel, a thousand 
oi every tribe, twelve thousand armed 
for war. 

6 And Moses sent them to the war, 
a thousand of every tribe, them and 
Phin^ias the son of Eleazar the 
priest, to the war, with the holy in- 
struments, and the trumpets to blow 
in his hand. 

7 And they warred against the Mid- 
ianites, as the Lord commanded 
Moses ; and they slew all the males. 

8 And they slew the kings of Mid- 
ian, beside the rest of them that 
were slain^ namely, Evi, and Bekem, 
and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, five 
kings of Midian: Balaam also the 
son of Beor they slew with the sword. 

9 And the children of Israel took 
cUl the women of Midian captives, 
and their little ones, and took the 
spoil of all their cattle, and all their 
flocks, and all their goods. 

10 And they burnt all their cities 
wherein they dwelt, and all their 
goodly castles, with fire. 

11 And they took all the spoil, and 
all the prey, both of men and of beasts. 

12 And they brought the captives, 
and the prey, and the spoil, unto 
Moses and Eleazar the priest, and 
unto the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel, unto the camp at the 



plains of Moab, which are by Jordan 
near Jericho. 

13 ^ And MoseSy and Eleazar the 
priest, and all the princes of the con- 
gregation, went forth to meet them 
without the camp. 

14 And Moses was wroth with the 
officers of the host, with the captains 
over thousands, andcaptains over hun- 
dreds, which came from the battle. 

15 And Moses said unto them, Have 
ye saved all the women alive ? 

16 Behold, these caused the chil- 
dren of Israel, through the counsdl of 
Balaam, to commit toespass against 
the Lord in the matter of Peor, and 
there was a plague among the con- 
gregation of the Lord. 

17 Now therefore kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by 
lying with him. 

18 But all the women-children, tiiat 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yourselves. 

10 And do ye abide without the 
camp seven days: whosoever hath 
killed any person, and whosoever 
hath touched any slain, purify both 
yourselves and your captives on the 
third day, and on the seventh day. 

20 And purify all your raiment, 
and all that is made of skins, and 
all work of goats' hair, and all things 
made of wood. 

21 H And Eleazar the priest said unto 
the men of war which went to the bat- 
tle. This is the ordinajice of the law 
which the Lord commanded Moses ; 

22 Only the gold, and the silvw, the 
brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 

23 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through the 
fire, and it shall be dean: never- 
theless it shall be purified with the 
water of separation : and all that 
abideth not the fire ye shall make 
go through the water. 

24 And ye shall wash your clothes 
on the seventh day, and ye shall be 
clean, and afterward ye shall come 
into the camp. 
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25 IF And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

26 Take the sum of the prey that 
was taken, both of man and of beast, 
iliou, and Eleazar the priest, and the 
chief fathers of the congregation : 

27 And divide the prey into two 
parts; between them that took the 
war upon them, who went out to bat- 
tle, and between all the congregation. 

28 And levy a tribute unto the Lord 
of the men of war which went out to 
battle : one soul of five hundred, both 
of the persons, and of the beeves, and 
of the asses, and of the sheep : 

29 Take it of their half, and give it 
unto Eleazar the priest, for a heave 
offering of the Lord. 

30 And of the children of Israel's 
half, thou shalt take one portion of 
fifty, of the persons, of the beeves, 
of the asses, and of the flocks, of all 
manner of beasts, and give them imto 
the Levites, which keep the charge of 
the tabernacle of the Lord. 

31 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
did as the Lord commanded Moses. 

32 And the booty, being the rest 
of the prey which the men of war 
had caught, was six hundred thou- 
sand and seventy thousand and five 
thousand sheep, 

33 And threescore and twelve thou- 
sand beeves, 

34 And threescore and one thou- 
sand asses, 

35 And thirty and two thousand 
persons in all, of women that had 
not known man by lying with him. 

36 And the half, which was the 
portion of them that went out to 
war, was in number three hundred 
thousand and seven and thirty thou- 
sand and five hundred sheep : 

37 And the Lord's tribute of the 
sheep was six hundred and three- 
score and fifteen. 

38 And the beeves were thirty and 
six thousand ; of which the Lord's 
tribute was threescore and twelve. 

39 And the asses were thirty thou- 
sand and five hundred ; of which the 
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Lord's tribute was threescore and 
one. 

40 And the persons were sixteen 
thousand ; of which the Lord's trib- 
ute was thirty and two persons. 

41 And Moses gave the tribute, 
which was the Lord's heave offering, 
unto Eleazar the priest, as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

42 And of the children of Israel's 
half, which Moses divided from the 
men that warred, 

43 (Now the half that pertained 
unto the congregation was three 
hundred thousand and thirty thou^ 
sand and seven thousand and five 
hundred sheep, 

44 And thirty and six thousand 
beeves, 

45 And thirty thousand asses and 
five hundred, 

46 And sixteen thousand perscms,) 

47 Even of the children of Israel's 
half, Moses took one portion of fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gav>e 
them unto the Levites, which kept the 
charge of the tabernacle of the Lord ; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

48 1[ And the officers which were 
over thousands of the host, the cap- 
tains of thousands, and captains of 
hundreds, came near unto Moses : 

49 And they said unto Moses, Thy 
servants have taken the sum of the 
men of war which are under our 
charge, and there lacketh not one 
man of us. 

50 We have therefore brought an 
oblation for the Lord, what every 
man hath gotten, of jewels of gold, 
chains, and bracelets, rings, earrings, 
and tablets, to make an atonement 
for our souls before the Lord. 

51 And Moses and Eleazar the 
priest took the gold of them, even all 
wrought jewels. 

52 And all the gold of the offering 
that they offered up to the Lord, of 
the captains of thousands, and of the 
captains of hundreds, was sixteen 
thousand seven hundred and fifty 
shekels : 
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CHAPTBR XXXIL Reubenites and Gadites. 



63 For the men of war had tEtken 
spoil, every man for himself. 

64 And Moses and Eleazar the 
priest took the gold of the captains 
of thoDsands and of hundredis, and 
bronght it into the tabernacle of the 
congregation, for a memorial for the 
children of Israel before ihe Lord.

NOW the children of Reuben aftd 
the children of Gad had a very- 
great multitude of cattle : and when 
they saw tiae land of Jazer, and the 
llGuid of Gilead, that, behold, the 
place WM a place for cattle ; 

2 The children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben came and spake 
unto Moses, and to Eleazar the prie^, 
and unto the prihces of the congrega- 
tion, saying, 

8 Ataroth, and Dibon, and Jazer, 
and Nimrah, and Heshboifi, and Elea- 
)eh, and Shebam, and Nebo, and 
Beon, 

4 Even the country which the 
Lord smote before tiie congregation 
of Israel, is a land for cattle^ and thy 
servants have cattle : • 

6 Wherefore, said they, if we have 
found gra<^ in thy sight, let this land 
be given unto thy servants for a pos- 
session, and bring us not over Jordan. 

6 % And Moses said unto the chil- 
dren of Gad and to the children of 
Reuben, Shall your brethren go to 
war, and shall ye sit here ? 

7 And wherefore discourage ye the 
heart of the children of Israel from 
going over into the land which the 
Lord hath given them ? 

8 Thus did your fathers, when I 
sent them from Kadesh-bamea to see 
the land. 

9 For when they went up unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and saw the land, 
they discouraged the heart of the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they should not 
go into the land which the Lord had 
giv^i them. 
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10 And the Lord's anger was kin- 
dled the same time, and he swave, 
saying, 

11 Surely none of the men that 
came up out of Egypt, from twenty 
years old and upward, shall see the 
land which I sware unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob ; because 
they have not wholly followed me : 

12 Save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
nehithe Kenezite; and Joshua the son 
oif Nun : for they have wholly follow- 
ed the Lord. 

13 And the Lord's anger was kin- 
dled against Israel, and he made them 
wand^ in the wilderness forty years, 
until all the generation, that had done 
evil in the sight of the Lord, was 
consumed. 

14 And, behold, ye are risen up in 
your fathers' stead, an increase of sin- 
ml men, to augment yet the fierce 
anger- of the Lord towiurd Israel. * 

16 For if ye turn away from after 
him, he will yet again leave them in 
the wilderness; and ye shall destroy 
all this people. 

16 If And they came near unto 
him, and said, We will build sheep- 
folds here for our cattle, and cities for 
our little ones : 

17 But we ourselves will go ready 
armed before the children of Israel, 
until we have brought them unto 
their place: and our little ones shall 
dwell in the fenced cities, because of 
the inhabitants of the land. 

18 We will not retum. unto our 
houses, until the children of Israel 
have inherited every man his inherit- 
ance: 

19 For we will not inherit with them 
on yonder side Jordan, or forward; 
because our inheritance is fallen to 
us (m this side Jordan eastward. 

20 ^ And Moses said unto them. 
If ye will do this thing, if ye will go 
armed befcMre the Lord to war, 

21 And will go all of you armed 
over Jordan before the Lord, until he 
hath driven out his enemies from be- 
fore him, 
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22 And the land be sabdued before 
the Lord; then afterward ye shall 
return, and be guiltless before the 
Lord, and before Israel ; and this land 
shall be your possession before the 
Lord. 

23 But if ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the. Lord: and 
be sure your sin will find you out» 

24 Build you cities for your little 
ones, and folds for your sheep ; and 
do that which hath proceeded out of 
your mouth. 

25 And, the children of Gad and 
the children of Reuben spake unto 
Moses, saying. Thy servants will do 
as my lord commandeth. 

26 Our little ones, our wives, our 
flocks, and all our cattle,, shall be 
there in the cities of Gilead : 

27 But thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before the 
LotiD to battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So concerning them Moses com- 
manded Eleazar the priest, and Jo- 
shua the son of Nun, and the chief 
fathers of the tribes of the children of 
Israel: 

29 And Moses said unto them. If 
the children of Gad and the children 
of Reuben will pass with you over 
Jordan, every man armed to battle, 
before the Lord, and the land shall 
be subdued before you ; then ye shall 
give them the land of Gilead for a 
possession : 

30 But. if they will not pass over 
with you armed, they shall have pbs- 
sessions among you in the land of 
Canaan. . 

31 And the children of Gad and 
the chHdren of Reuben answered, 
saying. As the Lord hath said unto 
thy servants, so will we do. 

32 "We will pass over anned before 
the Lord into the land of Canaan, 
that the possession of our inheritance 
on this side Jordan may he ours. 

33 And Moses gave urito them, 
even to the children of Gad, and to 
the children of Reuben, and unto 
half the tribe of Manasseh the son of 
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Joseph, the kingdom of Sihon king 
of the Amoritei^, and the kingdom oi 
Og king of Bashan, the land, with the 
cities thereof in the coasts, even the 
cities of the country round about. 

34 IT And the children of Gad built 
Dibon, and Ataroth, and Aroer, 

35 And Atroth, Shophan, and Ja- 
zer, and Jogbehah, 

36 And Beth-nimrah, and Beth- 
haran, fenced cities; and folds for 
sheep. 

37 And the children of Reuben 
built Heshbon, and Elealeh, and Kir- 
jathaim, 

38 And Nebo, and BaaJ-meon, their 
names being changed, and Shil^mah : 
and gave other natties unto the citi^ 
which they builded. 

39 And the children of Machirthe. 
son of Manasseh went to Gilead, 
and took it, and dispossessed the Am- 
orite which was in it. 

40 Ahd Moses gAve Gilead unto 
Machir the son of Manasseh ; and he 
dwelt therein. 

41 And Jair the son of Manas- 
seh went and took the small towns 
thereof, and called them Havoth- 
jair. 

42 And Nobah went and took 
Kenath, and the villages thereof, 
and called it Nobah, after his own 
name. 

CHAPTER XXXm.

THESE are the journeys of the 
children of Israel, which went 
forth out of the land of Egypt with 
their armies under the hand of Moses 
and Aaron. 

2 And Moses wrote their goings 
out according to their Journeys by the 
commandment of the Lord : and these 
are their journeys according to their 
goings gut. 

3 And they departed from Ra- 
nieses in the nrst month, on the . fif- 
teenth day of the first month; on 
the . morrow after the passover the 
children of Israel went out with

4 For the Egyptians buried all their 
firstborn, which the Lord had smit- 
ten among them: upon their gods 
also the Lord executed judgments. 

6 And the children of Israel re- 
moved from Rameses, and pitched in 
Suceoth. 

, 6 And they departed from Suceoth, 
and pitched in Etham, which is in 
the edge of the wilderness. 

7 And they jemoved from Etham, 
and turned again unto Pi-hahiroth, 
which is before Baal«zephon: and 
they pitched before Migdol, 

8 And they departed from before 
Pi-hahiroth, and passed through the 
midst of the sea into the wilderness, 
and went three days' journey in the 
wilderness of Etham, and pitched in 
Marah. 

9 And they removed from Marah, 
and came unto l^lun: and in Elim 
were twelve fountains of water, and 
threescore and ten palm trees; and 
they pitched there. 

10 And they removed from Elim, 
and encamped by the Red sea. 

11 And they removed from the 
Red sea, and encamped in the wil- 
derness of Sin. 

12 And they took their journey 
out of the wilderness of Sin, and en- 
camped in Dophkah. 

13 And they departed fit)m Doph- 
kah, and encamped in Alush. . 

14 And thev removed from Aluah, 
and encamped, at Rephidim, where 
was no water for the people to drink. 

15 And they departed from Rephi- 
dim, and pitched in the wilderness of 
Sinai. 

16 And they removed from the 
desert of Sinai, and pitched at Ki- 
broth-hattaavah. • 

17 And they.departed from Kibroth- 
hattaavah, and encamped at Hazeroth. 

18 And they departed from Haze- 
roth, and pitched in Rithmah. 

19 And they departed. from Rith- 
ihah, and pitched at Rimmon-parez. 



20 And they departed from Rim- 
mon-parez, and pitched in Libnah. 

21 And they removed from Lib- 
nah, and pitched at Rissah. 

22 And they journeyed from Ris- 
sah, and pitched in Kehelathah. 

23 And they went from Kehelathah, 
tiiid pitched in mount Shapher. 

24 And they removed from mount 
Shapher, and encamped in Haradah. 

25 And they removed from Hara- 
dah, and pitched in Makheloth. 

26 And they removed from Mak- 
heloth, and encamped at Tahath. 

27 And they departed from Tahath, 
and pitched at Tarah. 

28 And they removed from Tarah, 
and pitched in Mithcah. 

29 And they went from Mithcah, 
and pitched in Hashmonah. 

30 And they departed from Hash- 
monah, and encamped at Moseroth. 

31 And they departed from Mose- 
roth, and pitched in Bene-jaakan. 

32 And they removed from Benie-ja- 
akan, and encamped at Hor-hagidgad. 

33 And they went from Hor-hagid- 
gad, and pitched in Jotbathah. 

34 And they removed from Jotba- 
thah, and encamped at Ebronah* 

35 And they departed from Ebro- 
nah, and encamped at Ezion-geber. 

36 And they removed from Ezion- 
geber, and pitched in the wilderness 
of Zin, which is Kadesh. 

37 And they removed from Ka- 
desh, and pitched in mount Hor, in 
the edge of the land of Edom. 

38 And Aaron the priest went up 
into mount Hor at the conunand- 
ment of the Lord, and died there, 
in the fortieth year after the children 
of Israel were come out of the land 
of Egypt, in the first day of the fifth 
month. 

39 And Aaron wa^ a hundred and 
twenty and three years old when he 
died in mount Hor. 

40 And king Arad the Canaanite, 
which dwelt in the south in the land 
of Canaan, heard of the coming of the 
children of Israel. 
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41 And they departed from mount 
Hor, and pitched in Zalmonah. 

42 And they departed froxfx ZAlmo- 
nah, and pit(^d in Punom, 

48 And they departed from Funoni 
and pitched in Oboth, 

44 And tiiey departed from Oboth, 
and pitohed in Ije^abarim, in the bor'> 
der of Moab. 

45 And they departed from lim, 
and pitched in Dibon-gad. 

46 And they removed from Dibon- 
gad, and encamped in Almon-dibla- 
thaim. 

41 And they remoyed from Abnon* 
diblathaim, aad pitched in the moun- 
tains of Abarim, befcH'e Nebo. 

48 And they departed from the 
mountains of Abarim, and pitched in 
the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

49 And they pitched by Jordan^ 
from Beth-jesimoth even unto Abel- 
shittim in the plains of Moab. 

50 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses in the plains of Moab by Jor- 
dan near Jericho, saying, 

51 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, and say unto them» When ye 
are passed oyer Jordan into the land 
of Cajiaan; 

. 52 Then ye shall drive out all the 
inhabitants of the land from before 
you, and destroy all their pictures, 
and destroy all their ibolten images, 
and quite pluck down all their high 
places : 

53 And ye shall dispossess the in- 
habitants of the land, and dwell there* 
in ; for I have given you the land to 
possess it. 

54 And ye shall divide the land 
by lot for an inheritance amcmg your 
families; and to the more ye shall 
give the more inheritance, and to ilie 
fewer ye shall give the less inherit- 
ance: every man's inheritance shall 
be in the place where his lot falleth;

56 Moreover it shall come to pass, 
that I shall do unto you, as I thought 
to do unto them.

25 And the prince of the tribe of 
the children of Zebulun, Elizaphan 
the son of Parnach. 

26' And the prince of the tribe of 
the children of L^achar, Paltiel the 
son of Azzan. 

. 27 And the prince of the tribe of 
the children of Asher, Ahihud the son 
ctf Shelomi. 

28 And the prince of the tribe of 
the children of Naphtali, Pedahel the 
son of Ammihud. 

29 These are they whom the Lord 
commanded to divide the inheritance 
unto the children of Israel in the land 
of Canaan. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

1 Eiphi and forty cUht Mh their whtrbi are to be given 
to the Lenten, 6 Six of them to be cities of refuge, 9 
Tfie lava concerning tnanslat/ina and murder. 81 iVb 
satisfaction, to be tak&nfor the Hfe of the murderer, 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
j\. in the plains of Moab by Jor- 
dan near Jericho, saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they give unto the Levites, of 
the inheritance of their possession, 
cities to dwell in ; and ye shall give 
also unto the Levites suburbs foif the 
cities round about them. 

3 And the cities shall they have to 
dweil in ; and the suburbs of them 
shall be for. their catlie, and for their 
goods, and for all their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the cities, 
which ye shall give unto the Levites, 
shaii recteh from the wall of the city 
and outward a thousand cubits round 
about. 

5 And ye shall measure from with- 
out the city on the >east side two thou- 
sand cubits, and on the south sidQ 
two thousand cubits^ and on the west 
iid^ "two thousiand cubits, and on the 
north side two tiiousand cubits ; and 
the oiij dmU be in the midst: this 
shall be to them the suburbs of the 
cities. 

' 6 And among the cities which ye 
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The IcM^ of murdet. 



shall give unto the Levites there shall 
be six cities for refuge, which ye shall 
appoint for the manslayer, that he 
may flee thither: and to them ye 
shall add forty and two cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye shall 
give to the Levites shaU he forty and 
eight cities : them $hcUl ye give with 
their suburbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shall 
give shall he of the possession of Oxe 
children of Israel ; from them that have 
many ye shall give many ; but from 
them that have few ye shall give few ; 
every one shall give of his cities unto 
the Levites according to his inherit- 
ance which he inheriteth, 

9 IT And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

10 Speak unto thechildren of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
over Jordan into the land of Canaan, 

11 Then ye shall appoint you cities 
to be cities of refuge for you ; that the 
slayer may flee thither, which killeth 
any person at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you 
cities for refuge from tiie avenger; 
that the manslayer die not, until he 
stand before the congregation in judg- 
ment. 

13 And of these cities which ye 
shall give, six cities shall ye have iot 
refuge. 

14 Ye shall give three oil^es on 
this side Jordan, and thre^ cities shall 
ye give in the land of Canaan, which 
shall be cities of refuge. 

15 These six cities shall be a re* 
fuge, hath for the children of Israel, 
and for the* stranger, and for the so* 
journer among th^m ; that every one 
that killeth any person unawares 
may flee thither. 

16 And if he smite him with an 
instrument of iron, so that he die, he 
is a murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

1 7 And if he smite him with thxow* 
ing a stone, wherewith he miay die, 
and he die, he is a murderer: the 
murderer shall surely be put to deaiih. 



18 Or ifhk smite him with a hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer ; th^ 
murderer shall surely be {mt to deaths 

19 The revenger oi blood himself 
shiUl slay tlie murderer; when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred* 
or hurl at him by laying of wait, that 
he die ; 

21 Or in enmity ^mite him wUh 
his hand, that he die : he that smote 
him shall surely be put to death ; for 
he is a murderer: the revenger of 
blood shall slay the murderer, when 
he meeteth hinou 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or have cast upon 
him any thing Asrithout laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith a 
man may die, seeing him not, and cast 
it upon him, that he die, and was no^ 
his enemy, neither sought his harm; 

24 Then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer aaid the re- 
venger of blood according to the^e 
judgments : 

25 And the congregation shall de- 
liv^ the slayer out of the hand of the 
revenger of blood, and the congrega. 
tion shall rest(»re him to the city of 
his refuge, whither he was fled : and 
he shall abide in it unto the death of 
the high priest, which was aneintdd 
with the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any 
time come without the border of the 
city of his refuge, whither he was fled ; 

27 And tiie revenger of blood find 
him without the borders of the city 
of his refuge, and the revenger of 
blood kill the slayer ; he shall not be 
guilty of blood : 

28 Because he should have remain- 
ed in the city of his refuge until the , 
death of the hi(^ priest : but after 
the death of the high priest the slay« 
er shall return into the ladid of his 
possession. 

29 So these tkmgs diall be for a 8tai» 
ute of judgment unto you throughout 
your generations in all your dwellings^ 
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30 Whoso killeth any person, the 
murderer shall be put to death bv 
the mouth 6f ivitnesses : but one wit* 
nfess shall not testify against any j^r* 
son to cause him to die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no satis- 
faction for the life of a murderer, 
T^hich is guilty of death : but he shall 
be surely put to death. 

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction 
Ibr him that is fled tb the city of his 
peftige, that he shoWld come again to 
dwell in the land, until the death of 
iJie priest. 

83 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are : for blood it defileth 
the land:- and the land cannot be 
cleansed of the blood that is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him that 
shed it. 

34 Defile not thei*efore the land 
which ye 3hall inhabit, wherein I 
dwell : for I the Lord dwell among 
the children of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

"if%s inhBtitanee of iaaghier* 8ecuted to their own 
tribe by their marrying only in thai iride, 10 Th^ 
daughters of Zelophehad marry their father'^ brother^' 
9on$. 

AND the chief fathers of the fsmi^ 
. lies cf the chikhren of Gilead, 
the son of Macfair/the son of Manas- 
ieh, of the families of the sons of Jo* 
dq>h, came near, and spake before 
MoseSy and before the princes,* the 
chief fathers of the children of Is- 
rael: 

2 And they said, The Loan com* 
manded my lord to give the land ibr 
an inheritance by lot to tiie c^dren 
of Israel : and my lord was command- 
ed by the Lord to give the inheritance 
of Zelophehad our broths unto hid 
daughters. 

1 3 And if tiiey be married to any of 
the sons of the other tribes of the 
ehildren of Israel, tiiien shall ^eir in- 
heritance be taken from the inherit* 
ance of out fiuthers, and shall be put 
to the inheritance of the tribe where* 
unto they are received : so shall it be 
taken from, the lot of our inhei^it^ 
ance. 



4 And when the jubilee of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall be, then shall 
their inheritance be put unto the in- 
heritance of the tribe whereunto they 
are received: so shall their inherit- 
ance be token away from the inherit- 
ance of the tribe of our fathers. 

5 And Mose^ commanded the chil- 
dren of Israel according to the word 
of the LoRp, saying, The tribe of the 
sonsof Joseph hath said well. 

6 Thife is the thing which the Lord 
doth command concerning the daugh- 
ters of Zelophehad, saying. Let them 
marry to whom they think best ; only 
to the family of the tribe of their 
father shall they marry. 

7 So shall not the inheritance of the 
children of Israel remove from tribe 
to tribe : for every one of the children 
of Israel shall keep himself to the in- 
heritance of the tribe of his fathers. 

8 And every • daughter, that pos- 
sesseth an inheritance in any tribe of 
the children of Israel, shall be wife 
unto one of the family of the tribe of 
her father, that the children of Israel 
may enjdy every man the inheritance 
of his ftithers. 

9 Neither shall the inheritance re- 
move from one tribe to another tribe ; 
but every one of the tribes of the 
children of Israel shall keep himself 
to his own inheritance. 

10 El^n as the Lord commanded 
Moses, so did th^ daughters of Zelo- 
phehad : 

11 For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hog- 
lah, and Milcah, and Noah, the 
daughters of Zelophehad, were mar- 
ried unto their father's brothers' sons : 

12 And they were married into the 
families of the sons of Manasseh the 
son of Joseph, and thei^ inheritance 
remained in the tribe of the family 
of tiieir father. 

13 These enre the commandments 
and the judgments, which the Lord 
commanded, by the hand of Moses, 
unto the children of Israel in the 
plains of Moefcb by Jordan near Jeri* 
oho; 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Moui speech in the end of the f6rHetk year: in fbhleh 
he briefly rehearwkh thf promtse cf God; 18 to op- 
paintment of officers for them ; \%the sending of the 
spies to search the land; 84 tuid CMPs anger for their 
tneredulity and disobedienee, 

THESE be the words which Moses 
spake uato all Israel on this side 
Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain 
oyer against the Bed sea^ hetweeh 
Faran, and Tophel, and Laban^ and 
Hazeroth, and Dizaha«b. 

2 There sire eleven days' jovmey 
from Horeb by the way of mount Seir 
unto Eadesh-bamea. 

3 And it came to pass in the for- 
tieth year, in the eleventh mointh, on 
the first day of the month, that Mo> 
ses spake unto the children of Israel, 
according unto all that the Lord had 
given hun in commandment imto 
them; 

4 Afler he had slain Sihon the 
king of the Amorites, which dwelt in 
Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan^ 
which dwelt at Astaroth in Edrei : 

5 On this side Jordan^ in the land 
of Moab, began Moses to declare this 
law, saying, . 

6 The Lord our Gh)d spake unto 
us in Horeb, saying, Ye have dwelt 
long enough in this mount : 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Am(»riteiB, 
and unto all the places nigh thereun- 
to, in the plain, in ihe hills, and in 
the vale, and in the south, and by the 
sea side, to the land of the Canaanites, 
and unto Lebanon, unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates. 

6 Behold, I have set the land be- 
fore jxm : go in and possess the land 
wfaidhi ttie Lord sware unto your fia-. 
thers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to 
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give unto them and to their seed after 
tbeuL • 

9 % And I apaka unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone : 

10 The Lord your God hath muU 
tipUed you, and, behold, ye are this 
day as the stars of heaven for multi^^ 
tude. 

• 11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you !) 

12 How can I myself alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your burden, 
aad your strife ? • • 

13 Take you wise men, and un- 
derstanding, and known among your 
tribes, and I will make them rulers 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken is 
good for t^ to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and kndwn, and made 
them heads over you, captains over 
thousands, and captains over hun- 
dreds, and captains; over fifties, and 
captains over tens, a^ officers among 
your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges ai 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between your brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
his brother, and the stranger that is 
with him. 

17 Ye i^all not respect persons in 
judgment; &»( ye shall hear the 
small es well as the great ; ye shall 
not be afraid of the face oi man ; for 
the judgment is GtqA-b: and the 
cause that is too luurd for you, bring 
iY unto me, and I will hear it. .

18 And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye should da 

19 If And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went througn all that 
great and terrible wilderness, which 
ye saw by the way of the mountain 
of the Amorites, as the Lord our God 
commanded us ; and we came to Ka- 
desh-bamea. 

20 And I siud unto yt)u, Ye are 
come imto the mountain of the Am- 
orites, which the Lobd our God doth 
gire unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath 
setHhe land before thee: go up and 
possess if, as the Lord God of thy 
mthers hath said unlo thee ; fear not, 
neither be discouraged. 

22 ^ And ye came near untd me 
every one of you, and said. We will 
send men before us, and they shall 
search us out the land, and bring us 
word agdin by what way we must go 
up, and into what cities we shall come. 

23 And the saying pleased me 
well ; and I took twelve men of you, 
one of a tribe : 

24 And they turned and went up 
into the mountain, and came unto the 
Tulley o( Eshcol, and searched it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of 
the land in their hands, and brought 
^down tmto us, and brought us word 
again, and said. It is a, good limd 
which the Lord our God doth give usv 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the coti- 
mandment of the Lord your God : 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
lEMid said, Because the Lord hated us, 
he hath brought us forth out of the 
land of Egypt, to deliver us into the 
hand of the Amorites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up? our 
brethren have discouraged our heart, 
saying, The people is greater and 
taller thdan we; the cities are great 
and walled up to heaven ; and more^ 
over we hare seen the mms of the 
Anakim there* 

29 Then 1 said unto y!ou, Dread 
not, neither be afraid k^ tli«m. 



30 The Lord your God which go- 
eth before you, he shall fight for you, 
according to all that he did for you 
in Egjrpt before your eyes ; 

31 And in the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the Lord 
thy God baf e thee, as a man doth 
bear his soti, in all the way that ye 
went, until ye came into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not be* 
lieve the Lord your God, 

33 Who went in the way before 
you, to search you out a place to 
pitch your tents in, in fire by night, 
to shew you by what way ye should 
go, and in a cloud by day. 

34 And the Lord heard the voice 
of your words, and was wroth, and 
gware, staying, 

35 Surely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation see 
that good land, which I sware to givd 
unto your fathers, 

36 Save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh ; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because he 
hath wholly followed the Lord. 

87 Also the Lord was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying. Thou also 
shalt not go in thither : 

S8 But Joshua the son of Nun, 
which standeth before thee, he shall 
go in thither : encourage him ; for he 
AbII cause Israel to inherit it. 

39 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no 
knowledge between good and evil^ 
they shall go in thither, and unto 
them will I give it^ and they shall 
possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into the wildemess 
by the way of the Red sea. 

41 Th^ ye answered and said unto 
me. We have sinned against the Lord, 
we will go up and fight, acdording to 
all that the Lord our God commanded 
us. And whm ye had girded on every 
man his weapons of war^ ye were rea» 
dy to go up into the MIL 
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42 And the Loed said unto me, Say 
unto them, Gro not up, neither fight ; 
for I ant not amoiig you ; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
went presumptuously up into the hill, 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 
in that mountain^ came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, and 
destroyed you in Seir, even unto Hor- 
mah. 

45 And ye returned and wept be- 
fore the Lord; but the Lord would 
not hearken to your voice, nor give 
eajr unto you. 

46 So ye abode in Kadesh many 
days, according imto the days that 
ye abode there. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 hraePi history canHwued: they ioere not to middle with 
the Edomites; 9 nor yjUh the Jfoabitee; 17 nor with 
the Ammonites ; 24 hut Sihon the Amorite was sub- 

. daed by them, 

THEN we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by 
the way of the Red sea, as the Lord 
spake unto me: and we compassed 
mount Seir many days. 

2 And the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

3 Ye have compassed this mountain 
Icmg enough : turn you northward. 

• 4 And command thou the people, 
saying. Ye are to pass through the 
coast of your brethren the children of 
Esau, which dwell in Seir; and they 
shall be afraid of you : take ye good 
heed unto yourselves therefore : 

5 Meddle not with them ; for I will 
not give you of iiieir land, no, not so 
much as a footbreadth; because I 
have given mount Seir xmto Esau for 
a possession. 

6 Ye shall buy meat of them for 
money, that ye may eat ; and ye shall 
also buy water of tiiem for money, 
that ye may drink. 

7 For the Lord thy God hath bless- 
ed thee in all the works of thy hand : 
be knoweth thy walking through this 
great wilderness: these forty years 
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the Lord thy God hath been with 
thee ; thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from out 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion^ 
geber, we turned and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, 
Distress not the Moabites, neither 
cont^id with them in battle: for I 
will not give thee of their land for a 
possession ; because I have given Ar 
unto the children of Lot for a pos- 
session. 

10 The Emim dwelt therein in 
times past, a ped|ple great, and many, 
and tall, as the Anakim ; 

11 Which also were accounted 
giants, as the Anakim; but the 
Moabites call them Emim. 

12 The Horim also dwelt in Seir 
beforetime ; but the children of Esau 
succeeded' them, when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them> and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did 
unto the land of his possession, which 
the Lord gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said /, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we 
came from Kadesh-bamea, until w^ 
were come over the brook Zered, was 
thirty and eight years ; until all the 
generation of the men of war were 
wasted out from among the host, a^ 
the Lord aware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of tiie 
Lord was against them, to destroy 
them from among the host, until they 
were consumed. 

16 IF So it came to pass, when all 
the men of war were consumed and 
dead from among the people^ 

17 That the Lord spake unto me^ 
saying, 

18 Thou art to pass over through 
Ar, the coast of Moab, this day : 

19 And when tiiou oomest nigh 
over against the children of Ammxmj 
distress tiiem not, nor n[ieddle with 
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them :. for I will not giv^ thee of the 
land of the children of Ammon cm^ 
possession ; because I have given it unto 
the cihildren of Lot /or a posse8eyk)n« 

20 That also wc^s aocounted a laad 
of giants : giants dwelt therein in old 
time; and the Anunonites call them 
Zamzununim ; 

31 A people greats and many, and 
tail, oa the Anakim; hut theLoiRp 
4esi?oyed them before them; aiid they 
succeeded them, and dwelt in their 

22 As he did to the children of Eaan, 
which dwelt in Seir, when he destroy'* 
ed the Horim from before tibem ; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead even unto this day; 

23 And the Avim which dwelt in 
Haizerim, even unto Azzah, the Oaph* 
torim, whidi came forth out of Caph- 
tor^ destroyed them, and dwelt in their 
9tead. 

24 IT Kise ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Arnon: behold, 
X have given into thine hand Sihoa 
the Amorite, king of Heshbon, and }m 
land : begin to possess it, ajid contend 
with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear report 
of thee, and shall tremble, eaid be in 
anguish because of thee. 

26 IF And I sent messengers out of 
the wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sh* 
hon king o£ Heshbon with woords of 
peace, sajring, 

27 Let me pass through thy land: 
I will go along by the highway, I will 
neither turn unto the right hand jwg 
to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me n^at for 
money, that I may eat ; and give me 
water for money, that I may .drink ; 
only I will pass through on my feet ; 

29 As the diildren of Esau which 
dwell in Seir^ and the Mjoabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me : until! t^all 
pass over Jordan, into the land whidi 
the Loan our God giveth us. 



ao But Sihon king of Heshbon 
would not let us piuss by him : for tiw 
Lord thy God hardened his spirit, an4 
made his heart obstinate^ that, he 
might deliver him into thy band, as 
appeaateth this day^ 

31 And the Lord s^id unto me, Be^- 
hold, 1 have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee : begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his iand« 

82. Then Sihon came out against u&^, 
he Bind all his people, to fight.at Jabaz» 

33 And the Lord our God delivered 
him before us ; and we smote him, 
and his son$, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the mem, 
and the women, eaid the little ones, 
of wwr city, we left none to remain : 

35 Only the cattle we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, ajid the spoil of 
the cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, which is by the 
brink of the river of Amon, and/rom 
the city that i$ by the river, even 
unto Gilead, there was not one city 
too ^rong for. us: the Lord om: God 
delivered all unto us : 

37 Only unto ihe land of tiie chil- 
dren of Ammon thou earnest not, nor 
unto any place of the river Jabbok, 
nor unto the cities in the mountains, 
nor unto . whatsoever the Lord <wLir 
Qod forbade us. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 The hUloty cf the conquest of Og king of Saehan, the 
l^ of the.gianU. 13 The ditiribuHan cf the lamek 
beyond Jordan to the two tribes and a half 23 Jfosei^ 
pN^fer to enter into the land. 26 He is permitted only 
to see it 

THEN we turned, and went up 
the way to Bashaa : and Og the 
king of Bashan came out against U3, 
he and eJX his people, to battle at 
Edrei. 

2 And the Lord said unto me, 
Feaar him not : for I will deliver him, 
a^d ail his people, and his land, into 
thy hand ; and thou shait do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
•AmoriteS) which dwelt at Heshbon. 

& So the Lord our God delivered 
mto our hands Og also, the king, of 
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Bashan, and all his people : arid we 
smote him until none was left to him 
remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
all the region of Argoh, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars ; beside 
Tinwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed tiiiem, 
as we did unto Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, utterly destroying the men, wo- 
men, and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil 
Off the cities, we took for a prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites the land that was on this 
side Jordan, from the river of Amon 
imto mount Hermon ; 

9 Which Hermon the Sidoruans 
call Sirion ; and the Amorites call it 
Shenir; 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Salchah 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan 
remained of ttie remnant of giants; 
behold, his bedstead was a bestead 
of iron ; is it not in Rabbath of the 
children of Ammon ? nine cubits wa^ 
the length thereof, and four cubits 
the breadth of it, after the cubit of 
a man. 

12 And this land, u;Ate:A we possessed 
at that time, from Aroer, which is by 
the river Amon, and half mount 
Gilead, and the cities thereof, gave 
I unto the Reubenites and to the 
Gadites. 

13 And the rest' of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, being ih^ kingdom of Og, 
gave I unto the half tribe of Manas* 
seh ; all the region of Argob, with all 
Bashan, which was called the land of 
giants. * 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took 
alL the country of Argob unto the 
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coasts of Geshuri and Maachathi; 
and called th^n after his own name, 
Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day. 
16 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 And unto <iie Reubenites and 
unto the Gadites I gave from Gilead 
even unto the river Amon half tlw 
valley, and the border even unto tiie 
river Jabbok, whi(^ is the border of 
the children of Ammon ; 

17 The plain also, and Jordaji, and 
the coast thereof from Chinner^h 
even unto the sea of tiie plain, even 
the salt sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah 
eastward. 

18 ^ And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The Lord your God hath 
given you this land to possess it : ye 
shall pass over armed before your 
brethren the children of Israel, all 
that are meet for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, {for I know that 
ye have much cattle,) shall abide in 
your cities which I have given you ; 

20 Until the Lord have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 
you, and until they also possess the 
land which the Lord your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan : and then 
shall ye return every man unto his 
possession, which I have given yon- 

21 IT And I commanded Joshua at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes have 
seen all that the Lord your Gtxi hath 
done unto these two kings : so shall 
the Lord do unto all the kingdoms 
whither thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear tiiem : for the 
Lord your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I besought the Lord at 
that time, saying, 

24 O Lord God, thou hast begun 
to shew thy servant thy greatness, 
and thy mighty hand : for what Gtxl 
is there in heaven or in earth, that can 
do according to thy works, and accord* 
ing to thy might ? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the good land that is beyond im*^ 
dan, that goodly mountain, and Leb* 
anon. 
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26 But the Lord wm wroth with 
me for your sakes, and would not 
hearing: and the Lord said unto noue^ 
Let it suffice thee; Bpmk no more 
unto me of this matter, 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pisr 
gah, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and ncnrthward, and sonthwaxd» and 
eastward, and behold it with thine 
eyes : for thou i^ialt not go oyer this 
Jordan. 

28 But chai^ Joshua^ and encour- 
age him, and strengthen him : for he 
shall go oyer before this people, and 
be shall cause them to inherit the 
land which thou shalt see; 

29 So we abode in the valley over 
against Beth-peor. 

CHAPTER IV. 

I An exhortation to obedience. 41 Moeea appointeth the 
three citiee of re/uffe on the eoM of Jordan, 

NOW therefore, hearken, O Israel, 
unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to 
do them^ that ye may live, and go in 
and possess the land which the Lord 
Grod of your fathers giveth you. 

2 Ye shall not add unto the word 
which I command you, neither shall 
ye diminish aught from it, that ye may 
keep the commandments of the Lord 
your God which I command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the 
Lord did because of Baal-peor: for 
all the men that followed Baal -poor, 
the Lord thy GU)d hath destroyed 
them from among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the 
Lord your God are alive every one of 
you this day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you stat- 
utes and judgments, even as the 
Lord my God commanded me, that 
ye should do so in the land whither 
ye go to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them ; for 
this is your wisdom and your under^ 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statutes, 
and say. Surely this great nation is a 
wise and understanding people. 

7 For what nation is fA^e 50 great. 



who hath God so nigh unto them, aa 
the Lord our God is in all things 
that we call upon him /or ? 

a And what nation is there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which 1 set 
before you this day ? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes 
have seen, and lest they depart from 
ttiy heart all the days of thy life; 
but teach them thy sons, and thy 
sons' sons ; 

10 Specially the da,y that thou 
stoodest before the Lord thy God in 
Horeb, when the Lord said unto 
me. Gather me the people together, 
and I will make them hear my^words, 
that they may learn to fear me all 
the days that they shall live upon 
the earth, and that they may teach 
their children. 

H Arrd ye came near and stood 
under the mountain ; and the moun- 
tain burned with fire unto the midst 
of heaven, with darkness, clouds, and 
thick darkness. 

12 And the Lord spake unto you 
out of the midst of the fire : ye heard 
the voice of the words, but saw no 
similitude ; only ye heard a voice, 

13 And he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded you 
to p^orm, even ten commandments ; 
and he wrote them upon two tables 
of stone. 

14 IT And the Lord commanded 
me at that time to teach you statutes 
and judgments, that ye might do 
them in the land whither ye go over 
to possess it. 

15 Take ye therefoare good heed 
unto yourselves ; for ye saw no man. 
ner of similitude on the day that the 
Lord spake unto you in Horeb out of 
the midst of the fire ; 

16 Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and 
make you a grav^i image, the simil- 
itude of any figure, the likeness of 
male or female, 

17 The likeness of any beast that 
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is on the earth, the likeness of any 
winged fowl that flieth in the air, 

18 The likeness of any thing that 
creefpeth on th^ gtound, the likeness 
of any fish that is in the waters be* 
neath the earth : 

, 19 And lest thou lift up thine 
eyes unto heaven, and when thou 
seest the sun, and the moon, and ilie 
stars, even all the host of heaven, 
shouldest he driven to worship th^, 
and serve them, which liie Lord thy 
God hath divided unto all nations 
nnder the whole heaven. 

20 But the Lord hath taken you, 
and brought you forth out of the iron 
iVimace, even out of Egypt, to be unto 
him a people of inheritance, as ye are 
this day. 

21 Furthermore the Lord was an- 
gry with me for your sakes, and sware 
that I should not go over Jordan, and 
tiiat I should not go in unto that 
good land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee /or an inheritance : 

22 But I must die in this land, I 
must not go over Jordan : but ye shall 
go over, and possess that good land. 

23 Take heed Unto yourselves, lest 
ye forget the covenant of the Lord 
your God, which he made with you, 
and make you a graven image, or 
the likeness of any thing, which the 
Lord thy God hath forbidden thee. 

24 For the Lord thy God is a con- 
suming fire, even a jealous Gt)d. 

25 IT When thou shalt beget chil- 
dren, and children's children, and ye 
shall have remained long in the land, 
and shall corrupt yourselves, and make 
a graven image, or the likeness of 
any thing, and shall do evil in the 
sight of the Lord thy God, to provoke 
him to anger ; 

26 I call heaven and earth to wit- 
ness against you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 
land whereunto ye go over Jordan to 
possess it; ye shall. not prolong your 
days upon it, but shall utterly be de- 
flriaroyed. 

27 And the Lord shall scatter you I 
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cEmong the nations, and ye shall be left 
ibw in number among the heathen, 
whither the Lord shall lead yott. 

28 And there ye shall serve gods, 
the work of men s hands, wood and 
stone, which neiiiier see, nor hear, 
nor eat, nor smell. 

29 .But if from thence thou shalt 
seek the Lord thy God, thou shalt 
find Aim, if thou seek him with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, 
and all these things are come upon 
thee, even in the latter days, if thou 
turn to the Lord thy Gt>d, and shal* 
be obedient unto his voice ; 

31 (For the Lord thy God is a 
merciful Gt)d;) he will not forsake 
thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget 
the covenant of ihy fathers, which he 
sware unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that 
are past, which were before thee, 
since the day that God created man 
upon the earth, and ask fVom the 
one side of heaven unto the other, 
whether there hath been any suth 
thing as this great thing is, or hath 
been heard like it ? 

33 Did ever people hear the v(rice 
of God speaking out of the midst of 
the fire, as thou ha«t heard, and live ? 

34 Or hath God assayed to go and 
take him a nation from the midst of 
another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
and by a mighty hand, and by a 
stretched out arm, and by great ter- 
rors, according to all that the Lord 
your God did for you in Egypt before 
your eyes ? 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that 
thou mightest know that the Lord he 
is God ; there is none ellse beside him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might instruct 
thee: and upon earth he shewed 
thee his great fire ; and thou heardest 
his words out of the midst of the 
fire. 

37 And because he loved thy fa-' 
thers, therefore he chose their seed 
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alRBT them, and brought thee out in 
his sight with his mighty power out 
of Egypt; 

38 To drive out nations from be- 
fore thee greater and mightier than 
thou arf, to bring thee in, to give 
thee their land for an inheritance) as 
ft i$ this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and 
cxHisider it in thine heart, that the 
Lord he is God in heaven above, and 
upon the eartii beneath: there is none 
else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore his 
statutes, and, his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, 
that it may go well with thee, and 
with thy children after thee, and ih&t 
thou mayest prolong thy days^ upon 
the earth, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, for ever. 

41 IT Then Moses severed three 
cities on this side Jordan toward the 
sunrising ; 

42 Th^t the slayer might flee thith- 
er, which should kill his neighbour 
unawares, and hated him not in times 
past; and that fleeing unto one of 
these cities he might Uve : 

43 Namely^ Bezet in the wilder- 
ness, in the plain country, of the 
Reubenites ; and Ramoth in Gilead, 
of the Gadites ; and Golan in Bashan, 
of the Manafisites. 

44 IT And this w the law which Mo- 
ses set before the children of Israel: 

45 These are the testimonies, and 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
which Moses spake unto the children 
of Israel, after they came forth out of 
Egypt, 

46 On this side Jordan, in the valley 
over against Beth-peor, in the land 
of Sihon king of ilie Amorites, who 
dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses and 
the children of Israel smote, aft;er 
they were come forth oiit of Egypt : 

47 And they possessed his land, and 
the land of Og king of Bashan^ two 
kings of the Amorites, which were on 
tius side Jordan toward the sunrising; 

- 48 From Aroer^ which is by the 



bank of the river Arnon, even unto 
mount Zion, which is Hermon, 

49 And all the plain on this side 
Jordan eastward, even unto the sea 
of the plain, under the springs of 
Fisgah. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 7*he history of the covenant in fforeb ; Qof the gtvtng 
ofthsten oomkiAtubnentB ; 21 and of Jfotei receiting 
the Icaofrom Ood, inttead tf the people. 

AND Moses called all Israel, and 
. said unto them, Hear, O Israel, 
the statutes and judgments which I 
speak in your ears this day, that ye 
may learn them, and keep and do 
them. 

2 The Lord our God made a cov- 
enant with us in Horeb. 

3 The Lord made not this cov- 
enant with our fathers, but with us, 
easen us, who are all of us here alive 
this day. 

4 The Lord talked with you face 
to face in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire, 

5 (I stood between the Lord and 
you at that time, to shew you the 
word of the Lord ; for ye were afraid 
by reason of the fire, and want not 
up into the mount,) saying, 

6 IF I am the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
from the h6use of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me» 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or thai 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in 
the waters beneath the earth : 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
unto them, nor serve thwi : for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate 
me, 

10 And shewing mercy unto thoU'- 
sands of them that love me and keep 
my commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name 
of the Lord thy Grod in vain : for the^

The ten commandments. DEUTERONOMY, Moses receiveth the hwf. 



Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanc- 
tify it, as the Lord thy Grod hath 
commanded thee, 

13 Six days thou shalt labour, and 
do all thy work : 

14 But the seventh day is the sab- 
bath of the Lord thy God : in it thou 
shalt not do any wc^rk, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor thy maidservant, nor 
thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of 
thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is 
within thy gates; that thy manser- 
vant and thy maidservant may rest 
as well as thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast 
a servant in the land of Egypt, and 
that the Lord thy God brought thee 
put ihence through a mighty hand 
and by a stretched out arm: there- 
fore the Lord thy God conmianded 
tiiee to keep the sabbath day. 

16 IT Honour thy father and thy 
mother, as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee ; that thy days may 
be prolonged, and that it may go 
weU with thee, in the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

IT Thou shalt not kill. 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adul- 
tery. • 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour's wife, neither shalt thou 
covet thy neighbour's house, his field, 
or his manservant, or his maidser- 
vant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing 
that is thy neighbour's. 

22 IF These wcMrds the Lord spake 
unto all your assembly in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire, of the 
cloud, and of the thick darkness, 
with a great voice ; and he added no 
more. And he wrote them in two 
tables of stone, and delivered them 
unto me. 

23 And it came to pass, when ye 
heard the voice out of the midst of 
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the darkness, for the mountain did 
burn with fire, that ye came near 
tmto me, even all the heads of your 
tribes, and your elders ; 

24 And ye said. Behold, the Lord 
our God hath shewed us his glory and 
his greatness, and we have heard his 
voice out of the midst of the fire : we 
have seen this day that God doth 
talk with man, and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we 
die? for this great fire will consume 
us : if we hear the voice of the Lord 
our Gt)d any more, then we shall die. 

26 For who is there of all flesh, 
that hath heard the voice of the liv- 
ing God speaking out of the midst 
of the fire, as we have^ and lived ? 

27 Gt> thou near, and hear all that 
the Lord our God shall say; and 
speak thou unto us all that the Lord 
our God shall speak unto thee ; and 
we will hear iV, and do it. 

28 And the Lord heard the voice 
of your words, when ye spake unto 
me; and the Lord said unto me, I 
have heard the voice of the words of 
this people, which they have spoken 
unto thee: they have well said all 
that they have spoken. 

29 Oh that there were such a heart 
in them, that they would fear me, and 
keep all my commandments always, 
that it might be well with them, and 
with tlfe^ohildren for ever! 

30 Go aky to them. Get you into 
your teir^ again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thou here 
by me, and I will speak unto thee 
all the commandments, and the stat- 
utes, and the judgments, which thou 
shalt teach them, that they may do 
them in the land which I give them 
to possess it. 

32 Ye shall observe to do therefore 
as the Lord your God hath com- 
manded you : ye shall not turn aside 
to the right hand or to the left. 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the Lord your God hath com- 
manded you, that ye may live, and 
thcU it may be well with you, and 
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tkat ye may prolong your days in thje 
land wMdi ye shall possess. 

CHAPTER VI. 

An ^mkortaiion to cley the law, and to Uaeh^'U dlTA- 

NOW these are the eosainand* 
merits^ the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord your 
God commanded to teach you, that 
ye might do them in the land whith- 
er ye go to possess it : 

2 That thou mightest fear the Lord 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I oofm- 
mand thee, thou, aad thy son, and thy 
son's son, all the days of thy life ; and 
that thy days may be prolonged. 

3 IT Hear therefore, O Israel, aad 
observe to do »l ; that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye m>ay increase 
mightily, as the Lord Gt)d of thy fa- 
thers hath promised thee, in the land 
tiaat floweth with milk and honey. 

4 Hear, O Israel : The Lord our 
God is one Lord : 

5 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heaxt, and with 
all thy spul, and with all thy might. 

6 And these words, which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart : 

7 And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when tiiou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou riseet up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes* 

9 And thou shait write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 
gates. . . 

10 And it shall be, when the Lord 
thy God shall have brought thee into 
the land which he sware unto thy 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, aiui to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou builded^ not, 

11 And houses full of all good 
thingSi which thou filledst not, and I 
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wells digged^ which thou diggedst 
not, vineyards and olive trees, which 
thou plantedstnot; when thou shalt 
have eaten and be full ; 

12 Then beware lest thou forget 
the Lord, which brought thee forth 
out of the land of Egypt, fron^ the 
house of bondage. 

13 Thou shalt. faex the Lord thy 
God, and serve himi^ and shalt swear 
by his name. 

14 Ye shall not go after other god^ 
of the gods of the people which are 
round about you ; 

15 For the Lord thy God w a jeal- 
ous God amtcmg you ; lest the anger 
of the Lord thy GoA be kindled 
against thee, and destroy thee from 
off the face of the earth. 

16 1[ Ye shall not tempt the Lord 
your God, a^ ye tempted him in 
Massah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com-, 
mandments of the Lord. your God, 
and his testinsionies, »id his statutes, 
which he bath commanded thee. 

* 18 And thou shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the 
Lord ; that it may be well with tkee^ 
and that thou mayest go in and pos- 
sess* the good land which the Lord 
sware unto thy fathers, 

19 To cast out all thine enemies 
from before ti:iee^ fi^ the Lord hath 
spoken, 

20 And when thy mn asketh thee 
in time to come, saying, What mejan 
the testimonies, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which the Lord our 
God hath commanded you? 

21 Th^i thou, shalt say unto thy 
son, We were Pharaoh!s lH)ndmen in 
Egypt; and the Lord brought us out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand: 

22 And the Lord shewed signs 
and wonders, great and sore, upon 
Egypt, upon Pharaoh, and upon aJl 
his household, before our eyes : 

23 And he brought us opt from 
thence, that he might bring us in^ 
to give us the land which he sware 
unto oui; fathers. 
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24 And the Lord commanded us 
to do all these statutes, to fear the 
Lord our God, for our good always, 
that he might preserve us alive, as it 
is at this day. 

25 And it shall be our righteous- 
ness, if we observe to do all these 
commandments before the Lord our 
God, as he hath commanded us. 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 All iniereourae vfith the ruUiont of Canaan iaforhiddin, 
^ for fear of idolatfy, 6 to promote the holiness of the 
peopUy 9 and to secure thefavovr of Gfod. 17 A prom- 
ise of victory over those nations. 25 Their idols to be 



WHEN the Lord thy God shall 
bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast 
out many nations before thee, the 
Hittites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, seven nations greater and 
mightier than thou ; 

2 And when the Lord thy God 
shall deliver them before thee ; thou 
shalt smite them, and utterly destroy 
them ; thou shalt make no covenant 
with them, nor shew mercy unto 
them: 

3 Neither shalt thou make marriages 
with them ; thy daughter thou shalt 
not give unto his son, nor his daughter 
shalt thou take unto thy son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may 
serve other gods : so will the anger of 
the Lord be kindled against you, and 
destroy thee suddenly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them ; 
ye shall destroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and cut down 
their groves, and bum their graven 
images witTh fire. 

6 For thou art a holy people unto 
the Lord thy God: the Lord thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a special peo- 
ple unto himself, above all people that 
are upon the face of the earth. 

7 The Lord did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people ; for 
ye were the fewest of all people : 
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8 But because the Lord loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fa- 
thers, hath the Lord brought you out 
with a mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondmen, from 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt. 

9 Know therefore that the Lord thy 
God, he is God, the faithful God. 
which keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him and keep 
his commandments to a thousand gen* 
orations ; 

10 And repayeth them that hate 
him to their face, to destroy them : he 
will not be slack to him that hateth 
him, he will repay him to his face. 

11 Thou shalt therefore keep the 
commandments, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which I conmiand 
thee this day, to do them. 

12 IT Wherefore it shall come to 
pass, if ye hearken to these judgments, 
and keep and do them, that the Lord 
thy God shall keep unto thee the cov- 
enant and the mercy which he sware 
unto thy fathers : 

13 And he will love thee, and bless 
thee, and multiply thee : he will also 
bless the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of. thy land, thy com, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of thy 
kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, in 
the land which he sware unto thy fa- 
thers to give thee. 

14 Thou shalt be blessed above all 
people : there shall not be male or fe- 
male barren among you, or among 
your cattle. 

15 And the Lord will take away 
from thee all sickness, and will put 
none of the evil diseases of Egypt, 
which thou knowest, upon thee ; but 
will lay thom upon all them that 
hato thee. 

16 And thou- shalt consume all the 
people, which the Lord thy Gtxi shall 
deliver thee ; thine eye shall have no 
pity upon them: neither shalt thou, 
serve their gods; for that toill be a 
snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say m thiqie heart. 
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These nations are more than I; how 
can I dispossess them ? 

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of them : 
but shalt well remember what the 
Lord thy God did unto Pharaoh, and 
unto all Egypt ; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and the 
wonders, and the mighty hand, and 
the stretched out arm, whereby the 
Lord thy God brought thee out : so 
shall the Lord thy Gt)d do unto all 
the people of whom thou art afraid. 

20 Moreover the Lord thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until 
they that are left, and hide them- 
selves from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them : for the Lord thy Gt)d is among 
you, a mighty God and terrible. 

22 And the Lord thy God will put 
out those nations before thee by little 
and little : thou mayest not consume 
them at once, lest the beasts of the 
field increase upon thee. 

23 But the Lord thy God shall 
deliver them unto thee, and shall 
destroy them with a mighty destruc- 
tion, until they be destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt de- 
stroy their name from under heaven : 
there shall no man be able to stand 
before thee, until thou have destroy- 
ed them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye bum with fire: thou shalt 
not desire the silver or gold that is 
on them, nor take it unto thee, lest 
thou be snared therein: for it is an 
abomination to the Lord thy God. 

26 Neither shalt thou bring an abom- 
ination into thine house, lest thou be 
a cursed thing like it: but thou shalt 
utterly detest it, and thou shalt utterly 
abhor it ; for it is a cursed thing. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 An exkoriation to obedience in view of OotPt mercy and 
goodnen to them, 1 9 The penalty of <Usobedience. 

LL the commandments which I 
command thee this day shall ye 
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observe to do, that ye may live, and 
multiply, and go in and possess the 
land which the Lord sware unto 
your fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
way which the Lord thy God led thee 
these forty years in the wilderness, 
to humble thee, and to prove thee, to 
know what was in thine heart, wheth- 
er thou wouldeat keep his command- 
ments, or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suf- 
fered thee to hunger, and fed thee 
with manna, which thou knewest not, 
neither did thy fathers know ; that 
he might make thee know that man 
doth not live by bread only, but by 
every taord that prbceedeth out of 
the mouth of the Lord doth man 
live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty years. 

5 Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that, as a man chasteneth his 
son, so the Lord thy God chasteneth 
thee. 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the Lord thy God, 
to walk in his ways, and to fear 
him. 

7 For the Lord thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of brooks 
of water, of fountains and depths that 
spring out of valleys and hills ; 

8 A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegran- 
ates; a land of oil olive, and honey; 

9 A land wherein thou shalt eat 
bread without scarceness, thou shalt 
not lack any thing in it; a land 
whose stones are iron, and out of 
whose hills thou mayest dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art 
frill, then thou shalt bless the Lord 
thy God for the good land which he 
hath given thee. 

11 Beware that thou forget not the 
Lord thy God, in not keeping his 
commandments, and his judgments, 
and his statutes, which I command 
thee this day : 
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12 Lest when thou hast eaten and 
art full, and hast built goodly houses, 
and dwelt fA^mn ; 

13 And when thy herds and thy 
flocks multiply, ana thy silver and 
thy gold is multiplied, and all that 
thou hast is multiplied ; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the Lord thy God, 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage ; 

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein were 
fiery serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, where there was no water ; 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rock of flint ; 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end ; 

17 And thou say in thine heart. 
My power and the might of mir^ 
hand hath gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou shalt remember the 
LoED thy God: for it is he that 
giveth thee power to get wealth, 
that he may establish his covenant 
which he sware unto thy fathers, as 
it is this day. 

19 And it shall be, if thou do at all 
Ibrget the Lord thy God, and walk 
after other gods, and s^re them, and 
worship them, I testify against you 
this day that ye shall surely perish. 

20 As the nations which the Lord. 
destroyeth before your face, set shall 
ye perish; because ye would not be 
obedient imto the voice of the Lord 
your God. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 M09$9 ditmadetk hrad fr<m tdf riffhUoumeM, by re- 
fteariing their rebellioru, 26 Mis prayer f<yr them, 

HEAR, O Israel: Thou art to 
pass over Jordan this day, to 
go in to possess nations greater and 
mightier than thyself, cities great and 
fenced up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the chil- 
dren of the Anakim, whom thou 
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knowest, and of whom thou hast 
heard say^ Who can stand before the 
children of Anak ! 

3 Understand therefore this day, 
that tiie Lord thy God is he which 
goeth over before thee; as a con- 
suming fiire he shall destroy them, 
and he shall bring them down before 
thy face: so shalt thou drive them 
out, and destroy thein quickly, as the 
Lord hath said unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart, 
after that the Lord thy God hath 
cast them out from before thee, say- 
ing. For my righteousness the Lord 
hath brought me in to possess this 
land : but for the wickedness of these 
nations the Lord doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

5 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprightness of thine heart, dost 
thou go to possess their land: but 
for the wickedness of these nations 
the Lord thy Gt)d doth drive them 
out from before thee, and that he 
may perform the word which the 
Lord sware unto thy fathers, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob. 

6 Understand therefore, that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee not this 
good land to possess it for thy right- 
eousness; for thou art a stifihecked 
people. 

7 IT Remember, and forget not^ 
how thou provokedst the Lord thy 
God to wrath in the wilderness: 
from the day that thou didst de- 
part out of the land of Egypt, until 
ye came unto this place, ye have 
been rebellious against the Lord. 

8 Also in Horeb ye provoked the 
Lord to wrath, so that the Lord 
was angry with you to have de- 
stroyed you. 

9 When I was gone up into the 
mount to receive the tables of stone,. 
even the tables of the covenant which 
the Lord made with you, then I 
abode in the mount forty days and 
forty nights ; I neither did eat bread 
nor drink water : 

10 And the Lord delivered unta 
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me two tables of stone written with 
the finger of God ; and on them toM 
written according to all the words 
which the Lord spake with you in 
the mount, out of the midst of the 
fire, in the day of the assembly. 

11 And it came to pass at the end 
of forty days and forty nights, that 
the Lord gave me the two tables of 
stone, even the tables of the covenant. 

12 And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, get thee down quickly from 
hence ; for thy people which thou 
hast brought forth out of Egypt have 
corrupted themselves ; they are quickly 
turned aside out of the way which I 
commanded them ; they have made 
them a molten image. 

13 Furthermore the Lord spake 
unto me, saying, I have seen this 
people, and, behold, it w a stiffnecked 
people : 

14 Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them, and blot out their name from 
under heaven : and I will make of thee 
a nation mightier and greater than 
they. 

15 So I turned and cam* down 
from the mount, and the mount 
burned with fire : and the two tables 
of the covenant were in my two hands. 

16 And I looked, and, behold, ye 
had sinned against the Lord your 
Grod, and had made you a molten 
calf: ye had turned aside quickly out 
of the way which the Lord had com- 
manded you. 

17 And I took the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the Lord, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 
nights : I did neither eat bread nor 
drink water, because of all your sins 
which ye sinned, in doing wickedly 
in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

19 For I was afiraid of the anger 
and hot displeasure, wherewith the 
Lord was wroth against you to de- 
stroy you. But the Lord hearkened 
unto me at that time also. 



20 And the Lord was very angry 
with Aaron to have destroyed him : 
and I prayed for Aaron also the same 
time. 

21 And I took your sin, the calf 
which ye had made, and burnt it 
with fire, and stamped it, and ground 
it very small, even until it was as 
small as dust: and I cast the dust 
thereof into the brook that descended 
out of the mount. 

22 And at Taberah, and at Ma»- 
sah, and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye 
provoked the Lord to wrath. 

23 Likewise when the Lord sent 
you from Eadesh-bamea, saying, Go 
up and possess the land which I have 
given you ; then ye rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord your 
God, and ye believed him not, nor 
hearkened to his voice. 

24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the Lord from the day that I knew 
you. 

25 Thus I fell down before the 
Lord forty days and forty nights, as 
I fell down at the first ; because the 
Lord had said he would destroy 
you. 

26 I prayed therefore imto the 
Lord, and said, O Lord God, de- 
stroy not thy people and thine in- 
heritance, which thou hast redeemed 
through thy greatness, which thou 
hast brought forth out of Egypt with 
a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob ; look not unto 
the stubbornness of ttiis people, nor 
to their wickedness, nor to their 
sin: 

28 Lest the land whence thou 
broughtest us out say, Because the 
Lord was not able to bring them 
into the land which he promised 
them, and because he hated them, 
he hath brought them out to slay 
them in the A^demess. 

29 Yet they are thy people and 
thine inheritance, which thou brought- 
est out by thy mighty power and by 
thy Btretched out arm. 
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1 Ood^s mercy in rMtorina the two table$ ; 6 in contif^ 
ving the priesthood ; 8 m separatinff the tribe of Levi ; 
10 and in hearkening unto the prayer cfMoeesfor the 
people, 12 An exhortation to obedience, 

AT that time the Lord said unto 
- me, Hew thee two tables of 
stone like unto the first, and come 
up unto me into the mount, and 
make thee an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt 
put them in the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of shitjkim 
wood, and hewed two tables of stone 
like unto the fiirst, and went up into 
the mouni;, having the two tables in 
mine hand. 

4 And he wrote on the tables, ac- 
cording to the first writing, the ten 
commandments, which the Lord 
spake unto vou in the mount, out of 
the midst of the fire, in the day of 
the assembly: and the Lord gave 
them unto me. 

5 And I turned myself and came 
down from the mount, and put the 
tables in the ark which I had made ; 
and there they be, as the Lord com- 
manded me. 

6 ^ And the children of Israel took 
their journey from Beeroth of the 
children of Jaakan to Mosera : there 
Aaron died, and there he was buried ; 
and Eleazar his son ministered in the 
priest's office in his stead. 

T From thence they journeyed unto 
Gudgodah; and from Gudgodah to 
Jotbath, a land of rivers of waters. 

8 1[ At that time the Lord sepa- 
rated the tribe of Levi, to bear the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord, to 
stand bef(^e the Lord to minister 
unto him, and to bless in his name, 
unto this day. 

9 Wh^efore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the 
Lord is his inheritance, according as 
the Lord thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, ac- 
cording to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the Lord 
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CHAPTER X. heaxkened unto me at that time 

also, and the Lord would not de- 
stroy thee. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the 
people, that they may go in and 
possess the land, which I sware unto 
their fathers to give unto them. 

12 IT And now, Israel, what doth 
the Lord thy God require of thee, 
but to fear the Lord thy God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to love 
him, and to serve the Lord thy Gt>d 
with all thy heart and with all thy 
soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the Lord, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day for thy good ? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the 
heaven of heavens is the Lord's thy 
Gt)d, the earth alsoj with all that 
therein is. 

15 Only the Lord had a delight 
in thy fathers to love them, and he 
chose their seed after them, even you 
above all people, as it is this day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the fore- 
skin o^ your heart, and be no more 
stifihecked. 

17 For the Lord your God is God 
of gods, and Lord of lords, a great 
God, a mighty, and a terrible, which 
regardeth not persons, nor taketh re- 
ward : 

18 He doth execute the judgment 
of the fatherless and widow, and lov- 
eth the stranger, in giving him food 
and raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger : 
for ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 

20 Thou shalt fear the Lord thy 
God ; him shalt thou serve, and to 
him shalt thou cleave, and swear by 
his name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into 
Eg3rpt with threescore and ten per- 
sons; and now the Lord thy God 
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hath made thee as the stars of heav- 
en for multitude. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 The people are exhorted to obedience^ 2 by their oten 
experience of Ood^e greai works; % by the promiee of 
God's epeciai hlemnge; 16 and in view of hie jndg- 
mente. 18 These words to be laid up in their hearts, 
and taught to their children. 26 A bleseing and a 
curse set before them. 

THEREFORE thou shalt love the 
LoRDthy God, and keep his charge, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, 
and his commandments, alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for / 
speak not Avith your children which 
have not known, and which have not 
seen the chastisement of the Lord 
your Grod, his greatness, his mighty 
hand, and his stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, 
which he did in the midst of Egypt 
unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
unto all his land ; 

4 And what he did unto the army 
of Egypt, unto their horses, and to 
their chariots; how he made the 
water of the Red sea to overflow 
them as they pursued after you, and 
how the Lord hath destroyed them 
unto this day ; 

5 And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness, until ye came into this 
place; 

6 And what he did unto Dathan 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, the 
son of Reuben : how the earth open- 
ed her mouth, and swallowed them 
up, and their households, and their 
tents, and all the substance that uxis 
in their possession, in the midst of all 
Israel: 

7 But your eyes have seen all ilie 
great acts of the Lord which he did. 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments which I command 
you this day, that ye may be strong, 
and go in and possess the land, whith- 
er ye go to possess it ; 

9 And that ye may prolong your 
days in the land, which the Lord 
sware unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed, a land that 
floweth ivith milk and honey. 



10 IT For the land, whither thou 
goest in to possess it, is not as the 
land of Egypt, from whence ye came 
out, where thou sowedst thy seed, 
and wateredst it with thy foot, as a 
garden of herbs : 

11 But the land, whither ye go to 
possess it, is a land of hills and val- 
leys, and drinketh water of the rain 
of heaven : 

12 A land which the Lord thy God 
careth for : the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the be- 
ginning of the year even unto tiio end 
of the year. 

13 If And it shall come to pass, 
if ye shall hearken diligently unto 
my commandments which I com- 
mand you this day, to love the Lord 
your God, and to serve him with all 
your heart and with all your soul, 

14 That I will give t/ou the rain 
of your land in his due season, the 
first rain and the latter rain, that 
thou mayest gather in thy com, and 
thy wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy 
fields for thy cattle, that thou may- 
est eat and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, and ye 
turn aside, and serve other gods, and 
worship them ; 

17 And tli&n the Lord's wrath be 
kindled against you, and he shut up 
the heaven, that there be no rain, 
and that the land yield not her fruit; 
and lest ye perish quickly from oflF the 
good land which the Lord giveth you. 

18 IF Therefore shall ye lay up 
these my words in your heart and 
in your soul, and bind them for a 
sign upon your hand, that they may 
be as frontlets between your eyes. 

19 And ye shall teach them your 
children, speaking of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way, when thou 
liest down, and when thou risest up. 

20 And thou shalt write them up- 
on the doorposts of thine house, and 
upon thy gates : 
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21 That your days may be mul- 
tiplied, and the days of your chil- 
dren, in the land which the Lord 
sware unto your fathers to give them, 
as the days of heaven upon the earth. 

22 IT For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I 
command you, to do them, to love the 
JjOrd your God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to cleave unto him ; 

23 Then will the Lord drive out 
all these nations from before you, 
and ye shall possess greater nations 
and mightier than yourselves. 

24 Every place whereon the soles 
of your feet shall tread shall be 
yours : from the wilderness and Leb- 
anon, from the river, the river Euphra- 
tes, even unto the uttermost sea shall 
your coast be. 

25 There shall no man be able to 
stand before you : for the Lord your 
God shall lay the fear of you and the 
dread of you upon all the land that 
ye shall tread upon, as he hath said 
imto you. 

26 ^ Behold, I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse ; 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the oom- 
mapdments of the Lord your God, 
which I command you this day : 

28 And acurse, ifye will not obey the 
commandments of the Lord your Gtxl, 
but turn aside out of the way which 
I command you this day, to go after 
other gods, which ye have not known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lord thy God hath brought thee 
in unto the land whither thou goest 
to possess it, that thou shalt put the 
blessing upon mount G^rizim, and 
the curse upon mount Ebal. 

30 Are they not on the other side 
Jordan, by the way where the sun 
goeth down, in the land of the Ca- 
naanites, which dwell in the cham- 
paign over against Gilgal, beside the 
plains of Moreh ? 

31 For ye shall pass over Jordan 
to go in to possess the land which 
the Lord your God giveth you, and 
ye shall possess it, and dwell therein. 
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32 And ye shall observe to do all 
the statutes and judgments which I 
set before you this day. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 The monumenti of idolatry are to be destroyed, 6 AU 
offerinai are to he brottght to the place chosen of Ood. 
17 Hciy thingt must he eaten in the holy place. 20 
Exceptions, 29 The rites of idolatry not to he in- 
quired into, 

THESE are the statutes and judg- 
ments, which ye shall oteerve 
to do in the land, which the Lord 
God of thy fathers giveth thee to 
possess it, all the days that ye live 
upon the earth. 

2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations which 
ye shall possess served their gods, 
upon the high mountains, and upon 
the hills, and under every green tree : 

3 Arid ye shall overthrow their 
altars, and break their pillars, and 
bum their groves Avith fire; and ye 
shall hew down the graven images 
of their gods, and destroy the names 
of them out of that place. 

4 Ye shrill not do so unto the Lord 
your God. 

5 But unto the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose out of 
all your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye seek, 
and thither thou shalt come : 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings 
of your hand, and your vows, and 
your freewill offerings, and the first- 
lings of your herds and of your 
flocks: 

7 And there ye shall eat before the 
Lord your Gt)d, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye put your hand unto, 
ye and your households, wherein the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to 
the rest and to the inheritance, which 
the Lord your Grod giveth you. 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, 
and dwell in the land which the

in the holy place. 



Lord your God giveth you to in* 
herit, and when he giveth you rest 
from all your enemies roimd about, 
so that ye dwell in safety ; 

11 Then there shall be a place 
which the Lord your . God shall 
choose to cause his name to dwell 
there; thither shall. ye bring all that 
I command you; your burnt ofier- 
ings, and your sacrifices, your tithes, 
and the heave offering of your hand, 
and all your choice vows which ye 
vow unto the Lord : 

12 And ye shall rejoice before the 
Lord your God, ye, and your sons, 
and your daughters, and your men- 
servants, and your maidservants, and 
the Levite that i$ within your gates ; 
forasmuch as he hath no part nor 
inheritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thoii seest : 

14 But in the place which the 
Lord shall ahoose in one of thy 
tribes, there thou shalt offer thy 
burnt offerings, and there thou shalt 
do all that I command thee. 

Id Notwithstanding, thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh in all thy gates^ 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 
according to the blessing of the 
Lord thy God which he hath given 
thee: the unclean and the clean 
may eat thereof, as of the roebuck, 
and as of the hart. 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood ; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 IF Thou mayest not eat within 
thy gates the tithe of thy com, or of 
thy wine, or of thy oil, or the first- 
lings of thy herds or of thy flock, 
nor any of thy vows which thou 
vowest,. nor thy freewill offerings, 
or heave offering of thine hand : 

18 But thou must eat them before 
the Lord thy God in the place which 
the Lord thy Gt)d shall choose, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and 
thy manservant, and thy maidser- 
vant, and the Levite that is withija 



thy gates : and thou shjalt rejoice 
before the Lord thy Gt)d in all that 
thou puttest thine hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou 
forsake not the Levite as long as 
thou livest upon the eartib. 

20 IT When the Lord thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath prom- 
ised thee, and thou shalt say, I will 
eat flesh, because thy soul longeth 
to eat flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after. 

21 If the place which the Lord thy 
God hath chosen to put his name 
there be too far from thee, then thou 
shalt kill of thy herd and of thy 
flock, which the Lord hath given 
thee, as I have commanded thee, 
and thou shalt eat in thy gates 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after. 

22 Even as the roebuck and tiie 
hart is eaten, so thou shalt eat them : 
the unclean and the clean shall eat 
of them alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat not 
the blood : for the blood is the life ; 
and thou mayest not eat the life with 
the flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it 
may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, when thou shalt 
do that which is right in the sight of 
the Lord. 

.26 Only thy holy things which 
thou hast, and thy vows, thou shalt 
take, and go unto the place which 
the Lord shall choose : 

27 And thou shalt offer thy bumt 
ofierings, the flesh and the blood, 
upon the altar of the Lord thy God : 
and the blood of thy sacrifices shall 
be poured out upon the altar of the 
Lord thy God, and thou shalt eat 
the flesh. 

28 Observe and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it may 
go well vfiih thee, and with thy chil- 
dren after thee for ever, when thou 
doest that which is good and right iu 
the sight of the Lord thy God. 
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29 IT When the Lord thy God 
shall cut off the nations from hefore 
thee, whither thou goest to possess 
them, and thou succeedest them, 
and dwellest in their land ; 

30 Take heed to thyself that thou 
be not snared by following them, 
after that they be destroyed from 
before thee; and that thou inquire 
not after their gods, saying. How 
did these nations serve their gods? 
even so will I do likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so unto the 
Lord thy Grod: for every abomina- 
tion to the Lord which he hateth 
have they done unto their gods ; for 
even their sons and their daughters 
they have burnt in the fire to their 
gods. 

32 What thing soever I command 
you, observe to do it : thou shalt not 
add thereto, nor diminish from it. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 JBnticera to idolatry^ even <m/ie nearest kindred, 9 are 
to be stoned to death, 12 Idolairoue eitiee are not to 
be spared, 

IF there arise among you a prophet, 
or a dreamer of dreams, and giveth 
thee a sign or a wonder, 

2 And the sign or the wonder come 
to pass, whereof he spake unto thee, 
saying. Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let 
us serve them ; 

3 Thou shalt not hearken unto the 
words of that prophet, or that dream- 
er of dreams: for the Lord your God 
proveth you, to know whether ye 
love the Lord your Grod with all 
your heart and with all your soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the Lord 
your Grod, and fear him, and keep 
his commandments, and obey his 
voice, and ye shall serve him, and 
cleave unto him. 

6 And that prophet, or that dream- 
er of dreams, shall be put to death ; 
because he hath spoken to turn you 
away from the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
and redeemed you out of the house of 
bondage, to thrust thee out of the 
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way which the Lord thy God com- 
manded thee to walk in. So shalt 
thou put the evil away from the 
midst of thee. 

6 IT If thy brother, the son of thy 
mother, or thy son, or thy daughter, 
or the wife of thy bosom, or thy 
friend, which is as thine own soul, 
entice thee secretly, saying, Let us go 
and serve other gods, whi^ thou hast 
not known, thou, nor thy fathers ; 

7 Namely^ of the gods of the peo- 
ple which are round about you, nigh 
unto thee, or far off from tiiee, from 
the one end of the earth even unto 
the other end of the earth ; 

8 Thou shalt not consent unto 
him, nor hearken unto him ; neither 
shall thine eye pity him, neither 
shalt thou spare, neither shalt thou 
conceal him : 

9 But thou shalt surely kill him ; 
thine hand shall be first upon him 
to put him to death, and afterwards 
the hand of all the people. 

10 And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die ; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lord thy Gtxl, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egjrpt, from the 
house of bondage. 

11 And all Israel shall hear, and 
fear, and shall do no more any such 
wickedness as this is among you. 

12 IF If thou shalt hear say in one 
of thy cities, which the Lord thy 
God hath given thee to dwell there, 
saying, 

13 Certain men, the children of 
Belial, are gone out from among 
you, and have withdrawn the in- 
habitants of their city, saying. Let 
us go and serve other gods, which 
ye have not known ; 

14 Then shalt thou inquire, and 
make search, and ask diligently ; and, 
behold, if it be truth, ami the thing 
certain, that such abomination is 
wrought among you ; 

15 Thou shcdt surely smite the in- 
habitants of that city with the edge 
of the sword, destroying it utterly.

16 And thou shait gather all the 
spoil of it into the midst of the street 
thereof, and shalt bum with fire the 
city, and all the spoil thereof every 
whit, for the Lord thy Gt>d : and it 
shall be a hea"^ for ever ; it shall not 
be built again. 

17 And there shall cleave nought 
of the cursed thing to thine hand : 
that the Lord may turn from the 
fierceness of his anger, and shew 
thee mercy, and have compassion 
upon thee, and multiply thee, as he 
hath swom unto thy fathers ; 

18 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep 
all his conmiandments which I com- 
mand thee this day, to do that which 
is right in the eyes of the Lord thy 
God. 

CHAPTER XIV.

YE are the children of the Lord 
your God: ye shall not cut 
yourselves, nor make any baldness 
between your eyes for the dead. 

2 For thoii art a holy people unto 
the Lord thy God, and the Lord 
hath chosen thee to be a peculiar 
people unto himself, above all the 
nations that are upon the earth. 

3 % Thou shalt not eat any abom- 
inable thing. 

4 These are the beasts which ye 
shall eat : the ox, the sheep, and the 
goat, 

5 The hart, and the roebuck, and 
the fallow deer, and the wild goat, 
and the pygarg, and the wild ox, and 
the chamois. 

6 And every beast that parteth the 
hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and cheweth the cud among 
the beasts, that ye shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not 
eat, of them that chew the cud, or of 



them that divide the cloven hoof; as 
the camel, and the hare, and the co- 
ney : for they chew the cud, but di- 
vide not the hoof; therefore they are 
unclean unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divi- 
deth the hoof, yet cheweth not the 
cud, it is unclean unto you : ye shall 
not eat of their flesh, nor touch their 
dead carcass. 

9 ^ These ye shall eat, of all that 
are in the waters : all that have fins 
and scales shall ye eat : 

10 And whatsoever hath not fins 
and scales ye may not eat ; it is un- 
clean unto you. 

11 ^ Of all clean birds ye shall eat. 

12 But these are they of which ye 
shall not eat : the eagle, and the os- 
sifrage, and the ospray, 

13 And the glede, and the kite, 
and the vulture after his kind, 

14 And every raven after his kind. 
Id And the owl, and the night- 
hawk, and the cuckoo, and the hawk 
after his kind, 

16 The little owl, and the great 
owl, and the swan, 

17 And the pelican, and the gier 
eagle, and the cormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron 
after her kind, and the lapwing, and 
the bat. 

19 And every creeping thing that 
flieth is unclean unto you : they shall 
not be eaten. 

20 But of all clean fowls ye may eat. 

21 ^ Ye shall not eat of any thing 
that dieth of itself: thou shalt give 
it unto the stranger that is in thy 
gates, that he may eat it; or thou 
mayest sell it unto an alien: for 
thou art a holy people unto the Lord 
thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother's milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the 
increase of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. 

23 And thou shalt eat before the 
Lord thy God, in the place which 
he shall choose to place his name 
there, the tithe of thy com, of thy 
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wine, and of thine oil, and the first- 
lings of thy herds and of thy flocks ; 
that thou mayest learn to fear the 
Lord thy Grod always. 

24 And if the way be too long for 
thee, so that thou art not able to 
carry it ; or if the place be too far 
from thee, which the Lord thy God 
shall choose to set his name there, 
when the Lord thy God hath bless- 
ed thee; 

26 Then shalt thou turn it into 
money, and bind up the money in 
thine hand, and shalt go unto the 
place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose : 

26 And thou shalt bestow that 
money for whatsoever thy soul lust- 
eth after, for oxen, or for sheep, or 
for wine, or for strong drink, or for 
whatsoever thy soul desireth: and 
thou shalt eat there before the Lord 
thy God, and thou shalt rejoice, thou, 
and thine household, 

27 And the Levite that is within 
thy gates; thou shalt not forsake 
him: for he hath no part nor in- 
heritance with thee. 

28 ^ At the end of three years 
thou shalt bring forth all the tithe of 
thine increase the same year, and 
shalt lay it up within thy gates : 

29 And the Levite, because he 
halii no part nor inheritance with 
thee, and the stranger, and the fa- 
therless, and the widow, which are 
within thy gates, shall come, and 
shall eat and be satisfied; that the 
Lord thy Gtxl may bless thee in all 
the work of thine hand which thou 
doest. 

CHAPTER XV. 

I TTke seventh year a year of release for the poor, *1 Thie 
mutt he no let to lending or giving. 12 A Hebrew 
aervani ie to go forth free and well fumiehed in the 
aetfenth year, vnteei he chooee not to depart, 19 All 
Jiretling malee of the cattle are to be eoneeerated unto the 
Lord 

AT the end of every seven years 
. thou shalt make a release. 
2 And this is the manner of the 
release: Every creditor that lend- 
eth aught unto his neighbour shall 
release it; he shall not exact it of 
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his neighbour, or of his brother ; be- 
cause it is called the Lord's release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact 
it again : but that which is thine with 
thy brother thine hand shall release ; 

4 Save when there shall be no 
poor among you ; for the Lord shall 
greatly bless thee in the land which 
the Lord thy Gtxi giveth thee for an 
inheritance to possess it : 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken 
unto the voice of the Lord thy 
God, to observe to do all these 
commandments which I command 
thee this day. 

6 For the Lord thy God blesseth 
thee, as he promised thee : and thou 
shalt lend unto many nations, but 
thou shalt not borrow; and thou 
shalt reign over many nations, but 
they shall not reign over thee. 

7 IF If there be among you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren within 
any of thy gates in thy land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, thou 
shalt not harden thine heart, nor shut 
thine hand from thy poor brother : 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto him, and shalt surely lend 
him suflicient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth. 

9 Beware that there be not a 
thought in thy wicked heart, say- 
ing. The seventh year, the year of 
release, is at hand; and thine eye 
be evil against thy poor brother, and 
thou givest him nought ; and he cry 
unto the Lord against thee, and it 
be sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, 
and thine heart shall not be grieved 
when thou givest unto him : because 
that for this thing the Lord thy 
God shall bless thee in all thy works, 
and in all that thou puttest thine 
hand unto. 

11 For the poor shall never cease 
out of the land: therefore I com- 
mand thee, saying. Thou shalt open 
thine hand wide unto thy brother, 
to thy poor, and to thy needy, in 
thy land. 
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12 IT ^nd if thy brother, a Hebrew 
man, or a Hebrew woman, be sold 
unto thee, and serve thee six years ; 
then in the seventh year thou shalt 
let him go free from thee. 

13 And when thou sendest him out 
free from thee, thou shalt not let him 
go away empty : 

14 Thou shalt frimish him liberally 
out of thy flook, and out of thy floor, 
and out of thy winepress : of that 
wherewith the Lord thy God hath 
blessed thee thou shalt give unto him. 

15 And thou shajlt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in the land of 
Egypt, and the Lord thy God re- 
deemed thee: therefore I conunand 
thee this thing to day. 

16 And it shall b^, if he say unto 
thee, I will not go away from thee ; 
because he loveth thee and thine 
house, because he is well with thee ; 

17 Then thou shalt take an awl, 
and thrust it through his ear unto 
the door, and he shall be thy ser- 
vant 'for ever. And also unto thy 
maidservant thou shalt do likewise. 

18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free 
from thee; for he hath been worth 
a double hired servant to thee, in 
serving thee six years : and the Lord 
thy God shall bless thee in all that 
thou doest. 

19 IF All the firstling males that 
come of thy herd and of thy flock 
thou shalt sanctify unto the Lord 
thy God : thou shalt do no work with 
the firstling of thy bullock, nor shear 
the firstling of thy sheep. 

20 Thou shalt eat it before the 
Lord thy Gt)d year by year in the 
place which the Lord shall choose, 
thou and thy household. 

21 And if there be any blemish 
therein, as if it be lame, or blind, or 
have any ill blemish, thou shalt not 
sacrifice it unto the Lord thy God. 

22 Thou shalt eat it within thy 
gates: the imclean and the clean 
person shall eat it alike, as the roe- 
buck, and as the hart. 



23 Only thou shalt not eat the 
blood thereof; thou shalt pour it 
upon iiie ground as water. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Thefeatt of tjie pattover, 9 af^meknt 18 of tabemadu. 
16 Every male must offer, as he is able, at these three 
feasts, 18 Ofmdges and Justice, 21 Groves and tm 
ages are forbidden. 

OBSERVE the month of Abib, 
and keep the passover unto the 
Lord thy God : for in th^ month of 
Abib <iie Lord thy God brought thee 
forth out of Egypt by night. 

2 Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the Lord thy God, of 
the flock and the herd, in the place 
which the Lord shall choose to place 
his name there. 

3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; seven days shalt thou eat 
unleavened bread therewith, even the 
bread of affliction ; for thou camest 
forth out of the land of Egypt in 
haste: that thou mayest remember 
the day when thou camest forth out 
of the land of Egypt all the days of 
thy life. 

4 And there shall be no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy coast 
seven days ; neither shall there any 
thing of the flesh, which thou sacri- 
ficedst the first day at even, remain 
all night until the morning. 

5 Thou mayest not sacrifice the 
passover within any of thy gates, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee: 

6 But at the pla/ce which the Lord 
thy God shall choose to place his 
name in, there thou shalt sacrifice 
the passover at even, at the going 
down of the sun, at the season that 
thou camest forth out of Egypt. 

7 And thou shalt roast and eat it 
in the pla/ce which the Lord thy God 
shall choose : and thou shalt turn in 
the morning, and go unto thy tents. 

8 Six days thou shalt eat unleaven- 
ed bread; and on the seventh day 
shall be a solemn assembly to the 
Lord thy Gt)d: thou shalt do no 
work therein. 

9 IF Seven weeks shalt thou num- 
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ber unto thee ; begin to number the 
seven weeks from such time as thou 
beginnest to put the sickle to the com. 

10 And thou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto the Lord thy God with 
a tribute of a freewill offering of 
thine hand, which thou shalt give 
unto the L ORD thy God, according as 
the Lord thy (rod hath blessed thee : 

11 And thou shalt rejoice before 
the Lord thy God, thou, and thy 
son, and thy daughter, and thy 
manservant, and thy maidservant, 
and the Levite that is within thy 
gates, and the stranger, and the 
fatherless, and the widow, that are 
among you, in the place which the 
Lord thy Ghxl hath chosen to place 
his name there. 

12 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in Egypt : and 
thou shalt observe and do these stat- 
utes. 

13 IF Thou shalt observe the feast 
of tabernacles seven days, after that 
thou hast gathered in thy com and 
thy wine : 

14 And thou shalt rejoice in thy 
feast, thou, and thy son, and thy 
daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant, and the Levite, the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are within thy gates. 

15 Seven days shalt thou keep a 
solemn feast unto the Lord thy God 
in the place which the Lord shall 
choose; because the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in all thine increase, 
and in all the works of thine hands, 
therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. 

16 1[ Three times in a year shall all 
thy males appear before the Lord 
thy Gx)d in the place which he shall 
choose ; in the feast of unleavened 
bread, and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles : and they 
shall not aj^pear before the Lord 
empty : 

17 Everv man shail give a« he is 
able, according to the blessing of the 
Lord thy God which he hath given 
thee. 
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18 T Judges and officers shalt thou 
make thee in all thy gates, which the 
Lord thy Gtxi giveth thee, through- 
out thy tribes : and they shall judge 
the people with just judgment. 

19 Thou shalt not wrest judg- 
ment; thou shalt not respect per- 
sons, neither take a gift: for a gift 
doth blind the eyes of liie wise, and 
pervert the words of the righteous. 

20 That which is altogether just 
shalt thou follow, that thou mayest 
live, and inherit the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

21 ^ Thou shalt not plant thee a 
grove of any trees near unto the altar 
of the Lord thy God, which thou 
shalt make thee. 

22 Neither sKalt thou set thee up 
any image; which the Lord thy 
G^ hateth. 

CHAPTER XVIL

THOU shalt not sacrifice unto 
the Lord thy Gtxi any bullock, 
or sheep, wherein is blemish, or any 
evilfavouredness : for l^at is an abom- 
ination unto the Lord thy God. 

2 IF If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, man or 
woman, that hath wrought wicked- 
ness in the sight of the Lord thy 
God, in transgressing his covenant, 

3 And hath gone and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, either the 
sun, or moon, or any of the host of 
heaven, which I have not commanded ; 

4 And it be told thee, and thou 
hast heard of it, and inquired dili- 
gently, and, behold, it he true, and 
the thing certain, that such abomi- 
nation is wrought in Israel; 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have com- 
mitted that wicked thing, unto thy 
gates, even that man or that woman, 
and shalt stone them with stones, 
till they die.

The duty of a king. 



6 At the mouth of two witnesses, 
or three witnesses, shall he that is 
worthy of death be put to death ; hut 
at the mouth of one witness he shall 
not be put to death. 

7 The hands of the witnesses shall 
be first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the. hands of cJl the 
people. So thou shalt put the evil 
away from among you. 

8 IF If there arise a matter too hard 
for thee in judgfaient, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and between stroke and stroke, being 
matters of controversy within thy 
gates ; then shalt thou arise, and 
get thee up into the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose ; 

9 And thou shalt come unto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the 
judge that shall be in those days, and 
inquire; and they shall shew thee 
the sentence of judgment : 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that place 
which the Lord shall choose shall 
shew thee ; and thou shalt observe. to 
do according to all that they 'inform 
thee : 

11 According to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, and 
according to the judgment which they 
shall tell thee, thou shalt do: thou 
shalt not decline from the sentence 
which they shall shew thee, to the 
right hand, nor to the left. 

12 And the man that will do pre- 
sumptuously, and will not hearken 
unto the priest that standeth to 
minister there before the Lord thy 
God, Of unto the judge, even that 
man shall die: and thou shalt put 
away the evil from Israel. 

J3 And all the people shall hear, 
and fear, and do no more presump- 
tuously. 

14 ^ When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and shalt say, I will 
set a king over me, like as all the 
nations that are about me ; 



15 Thou shalt in any wise set him 
king over thee, whom the Lord thy 
Gt>d shall choose: one from among 
thy brethren shalt thou set king over 
thee : thou mayest not set a stranger 
over thee, which is not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply horses 
to himself, nor cause the people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that he 
should multiply horses: forasmuch 
as the Lord hath said unto you. 
Ye shall henceforth retum no more 
that way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply wives 
to himself, that his heart turn not 
away : neither shall he greatly mul- 
tiply to himself silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he sitteth 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that 
he shall write him a copy of this law 
in a book out of that which is before 
the priests the Levites : 

19 And it shall be with him, and 
he shall read therein all the days of 
his life; that he may leam to fear 
the Lord his God, to keep all the 
words of this law and these statutes, 
to do them : 

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aside from the commandment, to 
the right hand, or to the left : to the 
end that he may prolong his days in 
his kingdom, he, and his children, in 
the midst of Israel. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 The Lord is the inheritance of the prieitt and LeviteS' 
8 Theportionoftheprieatf6andoftheLev%te, 9 The 
abominatiom of the natione are to be avoided 15 
A Prophet it promised to Israel, 20 The fatte proph- 
et isto die, 

THE priests the Levites, and all 
the tribe of Levi, shall have no 
part nor inheritance with Israel : they 
shall eat the oflferings of the Lord 
made by fire, and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no in- 
heritance among their brethren : the 
Lord is their inheritance, as he hath 
said unto them. 

3 IF And this shall be the priest's 
due from the people, from them that 
offer a sacrifice, whether it be ox or 
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sheep ; and they shall give unto the 
priest the shoulder, and the two 
cheeks, and the maw. 

4 The firstfrait ako of thy com, 
of thy wine, and of thine oil, and the 
first of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt 
thou give him. 

5 For the Lord thy God hath 
chosen him out of all thy tribes, to 
stand to minister m the name of the 
Lord, him and his sons for ever. 

6 IF And if a Levite come from any 
of thy gates out of all Israel, where 
he sojourned, and come with all the 
desire of his mind unto the place 
which the Lord shall choose ; 

7 Then he shall minister in the 
name of the Lord his God, as all 
his brethren the Leyites do^ which 
stand there before the Lord. 

8 They shall have like portions to 
eat, besides that which cometh of the 
sale of his patrimony. 

9 IF When thou art come into the 
land which the Lord thy Grod giveth 
thee, thou shalt not leam to do after 
the abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not be foimd among 
you any one that maketh his son or 
his daughter to pass through the fire, 
or that useth divination, or an observer 
of times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 

11 Or a qharmer, or a consulter 
with familiar spirits, or a wizard, or 
a necromancer. 

12 For all that do these things are 
an abomination unto the Lord : and 
because of these abominations the 
Lord thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfect with the 
Lord thy God. 

14 For these nations, which thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto ob- 
servers of times, and uiito diviners : 
but as for thee, the Lord thy God 
hath not sufiiered thee so to do. 

15 IF The Lord thy Grod will raise 
up unto thee a Prophet from the 
midst of thee, of thy brethren, like 
unto me ; unto him ye shall hearken ; 

16 According to all that thou de- 
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siredst of the Lord thy God in Hofreb 
in the day of the assembly, saying, 
L^ me not hear, again the voice oS 
the Lord my Grod, neither let me see 
this great fire any more, that I die not. 
lY And the Lorh said unto me, 
They have well spoken that which 
they have spoken. 

18 I vrill raise them up a Prophet 
from among their brethren, like unto 
thee, and will put my words in his 
mouth ; and he sh*all speak unto 
them all that I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto my 
words which he shall speak in my 
name, I will require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall 
presume to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in Ihe 
name of other gods, even that prophet 
shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart. 
How shall we know the word which 
the Lord hath not spoken ? 

22 When a prophet speaketh in 
the name of the Lord, if the thing 
^Uow not, nor come to pass, thAt is 
the thing which the Lord hath not 
spoken, but the prophet hath spoken 
it presumptuously ; thou shalt not be 
afraid of him. 

CHAPTER XIX.

WHEN the Lord thy God hath 
cut off'the nations, whose land 
the Lord thy Grod giveth thee, and 
thou sucoeedest them, and dwellest 
in their cities, and in their houses ; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee in the midst of thy liand, 
which the Lord thy Grod giveth thee 
to possess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide the coasts of thy land, 
which the Lord thy Grod giveth thee 
to inherit, into three parts, that every 
slayer may flee thither.

slayer, which shall flee thither, that 
he may live : Whoso killeth his neigh- 
bour ignorantly, whom he hated not 
in time past ; 

5 As when a man goeth into the 
wood with his neighbour to hew 
woody and his hand fetcheth a stroke 
with the axe to cut down the tree, and 
the head slippeth from the helve, and 
lighteth upon his neighbour, that he 
die ; he shall flee unto one of those 
cities, and live : 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood 
pursue the slayer, while his heart is 
hot, and overtake him, because the 
way is long, and slay him ; whereas 
he ioas not worthy of death, inasmuch 
as he hated him not in time past. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, say- 
ing. Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee. 

8 And if the Lord thy God en- 
large thy coast, as he hath swom 
unto thy fathers, and give thee all 
the land which he promised to give 
unto thy fathers ; 

9 If thou shalt keep all these com- 
mandments to do them, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to love the Lord 
thy God, and to walk ever in his 
ways ; then shalt thou add three cities 
more for thee, beside these three : 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance, and 
so blood be upon thee. 

11 IF But if any man hate his 
neighbour, and lie in wait for him, 
and rise up against him, and smite 
him mortaUy that he die, and fleeth 
into one of these cities ; 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and de- 
liver him into the hand of the aven- 
ger of blood, that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, 
but thou shalt put away the guilt of 
hmocent blood from brael, that it 
may go well with thee. 

14 IT Thou shalt not remove thy 
neighbiaur's landmark, which they of 
old time have set in thine inherit- 
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ance, which thou shalt inherit in the 
land that the Lord thy G^ giveth 
thee to possess it.

17 Then both the men, between 
whom the controversy w, shall stand 
before the Lord, before the priests 
and the judges, which shall be in 
those days ; 

18 And the judges shall make dili- 
gent inquisition : and, behold, if the 
witness be a false witness, and hath 
testified falsely against his brother ; 

19 Then shall ye do unto him, as 
he had thought to have done unto 
his brother: so shalt thou put the 
evil away from among you. 

20 And those which remain shall 
hear, and fear, and shall henceforth 
con[miit no more any such evil among 
you. 

21 And thine eye shall not pity ; 
but life shall go for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot. 

CHAPTER XX.

WHEN thou goest out to battle 
against tlrnie enemies, and 
Beest horses, and chariots, and a peo- 
ple more than thou, be not afraid of 
them : for the Lord thy God is with 
thee, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt. 

2 And it shall be, when ye are 
come nigh unto the battle, that the 
priest shall approach and speak unto 
the people, 

3 And shall say unto them, Hear, 
O Israel, ye approach this day unto 
battle against your enemies : let not 
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your hearts fiEtint, ieai: not» and do 
a<^ tremble, neither he ye terrified 
hecause of them ; 

4 For the Lobd your Grod u he 
that goeth with you, to fight for you 
against your enemies, to save you. . 

5 IT And the officers shall speak 
unto the people, saying, What man 
u there that hath built a new house, 
and hath not dedicated it? let him 
go and return to his house, lest he 
die in the battle, and another man 
dedicate it 

6 And what msm is he that hath 
planted a vineyard, and hath not y^ 
eaten of it? let him aho go and 
return unto his house, lest he die in 
the battle, and anotheor man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife,, and hath not taken 
her ? let him go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man take her. 

8 And the officers shall speak fur- 
ther unto the people, and they shall 
say, What man is there that, is ^fear- 
fiil and fainthearted? letliim go and 
return unto hi&. house, lest his. breth- 
ren's heart faint as well as his heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking unto 
the people, that they . shall make 
captains of the armies to lead the 
people. 

10 IT When thou comest nigh unto 
a city to fight against it, then pro- 
claim peace unto iti 

11 And it shall be, if it make thee 
answer of peace, and open unt(4 thee, 
then it shall be, that all the people that 
is found therein shall be tributaries 
unto thee, and they shall serve thee. 

12 And if it will make no peace 
with thee, but will make war against 
thee, then thou shalt besiege it : 

13 And when the Lord, thy Crod 
hath delivered it into thine hands, 
thou shpit smite every male^ thereof 
with the edge of the sword : 

14 But the womenfa>nd thelittle 
ones, and the cattle, and all that is 
in the city, even all the spoil th^eof, 
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shalt thou take unto.thyself ; and thou 
shalt eat the q>oil of thine enemiea, 
which the Lo&n thy God hath given 
thee. ' 

15 Thus shalt thou do unto all the 
cities which are very far off firom 
thee, which are not of the cities of 
these nations. 

16 But of the cities of these peo- 
ple, which the Lord thy God doth 
give thee for aa inheritance, thou shalt 
save alive nothing that breatheth : 

17 But thou shalt utterly destroy 
them ; naraely^ the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, the Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Je- 
busites; as the Lord thy Grod hatib 
commanded thee : 

18 That they teach you not to do 
after all their abominations, which 
they have done unto their, gods; so 
should ye sin against the Lord your 
God. 

19 IF When thou shalt besiege a 
city a long time, in making war 
against it to take it, thou shalt not 
destroy the trees thereof by forcing 
an aoce against them : for thou mayest 
eat of them, and thou shalt not cut 
them down (for tiie tree of the field is 
man's life) to employ them in the siege : 

20 Only the trees which thou 
knowest that they be not trees for 
meat, thou shalt destroy and cut 
them down ; and thou «halt build 
bulwarks against the city liiat maketh 
war with thee, until it be subdued. 

CHAPTER XXI.

IF one be found slain in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee to possess it, lying in the iield, 
and it be not known who hath slain 
him; 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges 
shall come ibrth, and they shall 
measure unto die mties which are 
round about him that is slain :

3 And it* shall be, that the city 
which is next unto the slain man, 
even the elders of that city shall 
take a heifer, which hath not been 
wrought with, and which hath not 
drawn in the yoke ; 

4 And the elders of that city shall 
bring down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which is neither eared nor 
sown, and shall strike off the heifer's 
neck there in the valley. 

5 And the priests the sons of Levi 
shall come near ; for them the Lord 
thy Grod hath chosen to minister un- 
to him, and to bless in the name of the 
Lord ; and by their word shall every 
controversy and every stroke be tried : 

6 And' all the elders of that city, 
that are next unto the slain man, 
shall wash their hands over the heifer 
that is beheaded in the valley : 

7 And they shall answer and say. 
Our hands have not shed this blood, 
neither have our eyes seen it. 

8 Be merciful, O Lord, unto thy 
people Isrtel, whom thou hast re- 
deemed, and lay not innocent blood 
unto thy people of Israel's charge. 
And the blood shall be forgiven tiiem. 

9 So shalt thou put away the guilt 
of innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shalt do that which is 
right in the sight of the Lord. 

10 IF When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enemies, and the Lord 
thy God hath delivered them into 
thine hands, and thou hast taken 
them captive, 

11 And seest among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and hast a desire 
unto her, that thou wouldest have her 
to thy wife ; 

12 Then thou shalt bring her home 
to thine house ; and she shall shave 
her head, and pare her nails ; 

13 And she shall put the raiment 
of her captivity from off her, and shall 
remain in thine house, and bewail 
her father and her mother a full 
month : and after that thou shalt go 
in tmto her, and be her husband, and 
she shall be thy wife. 



14 And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou shalt let her 
go whither she will ; but thou shalt 
not sell her at all for money, thou 
shalt not make merchandise of her, 
because thou hast humbled her, 

15 If If a man have two wives, 
one beloved, and another hated, and 
they have borne him children, both 
the beloved and the hated ; and if the 
&stbom son be hers that was hated ; 

16 Then it shall be, when he ma- 
keth his sons to inherit th^t which he 
hath, that he may not make the son 
of the beloved firstborn before the 
son of the hated, which is indeed the 
firstborn: 

17 But he shall acknowledge the 
son of the hated for the firstborn, 
by giving him a double portion of 
all that he hath : for he is the begin- 
ning of his strength ; the right of the 
firstborn is his. * 

18 IF If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the voice 
of his mother, and that^ when they 
have chastened him, will not hearken 
unto them ; 

19 Then shall his father and his 
mother lay hold on him, and bring 
him out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto the gate of his place ; 

20 And they shall say unto the el* 
ders of his city. This our son is stub- 
bom and rebellious, he will not obey' 
our voice; he is e^ glutton, and a 
drunkard. 

21 And all the men of his city shall 
stone him with stones that he die: 
so shalt thou put evil away from 
among you; and all Israel shall 
hear, and fear. 

22 ^ And if a man have commit- 
ted a sin worthy of death, and he be 
to be put to death, and thou hang 
him on a free ; 

23 His body shall not remain all 
night upon the tree, but thou shalt 
in any wise bury him that day ; (for 
he that is hanged is accursed of 
God ;) that thy land be not defiled, 
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which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
for an inheritance. 

CHAPTER XXII.

THOU shalt not see thy brother's 
ox or his sheep go astray, and 
hide thyself from them : then shalt 
in any case bring them again unto 
thy brother. 

2 And if thy brother be not nigh 
unto thee, or if thou know him not, 
then thou shalt bring it unto thine 
own house, and it shall be with thee 
until thy brother seek after it, and 
thou shalt restore it to him again. 

3 In like manner shalt thou do with 
his ass; and so shalt thou do with 
his raiment ; and with all lost things 
of thy brother's, which he hath lost, 
and thou hast found, shpdt thou do like- 
wise : thou mayest not hide thyself. 

4 IT Thou shalt not see thy broth- 
er'i^ ass or his ox fell down by tiie 
way, and hide thyself from them: 
thou shalt surely help him to lift 
them up again. 

5 IF The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, nei- 
ther shall a man put on a woman's 
garment : for all that do so a^e abom- 

*ination unto the Lord thy God. 

6 IT If a bird's nest chance to be 
before thee in the way in any tree, 
or on the ground, whether they he 
young ones, or eggs, and the dam 
sitting upon the young, or upon the 
eggs, thou shalt not take the dam 
with the young : 

7 But thou shalt in any wise let the 
dam go, and take the young to thee ; 
that it may be well with tiiee, and 
that thou mayest prolong thy days. 

8 IF When thoii buildest a new 
house, then thou shadt m^e a bat- 
tlement for thy roof, that thou bring 
not blood upon thine house, if any 
man fall from thence« 
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' 9 IT Thou shalt not aow thy vine- 
yard with divers seeds : lest the fruit 
of thy seed which thou hast sown, and 
the fruit of thy vineyard, be defiled. 

10 IT Thou shalt not plough with an 
ox and an ass together. 

11 ^ Thou shalt not weaar a gar- 
ment of div^^B sorts^ as of wooUeiQ 
and linen together. 

12 IT Thou shalt make thee fringes 
upon the four quarters of thy vesture, 
wherewith thou coverest thyself. 

13 ^ If any man take a wife, and 
go in unto her, and hate her, 

14 And give occasions of speech 
against her, and bring up an evil 
name upon her, and say, I took this 
woman, and when I came to her, I 
found her not a maid ; 

15 Then shall the father of the 
damsel, and her mother, take and 
bring forth the tokens of the damseFs 
virginity unto the elders of the city 
in the gate : 

16 And the damsel's father shall 
say unto the elders, I gave my 
daughter unto this man to wife, aad 
he hatetii her ; 

17 And, lo, he hath given occa- 
sions of speech agamst her^ sajring, 
I found not thy daughter a maid; 
and yet these are the tokens of my 
daughter's virginity. And they shall 
spread the cloth before the elders (rf 
the city. 

18 And the elders of that city shall 
take that man -and chastise him ; 

19 And they shall amerce him in a 
hundred shekels of silver, and give 
them unto the father o^ the damsel, 
because he hath brought up an evil 
name upon a virgin of Ismel ; and 
she shall be his wife: he may not 
put her away all his days. 

20 But if this thing be true, and 
the tokens of viiginity be not found 
for the damsel ; 

21 Then they shall bring out the 
dam^l to the door of her fathenr's 
house, and the men of her city shall 
sto(De her wit^ stcmes that she die; 
because she hath 'wrought folly in 
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Israel, to play t^e whore in her fa- 
ther's house: so shalt thou put evil 
away from among you. 

22 IT If a man be found lying with 
a woman married to a husband, then 
they shall both of them die, bath the 
man that lay with tiie woman, and 
the woman : so shalt thou put away 
evil from Israel. 

23 IF If a damsel that is a, virgin be 
betrothed unto a husband, and a man 
find her in the city, and lie with her; 

24 Then ye shall bring them both 
out unto the gate of that city, and 
ye shall stone them with stones that 
they die; the damsel, because she 
cried not, being in the city; and the 
man, because he hath humbled his 
neighbour's wife: so thou shalt put 
away evil from among you. 

25 ^ But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man 
force her, and lie with her ; then the 
man only that lay with her shall die: 

26 But unto the damsel iliou shalt 
do nothing; there is in the damsel 
no sin worthy of death: for as when a 
man riseth against his neighbour, and 
slayeth him, even so is this matter .' 

27 For he found her in the field, 
and the betrothed damsel cried, and 
there was none to save hw*. 

28 ^ If a man find a damsel that 
is a virgin, which is not betrothed, 
and lay hold on her, and lie with 
her, and they be found; 

29 Then the man that lay with her 
shall give unto the damsel's father 
fifty shekels of silver, and she shall 
be his wife ; because he hatii hum- 
bled her, he may not put her away 
all his days. 

30 ^ A man shall not take his 
father's wife, nor discover his father's 
skirt. 

CHAPTER XXIII.

2 A bastard shall not enter into 
the congregation of the Lord; even 
to his tenth generation shall he not 
enter into the congregation of the 
Lord. 

3 An Ammonite or Moabite shall 
not enter into the congregation of the 
Lord; even to their tenth genera- 
tion shall they not enter into the 
congregation of the Lord for ever : 

4 Becaaise they met you not with 
bread and with water in the way, 
when ye came forth out of Egypt; 
and because they hired against thee 
Balaam the son of Beor of Pethor of 
Mesopotamia, to curse thee. 

6 Nevertheless, the Lord thy God 
would not hearken unto Balaam ; but 
the Lord thy Gk)d turned tiie curse 
into a blessing unto thee, because 
the Lord thy God loved thee. 

6 Thou shalt not seek their peace 
nor their porospmty all tiiy days for 
ever. 

7 IF Thou shalt not abhor an 
Edomite; for he is thy brother: 
thou shalt not abhor an Egyptian; 
becaiBe thou wast a stranger in his 
land. 

8 The children that are begotten 
of them shall ent^ into the con- 
gregation of the Lord in their third 
generation. 

9 IT When the host goeth forth 
against thine enemies, th%n keep 
thee fix)m every wicked thing. 

10 IT If there be among you any 
man, that is not clean by reason of 
uncleanness that chanceth him by 
night, then shall he go abroad out of 
the camp, he shall not come within 
the camp: 

11 But it shall be, when evening 
cometh on, he shall wash himself wi^ 
water; and when the sun is down, 
he shall come into the camp again. 

12^ Tbou shalt have a place also 
without the camp, whither thou shalt 
go forth abroad : 

13 And thou shalt have a paddle 
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upon thy weapon; and it shall be, 
when thou wilt eaee thyself abroad, 
thou shait dig therewitii, and shalt 
turn back and cover that which com- 
eth from thee : 

14 For the Lord thy Grod walketh 
in the midst of thy camp, to deliver 
thee, and to give up thine enemies be- 
fore thee ; therefore shall thy camp be 
holy : tiiat he see no unclean thing 
in thee, and turn away from thee. 

15 % Thou shalt not deliver unto 
his master the servant which is es- 
caped from his master unto thee : 

16 He shall dwell with thee, even 
among you, in that place which he 
shall choose in one of thy gates, 
where it liketh him best : thou shalt 
not oppress him. 

17 IT There shall be no whore of 
the daughters of Israel, nor a sod- 
omite of the sons of Israel. 

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire 
of a whore, or the price of a dog, 
into the house of the Lord thy God 
for any vow: for even both these 
are abomination unto the Lord thy 
God. 

19 IF Thou shalt not lend upon 
usury to thy brother ; usury of money, 
usury of victuals, usury of any thing 
that is lent upon usury : 

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest 
lend upon usury; but unto thy broth- 
er thou shalt not lend upon usury : 
that the Lord thy God may bless 
thee in 'all that thou settest thine 
hand to in the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. 

21 IF When thou shalt vow a vow 
unto the Lord thy God, thou shalt 
not slack to pay it : for the Lord thy 
God will surely require it of thee ; 
and it would be sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, 
it shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy 
lips tiiou shalt keep and perform ; 
even a freewill offering, according aiS 
thou hast vowed unto the Lord thy 
God, which thou haat prcmiised with 
tiiy mouth. 
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24 IF When thou comest into tiiy 
neighbour's vineyard, tiien thou may*- 
est eat grapes thy fill at tiune own 
pleasure ; but thou shalt not put cmy 
in thy vessel. 

25 When thou comest into the 
standing com of thy neighbour, then 
thou mayest pluck the ears with tiuj^e 
hand; but thou shalt not move a 
sickle unto thy neighbour's standing

WHEN a man hath taken a 
wife, and married her, and it 
come to pass that she find no favour 
in his eyes, because he hath found 
some uncleanness in her; then let 
him write her a bill of divorcement, 
and give it in her hand, and s^id 
her out of his house. 

2 And when she is departed out of 
his house, she may go and be an- 
other man's mfe. 

8 And if the latter husband hate 
her, and write her a bill of divorce- 
ment, and giveth it in her hand, and 
sendeth her out of his house ; or if 
the latter husband die, which took 
her to be his wife ; 

4 Her former husband, which sent 
her away, may not take her again to 
be his mfe, after that she is defijed ; 
for that is abomination be&re the 
Lc»eid: and thou shalt not cause the 
land to sin, which the Lord thy 
Grod giveth thee for an inheritance. 

6 ^ When a man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, nei- 
ther shall he be charged with any 
business : but he shaJl be free at 
h<Hne one year, and shall cheer up 
his wife which he hath taken. 

6 IF No man shall take the nether 
OtT the upper millstone to pledge : for 
he taketii a man^s life to pledge. 

7 IF If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethren of the children of Is- 
rael, and maketh merchandise of him, 
or selleth him ; then that tUef shaU 
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die; and thou shalt put evit away 
from among jon. 

8 IF Take heed in ttie plague of 
leproBy, that thou observe diligent- 
ly, and do according to all that the 
priests the Levites shall teach you : 
as I commanded them; m ye shall 
observe to do. 

9 RememberwhattheLoRDthyGod 
did unto Miriam by the way, after 
that ye were come forth out of Eg3rpt. 

10 IT When thou dost lend thy 
brother any thing, thou shalt not go 
into his house to fetch his pledge. 

11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and 
the man to whom thou dost lend shsdl 
bring o\A the pledge abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man he poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with his pledge : 

18 In any caee thou shalt deliver 
him the pledge again when the sun 
goeth down, that he may sleep in 
his own raiment, and bless thee: 
and it shall be righteousness unto 
thee before the Lord thy God. 

14 IF Thou shalt not oppress a 
faired servant that is poor and needy, 
whether he be of thy brethren, or of 
thy strangers that are in thy land 
within thy gates : 

15 At his day thou dialt give kim 
his hire, neither shall the sun go 
down upon it; for he is poor, and 
setteth his heitrt upon it : 1^ he 
cry against thee unto the Lord, and 
it be sin unto thee. 

16 The fathers shall not be put to 
death for the children, neither shall 
the children be put to death for the 
fathers ; every man shall be put to 
death for his own dn. 

17 IT Thcru shalt not pervert the 
judgment of the stranger, nor of the 
fatherless ; nor take a widow's rai- 
ment to pledge : 

18 But thou shalt remember ^at 
thou wast a bondman in Egypt, and 
the Lord thy God redeemed thee 
thence: theref(H:e I command thee 
to do tiiis thing. 

19 IF When thou cuttest down 
thine harvest in^ thy field, and hast 



forgot a sheaf in the field, thou shalt 
not go again to fetchit: it shall be 
fiir the sl^anger, ist the fatherless, 
and for the widow: liiat the Lord 
thy God may bless thee in all the 
work <^ thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive 
tree, thou shalt not go over the 
boughs again: it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the gr^>es 
of thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean 
it afterward : it shall be for the stran- 
ger, for the fatherless, and for the 
widow. 

22 And thou shajt remember that 
thou waat a bondman in the land of 
Egypt : therefore I command thee to 
do this thing. 

CHAPTER XXV.

IF there be a controversy between 
men, and they come unto judg- 
ment, that the judges may judge 
them; then they shall justify the 
lightens, and condemn the wicked. 

2 And it shall be, if the wicked 
man be worthy to be beaten, that 
the judge shall cause him to lie down, 
and to be beaten before his face, 
according to :his fault, by a certain 
number. 

8 Forty stripes he may give him, 
and not exceed:, lest, if he 6lu)uld 
exceed, and beat him above these 
with many stripes, then thy broths 
should seem vile unto thee. 

4 IF Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
when he keadeth out the com. 

5 IF If bretiiren dwell together, and 
one of them die, and have no child, 
the wife of the dead shall not marry 
without unto a stranger: her hus- 
band's brother shall go in unto her, 
and take her to him to wife, and per- 
form the duty of a husband's brother 
unto her. 

: 6 And it shall be, that the firstborn 

which she beareth shall succeed in the 
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Dame of his brother which is dead, 
that his immB be not put out of Israel. 

7 And if the man like not to take 
his brother's wife, then let his broth- 
er's wife go up to the gate unto 
the elders, and say, My husband's 
brother refuseth to raise up unto his 
brother a name in Israel, he will not 
perform the duty of my husband's 
brother: 

8 Then the elders of his city shall 
call him, and speak unto him : and 
if he stand to U^ and say, I like not 
to take her ; 

9 Then shall his brotixer's wife 
come unto him in the presence of 
the elders, and loose his shoe from 
off his foot, and spit in his face, and 
shall answer and say^ So shall it be 
done xmto that man that will not 
build up his lHX)ther's house. 

10 And his name shall be called in 
Israel, The bouse of him that ha4;h 
his shoe loosed. 

11 IT When men strive together 
one with another, and the wife of the 
one draweth near for to deliver her 
husband out of the hand of him that 
smiteth him, and putteth forth her 
hand, and taketh him by the secrets; 

12 Then thou shalt cut off her 
hand, thine eye shall not pity her. 

13 IT Thou shalt not have in thy bag 
divers weights, a great and a small : 

14 Thou shalt not have in thine house 
divers measures, a great and a small: 

15 But thou shalt have a perfect 
and just weight, a perfect and just 
measure shalt thou have: that thy 
days may be lengthened in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee. 

16 For all thatdosuchtlungs,an£?all 
that do unrighteously, are an abomi- 
nation imto the Lord thy God. 

17 IT Remember what Amalek did 
unto thee by the way, when ye were 
come forth out of Egypt ; 

18 How he met thee by tiie way, 
and smote the hindmost of thee, even 
all that were feeble behind thee, 
when thou wast faint and weary; 
and he feared not God. 
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19 Thereftrre it shall be, when tii©

not transgressed thy commandments, 
neither have I forgbtten them. 

14 I have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have I taken away 
aught thereof for any unclean usey 
nor given aught thereof for thfe dead :

according to all that thou hast com- 
manded m^. 

15 Look down from thy holy hab- 
itation, from heaven, and bless thy 
people Israel, and the land which 
thou hast given us, as thou swarest 
unto our fathers, a land that floweth 
with milk and honey. 

16 1[ This day the Lord thy God 
hath commanded thee to do these 
statutes and judgments : thou shalt 



therefore keep and do them with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul. 

17 Thou hast avouched the Lord 
this day to be thy Gt)d, and to walk 
in his ways, and to keep his statutes, 
and his commandments, and his judg- 
ments, and to hearken unto his voice : 

18 And the Lord hath avouched 
thee this day to be his peculiar peo- 
ple, as he hath promised thee, and 
that thou shouldest keep all his com- 
mandments ; 

19 And to make thee high above 
all nations which he hath made, in 
praise, and in name, and in honour ; 
and that thou mayest be a holy peo- 
ple imto the Lord thy God, as he 
hath spoken.

2 And it shall be, on the day when 
ye shall pass over Jordan unto the 
land which the Lord thy Gt)d giveth 
thee, that thou shalt set thee up great 
stones, and plaster them with plaster : 

3 Aud thou shalt write upon them 
all the words of this law, when thou 
art passed over, that thou mayest go 
in unto the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee, a land that floweth 
with milk and honey ; as the Lord 
God of thy fathers hath promised 
thee. 

4 Therefore it shall be when ye be 
gone over Jordan, that ye shall set up 
these stones, which I command you 
this day, in mount Ebal, and thou 
shalt plaster them with plaster. 

5 And there shalt thou build an 
altar unto the Lord thy God, an 
altar of stones: thou shalt not lift 
up am/ iron tool upon them. 

6 lliou shalt bxuld the altar of the 
Lord thy God of whole stones : and 
thou shalt offer burnt offerings there- 
on unto the Lord thy God : 
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7 And thou shalt oflfer peaoe offer- 
ings, and shalt eat there, and rejoice 
before the Lord thy Grod. 

8 And thou shalt write upon the 
stones all the words of this law very 
plainly. 

9 ^ And Moses and the priests the 
Levites spake unto all Israel, saying. 
Take heed, and hearken, O Israel; 
this day thou art beoome the people 
of the Lord thy Gk)d. 

10 Thou shalt therefore obey the 
voice of the Lord thy Gt)d, and do 
his commandments and his statutes, 
which I conmiand thee this day. 

11 1[ And Moses charged the peo- 
ple the same day, saying, 

12 These shall stand upon mount 
Gerizim to bless the people, when ye 
are come over Jordan; Simeon, and 
Levi, and Judah, and Issewjhar, and 
Joseph, and Benjamin: 

13 And these shall stand upon 
mount Ebal to curse ; Reuben, Gad, 
and Asher, and Zebulun, Dan, and 
Naphtali. 

14 1[ And the Levites shall speak, 
and say unto all the men of Israel 
with a loud voice, 

15 Cursed be the man that maketh 
anj/ graven or molten image, an abom- 
ination unto the Lord, the work of 
the hands of the craftsman, and put- 
teth it in a secret place : and all the 
people shall answer and say. Amen. 

16 Cursed be he that setteth light 
by his father or hi^ mother : and all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

17 Cursed be he that removeth his 
neighbour's landmark: and all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

18 Cursed be he that maketh the 
blind to wander out of the way : and 
all the people shall say, Amen. 

19 Cursed be he tiiat perverteth the 
judgment of the stranger, fatherless, 
and widow : and all the people shall 
say. Amen. 

20 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
father's wife ; because he uncovereth 
his father's sjkirt : and all the people 
shall say, Amen. 
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21 Cursed be he that lieth with 
any manner of beast: and all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

22 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
sister, the daughter of his father, or 
the daughter of his mother : and all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

23 Cfursed be he that lieth with 
his mother in law : and all the peo- 
ple shall say. Amen. 

24 Cursed be he that smiteth his 
neighbour secretly: and all the peo- 
ple shall say. Amen. 

25 Cursed be he that taketh re- 
ward to slay an innocent person : and 
all the people shall say. Amen. 

26 Cursed be he that confirmeth 
not all the words of this law to do 
them: and all the people shall say, 
Amen. 

CHAPTER XX^III. 

1 The hlessingBfoT obedience. 16 The euraesfor disobe- 
dience, 

AND it shall come to pass, if thou 
. shalt hearken diligently unto 
the voice of the Lord thy God, to 
observe and to do all his command- 
ments which I command thee this 
day, that the Lord thy God will set 
thee on high above all nations of the 
earth: 

2 And all these blessings shall come 
on thee, and overtake thee, if thou 
shalt hearken unto the voice of the 
Lord thy Gt)d. 

3 Blessed shalt thou be in the city, 
and blessed shalt thou be in the field. 

4 Blessed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy ground, 
and the fruit of thy cattle, the in- 
crease of thy kine, and the flocks of 
thy sheep. 

5 Blessed shall be thy ])asket and 
thy store. 

6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou 
comest in, and blessed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out. 

. 7 The Lord shall cause thine ene- 
mies that rise up against thee to be 
smitten before thy face: they shall 
come out against thee one way, and 
flee before thee seven ways. 
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8 TI10 Lord shall command the 
blessing upon thee in thy storehouses^ 
and in all that thou settest thine 
hand unto; and he shall bless thee 
in the' land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 

9 The Lord shall establish thee a 
holy people unto himself, as he hath 
sworn unto. I^ee, if thou shalt keep 
the commandments of the Lord thy 
God, and walk in his ways. 

10 And all people of the earth shall 
see that thou art called by the name 
of the Lord; and they shall be afraid 
of thee. 

11 And the Lord shall make thee 
plenteous in goods, in the fruit of thy 
body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, 
and in the fruit of thy ground, in the 
land which the Lord sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee. 

12 The Lord shall open unto thee 
his good treasure, the heaven to give 
the rain imto thy land in his season, 
aad to bless all the work of thine 
hand : and thou shalt lend unto mcmy 
nations, aiid thou shalt not borrow. 

13 And tke Lord shall make thee 
the head, and not the tail ; and thou 
shalt be above only, and thou shalt 
not be beneath ; if that thou hearken 
unto the commandments of the Lord 
thy God, which I command thee this 
day, to observe and to do them : 

14 And thou shalt not go aside 
from any of the words which I com- 
mand thee this day, to the right 
hand, or to the left, to go after otiber 
gods to serve them. 

Id IT But it shall come to pass, if 
thou wilt not hearken unto the voice 
of the Lord thy God, to observe to 
do all his commandments and his 
statutes which I command thee this 
day ; that aU these curses shall come 
upon thee, and overtake thee : 

16 Cursed shalt thou be in the city, 
an4 cursed shalt thou be in the field. 

17 Cursed shall be thy basket and 
thy store. 

18 Cursed shaJl be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy land, the 



increase of thy kine^ and the flocks 
of thy sheep. 

19 Cursed shaJt thou, be when thou 
comest in, and cursed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out. 

20 The Lord shall send upcm thee 
ca]!sing, vexation, a^d rebuke, in all 
tiiat thou settest thine hand unto £^1; 
to do, until thou be destroyed, and 
until thou perish. quickly ; because of 
the wickedness of thy doings^ where- 
by thou hast f(maken me. 

21 The Lord shall make the pes- 
tilence cleave unto thee, until he 
have consumed thee from off the land^ 
whither thou goest to possess it. 

22 The Lord shall smite thee with 
a consumptijon, and with a fever, and 
with an inflammation, and with an 
extreme burning, and with the sword, 
ajid with blasting, and with naildew ; 
and they shall pursue thee until thou 
perish. 

23 And thy heaven tha* is over 
thy head shall be lH*ass, and the earth 
that is imcler thee shall be iron. 

24 The Lord shall make the rain 
of thy land powder and dust : from 
heaven shall it come down upon thee, 
imtil thou be destroyed. 

25 The Lord shall cause thee to 
be smitten before thine enemies: 
thou shalt go out one way against 
them, and flee seven ways befosre 
them ; and shalt be removed into 
all the kingdoms of the earth. 

' 26 And thy carcass shall be meat 
unto all fowls of the air, and unto 
the beasts of the earthy and no man 
shall fray them away. 

27 The Lord will smite thee with 
the botch of Egypt, and with the 
emerods, and with the scab, and with 
the itch, whereof thou canst not be 
healed. 

28 The Lord shall smite thee with 
madness, apd blindness, and astonish- 
ment of heart : 

29 And thou shalt grope at noon- 
day, as the blind groped in dark- 
ness, and thou shalt not prosper in 
thy ways: and thou shalt be only 
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oppressed and spoiled evennore, and 
no man shall save thee. 

30 Thou shalt betroth a wife, and 
another man shall lie with her : thou 
shalt build a house, and thou shalt 
not dwell therein: thou shalt plant 
a vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
grapes thereof. 

31 Thine ox shall be slain before 
thine eyes, and thou shalt not eat 
thereof: thine ass shctU be violently 
taken away from before thy face, and 
shall not be restored to thee: thy 
sheep shall be given unto thine ene- 
mies, and thou shalt have none to 
rescue them. 

82 Thy sons and thy daughters 
shaJl be given unto another people, 
and thine eyes shall look, and fail 
vnth longing for them all the day 
long: and there shall be no might in 
thine hand. 

33 The fruit of thy land, and all 
thy labours, shall a nation which thou 
knowest not eat up ; and thpu shalt be 
only oppressed* and crushed alway : 

34 So that thou shalt be mad for 
the sight of thine eyes which thou 
shalt see. 

35 The Lord shall ^mite thee in 
the knees, and in the legs, with a 
sore botch that cannot be healed, 
from the sole of thy foot unto the 
top of thy head. 

36 The Lord shall bring thee, and 
thy king which thou shalt set over 
thee, unto a nation which neither 
thou nor thy fathers have known; 
and there shalt thou serve other gods, 
wood and stone. 

37 And thou shalt become an as- 
tonishment, a proverb, and a byword, 
among all nations whither the Lord 
shall lead thee. 

38 Thoii shalt carry much seed 
out into the field, and shalt gather 
but little iu ; for the locust shaU con- 
sume it. 

39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 
dress thern^ but shalt neither drink 
o/" the wine, nor gather the grapes ; 
^r the worms shall eat them. 
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40 Thou shalt have olive trees 
throughout all thy coaats, but thou 
shalt not anoint thyself with the oil ; 
for thine olive shall cast his fruit. 

41 Thou shalt beget sons and 
daughters, but thou shalt not en* 
joy them; for they shall go into 
captivity. 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy 
land shall the locust consume. 

43 The stranger that is within thee 
shall get up above thee very high ; 
and Hiou shalt come down very low. 

44 He shall lend to thee, and thou 
shalt not lend to him: he shall be 
the head, and thou shalt be the tail. 

45 Moreover all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pursue 
thee, and overtake thee, till thou be 
destroyed ; because thou hearkenedst 
not unto the voice of the Lord thy Grod, 
to keep his commandments and his 
statutes which he commanded thee : 

46 And they shall be upon thee 
for a sign and for a wonder, and 
upon thy seed for. ever. 

47 Because thou servedst not ihfl 
Lord thy God with joyfulness, and 
with gladness of heart, for the abun* 
dance of all things ; 

48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine 
enemies, which the Lord shall send 
against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, 
and in nakedness, and in want of all 
things: and he shall put a yoke of 
iron upon thy neck, until he have 
destroyed thee. 

49 The Lord shall bring a nation 
against thee from far, from the end 
of the earth, as swift as the eagle 
flieth; a nation whose tongue thou 
shalt not understand ; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, 
which shall not regard the person of 
the old, nor shew favour to the young: 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of 
thy cattle, and the fruit of thy land, 
until thou be destroyed : which also 
shall not leave thee either com, wine, 
or oil, or the increase of thy kine, or 
flocks of thy sheep, until he have 
destroyed thee. 



Curusfor 
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52 And he shall besiege thee in 
all thy gates, until thy 'high and 
fenced walls come down, wherein 
thou trustedst, throughout all thy 
land : and he shall besiege tiiee in all 
thy gates throughout all thy land^ 
which the Lord thy Grod hath given 
thee. 

53 And thmi shalt eat the fruit of 
thine own body, the flesh of thy 
SODS and of thy daughters, which 
the LoRn thy God hath giren thee, 
in the siege, and in the straitness, 
wherewith thine enemies shall dis- 
tress thee : 

54 So that the man that is tender 
among you, and very delicate, his 
eye shall be evil toward his brother, 
and toward the wife of his bosom, 
and toward the remnant of his chil- 
dren which he shall leave : 

65 So that he will not give to any 
of them of the flesh of Ws children 
whom he shall eat: because he hath 
nothing left him in the siege, and in 
the straitness, wherewith thine ene- 
mies shall distress thee in all thy gates. 

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adven- 
ture to set the sole of her foot upon 
the ground for delicateness and ten- 
derness, her eye shall be evil to- 
ward the husband of her bosom, and 
toward her son, and toward her 
daughter, 

57 And toward her young one 
that Cometh out from between her 
feet, and toward her children which 
she shall bear : for she shall eat th^oa 
for want of all things secretly in the 
si^^ and straitness, wherewith thine 
enemy shall distress thee in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to do 
all the words of this law that are 
written in this book, that thou may- 
est fear this glorious and fearful 
name, THE LORD THY GOD; * 

59 Then the Lord will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues 
of thy seed, even great plagues, and 
of long continuance, and sore siok* 
nesses, and of long continuance. 



60 Moreover, he will bring upon 
thee all the diseases of Egypt, which 
thou waat afraid of; and they shall 
cleave unto thee. 

61 Also every sickness, and every 
plague, which is not written in the 
book of this law, them will the Lord 
bring upon thee, until thou be de- 
stroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left ^ew in 
number, whereas ye wete as the 
stars of heaven for multitude; be- 
cause thou wouldest not obey the 
voice of the Lord thy God. 

63 And it shall come to pass, that 
as the Lord rejoiced over you to 
do you good, and to multiply you; 
so the Lord will rejoice over you 
to destroy you, and to bring you to 
nought; and ye shall be plucked 
from oflf the land whither thou goest 
to possess it. 

64 And the Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end 
of the earth even unto tlie other; 
and there thou shalt serve other gods, 
which neither thou nor thy fathers 
have known, even wood and stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, neither shall the 
sole of thy foot have rest : but the 
Lord shall give thee there a trem- 
bling heart, and failing of eyes, and 
sorrow of mind: 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thee ; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none as- 
surance of thy life : 

67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even! and at 
even thou shalt say. Would God it 
were morning ! for the fear of tiiine 
heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and 
for the sight of thine eyes which thou 
shalt see. 

6@ And the Lord shall bring thee 
into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I spake unto thee, Thou 
shalt see it no mcnre again : and there 
ye shall be sold unto your enemies 
for bondmen and bondwomen, and 
no man shall buy you.

1 Moae$ exhorteth the people to obedience^ in view of the 
works ^mjfhweMtfu 10 Alt are preMMted before the 
Lord to efUer into covenant with hint, 18 The great 
wrath which shall come on him that fitdtereth himeeff 
in Ai# mekednets, 29 ^^^et thinge beUmg wnta Ood 

THESE are the words of the cove; 
nant, which the Lord command- 
ed Moses to make with the chUdrea 
of Israel in the land of Moab, besides 
the cdl-enant which he made with 
them in Horeb. 

2 If And Moses called nnto all Is* 
rael, and said unto them, Ye have 
seen all that the Lord did before 
your eyes in the land of Egypt unto 
Pharaoh, and unto all his servants, 
and unto all his land ; 

3 The great temptations which 
thine eyes have seen, the signs, and 
those great miracles :- 

4 Yet the Lord hatti not given you 
a heart to pero^ve, and eyes to see, 
and ears to hear, unto this day. 

5 And I have led you forty years 
in the wilderness : your clothes are 
not waxen old upon you, and thy 
shoe is not waxen old upon thy foot : 

6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink ; 
that ye might know that I am the 
Lord your God. 

7 And when ye came unto this 
place, Sihon the king of Heshbon, 
and Og the king of Bashan, came 
out against us unto battle, and we 
smote them : 

8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inheritance unto the Reu'- 
benites, and to the Gradites, and to 
the half tribe of Manasseh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosp^ in all that ye do. 

10 ^ Ye stand this day all of you 
before the Lord your God ; your 
captains of your tribes, your elders, 
and your officers, with all the men of 
Israel, 

11 Your little ones, your wives, 
and thy stranger that u in thy camp, 
from the hewer of thy wood unto the 
drawer of thy water : 
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12 That thou shouldest enter into 
covenant Vith the Lord thy Gt)di 
and into his oat^, which the Lord 
thy God maketh with thee this day: 

13 That he may establish thee to 
day for a people unto himself, and 
that he may be unto thee a God, as 
he hath said unto thee, and as he 
hiftth sworn unto thy fathers, to Aln^ 
ham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

14 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath ; 

15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before the Lord our 
God, and also with him that is not' 
here with us this day : 

16 (For ye know how we have 
dwelt in the land of Egypt ; and how 
we came through the nations which 
ye passed by ; 

17 And ye have seen their ab(mi- 
inations, and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, which wen 
among them :) 

18 Lest there should be among yon 
man, or woman, or family^ or tribe, 
whose heart tumeth away this day 
from the Lord our God, to go and 
serve the gods of these nations; lest 
there should be among you a root 
that beareth gall and wormwood ; 

19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of this curse, that 
he bless himself in his heart, saying, 
I shall have peace, though I walk in 
the imagination of mine heart, to 
add drunkenness to thirst : 

20 The Lord will not spare him, 
but then the anger of the Lord and 
his jealousy shaU smoke against that 
man, and all the curses that are writ- 
ten in this book shall lie upon him, 
and the Lord shall blot out his name 
from under heaven. 

21 And the Lord shall separate 
him unto evil out of all the tribes of 
Isf ael, according to all the curses of 
the covenant that are written in this 
book of the law: 

22 So that the generation to come 
of your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the siranger that shall

oome fiom a far land, shall say, when 
they see the plagues of that land, and 
the sicknesses which the Lord hath 
laid upon it ; 

23 And that ihe whole land thereof

any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Admah and Zehoim, which the Lord 
overthrew in his aaiger and in his 
wrath : 

24 Even all nations shall say. 
Wherefore hath the Lord done thus 
nnto this land? what meaneth the 
heat of this great anger ? 

25 Then men shall say, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the Lord God of their fathers, which 
he made with them when he brought 
them forth out of the Idnd of Egypt :

27 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against this land, to bring 
Upon it all the curses that are written 
in this book :

29 The secret things belong unto

3 That then the Lord thy G^ will 
turn thy captivity, and have compas- 
sion upon' thee, and will return and 
gather thee from all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath scat- 
tered ihee. 

4 If anf/ of thine be driven out 
unto the outmost parts of heaven, 
from thence will the Lord thy Qod 
gather ihee, and from thence will he 
fetch thee : 

5 And the Lord thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess it ; 
and he will do thee good, and mul- 
tiply thee above thy fathers. 

6 And the Lord thy God will cir- 
cumcise thine heart, and the heart of 
thy seed, to love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, that thou mayest live, 

7 And the Lord thy Grod will put 
all these curses upon thine enemies, 
and on them that hate thee, which 
persecuted thee, 

8 And thou shalt return and obey 
the voice of the Lord, and do all his 
commandments which I command 
thee this day. 

9 And the Lord thy Gt)d will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in 
the fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit 
of thy land, for good : for the Lord 
will again rejoice over thee for good, 
as he rejoiced over thy fathers ; 

10 If thou shalt hearken unto th^ 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep 
his commandments and his statutes 
which are written in this book of the 
law, and if thou turn unto tiie Lord 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. 

11 IT For this commandment which 
I ccHumand thee this day, it is not 
hidden from thee, neitjier ts it far off. 

12 It is not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go up for 
us to heaven, and bring it unto us^ 
that we may hear it, and do it ? 
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13 Neither is it beyond the sea, that 
thou shouldest say, Who shall go 
over the sea for us, and bring it unto 
us, that we may hear it, and do it ? 

14 But the word is very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy hearty 
that thou mayest do it. 

15 IT See, I have set before thee this 
day life and good, and death and evil ; 

16 In that I conunand thee this 
day to love the Lord thy God, to 
walk in bis ways, and to keep his 
commandments, and his statutes, and 
his judgments, that thou mayest live 
and multiply: and the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

17 But if tMne heart tum away, so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, {^nd worship other gods, 
and serve them ; 

18 I denounce, unto you this day, 
that ye shall surely perish, and that 
ye shall not prolong your days upon 
the land, wluther thou passest over 
Jordan to go to possess it. 

19 I call heaven and earth to re- 
cord this day against you, that I have 
set before you Ufe and death, blessing 
and cursing : therefore choose life, that 
both thou and thy seed may live : 

20 That thou mayest love the Lord 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thou mayest cleave 
unto him ; for he is thy life, and the 
length of thy days ; that thou mayest 
dwell in the land which the Lord 
sware imto thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give them. 

CHAPTER XXXL 

1 Moan eneourageth the people 7 and Joshua, 9 He de- 
livereththelawtmtothepiieetstobereadeweT^tevenih 
year to the people. 14 Ghd ealleth Moeee and Joshua 
into the tabernacle. 19 Se qweth them a eonq to tut^ 
againet the people. 28 Joshua reeeiveth a charge. ' 24 
Moses delivereth the book of the law to the Levites to 
keep, 28 He maketh a proiestation to the elders. 

AND Moses went and spake these 
. words unto all Israel. 
2 And he said unto them, I aan a 
hundred and twenty years old this 
day; I can no more go out and 
come in: also the Lord hath said 
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unto me. Thou shalt not go over this 
Jordan. 

3 The Lord thy God, he»will go 
over before thee, and he will destroy 
these nations from before thee, and 
thou shalt possess them: and Joshua^ 
he shall go ov^ before thee, as the 
Lord hath said. 

4 And the Lord shall do unto them 
as he did to Sihon and to Og, kings 
of the Amorites, and unto the land of 
them, whom he destroyed. 

5 And the Lord shall give them 
up before your face, that ye may do 
unto them according unto all the 
commandments which I have com- 
manded you. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage^ 
fear not, nor be afraid of them: for 
the Lord thy God, he it is that doth 
go with thee* he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

7 ^ And Moses called unto Joshua^ 
and said unto him in the sight of all 
Israel, Be strong and of a good cour* 
age: for thou must go with this 
people unto the land which the Lord 
hath sworn unto their fathers to give 
them ; and thou shalt cause them to 
inherit it. 

8 And the Lord, he it is that doth 
go before thee ; he will be with thee, 
he will not fail thee, neither forsake 
thee : feax not, neither be dismayed. 

9 1[ And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, and unto all 
the elders of Israel. 

10 And Moses commanded them, 
saying. At the end of every seven 
yeais^ in the solenmity of me year 
of leleaae, in the feast of tabemacles, 

11 When all Israel is come to ap- * 
pear before the Lord thy Gt)d in the 
place which he shall choose, thou 
shalt read this law before all Israel 
in their hearing. 

12 Gather the people together, 
men^ and women, and children, and 
thy stranger that is within thy gates, 
that they may hear, and that they 
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maj learn, and fear tiie Loed your 
Grod, and observe to do all the wovd^ 
of this law : 

18 And that their children, which 
have not known arty things may heaor, 
and learn to fear the Lord your God, 
as long as ye live in the land whitl^r 
ye go over Jordan to possesB itv 

14 If And the Lord said unto Mo- 
see, Behold, thy days approach that 
thoumust die: call Joshua, and pre^ 
sent yourselves in tiie tabernacle of 
the congregation, that I may give 
him a charge. And Moses and Jo^ua 
went, and presented themselves in 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

15 And the Lord appeared in the 
tabernacle in a pillar of a cloud: and 
the pillar of the cloud stood over the 
door of the tabernacle. 

16 IT And the Lord said unto Mo* 
ses. Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy 
fathers; and this people will rise up, 
and go a whoring after the gods of the 
strangers of the land, whither they go 
to be among them, and will forsake 
me, and break my covenant which I 
have made with them. 

17 Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my face 
from them, and they shall be de* 
voured, and many evils and troubles 
shall befall them ; so that they will 
say in that day. Are not these evils 
come upon us, because our God t$ 
not among us ? 

18' And I will surely hide my face 
in that day for all the evils which 
they shall have wrought, in that they 
are turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this song 
for you, and teach it the children of 
Israel : put it in their mouths, that 
this song may be a witness for me 
against the children of Israel. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I swa^e 
unto their fathers, that flowef h with 
milk and honey ; and they shall have 
eaten and filled themselves, and wax- 
en fat ; then will they turn unto other 
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gods, and serve ti»em, amd provoke 
me, and break my covenant. 

21 And it shall come to pass, wheu 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify 
against ihem as a witness ; for it 
shall not be forgotten out of ihe 
mouths of their seed: for I know 
their imagination which they go 
about, even now, before I have brought 
them into the land which I sware. 

22 IF Moses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taxight it the 
children of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of 
Nun a charge, and said, Be strong 
and of a good courage : for thou sliait 
bring the children of Israel into the 
land which I sware unto them : and 
I Mrill be with tiiee. 

24 If And it came to pass, when 
Moses had made an end of writing 
the words of this law in a book, xmtil 
they were finished, 

25 That Moses commanded the 
Levites, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, saying, 

26 Take this book of i^e law, and 
put it in the side of the ark of tiie 
covenant of the Lord your God, that 
it may be there for a witness against 
thee. 

27 For I know tiiy rebellion, and 
thy stiff neck : behold, while I axa 
yet alive with you this day, ye have 
been rebellious against the Lord ; 
and how much more after my death ? 

28 ^ Gather unto me all the elders 
of your tribes, and your officers, that 
I may speak these words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
against them. 

29 For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, and 
turn aside from the way which I have 
commanded you ; and evil will befall 
you in the latter days ; because ye 
will do evil in the sight of the Lonn, 
to provoke him to anger through the 
work of your hands. 

80 And Moses spake in the eans 
of all the congregation of Isra^ the 
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I Mote^ aonff, in which he $etteth forth Ooda mercy and 
vengeance. 46 He exh&rieih them to lay it up in their 
heart*. 48 Ood eendetk him up to nhowU jf^, to see 
the land, and die. 

GIVE eax, O ye heavens, and I will 
speak ; and hear, O earth, the 
words of my mouth. 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my speech shall distil as the 
dew, as the small rain upon the ten- 
der herb, and as the showers upon 
the grass : 

3 Because I will publish the name 
of the Lord: ascribe ye greatness 
unto our Grod. 

4 He is the Rock, his work is per- 
fect; for all nis ways ar^ judgment: 
a God of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right is he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their .spot is not the spot of his chil- 
dren: thet/ are a perverse and crooked 
generation. 

6 Do ye thus requite the Lord, O 
foolish people and unwise ? is not he 
thy father that hath bought thee ? 
hath he not made thee, and establish- 
ed thee ? 

7 ^ Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations : 
ask thy father, and he will shew thee ; 
tJiy elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the Most High divided 
to the nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Adam, he 
set the bounds of the people accord- 
ing to the number of the children of 
Israel. 

9 For the Lord's portion is his 
people; Jacob is the lot of his in- 
heritance. 

10 He found him in a desert land, 
and in the. waste howling wilderness ; 
he led him about, he instructed him, 
he kept him as the apple of his eye. 

11 As an effcgle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth pver her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, bear- 
eth them on her wings ; 

12 So the Lord alone did lead him, 
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words of this song, imtil they were and there was no strange god vsrith 

ended. hizn. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 13 He made him ride on the high 

places of the earth, that he might 
eat the increase of the fields ; and he 
made him to suck honey out of the 
rock, and oil out of the flinty rock ; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs^ and rams of 
the breed of Bashan, and goats, with 
the fat of kidneys of wheat ; and thou 
didst drink the pure blood of the grape. 

15 IT But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked : thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered with 
fatness; then he forsook God which 
made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock of his salvation. 

16 They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abominations 
provoked they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not 
to God ; to gods whom they knew 
not, to new gods that came newly up, 
whom your fathers feared not. 

18 Of the Rock that begat thee thou 
art unmindful, and hast forgotten Gt)d 
that formed thee. 

19 And when the Lord saw it, he 
abhorred them, because of the provo- 
king of his sons, and of his daughters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my 
face from them, I will see what their 
end shall be : for they are a very fro- 
ward generation, children in whom 
is no faith. 

2 1 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not God ; they have 
provoked me to anger with their van- 
ities : and I will move them to jeal- 
ousy with those which are not a people ; 
I will provoke tiiem to anger with a 
foolish nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall bum imto the low- 
est hell, and shall consume the earth 
with her increase, and set on fire the 
foundations of the mountains. 

23 1 will heap mischiefs upon them; 
I will spend mine arrows upon theuL 

24 jTA^^ysAa// 6^ burnt with hunger^ 
and devoured with burning heat, and 
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with bitter destruction: I will also 
send the teeth of beasts upon them, 
with the poison of serpents of the dufet. 

25 The sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the suckling ako 
with the man of gray hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them 
into comers, I would make the re- 
membrance of them to cease from 
amorig^men : 

27 Were it net that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their ad- 
versaries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, 
Our hand is high, and the Lord hath 
not done all this. 

28 For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither is there any under- 
standing in them. 

29 Oh that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end \ 

30 How should one chase a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight, 
except their Rock had sold them, and 
the Lord had shut them up ? 

31 For their rock is not as our Rock, 
even ojir enemies themselves being 
judges. 

32 For their vine is of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Gomorrah : 
their grapes are grapes of gall, their 
dusters are bitter : 

33 Their wine is the poison of drag- 
ons, and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 Is not this laid up in store with 
me, and sealed up among my treas- 
ures? 

35 To me behngeth vengeance, and 
recompense ; their foot shall slide in 
due time : for the day of their calamity 
is at hand, and the things that shall 
come upon them make haste. 

86 For the Lord shall judge his 
people, and repent himself for his 
servants, when he seeth that their 
power is gone, and there is none shut 
up, or left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are 
their gods, their rock in whom they 
trusted. 



38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings ? let them rise up and 
help you, and be your protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am he, 
and there is no god with me : I kill, 
and I make alive; I wound, and I 
heal: neither is there any that c^n 
deliver out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, 
and mine hand take hold on judg- 
ment; I will render vengeance to 
mine enemies, and will reward them 
that hate me. 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk 
with blood, and my sword shall de- 
vour flesh; and that with the blood 
of the slain and of the captives from 
the beginning of revenged upon the 
enemy. 

43 Rejoice, O ye nations, ^vith his 
people : for he will avenge the blood 
of his servants, and will render ven- 
geance to his adversaries, and will 
be merciful unto his land, and to his 
people. 

44 H And Moses came and spake 
all the words of this song in the ears 
of the people, he, and Hoshea the 
son of Nun. 

45 And Moses made an end of speak- 
ing all these words to all Israel : 

46 And he said unto them. Set 
your hearts unto all the words which 
I testify among you this day, which 
ye shall conmiand your children to 
observe to do, all the words of this law. 

47 For it is not a vain thing for 
you; because it is your life: and 
through this thing ye shall prolong 
your days in the land, whither ye go 
over Jordan to possess it. 

48 And the Lord spake unto Mo- ' 
ses that selfsame day, saying, 

49 Get thee up into this mountain 
Abarim, unto mount Nebo, which is 
in the land of Moab, that is over 
against Jericho ; and behold the land 
of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Israel for a possession : 
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60 And die in the mount whither 
thou goest up, and be gathered unto 
thy people; as Aaron thy brother 
died in naount Hor, and was gathered 
unto his people : 

51 Because ye trespassed against 
me among the children of Israel at 
the waters of Meribah-Kadesh, in 
the wilderness of Zin; because ye 
sanctified me not in the midst of the 
children of IsreieL 

52 Yet thou shalt see the land 
before thee; but thou shalt not go 
thither unto the land which I give 
the children of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXXIII.

A ND this is the blessing, where- 
XjL with Moses the man of God 
blessed tiie children of Israel before 
his death. 

2 And he said. The Lord came 
from Sinai, and rose up from Seir 
unto them; he shined forth from 
mount Paran, and he came with ten 
thousands of saints : from his right 
hand went a fiery law for them. 

3 Yea, he loved the people; all his 
saints are in thy hand : and they sat 
down at thy feet ; every one shall re- 
ceive of thy words. 

4 Moses commanded us a law, even 
the inheritance of the congregation 
of Jacob. 

5 And he weis king in Jeshurun, 
when the heads of the people and the 
tribes of Israel were gathered together. 

6 ^ Let Reuben live, and not die ; 
and let not his men be few. 

7 H And this is the blessing of Ju- 
dah: and he said, Hear, Lord, the 
voice of Judah, and bring him unto 
his people: let his hands be sufli- 
cient for him; and be thou a help 
to him from his enemies. 

8 % And of Levi he said. Let thy 
Thummim and thy Urim be with thy 
holy one, whom thou didst prove at 
Massah, and vnth whom thou didst 
strive at the waters of Meribah ; 

9 Who said unto his father and to 
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his mother, I have not seen him; 
neither did he acknowledge his breth- 
ren, nor knew his own children: 
for they have observed thy word, and 
kept thy covenant. 

10 They shall teach Jacob thyjudg- 
ments, and Israel thy law: they shall 
put incense before thee, and whole 
burnt sacrifice upon thine altar. 

11 Bless, Lord, his substance, aadl 
accept the work of his hands : smite 
through the loins o^them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate 
him, that they rise not again. 

12 IT ^m;? of Benjamin he said. The 
beloved of the Lord shall dwell in 
safety by him ; and the LORD shall 
cover him all the day long, and he 
shall dwell between his shoulders. 

13 ^ And of Joseph he said. Bless- 
ed of the Lord be his land, for the 
precious things of heaven, for the 
dew, and for the deep that coucheth 
beneath, 

14 And for the precious fruits brought 
forth by the sun, and for the precious 
things put forth by the moon, 

15 ^d for the chief things of the 
ancient mountains, and for the pre- 
cious things of the lasting hills, 

16 And for the precious things of 
the earth and fulness thereof, and 
for the good will of him that dwelt 
in the bush: let the blessing come 
upon the head of Joseph, and upon 
the top of the head of him that was 
separated from his brethren. 

17 His glory is like the firstling of 
his bullock, and his horns are like 
the horns of unicorns: with them 
he shall push the people together to 
the ends of the earth : and they are 
the ten thousands of Ephraim, and 
they are the thousands of Manasseh. 

18 ^ And of Zebulun he said, Re- 
joice, Zebulun^ in thy going out; 
and, Issachar, in thy tents. 

19 They shall call the people unto 
the mountain ; there they shall ofier 
sacrifices of righteousness : for they 
shall suck of the abundance of the 
seas, and of treasures hid in the sand. 
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20 ^ And of Gad he said. Blessed 
he he that enlargeth Gad : he dwells 
eth as a lion, aoid teareth the arm 
with the crown of the head. 

21 And he provided the first part 
for himself) because there, in a por- 
tion of the lawgiver, wojs he seated ; 
and he came with the heads of the 
people^ he executed the justice of the 
Lord, and his judgments with Israel. 

22 ^ And of Ikn he said, Dan is 
a lion's whelp: he ahall leap from 
Bashan. 

23 IF And of Naphtali he said, O 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, and 
full with the blessing of the Lord, 
possess thou the west and the south. 

24 IT And of Asher he said, Let 
Asher be blessed with children j let 
him be acceptable to his brethren, 
and let him dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shaU be iron and brass ; 
and as thydays, so shallihy strength be. 

26 % There is none like unto the 
God of Jeshurun, who rideth upon 
the heaven in thy help, and in his 
excellency on the sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms: and he shall thrust out the 
enemy from before thee; and shall 
say, Destroy them. 

28 Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone : the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of com and wine ; also 
his heavens shall drop down dew. 

29 Happy art thou, O Israel : who 
is like unto thee, O people saved by 
the Lord, the shield of thy help, and 
who is the sword of thy excellency! 
and thine enemies shall be found 
liars unto thee ; and thou shalt tread 
upon their high places. 

CHAPTER XXXIV.

ND Moses went up fj^xn the

the Lord shewed him all the land of 
Gilead, unto Dan^ 

2 And all Naphtali, and the land 
of Ephraim, and Manasseh, and all 
the land of Judah, unto the utmost 
sea, 

3 And the south, and the plain of 
iiie valley of Jericho, the city of palm 
trees, unto Zoar. 

4 And the Lord said unto him. 
This is the land which I sware unto 
Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Ja- 
cob, saying, I will give it unto thy 
seed: I have caused thee to see it 
with thine eyes, but thou shalt not 
go over thither. 

5 ^ So Moses the servantof the Lord 
died there in the land of Moab, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord. 

6 And he buried him in a valley in 
the land of Moab, over against Beth- 
peor: but no man knoweth of his 
sepulchre unto this day. 

7 ^ And Moses wa^ a hundred 
and twenty years old when he died : 
his eye was not dim, nor his natural 
force abated. 

8 ^ And the children of Israel wept 
f(wr Moses in the plains of Moab thirty 
days: so the days of weeping and 
mourning for Moses were endedl 

9 ^ ^d Joshua the son of Nun 
was full of the spirit of wisdom; 
for Moses had laid his hands upon 
him: and the children of Israel 
hearkened unto him, and did as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

10 If And there arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like xmto Moses, whom 
the Lord knew face to fa^e, 

11 In all the signs and the wonders 
which the Lord sent him to do in 
the Icmd of Egypt, to Pharaoh, and to 
all his servant^ and to all his land, 

12 And in aU that mighty hand, and 
in all the ffreat terror which Moses 
shewed in ma sight of all Israel.

NOW after the death of Moses 
the s^TYBJit of the Loed it came 
to pass, that the Lobd spake unto 
Joshua the son of Nun, Moses' min- 
ister, sayings 

2 Moses my servant is dead ; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan, 
thou, and all this people, unto the 
land which I do give to tiiem, even 
to the children of Israel. 

3 Every place that tide sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I giv- 
en unto you, as I said unto Moses. 

4 From the wilderness and this 
Lebanon even unto the great river, 
the river Euphra4;es, all the land of 
the Hittites, and unto the great sea 
toward the going down of the sun, 
shall be your coast 

5 There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of 
thy life: as I was wilii Moses, ^ 
I will be with thee: I will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good cour- 
age : for unto this people shalt thou 
divide for an inheritance the land, 
which I.sware unto their fatiaers to 
give them. ; , 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that ihon mayest observe 
to do according to all the law, which 
Moses my servant commanded thee : 
tnm not from it to the right hand or 
to the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of l£e law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth ; but thou 
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shalt mieditate therein day and night, 
that thoa mayest observe to do ac- 
loording to all that is written tiaerein: 
for then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success. 

9 Have not I 6onmianded thee? 
Be strong and of a good courage ; be 
not afraid, neither be thou dismay^: 
for the Lord thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

10 ^ Then Joshua commanded the 
ojficers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com- 
mand the people, saying, Prepare 
you victuals ; for within three dayaye 
shall pass over this Jordan, to go in 
to possess the land, whidb the LoR0 
your God giveth you to possess it. 

12% And to the Reubenites, and to 
the Gtidites, and to half the tribe of 
Manasseh, spake Joshua, saying, 

13 Remember the word which 
Moses the servant, of the Lord com- 
manded you, saying. The Lord your 
God hath given you rest, and hath 
given you this larid. 

14 Your wives, your littie ones, and 
ymir tsattle, shall remain in ihe land 
which Moses gave you on this side 
J<»rdan; but ye shall pass before your 
brethren armed, all the mighty men 
of valour, and help them ; 

15 Until ihe Lord have given 
your brethren rest, as he hath given 
you, and they also have possessed 
the land which the Lord your Gk>d 
giveth them: then ye shall return 
unto the land of your possession, 
and enjoy it, which Moses the Lord's 
servant gave you on this side Jordan 
toward the sunrising. 

16 IT And they answered Joshua, 
saying. All that liiou conunandest us 
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we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us, we will go. 

17 According as we hea^rkened unto 
Moses in all thmgs, so will we hearken 
unto thee: only tiie Lord thy God 
be with thee, as he was with Moces. 

18 Whosoever he he that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto thy words in all 
that thou commandest him, he shall 
be pot to d^ath : only be strong and 
of a good courage. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Rahah receivfth and cancealeth the two fpies nentfrom 
Bhittim, S The covenant between her and them. 2S 
. l^mr return »nd report, 

AND Joshua the son of Nun sent 
. out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying, Gro view the land, 
even Jericho. And they went, and 
came into a harlot's house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of Jeri- 
cho, saying, Behold, l^ere came men 
in hither to night of the children of 
Israel to search out the country. 

3 And the king of Jericho sent 
unto Rahab, saying. Bring forth the 
men that are come to thee, which 
are entered into thine house : for they 
be come to search out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two 
aien, and hid them, and said thus, 
There came men unto me, but I 
wist not whence they ipere : 

5 And it came to pa£is about the 
time of shutting of the gate, when it 
wa& dark, that the men went out ; 
whither the men went, I wot not: 
pursue after them quickly ; for ye 
shall overtake them. 

6 But she had brought Hkefra up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she 
had laid in order upon ihe rod*. 

7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords : and 
as soon as they which pursued iaiter 
them were gone out, they shut the gate. 

8 IF And before they were laid down, 
ghe came up unto them i»pon the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 



know that the Lord hath given you 
the land, and that your terror is fallen 
upon us, and that all the inhabitants 
of the land faint because of you. 

10 For we have heard how the 
LoED dried up the water of the Red 
sea for you, when ye came out oi* 
Egypt; and what ye did unto the 
two kings of the Amorites, that were 
on the other side Jordan, Sihon and 
Og, whom ye utterly destroyed. 

11 And as soon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, nei- 
ther did there remain any more cour- 
age in any man, because of you : 
for the LoED your God, he is God in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, 
swear unto me by the Lorp, since I 
have shewed youkindness, that ye will 
also shew kindness unto my father's 
house, and give me a true token : 

13 And that ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my breth- 
ren, and my idsters, and all that they 
have, and deliver our lives from death. 

14 AimI the men answered her, 
Our life for yours, if ye utter not 
this our business. And it shall be, 
when the Lord hath given us the 
land, that we will deal kindly and 
truly with thee. 

15 Then she let them down by a 
cord through the window: for her 
house ivas upon the town wall, and 
she dwelt upon the walL 

16 And she said unto them. Get 
you to the mountain, lest the piu- 
suers meet you ; and hide yourselves 
there three days, until the pursuers 
be retumed: and afterward may ye 
go your way* 

17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be blameless of this thine oath 
which ihou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we oome into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of 
scackt thread in the window which 
thou didst let us down by : and thou 
shalt bring thy father, and thy mother, 
and ihy brethren, and all thy father's 
household, home unto thee. 
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19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out (rf the doors of thy house 
into the street, his blood shall be 
upon his head, and we will he guilt- 
less: and whosoever shall be with 
thee in the house, his blood shall be 
on our head, Many hand be upon him. 

20 And if thou utter this our busi- 
ness, then we will be quit of thine 
oath which thou hast made us to swear. 

21 And she said. According unto 
your words, so he it. And she sent 
them away, and they departed: and she 
bound the scarlet line in the window. 

22 And they went, and came unto 
the mountain, and abode there three 
days, until the pursuers were return- 
ed: and the pursuers sought them 
throughout all the way, but found 
them not. 

23 If So the two men returned, and 
desc^ided from the mountain, and 
passed over, and came to Joshua the 
son of Nun, and told him all things 
that befell them : 

24 And they said unto Joshua, 
Truly the Lord hath delivered into 
our hands all the land ; for even all 
the inhabitants of the country do 
faint because of us. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Th9 Jsraelite$ come to Jordan. 2 The officers instruct 
them how they are to p<u8 over it. 7 77ie Lord encour- 
ogeth Joshua. 9 Joshua encourageth the people, 14 
The toaters of Jordan are divided. 

AND Joshua rose early in the mom- 
. ing; and they removed from 
Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and 
all the children of Israel, and lodged 
there before they passed over. 

2 And it came to pass after three 
days, that the ojficers went through 
the host ; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it, then 
ye shall remove from your place, and 
go after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space be- 
tween you and it, about two thousand 
cubits by measure: come not neaar 
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unto it, that ye may know the way 
by which ye must go : for ye have 
not passed this way heretofore. 

5 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: for to morrow 
the Lord will do wonders among you. 

6 And Joshua spake unto the 
priests, saying. Take up the ark <rf 
the covenant, and pass over before 
the people. And they took up the 
ark of the covenant, and went before 
the people. 

7 If And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day will I begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they 
may know that, as I was with Moses, 
so I will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the cov- 
enant, saying. When ye are come to 
the brink of the water of Jordan, ye 
shall stand still in Jordan. 

9 ^ And Joshua said unto the chil» 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hear 
the words of the Lord your God. 

10 And Joshua said. Hereby ye 
shall know that the living God is 
among you, and that he will without 
fail drive out from before you the 
Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Hivites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Girgashites, and the Amorites, and 
the Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth passeth 
over before you into Jordan. 

12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel, out of 
every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as the soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the Lord, 
the Lord of all the esHh, shall rest 
in the waters of Jordan, that the wa- 
ters of Jordan shall be cut off from the 
waters that come down from above ; 
and they shall stand upon a heap. 

14 IF And it came to pass, wh^i 
the pec^le removed from their tents, 
to pass over Jordan, and the priests 
bearing the ark of the covenant be- 
fore the people ; 
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15 And as they that bare the ark 
were come unto Jordan, and the feet 
of the priests that bare the ark were 
dipped in the brim of the water, (for 
Jordan overfloweth all his banks all 
the time of harvest,) 

16 That the waters which came 
down from above stood and rose up 
upon a heap very far from the city 
Adam, that is beside Zaretan; and 
those that came down toward the sea 
of the plain, even the salt sea, failed, 
and were out oflF: and the people 
passed over right against Jericho. 

17 And the priests that bare the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
stood firm on dry ground in the 
midst of Jordan, and all the Is- 
raelites passed over on dry ground, 
until all the people were passed 
clean over Jordan. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Twelve men are appointed to take twelve stones for a 



memorial out of Jordan^ 9 Twelve other stones are 
set up in tlie midst of Jordan, 10 The people pass 
over. 14 God magnifieth Joshua, 20 Tm twelve 
stones are pitched in Otlgal. 

AND it came to pass, when all the 
. people were clean passed over 
Jordan, that the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 
priests' feet stood firm, twelve stones, 
and ye shall carry them over with 
you, and leave them in the lodging 
place, where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
children of Israel, out of every tribe 
a man : 

6 And Joshua said unto them. Pass 
o\'er before the ark of the Lord your 
Grod into the midst of Jordan, and 
take you up every man of you a 
stone upon his shoulder, according 
unto the number of the tribes of t)^ 
children of Israel : 

6 That this may be a sign amemg 
you, that when your children ask 



their fathers in time to come, saying, 
What mean ye by tiiese stones ? 

7 Then ye shail answer them, That 
the waters of Jordan were cut oflF 
before the ark of the ooveniant of 
the Lord; when it passed over Jor- 
dan, the waters of Jordan were cut 
off: and these stones shall be for a 
memorial unto the children of Israel 
for ever. 

8 And the children of Israel did 
so as Joshua commanded, and took 
up twelve stones out of the midst of 
Jordan, as the Lord spake unto 
Joshua*, according to the number of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, 
and carried them ov^ with them 
unto the place where they lodged, 
and laid them down there. 

9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood : 
and they are there unto this day. 

10 II For the priests which bare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jordan, un- 
til every thing was finished that the 
Lord commanded Joshua to speak 
unto the people, according to all that 
Moses commanded Joshua: and the 
people hasted and passed over. 

1 1 And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that the 
ark of the Lord passed over, and the 
priests, in the presence of the people. 

12 And the children of Reuben, 
and the children of Grad, and half 
the tribe of Manasseh, passed over 
armed before the childjren of Israel, 
as Moses spake unto them : 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over before the Lord 
unto battle, to the plains of Jericho. 

14 H On that day the Lord mag- 
nified Joshua in the sight of all fe- 
rael; and they feared him, as they 
feared Moses, all the days of his life. 

15 And the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, saying, 

16 Cknoamaad the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they 
eorcfee up o^t of Jordan. 
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17 Joshua thesetove eommanded 
the priests, saying. Come ye up out 
of Jordan. 

18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the cov- 
enant of the Lord were come up out 
of the midst of Jordan, and the soles 
of the priests' feet were lifted up unto 
the dry land, tha* ihe waters of Jwdan 
returned unto their place, and flowed 
over all his hanks, as thei/ did before. 

19 If And the people came up out 
of Jordan on the tenth day of the 
first month, and encamped in Gilgal, 
in the east border of Jericho. 

20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. 

21 And he spake unto the children 
of Israel, saying. When your children 
shall afik their fttthers in time to come, 
saying, What m^an these stones ? 

22 Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 

23 For the Lokd your God dried 
Tip the waters of Jordan from before 
you, until ye were passed over, as 
the Lord your God did to the Red 
«ea, which he dried up from before 
us, until we were gone over : 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lord, 
that it is mighty: that ye might fear 
the Lord your God for ever. 

CHAPTER V. 

I Th4 Canaanitii are afraid, 2 Joshua reneweth cir- 
eumeinon. 10 The pasaoverU kept at OUgal, 12 Tfie 
manna eeoHth, 18 An angel iq>p$aretk t0 Joahua, 

AND it came to pass, when all 
. the kings of the Amorites, which 
taere on the side of Jordan westward, 
and all the kings of the Canaanites, 
which were by the sea, heaird ttiat 
the Lord had dried up the waters 
of Jordan from before the chiMrea 
of Israel, imtil we were passed ovot, 
that their hec^t melted, neither was 
there spirit in them any more, be- 
cause of the children of Israel. 

2 ^ At that time the Lord said un- 
to Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, 
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and circumcise again the children of 
Israel the second time. 

3 And Joshua made him sharp 
knives, and circumcised the children 
of Israel at the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this is the cause, why Joshua 
did circumcise: All the people that 
came out of Egypt, that were males, 
even all ihe men of war, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they 
came out of Egypt. 

6 Now all the people that oame out 
were circumcised; but all ihe peo- 
ple that were born in the wilderness 
by the way as they came forth out of 
Egypt, them, ihey had not circumcised. 

6 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, 
which came out of Egypt, were con- 
sumed, because they obeyed not l^e 
voice of the Lord: unto whom the 
Lord sware that he would not shew 
them the land, which the Lord sware 
unto their fathers that he would give 
us, a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. 

7 And their children, whom he rais- 
ed up in their stead, them Joshua 
circumcised: for they were uncir- 
oumcised, because they had not cir- 
cumcised them by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when 
they had done circumcising all the 
people, that they abode in tiieir places 
in the camp, till they were whole. 

9 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day have I rolled away the 
reproach of Egypt from off you. 
"Wherefore the name of the place 
is called Gilgal unto this day. 

10 IF And the children of Israel 
encamped in Gilgal, and kept the 
passover on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even in the plains of Jericho. 

11 And th^ did eat of the old 
com of the land on the morrow af- 
ter the passover, unleavened cakes, 
and parched eom in the sel&ame day. 

12 IF And the manna ceased on 
the morfow after they had eaten of 
the old oonl of the land ; ndther had 
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CHAPTER VI. 



The (dty is cornpassed. 



the children of L^ael manna any 
more ; but they did e^* of the fruit 
jof the land of Canaan that year. 

13 If And it came to pass, when 
Joshua was by Jericho^ that he lifted 
up his eyes and looked, and, behold, 
there stood a man over against him 
with his sword drawn in his hand : 
and Joshua went unto him, and said 
tmto him, Art thou for us, or for our 
adversaries ? 

14 And he said, Nay; but as cap- 
tain of the host of the Lord am I 
now come. And Joshua fell on his 
foioe to the earth, and did worship, 
and said unto him, What saith my 
lord unto his servant ? 

15 And the captain of the Lord's 
host said unto Joshua, Loose thy 
«hoe frcMn off thy foot ; for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy. And 
Joshua did so. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Jericho U shut vp. 2 Ood inttrueieth Joshua how to 
besUj^e it. 12 The oity i$ eompoMed §even da^^ 20 
The walls fall down. 21 All thai are in the city de- 
stroyed, 22 Only Bahab and her family are sii/ved 
26 The rehuilder of Jericho is cursed, 

NOW Jericho was straitly shut up 
becauj9e of the children of Israel : 
none went out, and none came in. 

2 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
See, I have given into thine hand 
Jericho, and the king thereof, and 
the mighty men of valour. 

3 And ye shall compass the city, all 
ye men of war, and go round about the 
city once. Thus shalt tiiou do six days. 

4 And seven priests shall bear be- 
fore the ark seven trumpets of rams' 
hcnms: and the seventh day ye shall 
compass the city aeven times, ajid liie 
priests shall blow with the trumpets. 

5 And it shall come to pas9, that 
when they make a long blMt with 
the ram's horn, and when ye hear 
.the sound of the trumpet, all the peo- 
ple shall shout with a great shout ; 
ajid the wall of the city shall fall 
down flat, and the people shall ascend 
up every maa straight before him. 

6 If And Joshua the son of Nun 
called the {priests, and said unto 



them, Take up the ark of the cov- 
enant, and let seven priests bear 
seven trumpets of rams' homs be- 
fore the ark of the Loim>. 

7 And he said unto th,e people, 
Pass on, and compass the city, and 
let him that is armed pas^ on before 
the ark of the Lord. 

8 IF And it came to pass, when 
Joshua had spoken unto the people, 
tha* the seven priests bearing the 
seven trumpets of raQis' horns passed 
on before the Lobp, and blew with 
the trumpets : and the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord followed them. 

9 And the armed men went before 
the iwiests that blew with the trum- 
pets, and the rearward came after the 
ark, the priests going on, and blowing 
with the trumpets. 

1 And Joshua hadl commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor 
make any noise witili your voice, nei- 
ther shall any word {proceed out of 
your mouth, until the day I bid you 
shout ; then shall ye shout. 

11 So the axk of the Lord com- 
passed the city, going about it once: 
and they came into the camp, and 
lodged in the camp. 

12 IF And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took up the 
ark of the Lord, 

13 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams' homs before the 
ark of the Lord went on continually, 
and blew with the trumpets : and the 
armed men went before them; but 
the rearward came after the ark of 
the Lord, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

14 £[kd the second day they com- 
passed the city once^ and returned 
into the camp. So they did six days. 

15 And it came to pass on the sev- 
entii day, that they rose ep.rly about 
the dawning of the day, and com- 
passed the city after the same m^mner 
seven times : only on that day they 
compassed the city seven. times. 

16 And it came to pass at the 
sev^ith time, when the priests blew 
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with the trumpets, Joshua said uuto 
the people, Shout ; for the Lord hath 
given you the city. 

17 1[ And the dty shall he a^ecuiB- 
ed, even it, and all that are therein, 
to the Lord : only Rahah the harlot 
shall live, she and all that are with 
her in the house, heoause ^e hid the 
messengers that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise Iceep your- 
selves from the accursed thing, lest 
ye make yourselves accursed, when 
ye take of the accursed thing, and 
make the camp of Israel a curse, and 
trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are conse- 
crated unto the Lord: they shall 
come into the keasury of the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets : and 
it came to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trumpet, and 
the people shouted with a great shout, 
that the wall fell down flat, so that 
the people went up into the city, every 
man straight befcHre him, and tiiey 
took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all 
that was in the city, both man and wo- 
man, young and old, and ox, and sh^p, 
and ass, with the edge of tiie sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto the 
two men tiiat had spied out the coun- 
try. Go into the harlot's house, and 
bring out thence the woman, and all 
that she hath, as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that were 
spies went in, and brought out Rar 
hab, and her father, and her mother, 
and her brethren, and all that she 
had; and they brought out all her 
kindred, and lejft them without the 
camp of Israel. 

24 And they burnt the city with 
fire, and all that was therein: only 
the silver, and the gold, and the ves- 
sels of brass and of iron, they put into 
the treasury of the house of the Lord. 

26 And Joshua saved Rahab the 
haflot alive, and her father's house- 
hold, and all that she had ; and she 
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dwelleth in Israel even unto ihis 
day; because she hid the messen^ 
gers, which Joshua sent to spy out 
Jericho. 

26 If And Joshua adjured them at 
that time, saying, Cursed be the mati 
before the Lord, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho: he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in his 
fiiBtbom, and in his youngest son 
shall he set up the gates of it. 

27 So the Lord was with Joshua; 
and his fame was noised throughout 
all the country. 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 Aehans trespass. 2 The Israelites are smitten at M, 
6 Joshua* 9 complaint 10 God instfucteth kirn tahtd 
to <U. 16 Achan is taken by the lot 19 His oonfes- 
nan, 22 He and all lie /tad are destroyed in the valley 
of Achor, 

BUT the children of Israel com- 
mitted a trespass in the accurs- 
ed thing : for Achan, the son of Cax- 
mi,'the son of Zabdi, the son of Ze- 
rah, of the tribe of Judah, took of the 
accursed iiiing: and the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against the children 
of Israel. 

2 And Joshua sent men from Jer- 
icho to Ai, which is beside Beth-aven, 
on the east side of Beth-el, and spake 
unto them, saying, Go up and view 
the country. And the men went up 
and viewed Ai. 

3 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people 
go up; but let about two or three 
thousand men go up and smite Ai; 
and make not all the people to labour 
thither ; for they are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men; 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 

d And the men of Ai smote of 
them about thirty and six men : for 
they chased them from before the 
gate even unto Shebarim, and smote 
them in the going down : wherefore 
the hearts of the people melted, and 
became as water. 

6 IF And Joshua rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth upon his face 
bef<Mre the ark of the Lord until the 
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eventide, he and the elders of Israel, 
and put dust upon their heads* 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, O Lord 
God, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into the hand of the Amor- 
ites, to destroy us ? would to Grod we 
had been content, and dwelt on the 
other side Jordan ! 

8 O Lord, what shall I say, when 
Israel turneth their backs before their 
enemies ! 

9 For the Canaanites and all the 
inhabitants of the land shall hear of 
itj and shall environ us round, and cut 
off our name from the earth : and what 
wilt thou do unto thy great name ? 

10 IT And the Lord said unto Josh- 
ua, Get thee up ; wherefore liest thou 
thus upon thy face ? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they 
have also transgressed my covenant 
which I commanded them : for they 
have even taken of the accursed thing, 
and have also stolen, and dissembled 
also, and they have put it even among 
their own stuff. 

12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but turned their backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed : 
neither will I be with you any more, 
except ye destroy the accursed from 
among you. 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and 
say, Sanctify yourselves against to 
morrow : for thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, There is an accursed 
thing in the midst of thee, O Israel : 
thou canst not stand before thine 
enemies, until ye take away the ac- 
cursed thing from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye 
shall be brought according to your 
tribes : and it shall be, that the tribe 
which the Lord taketh shall come 
according to the families thereof; 
and the family which the Lord shall 
take shall come by households ; and 
the household which the Lord shall 
take shall come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is 



taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that he 
hath: because he hath transgressed 
the covenant of the Lord, and be- 
cause he hath wrought folly in Israel. 

16 IF So Joshua rose up early in 
the morning, and brought Israel by 
their tribes ; and the tribe of Judah 
was taken : 

17 And he brought the family of 
Judah; and he took the family of 
the Zarhites: and he brought the 
family of the Zarhites man by man ; 
and Zabdi was taken : 

18 And he brought his household 
man by man ; and Achan, the son of 
Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of Ze- 
rali, of the tribe of Judah, was taken. 

19 And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the 
Lord God of Israel, and make confes- 
sion unto him; and tell me now what 
thou hast done ; hide it not from me. 

20 And Achan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed, I have sinned 
against the Lord God of Israel, and 
thus and thus have I done : 

21 When I saw among the spoils 
a goodly Babylonish garment, and 
two hundred shekels of silyer, and 
a wedge oi gold -of fifty shekels 
weight, then I coveted them, and 
took them; and, behold, they are 
hid in the eartii in the midst of my 
tent, and the silver under it. 

22 IF So Joshua sent messengers, 
and they ran unto the tent; and, 
behold, it was hid in his tent, and 
the silver imder it. 

23 And they took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought them 
unto Joshua, and unto all Hie chil- 
dren of Israel, and laid them out 
before the Lord. 

24 And Joshua, and all Israel with 
him, took Achan the son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the garment, and 
the wedge of gold, and his sons, and 
his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, and his ^eep, and his tent, and 
all that he had: and they brought 
tiiem unto the valley of Achon 
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25 And Joshna 6aid, Why hast 
thou troubled us? the Lord shall 
trouble thee this day. And all 
Israel stoned him wil^ stones, and 
burned them with fire, after they 
had stoned them with stones. 

20 And they raised over him a 
great heap of stoiKes unto this day. 
So the Lord turned from the fierce- 
ness of his ang^. Wherefore the 
name of that place was called, The 
valley of Aohor, unto this day. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

I Ood encourageth Joihua, S The stratagem whereby 
Ai i9 takm, 29 The king thereof m hanged. 80 
Joehtta buildeth an. altar, 82 writeth the law on stones, 
84 and pronounceth blessings and cursings. 

A ND the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Jljl Fear not, neither be thou dis- 
mayed : take all the people of war 
with thee, and arise, go up to Ai: 
see, I hare given into thy hand the 
king of Ai, and his people, and his 
city, and his land : 

2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her 
king as thou didst unto Jericho and 
her king : only the spoil thereof, and 
the cattle thereof, shall ye take for a 
prey unto yourselves: lay thee an 
ambush for the city behind it. 

3 ^ So Joshua arose, and all the 
people of war, to go up against Ai : 
and Joshua chose out thirty thousand 
mighty men of valour, and sent them 
away by night. 

4 And he commanded them, saying. 
Behold, ye shall lie in wait against the 
city, even behind the city : go not very 
far from the city, but be ye all ready : 

5 And I, and all the people that are 
with me, will approach unto the city : 
and it shall come to pass, when they 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that we will flee before them, 

6 (For they will come out after us,) 
till we have drawn them from the 
city ; for they will say. They fl:ee be- 
fore us, as at the fixst : therefore we 
will flee before them. 

7 then ye shall rise up from the 
ambush, and seize upon the city : for 
the Lord your God will deliver it 
into your hand. 
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8 And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city, that ye shall set the 
city on fire: according to the com- 
mandment of the Lord shall ye do. 
See, I have commanded you. 

9 ^ Joshua therefore sent them 
forth ; and they went to lie in ambush, 
and abode between Beth-el and Ai, on 
the west side of Ai : but Joshua lodged* 
that night among the people. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people,- 
and went up, he and the elders of 
Israel, before the people to Ai. 

11 And all the people, even the 
people of war that were with him, 
went up, and drew nigh, and came 
before the city, and pitched on the 
north side of Ai: now there was a 
valley between them and Ai. 

12 And he took about five thou- 
sand men, and set them to lie in 
ambush between Beth-el and Ai, on 
the west side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the 
people, even all the host that wa^ on 
the north of the city, and their liers 
in wait on the west of the city, 
Joshua went that night into the 
midst of the valley. 

14 ^ And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw it^ that they hasted 
and rose up early, and the men of the 
city went out against Israel to battle, 
he and all his people, at a time ap- 
pointed, before the plain ; but he wist 
not that there were liers in ambush 
against him behind the city. 

15 And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled by the way of the wilderness. 

1 6 An d all the people that were in Ai 
were called together to pursue after 
them : and they pursued after Joshua, 
and were drawn away from the city. 

17 And there was not a man left 
in Ai or Beth-el, that went not out 
after Israel : and they left the city 
open, and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that is in thy 
hand toward Ai ; for I will give it 
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into thine hand. And Joshua sketch- 
ed out the spear that he had in his 
hajad toward the city, 

19 And the ambush arose quickly 
out of their place, and they ran as 
soon as he had stretched out his 
hand: and they entered into the 
city, and took it, and hasted and set 
the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up to 
heaven, and they had no power to 
flee this way or that way : and the 
pc^ople that fled to the wilderness 
turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, 
and slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in 
the midst of Israel, some on this side, 
and some on that side: and they 
smote them, so that they let none of 
them remain or escape. 

23 And the king of Ai they took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it came to pass, when Is- 
retel had made an end of slaying all 
the inhabitants of Ai in the field, in 
the wilderness wherein they chased 
them, and when they were all fallen 
on the edge of the sword, until they 
were consumed, that all the Israelites 
returned unto Ai, and smote it with 
the edge of tiie sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
were twelve thousand, even all the 
men of Ai. 

26 For Joshua drew not his hand 
back, wherewith he stretched out the 
spear, until he had utterly destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil 
of that city Israel took for a prey 
unto themselves, according unto the 
word of the Lord which he command- 
ed Joshua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai^ and made 



it a heap for ever, even a desc^aticm 
unto thi» day. 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged 
on. a tree until eventide : and as soon 
as the sun was down, Joshua com- 
manded that they should take his car- 
cass down from the tree, and cast it 
at the entering of the gate of the city, 
and raise thereon a great heap of 
stones, that remainath imto tibiis day. 

30'T[ Then Joshuabuilt an altar unto 
the Lord Grod of Isrsiol in mount Ebal, 

31 As Moses the servant of the 
Lord commanded the children of 
Israel, as it is written in the book of 
the law of Moses, an altar of whole 
stones, over which no man hath lifted 
up any iron : and they ojQfered there- 
on burnt ofierings unto the Lord, and 
sacrificed peace ofierings. 

32 IT And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of 
the children of Israel. 

33 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark ajxd on that side 
before the priests the Levites, which 
bare the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, ^ as well the stranger, as he 
that was born among them ; half of 
them over against mount Gerizim, 
and half of them over against mount 
Ebal; as Moses the servant of the 
Lord had commanded before, that 
they should bless the people of Israel. 

34 And afterward he read all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ- 
ten in the book of the law. 

35 There was not a word of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua 
read not before all the congregation 
of Israel, with the women, and the 
little ones, and the steangers that 
were conversant among themu 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 7^ kings combine against Israel. 8 The Oibeonites 
hxf craft obtain a league ; 16 for which they are con- 
demned to perpetual bondage. 

AND it came to pass, when all 
. the kings which were on this 
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side Jordan, in the hills, and in the 
valleys, and in all the coasts of the 
great sea over against Lebanon, the 
ECttite, and the Amorite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, heard thereof; 

2 That they gathered themselves 
together, to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one aocord. 

3 If And when the inhabitants of 
Gibeon heard what Joshua had done 
unto Jericho and to Ai, 

4 They did work wilily, and want 
and made as if they had been amba^ 
sadors, and took old sacks upon their 
asses, and winebottles, old, and rent, 
and bound up ; 

5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon 
them ; and all the bread of their pro- 
vision was dry and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto 
the camp at Gilgal, and said unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We be 
come from a far country : now there- 
fore make ye a league with us. 

7 And the men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us ; and how shall we make a 
league with you ? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We 
are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye ? 

9 And they -said unto him, From a 
very far country thy servants are come, 
because of the name of the Lord thy 
God : for we have heard the fame of 
him, and all that he did in Egypt, 

10 And all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were be- 
yond Jordan, to Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, and to Og king of Bashan, 
which was at Ashtaroth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and ri,ll 
the inhabitants of our country spake * 
to us, saying. Take victuals with you 
for the journey, and go to meet them, 
and say unto them. We are your ser- 
vants : therefore now make ye a 
league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hoi for 
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our provision out of our houses on 
the day we came forth jto go uato 
you ; but now, behold, it is dry, and 
it is mouldy ; 

13 And tibese bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, 
they be rent : and these our garments 
and our shoes are become old by rea- 
son of the very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their 
victuals, and asked not counsel at 
the mouth of the Lord. 

15 And Joshua made peace with 
them, and made a league with them, 
to let them live : and the princes of 
the congregation sware unto them. 

16 % And it came to pass at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
league with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed, and came unto their cities on 
the third day. Now their cities toere 
Gibeon, and Chephirah, and Beeroth, 
and Kiijath-jearim. 

18 And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had sworn unto them 
by the Lord God of Israel. And all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. • 

19 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation. We have sworn 
unto them by the Lord God of Is- 
rael : now therefore we may not touch 
them. 

20 This we will do to them ; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be 
upon us, because of the oath which 
we sware unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live ; but let them be hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water 
unto all the congregation; as the 
princes had promised them. 

22 H And Joshua called for them, 
and he spake unto them, saying, 
Wherefore have ye beguiled us, say- 
ing. We are very far from you ; when 
ye dwell among us ? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, 
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and there shall none of you be freed 
from being bondmen, and hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the 
house of my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
said, Because it was certainly told 
thy servants, how that the Lord thy 
(Tod commanded his servant Moses 
to give you all the land, and to de- 
stroy all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you, therefore we were 
sore afraid of om* lives because of 
you, and have done this thing. 

25 And now, behold, we are in 
thine hand: as it seemeth good and 
right unto thee to do imto us, do. 

26 And so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
the children of Israel, that they slew 
them not. 

27 And Joshua made them that day 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for the congregation, and for the altar 
of the Lord, even unto this day, in the 
place which he shoald choose. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 'Fiv€ kings wctr against Oibeon, 6 Joshua reseusth 
it, 10 Ood Jighteth against them vnth hailstones. 
12 Tfie sun ana moon stand still at the word of Joshtta, 
16 TItefive kings are shut up in a cave. 28 They are 

. In'ought forth, 24 scornfully used, 26 and hanged. 
28 Seven other kings are conquered. 43 Joshua 
retumeth to Oilgcd. 

NOW it came to pass, when 
Adoni-zedek king of Jerusa- 
lem had heard how Joshua had taken 
Ai, and had utterly destroyed it ; as 
he had done to Jericho and her king, 
so he had done to Ai and her king ; 
and how the inhabitants of Gibeon 
had made peace with Isreiel, and 
were among them ; 

2 That they feared greatly, be- 
cause Gibeon wa^ a great city, as one 
of the royal cities, and because it 
was greater than Ai, and all the men 
thereof were mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedek king of 
Jerusalem sent unto Hoham king of 
Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jar- 
muth, and unto Japhia kingof Lachish, 
and unto Debir king of Eglon, saying, 

4 Come up unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon: for it 
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hath made peace with Joshua and 
with the children of Israel. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, 
the king of Lachish, the king of Eg- 
lon, gathered themselves together, and 
went up, they and all their hosts, and 
encamped before Gibeon, and made 
war against it. 

6 ^ And the men of Gibeon sent 
unto Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, 
saying, Slack not thy hand from thy 
servants ; come up to us quickly, and 
save us, and help ,us: for all the 
kings of the Amorites that dwell in 
the mountains are gathered together 
against us. 

7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, 
he, and all the people of war with him, 
and all the mighty men of valour. 

8 ^ And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Fear them not : for I have delivered 
them into thine hand; there shall 
not a man of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
suddenly, amd went up from Gilgal 
all night. 

10 And the Lord discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and chased 
them along the way that goeth up 
to Beth-horon, and smote them to 
Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 

11 And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Beth-horon, that the 
Lord cast down great stones from 
heaven upon them unto Azekah, and 
they died : they were more which died 
with hailstones than they whom the 
children of Israel slew with the sword. 

12 IT Then spake Joshua to the 
Lord in the day when the Lord de- 
livered up the Amorites before the 
children of Israel, and he said in the 
sight of Israel, Sun, stand thou still 
upon Gibeon; and thou, Moon, in 
the valley of Aijalon. 

13 And the sun stood still, and the 
moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged themselves upon their ene- 
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mies. Is not this written in the book 
of Jasher ? So the sun stood still in 
the midst of heaven, and hasted not 
to go down about a whole day. 

14 And tiiere was no day like that 
before it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened unto the voice of a man : 
for the Lord fought for Isra,el. 

15 If And Joshua retumed, and 
all Israel with him, unto the camp to 
Gilgal. 

16 But these five kings fled, amd hid 
themselves in a cave at Makkedah. 

17 And it was told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings, are found hid in a 
cave at Makkedah. 

18 And Joshua said, Roll great 
stones upon the mouth of the cave, 
and set men by it for to keep them : 

19 And stay ye not, hut pursue after 
your enemies, and smite the hindmost 
of them ; suffer them not to enter into 
their cities: for the Lord your Grod 
hath delivered them into your hand. 

20 And it came to pass, when 
Joshua and the children of Israel had 
made an end of slaying them with a 
very great slaughter, till they were 
consumed, that the rest which remain- 
ed of them entered into fenced cities. 

21 And all the people retumed to 
the camp to Joshua at Makkedah 
in peace: none moved his tongue 
against any of the children of Israel. 

22 Then said Joshua, Open the 
mouth of the cave, and bring out those 
five kings unto me out of the cave. 

23 And they did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the 
cave, the king of Jerusalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of Jaxmuth, the king 
of Lachish, an^ the king of Eglon. 

24 And it came to pass, when they 
brought out those kings unto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which went with him. 
Come near, put your feet upon the 
necks of these kings. And they came 
near, and put their feet upon the 
necks of them. 

25 And Joshua said unto them, 
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Fear not, nor be dismayed^ be strong 
and of good courage : for thus shaU 
the Lord do to all your enemies 
against whom ye fight. 

26 And afterward Joshua smote 
them, and slewth^m, and hanged them 
on five trees : and they were hanging 
upon the trees until the evening. 

27 And it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of the sun, that 
Joshua commanded^ and they took 
them down off" the trees, and cast 
them into the cave wherein they had 
been hid, and laid great stones in the 
cave's mouth, which remain until this 
very day. 

28 ^ And that day Joshua took 
Makkedah, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and the king 
thereof he utterly destroyed, them, 
and all the souls that were therein; 
he let none remain: and he did to 
the king of Makkedah as he did unto 
the king of Jericho. 

29 Then Joshua passed from Mak- 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Libnah, and fought against Libnah : 

30 And the Lord delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel ; and he smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none remain 
in it ; but did imto the king thereof 
as he did unto the king of Jericho. 

31 IT And Joshua passed from Lib- 
nah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Lachish, and encamped against it, 
and fought against it : 

32 And the Lord delivered Lachish 
into the hand of Israel, which took it 
on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the 
souls that were therein, according to 
all that he had done to Libnah. 

33 IT Then Horam king of Grezer 
came up to help Lachish ; and Joshua 
smote him and his people, until he 
had left him none remaining. 

34 IT And from Lachish Joshua 
passed unto Eglon, and all Israel with 
him ; and they encamped against it, 
and fought against it :

SS And they took it on thatday, and 
fimote it with the edge of the swoid^ 
and all the souls that taere therein he 
utterly destroyed tibiat day, according 
to all that he had done to Lachish. 

36 And Joshua went up from Eg* 
Ion, and all Israel with him, unto He* 
hron ; and they fought a^fainst it : 

37 And they took it, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the cities there- 
of, and all the souls that were there- 
in ; he left none remaining, according 
to all that he had done to Eglon ; but 
destroyed it utterly, and all tiiie souls 
that were therein. 

38 If And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir ; and fought 
against it : 

39 And he took it, and the king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof; 
and they smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and utterly destroyed 
all the souls that toere therein; he 
left none remaining : as he had done 
to Hebron, so he did to Debir, and 
to the king thereof; as he had done 
also to Libnah, and to her king. 

40 IF So Joshua smote all the coun- 
try of the hills, and of tiie south, and 
of tiiie vale, and of the springs, and 
all their kings : he left none remain- 
ing, but utterly destroyed all that 
breathed, as the LoRn God of Israel 
commanded. 

41 And Joshua smote them from 
Eadesh-bamea even unto Gaza, and 
all the country of Goshen, even unto 
Gibeon. 

42 And all these kings and their 
land did Joshua take at one time, 
because the Lord God of Israel 
fought for Israel. 

43 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the camp to 
Gilgal. 

CHAPTER XL 

1 Diver 8 kings overcome at the water t of Merom, 10 
HazoT taken and btirnt 16 AH the country taken hy 
Joekua. 21 Tha Anakim cut off, 

A ND it came to pass, when Jabin 
JLJL king of Hazor had heard those 
things^ that he sent to Jobab king ef 



Madon, and ioihe king of Shimron, 
and to the long of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountadns, and of the 
plains south of Chinneroth, and in 
the valley, and in the borders of Dor 
on the west, 

3 And to the Canaanite on the east 
and on the west, and to the Amorite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, 
and the Jebusite in the mountains, 
and to the Hivite under Hermon in 
the land of Mizpeh. 

4 And they went out, they and all 
th^ hosts with them, much people, 
even as the sand that is upon the 
sea shore in multitude, with horses 
and chariots vety many. 

5 And when all these kings were 
met together, they came a^d pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to 
fight against Israel. 

6 If And the Lord said imto Joshua, 
Be not afraid because of them : for 
to morrow about this time will I de- 
liver them up all slain before Israel : 
thou shalt hough their horses, and 
bum their chariots with fire. 

7 So Joshua came, and all the peo- 
ple of war witii him, against tiiem by 
the waters of Merom suddenly; and 
they fell upon them. 

8 And the Lord delivered them 
into the hand of Israel, who smote 
them, and chased them unto great 
Zidon, and unto Misrephoth-maim^ 
and unto the valley of Miaspeh east- 
ward; and they smote them, until 
they left them none remaining. 

9 And Joshua did unto them as the 
Lord bade him : he houghed their hor- 
ses, and burnt their chariots with fire. 

10 IF And Joshua at that time turn- 
ed back, and took Hazor, and smote 
the king thereof with the sword : for 
Hazor beforetime was tiie head of all 
&ose kingdoms. 

11 And they smote all the souls 
that were therein with tiie edge of 
the sword, utterly destroying them: 
there was not any left to breathe: 
and he burnt Hazor with fire. 
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12 And all the cities <^ those kings, 
and all the kings of them, did Joshua 
take, and smote them with the edge 
of the swoid, cund he utterly destroy- 
ed tiiem, as Moses the servant of the 
Lord commanded. 

13 But a« for the cities that stood 
still in tiieir strength, Israel burned 
none of them, save Hazor only ; that 
did Joshua burn. 

14 And all the spoil of these cities, 
and the> cattle, the children of Israel 
took for a prey unto themselves ; but 
every man they smote with the edge 
of the sword, until they had destroyed 
them, neither left they any to breathe. 

15 If As the Lord commanded Mo- 
ses his servant, so did Moses com- 
mand Joshua, and so did Joshua ; he 
left nothing undone of all tiiat the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hills, and all the south country, and 
all the land of Goshen, and the valley, 
and the plain, and the mountain of 
Israel, and the valley of the same ; 

1 7 Even from the mount Halak, that 
goeth up to Seir, even unto Baal-gad 
in the valley of Lebanon under mount 
Hermon : and all their kings he took, 
and smote them, and slew them. 

18 Joshua made war a long time 
with all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, save 
the Hivites the inhabitants of Gib- 
eon : all other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the Lord to 
harden their hearts, that they should 
come against Israel in battle, that he 
might destroy them utterly, and that 
they might have no favour, but that 
he might destroy them, as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

21 If And at that time came Josh- 
ua,, and cut oflF the Anakim from 
the mountains, from Hebron, from 
Debir, from Anab, and from all the 
mountains of Judah, and from all the 
mountains of Israel : Joshua destroy- 
ed them utterly with their cities. 

22 There was none of the Anakim 
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left in the land of the children of 
Israel: only in Gaza, in Gath, and 
in Ashdod, there remained. 

23 So Joshua took the whole land, 
according to all that the Lord said 
unto Moses ; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel according 
• to their divisions by their tribes. 
And the land rested from war. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 The two kings on the east of Jordan whose countries 
Moses took and disposed of, 7 77is one and thirty kings 
on the west of Jordan whom Joshua smote, 

NOW these are the kings of the 
land, which the children of Is- 
rael smote, and possessed their land 
on the other side Jordan toward the 
rising of the sun, from the river Ar- 
non unto mount Hermon, and all the 
plain on the east : 

2 Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt in Heshbon, and ruled from 
Aroer, which is upcm the bank of the 
river Arnon, and from the middle of 
the river, and from half Gilead, even 
unto the river Jabbok, which is the 
border of the children of Amlmon ; 

3 And from the plain to the sea of 
Chinneroth on the east, and unto the 
sea of the plain, even the salt sea on 
the east, the way to Beth-jeshimoth ; 
and from the south, tmder Ashdoth- 
pisgah : 

4 And the coast of Og king of 
Bashan, which was of the remnant 
of the giants, that dwelt at Ashta- 
roth and at Edrei, 

5 And reigned in mount Hermon, 
and in Salcah, and in all Bashan, 
unto the border of the Geshurites and 
the Maachathites, and half Gilead, the 
border of Sihon king of Heshbon. 

6 Them did Moses the servant of 
the Lord and the children of Israel 
smite : and Moses the servant of the 
Lord gave it for a possession unto the 
Reubenites, and the Gadites, and the 
half tribe of Manasseh. 

7 ^ And these are the kings of the 
countay which Joshua and the chil- 
dren of Israel smote on this side Jot- 
dan on the west, from Baal-gad in 



wham Joshua smote.

mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir ; 
which Joshua gave unto the tribes of 
Israel for a possession according to 
their divisions ; 

8 In the mountains, and in the 
valleys, and in the plains, and in the 
springs, and in the wilderness, and in 
the south country; the Hittites, the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebu- 
sites: 

9 The king of Jericho, one ; the king 
of Ai, which is beside Beth-el, one ; 

10 The king of Jerusalem, one; 
the king of Hebron, one ; 

11 The king of Jarmuth, one ; the 
king of Lachish, one ; 

12 The king of Eglon, one; the 
king of Gezer, one ; 

13 The king of Debir, one ; the 
king of Creder, one ; 

14 The king of Hormah, one ; the 
king of Arad, one ; 

15 The king of Libnah, one ; the 
king of Adullam, one ; 

16 The king of Makkedah, one; 
the king of Beth-el, one ; 

17 The king of Tappuah, one; 
the king of Hepher, one ; 

18 The king of Aphek, one ; the 
king of Lasharon, one ; 

19 The king of Madon, one; the 
king of Hazor, one ; 

20 The king of Shimron-meron, 
one ; the king of Achshaph, one ; 

21 The king of Taanach, one ; the 
king of Megiddo, one ; 

22 The king of Kedesh, one ; the 
king of Jokneam of Carmel, one ; 

23 The king of Dor in the coast of 
Dor, one ; the king of the nations of 
Gilgal, one ; 

24 The king of Tirzah, one: all 
the kings thirty and one. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

8 Tlie inheritance of the 
ttpo tribes and a half, 14 Tlie inheritance of Levi i$ 
the Moerijieet of the Lord. 15 The inheritance ofjieu- 
ben, 22 Balaam elain. 24 The inheritance of Oad, 
29 aiui of the half tribe of Manaeseh, 

NOW Joshua was old and stricken 
in years; and the Lord said 



unto him, Thou art old and stricken 
in years, and there remalneth yet 
very much land to be possessed. 

2 This is the land that yet remain- 
eth : all the borders of the Philistines, 
and all Geshuri, 

3 From Sihor, which is before 
Egjrpt, even unto the borders of Ek- 
ron northward, which is counted to 
the Canaanite : five lords of the Philis- 
tines ; the Gazathites, and the Ash- 
dothites, the Eshkalonites, the Git- 
tites, and the Ekronites; also the 
Avites: 

4 From the south, all the land of 
the Canaanites, and Mearah that is 
beside the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to 
the borders of the Amorites : 

5 And the land of the Giblites, and 
all Lebanon toward the sunrising, 
from Baal-gad pnder moun%Hermon 
unto the entermg into Hamath. 

6 All the irihabitants of the hill 
country from Lebanon unto Misre- 
photh-maim, and all the Sidonians, 
them will I drive out from before the 
children of Israel : only divide thou 
it by lot unto the Israelites for an in* 
heritance, as I have commanded thee. 

7 Now therefore divide this land for 
an inheritance unto the nine tribes, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, 

8 With whom the Reubenites and 
the Gadites have received their inher- 
itance, which Moses gave them, be- 
yond Jordan eastward, even as Moses 
the servant of the Lord gave them ; 

9 From Aroer, that is upon the 
bank of the river Amon, and the city 
that is in the midst of the river, and 
all the plain of Medeba unto Dibon ; 

10 And all the cities of Sihon king 
of the Amorites, which reigned in 
Heshbon, unto the border of the 
children of Ammon ; 

11 And Gilead, and the border of 
the Geshurites andMaachathites, and 
all mount Hermon, and all Bashan 
unto Salcah ; 

12 All the kingdom of Og in Ba- 
shan, which reigned in Aihtaroth 
and in Edrei, who remained of the 
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remnant of the giants : for these did 
Moses smite, and cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of Is- 
rael expelled not the Geshurites, nor 
the Maachathites : but the Geshurites 
and the Maachathites dwell among 
the Israelites until this day. 

14 Only unto the tribe of Levi he 
gave none inheritance ; the sacrifices 
of the Lord God of Israel made by 
fire are their inheritance, as he said 
unto them. 

15 IT And Moses gave unto the 
tribe of the children of Reuben in- 
heritance according to their families. 

16 And their coast was from Aroer, 
that is on the bank of the river Amon, 
and the city that is in the midst of the 
river, and all the plain by Medeba ; 

17 Heshbon, and all her cities that 
are in tlft plain; Dibon, and Bamoth- 
baal, and Beth-baal-meon, 

18 And Jahaza, and Eedemoth, and 
Mephaath, 

19 And Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, 
and Zareth-shahar in the mount of 
the valley, 

20 And Beth-peor, and Ashdoth- 
pisgah, and Beth-jeshimoth, 

21 And all the cities of the plain, 
and all the kingdom of Sihon king of 
the Amorites, which reigned in Hesh- 
bon, whom Moses smote with the 
princes of Midiaji, Evi, and Rekem, 
and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, which 
were dukes of Sihon, dwelling in the 
country. 

22 Hf Balaam also the son of Beor, 
the soothsayer, did the children of 
Israel slay with the sword among 
them that were slain by them. 

23 And the border of the children 
of Reuben was Jordan, and the bor- 
der thereof. This was the inherit- 
ance of the children of Reuben after 
their families, the cities and the vil- 
lager thereof * 

24 And Moses gave inheritance 
unto the tribe of Gad, even unto the 
children of Gad according to their 
families. 

25 And their coast was Jazer, and 
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all the cities of Gilead, and half the 
land of tiie children of Ammon, unto 
Aroer that is before Rabbah ; 

26 And from Heshbon unto Ra- 
math-mizpeh, and Betonim ; and from 
Mahanaim xmto the border of Debir ; 

27 And in the valley, Beth-aram^ 
and Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and 
Zaphon, the rest of the kingdom of 
Sihon king of Heshbon, Jordan and 
his border, even unto the edge of the 
sea of Chinnereth on the other side 
Jordan eastward. 

28 This is the inheritance of the 
children of Gad aft^ their families, 
the cities, and their villages. 

29 IT And Moses gave inheritance 
unto the half tribe of Manasseh : and 
this was the possession of the half 
tribe of the children of Manasseh by 
their families. 

30 And their coast was from Ma- 
hanaim, all Bashan, all the kingdom 
of Og king of Bashan, and all the 
towns of Jair, which are in Bashan, 
threescore cities : 

31 And half Gilead, and Ashta- 
roth, and Edrei, cities of the king- 
dom of Og in Bashan, were pertain- 
ing unto the children of Machir the 
son of Manasseh,. even to the one 
half of the children of Machir by 
their families. 

32 These are the countries which 
Moses did distribute for inheritance 
in the plains of Moab, cm the other 
side Jordan, by Jericho, eastward. 

33 But unto the tribe of Levi Moses 
gave not any inheritance : the Lord 
God of Israel wa^ their inheritance, 
as he said unto them. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 The nine trihee and a half are to have their inheritance 
hy lot 6 Oaleb hyfawmr obtaineth Hebron. 

AND these a^e the countries which 
. the children of Israel inherited 
in the land of Canaan, which Elea- 
zar the priest, and Joshua^ the son of 
Nun, and the heads of the fathers of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, 
distributed for inheritance to them. 
2 By lot was their inheritance, as

the Lord oommanded by the hand 
of Moses, for the nine tribes, and /or 
the half tribe. 

3 For Moses had given the inher- 
itance of two tribes and a half tribe 
on the other side Jordan: but unto 
the Levites he gave none inheritance 
among them. 

4 For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manasseh and Ephraim : 
therefore they gave no part unto the 
Levites in the land, save cities to 
dwell f n, with their suburbs for their 
cattle and for their substance. 

5 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. 

6 IT Then the children of Judah 
caone unto Joshua in Gilgal : and Ca- 
leb the son of Jephunneh the Ken- 
ezite said unto him. Thou knowest 
the thing that the Lord said unto 
Moses the man of God concerning 
me and thee in Kadesh-bamea. 

7 Forty years old was I when Mo- 
ses the servant of the Lord sent me 
from Kadesh-barnea to espy out the 
land ; and I brought him word again 
as it was in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless my brethren that 
went up with me made the heart of 
the people melt: but I wholly fol- 
lowed the Lord my God. 

9 And Moses sware on that day, 
saying, Surely the land whereon thy 
feet have trodden shall be thine in- 
heritance, and thy children's for ever, 
because thou hast wholly followed 
the Lord my Gt)d. 

10 And now, behold, the Lord 
hath kept me alive, as he said, these 
forty and five years, ^en since the 
Lord spake this word unto Moses, 
while the children of Israel wandered 
in the wilderness : and now, lo, I am 
this day fourscore and five years old. 

11 As yet I am as strong this day 
as / was in the day that Moses sent 
me : as my strengiii was then, even 
so is my strength now, for war, both 
to go out, and to come in. 

12 Now therefore give me this 



mountain, whereof the Lord spake 
in that day; for thou heardest in 
that day how the Anakim were 
there, and that the cities were great 
and fenced : if so be the Lord will be 
with me, then I shall be able to drive 
them out, as the Lord said. 

13 And Joshua blessed him, and 
gave xmto Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh Hebron for an inheritance. 

14 Hebron therefore became the 
inheritance of Caleb the son of Je- 
phunneh the Kenezite unto this day, 
because that he wholly followed the 
Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the name of Hebron be- 
fore wa^ Kirjath-arba; which Arba 
was a great man among the Anakim 
And the land had rest from war. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 The borders of the lot of Judah, 18 Ccdeh takethpott 
session of his portion, 1 6 Othnielj for his valour^ hath 
Aehsah, Galea s dattghteTf to wife, 18 She obtaineth a 
hlesnng of her father, 21 The cities of Judah, 68 
The Jebusites not conquered. 

T'HIS then was the lot of the tribe 
of the children of Judah by their 
families ; even to the border of Edom 
the wildemess of Zin southward was 
the uttermost part of the south coast. 

2 And their south border was from 
the shore of the salt sea, from the bay 
that looketh southward : 

3 And it went out to the south 
side to Maaleh-acrabbim, and passed 
along to Zin, and ascended up on the 
south side unto Kadesh-barnea, and 
passed along to Hezron, and went up 
to Adar, and fetched a compass to 
Karkaa : 

4 From thence it passed toward 
Azmon, and went out unto the river 
of Egypt ; and the goings out of that 
coast were at the sea : this shall be 
your south coast. 

5 And the east border was the salt 
sea, even unto the end of Jordan. 
And their border in the north quarter 
was from the bay of the sea at the 
uttermost part of Jordan : 

6 And the border went up to Beth- 
hoglah,and passed along by the north 
of Beth-arabah ; and the border went 
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up to the stone of Bohan the son of 
Reuben : 

7 And the border went up toward 
Debir from the valley of Achor, and 
so northward, looking toward Gilgal, 
that is before the going up to Adum- 
mim, which is on the south side of the 
river : and the border passed toward 
the waters of En-shemesh, and the 
goings out thereof were at En-rogel : 

8 And the border went up by the 
valley of the son of Hinnom unto the 
south side of the Jebusite ; the same 
is Jerusalem: and the border went 
up to the top of the mountain that 
lieth before the valley of Hinnom 
westward, which is at the end of the 
valley of the giants northward : 

9 And the border was drawn from 
the top of the hill unto the fountain 
of the wator of Nephtoah, and went 
out to the cities of mount Ephron; 
and the border was drawn to Baalah, 
which is Kirjath-jearim: 

10 And the border compassed from 
Baalah westward unto mount Seir, and 
passed along unto the side of mount 
Jearim, which w Chesalon, on the north 
side, and went down to Beth-shemesh, 
and passed on to Timnah : 

11 And the border went out unto 
the side of Ekron northward: and 
the border was drawn to Shicron, and 
passed along to mount Baalah, and 
went out unto Jabneel ; and the go- 
ings out of the border were at the 
sea. 

12 And the west border uoas to the 
great sea, and the coast thereof: this 
is the coast of the children of Judah 
round about according to their fam- 
ilies. 

13 ^ And unto Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh he gave a part among 
the children of Judah, according to 
the c(mmiandment of the Lord to 
Joshua, even the city of Aiba the fa- 
ther of Anak, which city is Hebron. 

1 4 And C aleb drove thence the three 
sons of Anak, Sheshai, and Ahiman, 
and Talmai, the children of Anak. 

15 And he went up thence to the 
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inhabitants of Debir : and the name 
of Debir before was Kirjath-sepher. 

16 If And Calebsaid,Hethat8mitoth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to wife. 

17 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
the brother of Caleb, took it : and he 
gave him Achsah his daughter to wife. 

18 And it came to pass, as Bhe 
came unto him, that she moved him 
to ask of her father a field : and she 
lighted off her ass ; and Caleb ^id 
unto her. What wouldest thou ? 

19 Who answered, Give me a bless- 
ing ; for thou hast given me a south 
land ; give me also springs of water. 
And he gave her the upper springs, 
and the nether springs. 

20 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Judah ac- 
cording to their families. 

2 1 HT And the uttermost cities of the 
tribe of the children of Judah toward 
the coast of Edom southward were 
Eabzeel, and Eder, and Jagur, 

22 And Einah, and Dimonah, and 
Adadah, 

23 And Eedesh, and Hazor, and 
Ithnan, 

24 Ziph, and Telem, and Bealoth, 

25 And Hazor, Hadattah, and Ee- 
rioth, and Hezron, which is Hazor, 

26 Amam, and Shema, and Mola-

27 And Hazar-gaddah, and Hesh- 
mon, and Beth-palet, 

28 And Hazar-shual, and Beer- 
sheba, and Bizjothjah, 

29 Baalah, and lim, and Azem,

2 And goeth out from Beth-el to 
Luz, and passeth along unto the 
borders of Archi to Ataroth, 

3 And goeth down westward to the 
coast of Japhleti, unto the coast of 
Beth-horon the nether, and to Gre- 
zer : and the goings out thereof are 
at the sea. 

4 So the children of Joseph, Ma- 
nasseh and Ephraim, took their in- 
heritance. 

5 % And tiie border of the children 
of Ephraim according to their fami- 
lies was thus: even the border of 
their inheritance on the east side was 
Ataroth-addar, unto Beth-horon the 
upper ; 

6 And the border went out toward 
the sea to Michmethah on the north 
side ; and the bolder went about east- 
ward unto Taanath-shiloh, and pass- 
ed by it on the east to Janohah ; 

7 And it went down from Janohah 
to Ataroth, and to Naarath, and came 
to Jericho, and went out at Jordan. 

8 The border went out from Tap- 
puah westward unto the river Kanah ;

9 And the separate cities for the 
children of Ephraim ivere among the

10 And they drave not out the 
Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer: but 
the Canaanites dwell among the 
Ephraimites unto this day, and serve 
under tribute. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 The lot of Manasseh. 1 Mis coast, 12 The Canaan- 
ites not driven out, 14 The children of Joseph obtain 
an additional lot 

THERE was also a lot for the 
tribe of Manasseh ; for he wa^ 
the firstborn of Joseph; to wit, for 
Machir the firstborn of Manasseh, 
the father of G-ilead: because he 
was a man of war, therefore he had 
Gilead and Bashan. 

2 There was also a lot for the rest 
of the children of Manasseh by their 
families; for the children of Abi- 
ezer, and for the children of Helek, 
and for the children of Asriel, and 
for the children of Sheohem, and for 
the children of Hepher, and for the 
children of Shemida : these were the 
male children of Manasseh the son 
of Joseph by their families. 

3 ^ But Zelophehad, the son of 
Hepher, the son of Gilead, the son of 
Machir, the son of Manasseh, had no 
sonsj but daughters : aad tiliese are the 
names of his daughters, Mahlah, and 
Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 

4 And they came near before Elea- 
zar the priest, and before Joshua the 
son of Nun, and before the princes, 
saying. The Lord /commanded Mo- 
ses to give us an inlieritance among 
our brethren. Therefore, according 
to the commandment of the Lord, 
he gave them an inheritance among 
the brethren of their father. 

5 And there fell ten p(»rtions to 
Manasseh, besides the land of Gilead 
and Bashan, which ivere on the other 
side Jordan ; 

6 Because the daughters of Manas- 
leh had an inheritance among his 
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sons : and the rest of Mahasseh's sons 
had the land of Gilead. 

7 HF And the coast of Manasseh was 
fix)m Asher to Michmethah, that lieth 
before Shechem ; and the border went 
along on the right hand unto the in- 
habitants of En-tappuah. 

8 Now Manasseli had the land of 
Tappuah : but Tappuali on the bor- 
der of Manasseh belonged to the chil- 
dren of Ephraim ; 

9 And the coast descended unta the 
river Eanah, southward of the river : 
these cities of Ephraim are among 
the cities of Manasseh: the ^ coast of 
Manasseh also was on the north side 
of the river, and the outgoings of it 
were at the sea : 

10 Southward it was Ephraim's, 
and northward it was Manasseh's, 
and the sea is his border ; and they 
met together in Asher on the north, 
and in Issachar on the east. 

11 And Manasseh had in Issachar 
and in Asher Beth->shean and her 
towns, and Ibleam and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of En- 
dor and her towns, and the inhab- 
itants of Taanach and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of Megiddo and her. 
towns, even three countries. 

12 Yet the children of Manasseh 
could not drive out the inhabitants 
o/ those cities; but the Canaanites 
would dwell in that land. 

13 Yet it came to pass, when the chil- 
dren of Israel were waxen strong, that 
ihey put the Canaanites to tribute ; 
but did not utterly drive ihem out. 

14 And the children of Joseph spake 
unto Joshua, saying, Why hast thou 
given me but one lot and one portion 
to inherit, seeing I am a great people, 
forasmuch as the Lord hath blessed 
me hitherto ? 

15 And Joshua answered them, K 
thou be a great people, then get thee 
up to the wood country , and out down 
for thyself there in the land of the 
Ferizzites and of the giants, if mount 
Ephraim be too narrow for thee.

17 And Joshua spake unto the 
house of Joseph, even to Ephraim 
and to Manasseh, saying, Thou art a 
great people, and hast great power:

AND the whole congregation of 
. the children of Israel assembled 
together at Shiloh, and set up the 
tabernacle of the congregation there : 
and the land was subdued before them. 

2 And there remained among the 
children of Israel seven tribes, which 
had not yet received their inheritance. 

3 And Joshua said unto the children 
of Israel, How long are ye slack to 
go to possess the land, which the Lord 
God of your fathers hath given you ? 

4 Give out from among you three 
men for each tribe : and I will send 
them, and they shall rise, and go 
through the land, and describe it ac- 
cording to the inhmtance of them; 
and they shall come again to mte. 

. 5 And they shall divide it into seven 
parts : Judah shall abide in their coast 
on the south, and ilie house of Joseph 
shall abide in their coasts on the north. 

6 Ye shall therefore describe the 
land into seven parts, and bring the 
description hither to me, that I may 
cast lots for you here before the Lord 
our God. 

7 But the Levites have no part 
among you; for the priesthood of 



the Lord is their inheritance: and 
Gad, and Reuben, and half the tribe 
of Manasseh, have received their in- 
heritance beyond Jordan on the east, 
which Moses the servant of the Lord 
gave them. 

8 IT And tiie men arose, and went 
away : and Joshua charged them that 
went to describe the land, saying. 
Go and walk through the land, and 
describe it, and come again to me, 
that I may here cast lots for you be- 
fore the Lord in Shiloh. 

9 And the men went and passed 
through the land, and described it by 
cities into seven parts in a bods, and 
came again to Joshua to the host at 
Shiloh. 

10 HF And Joshua cast lots for them 
in Shiloh before the Lord : and there 
Joshua divided the land unto the 
children of Israel according to their 
divisions. 

11 IF And the lot of the tribe of 
the children of Benjamin came up 
according to their families : and the 
coast of their lot came forth between 
the children of Judah and the chil- 
dren of Joseph. 

12 And their border on the north 
side was from Jordan; and the b(»r* 
der went up to the side of Jericho on 
the north side, and went up through 
the mountains westward; and tibie 
goings out thereof were at the wilder- 
ness of Beih-aven. 

13 And the border went over from 
thence toward Luz, to the side of 
Luz which is Beth-el, southward; 
and the border descended to Ataroth- 
addar, near the hill that lieth on the 
south side of the nether Beth-boron. 

14 And the border was drawn thence^ 
and compassed the corner of the sea 
southward, from the hill that Ueth be- 
fore Beth-horon southward; and the 
goings out thereof were at Kirjath- 
baal which is Kiriath-jearim, a city 
of the children of Judah : this was 
the west quarter. 

15 And the south quarter was from 
the end of £irjath-jearim, and the 
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The cities of Benjamin.

border went out on the west, and 
went out to the well of waters of 
Nephtoah : 

16 And the border came down to 
the end of the mountain that lieth 
before the valley of the son of Hln* 
nom, and which is in the valley of 
the giants on the north, and descend- 
ed to the valley of Hinnom, to the 
side of Jebusi on the south, and de- 
scended to En-rogel, 

17 And was drawn from the north, 
and went forth to En-shemesh, and 
went forth toward Greliloth, which is 
over against the going up of Adum- 
mim, and descended to the stone of 
Bohan the son of Reuben, 

18 And passed along toward the 
side over against Arabah northward, 
and went down imto Arabah : 

19 And the border passed along to 
the side of Beth-hogiah northward : 
and the outgoings of the border were 
at the north bay of the salt sea at 
the south end of Jc^dan : this was the 
south coast. 

20 And Jordan was the border of it 
on the east side. This wa^ the in- 
heritance of the children of Benjamin, 
by the coasts thereof round about, 
according to their families. 

21 Now the cities of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin according to 
their families were Jericho, and Beth- 
hoglah, and the valley of Keziz, 

22 And Beth-arabah, and Zema- 
raim, and Beth-el, 

23 And Avim, and Parah, and 
Ophrah, 

24 And Chephar-haammonai, and 
Ophni, and Gaba ; twelve cities with 
their villages : 

25 Gibeon, and Ramah, and Bee- 
roth, 

26 And Mizpeh, and Chephirah, 
and Mozah, 

27 And Rekem, and Irpeel, and 
Taralah, 

28 And Zelah, Eleph, and Jebusi 
which is Jerusalem, Gibeath, and 
Kirjath; fourteen cities with their 
villages. This is the inheritance of 
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the children of Benjamin according 
to their fcunilies. • 

CHAPTER XIX. 

\ The lot of JStmeotiy 10 ofZeMun, 17 oflssaehar^ 24 
of Asher, 32 of NapfUali, 40 and of Dan. 49 Tka 
ekUdren ofltrael give an^ inheritance to Joshua. 

AND the second lot came forth to 
. Simeon, even for the tribe of 
the children of Simeon according to 
their families : and their inheritance 
was within the inheritance of the 
children of Judah. 

2 And they had in their inheritance 
Beer-sheba or Sheba, and Moladah, 

3 And Hazar-shual, and Balah, and 
Azem, 

4 And Eltolad, and Bethul, and 
Hormah, 

5 And Ziklag, and Beth-marca- 
both, and Hazar-susah, 

6 And Beth-lebaoth, and Sharuhen; 
thirteen cities and their villages : 

7 Ain, Remmon, and Ether, and 
Ashan ; four cities and their villages : 

8 Andallthevillagesthatt£?^^round 
about these cities to Baalath-beer, Ra- 
math of the south. This is the inheri- 
tance of the tribe of the children of 
Simeon according to their families. 

9 Out of the portion of the chil- 
dren of Judah was the inheritance of 
the children of Simeon : for the part 
of the children of Judah was too much 
for them: therefore the children of 
Simeon had their inheritance within 
the inheritance of them. 

10 ^ And the thh-d lot came up for 
the children of Zebulun according to 
their families : and the border of their 
inheritance was unto Sarid : 

11 And their border went up to- 
ward the sea, and Maralah, and reach- 
ed to Dabbasheth, and reached to the 
river that is before Jokneam ; 

12 And turned from Sarid eastward 
toward the sunrising unto the border 
of Chisloth-tabor, and then goeth out 
to Daberath, and goeth up to Japhia, 

13 And from thence passeth on 
along on the east to Gittah-hepher, 
to Ittah-kazin, and goeth out to Rem- 
mon-methoar to Neah;

22 And the coast reacheth to Ta- 
bor, and Shahazimah, and Beth-she- 
me^; and the outgoings of their 
border were at Jordan : sixteen cities 
with their villages. 

23 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Issachar ac- 
cording to their families, the cities 
and their villages. 

24 % And the fifth lot came out for 
the tribe of the children of Asher 
according to their families. 

25 And their border was Helkath, 
and Hali, and Beten, and Achshaph, 

26 And Alammelech, and Amad, 
and Mishal ; and reacheth to Carmel 
westward, and to Shihor-libnath ; 

27 And turneth toward the sun- 
rising to Beth-dagon, and reacheth 
to Zebulun, and to the valley of Jiph- 
thah-el toward the north side of Beth- 
emek, and Neiel, and goeth out to 
Cabul on the. left hand, 

28 And Hebron, and Rehob, and 
Hammon, and Kanah, even unto great 
Zidon ; 

29 And then the coast turneth to 
Ramah, and to the strong city Tyre ; 
and the coast turneth to Hosah ; and 
the outgoings thereof are at the sea 
from the coast to Achzib : 



30 Ummah aiso, and Aphek, and 
Rehob: twenty and two cities with 
their villages. 

31 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Asher accord- 
ing to their families, these cities with 
their villages. 

32 HT The sixth lot came out to the 
children of NaphtaU, even for the chil- 
dren of NaphtaU according to their 
families. 

33 And their coast was from He- 
lq)h, from Allon to Zaanannim, and 
Adami, Nekeb, and Jabneel, unto 
Lakum; and the outgoings thereof 
were at Jordan : . 

34 And then the coast turneth west- 
ward to Aznoth-tabor, and goeth out 
from thence to Hukkok, and reach- 
eth to Zebulun on the south side, 
and reacheth to Asher on the west 
side, and to Judah upon Jordan to- 
ward the sunrising. 

35 And the fenced cities are Zid- 
dim, Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, 
and Chinnereth,

39 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of NaphtaU ac- 
cording to their families, the cities 
and their vUlages. 

40 HT And the seventh lot came out 
for the tribe of the children of Dan * 
according to their famiUes. 

41 And the coast of their inher- 
itance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and 
Ir-shemesh, 

42 And Shaalabbin, and Aijalon, 
and Jethlah, 

43 And Elon, and Thimnathah, 
and Ekron, 

44 And Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, 
and Baalath, 

46 And Jehud, and Bene-berak, 
and Gath-rinmion, 
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JotkuaU inheritance.

46 And Me-jarkon, and RaJckon, 
with the border befere Japho* 

47 And the coast of the children 
of Dan WBnt out too little for them : 
therefore the children of Dan went 
up to fight against Leshem, and took 
it, and smote it with the edge of the 
Bwoid, and possessed it, and dwelt 
therein, and called Leshem, Dan, 
after the name of Dan their father. 

48 This i$ the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Dan accord- 
ing to their families, these cities with 
their villages. 

49 ^ When they had made an end 
of dividing the land for inheritance 
by their coasts, the children of Israel 
gave an inheritance to Joshua the 
son of Nun among them : 

50 According to the word of the 
Lord they gave him the city which he 
asked, even Timnath-serah in mount 
Ephraim : and he built the city, and 
dwelt therein. 

51 These aretheinheritences, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Nun, and the heads of the fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Ismel, 
divided for an inheritance by lot in 
Shiloh before the Lord, at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
So they made an end of dividing the 
country. 

CHAPTER XX. 

5m; dtien of refuge are ajppmUed. 

THE Lord also spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

2 Speak to the children of Israel, 
saying, Appoint out for you cities of 
refuge, whereof I spake unto you by 
the hand of Moses : 

3 That the slayer that killeth any 
person unawares and unwittingly 
may flee thither : and they shall be 
your refuge from the avenger of blood. 

4 And when he that doth flee unto 
one of thosecities shall stand at the en- 
tering of the gate of the city, and shall 
declare his cause in the ears of the el- 
ders of that city, they shall take him 
into the city unto them, and give him a 
place, that he may dwell among them. 
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5 And if the avenger of blood pursue 
after him, then they shall not deliver 
the slayer up into his hand ; because 
he smote his neighbour unwittingly, 
and hated him not beforetime. 

6 And he shall dwell in that city, 
until he stand before the congregation 
for judgment, and until the death of 
the high priest that shall be in those 
days: thffli shall the slayer return, 
and come unto his own city, and unto 
his own house, unto the city from 
whence he fled. 

7 IT And they appointed Kedesh in 
Galilee in mount Naphtali, and She* 
chem in mount Ephraim, and Eir- 
jath-arba which is Hebron in the 
mountain of Judah. 

8 And on the other side Jordan by 
Jericho eastwiyrd, they assigned Bezer 
in the wilderness upon the plain out 
of the tribe of Reuben, and Ramoth 
in Gilead out of the tribe of Gad, and 
Golan in Bashan out t)f the tribe of 
Manasseh. 

9 These were the cities appointed 
for all the children of Israel, and for 
the stranger that sojoumeth among 
them, that whosoever killeth any per- 
son at unawares might flee thither, 
and not die by the hand of the aven- 
ger of blood, until he stood before the 
congregation. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 Eight and forty cUiea given by lot, out of the other 
tribes, unto the Levites. 48 77iu$ God gave the land, 
and rent unto the leraeliteM, according to hispromUe, 

THEN came near the heads of the 
fathers of the Levites unto Elea- 
zar the priest, and unto Joshua the 
son of Nun, and unto the heads of the 
fathers of the tribes of the children 
of Israel ; 

2 And they spake unto them at Shi* 
loh in the land of Canaan, saying, The 
Lord commanded by the hand of Mo- 
ses to give us cities to dwell in, with 
the suburbs thereof for our cattle. 

3 And the children of Israel gave 
unto the Levites out of their inheri- 
tance, at the commandment of the 
Lord, these cities and their suburbs.

4 And the lot came out for the 
families of the Eohathites : and the 
children of Aaron the priest, which 
were of the Levites, had by lot out 
of the tribe of Judah, and out of the 
tribe of Simeon, and out of the tribe 
of Benjamin, thirteen dties. 

5 Aad the rest of the children of 
Kohath had by lot out of the families 
of the tribe' of Ephraim, and out of 
the tribe of Dan, and out of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, ten cities. 

6 And the children of Gershon had 
by lot out of the families of tiie tribe 
of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, and out of the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. 

7 The. children of Merari by their 
families had out of the tribeof Ileuben, 
and out of the tribe of Gad, and out 
of the tribe of Zebulun, twelve cities. 

8 And the children of Israel gave 
by lot unto the Levites these cities 
with their suburbs, as the Lord com- 
manded by the hand of Moses. 

9 IT And they gave out of the tribe 
of the children of Judah, and out of 
the tribe of the children of Simeon, 
these cities which are here mentioned 
by name, 

10 Which the children of Aaron, 
hein^g of the families of the Kohath- 
ites, who were of the children of Levi, 
had : for theirs wc^s the first lot. 

1 1 And they gave them the city of Ar* 
ba the father of Anak, which city is He- 
bron, in the hill country of Judah, with 
the suburbs thereof round about it. 

12 But the fields of the city, and the 
villages thereof, gave they to Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh for his possession. 

13 ^ Thus they gave to the children 
of Aaron the priest Hebron with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer, and Libnah with her suburbs, 

14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and 
Eshtemoa with her suburbs, 

15 And Holon with her suburbs, 
and Debir with her suburbs, 

16 And Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 



shemesh with her suburbs ; nine cities 
out of those two tribes. 

17 And out of the tribeof Benjamin, 
Gibecm with her suburbs, Gelwt with 
her suburbs, 

18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and 
Almon with her suburbs ; four cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of 
Aaron, the priests, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. 

20 1^ And the families of the chil- 
dren of Kohath, the Levites which 
remained of the children of Kohath, 
even they had the cities of their lot 
out of the tribe of Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them Shechem 
with her suburbs in moimt Ephraim, 
to be a city of refuge for the slayer ; 
and Gezer with hw suburbs, 

22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, 
and Beth-horon with her suburbs; 
four cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan> 
Eltekeh with her suburbs, Gibbethon 
with her suburbs, 

24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gath- 
rimmon with her suburbs ; four cities. 

25 And out of the half tribe of 
Manasseh, Taanach with her suburbs, 
and Gath-rimmon with her suburbs ; 
two cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the families of the chil- 
dren of Kohath that remained. 

27 IT And unto the children of 
Gershon, of the families of the Le- 
vites, out of the other half tribe of 
Manasseh they gave Golan in Bashan 
with her suburbs, to be a city of refuge 
for the slayer, and Beeshterah with 
her suburbs ; two cities. 

28 And out of the tribe of Issachar, 
Kishon with her suburbs, Dabareh 
with her suburbs, 

29 Jarmuth with her suburbs, En- 
gannim with her suburbs ; four cities. 

30 And out of the tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with 
her suburbs, 

31 Helkath with her suburbs, and 
Rehob with her suburbs ; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribe of Naphtaii^ 
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Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, to 
he a city of refuge for the slayer ; and 
Hammoth-dor with her suburbs, and 
Kartan with her suburbs ; thre^cities. 

33 All the cities of the Gershonites 
according to their families were thir- 
teen cities with their suburbs. 

34 If And unto the families of the 
children of Merari, the rest of the 
Levites, out of the tribe of Zebulun, 
Jokneam with her suburbs, and Kar- 
tah with her suburbs, 

35 Dimnah with her suburbs, Na- 
halal with her suburbs ; foiu cities. 

36 And out of the tribe of Reuben, 
Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahazah 
with her suburbs, 

37 Kedemoth with her suburbs, 
and Mephaath with her suburbs; 
four cities. 

38 And out of the tribe of Gad, 
Ramoth in Gilead with her suburbs, 
to be a city of refuge for the slayer ; 
and Mahanaim with her suburbs, 

39 Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer 
with her suburbs ; four cities in all. 

40 So all the cities for the children 
of Merari by their families, which 
were remaining of the families of 
the Levites, were by their lot twelve 
cities. 

41 All the cities of the Levites 
within the possession of the children 
of Israel were forty and eight cities 
with their suburbs. 

42 These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them : thus 
were all these cities. 

43 ^ And the Lord gave unto 
Israel all the land which he sware 
to give unto their fathers ; and they 
possessed it, and dwelt therein. 

44 And the Lord gave them rest 
round about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers: and there 
stood not a man of all their enemies 
before them ; the Lord delivered all 
their enemies into their hand. 

45 There failed not aught of any 
good thing which the Lord had spo- 
ken unto the house of Israel ; all came 
to pass. 
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CHAPTER XXII. 

1 JoBhiia dismisseth the two tribes and a half vfUh a 
hletsing. 10 They build an altar of testimony by Jor- 
dan, 11 The other tribes are offenaed thereat. 21 An 
explanation is given. 

THEN Joshua called the Reuben- 
ites, and the Gadites, and the 
half tribe of Manasseh, 

2 And said unto them. Ye have kept 
all that Moses the servant of the Lord 
commanded you, and have obeyed my 
voice in all that I conmianded you : 

3 Ye have not left your brethren 
these many days unto this day, but 
have kept the charge of the com- 
mandment of the Lord your Grod. 

4 And now the Lord your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, as he 
promised them : therefore now return 
ye, and get you unto your tents, and 
unto the land of your possession, 
which Moses the servant of the Lord 
gave you on the other side Jordan. 

5 But take diligent heed to do the 
commandment and the law, which 
Moses the servant of the Lord charged 
you, to love the Lord your God, and 
to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and to cleave 
unto him, and to serve him with all 
your heart and with all your soul. 

6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent 
them away : and they went unto their 
tents. 

7 IT Now to the one half of the tribe 
of Manasseh Moses had given posses- 
sion in Bashan : but unto the other half 
thereof gave Joshua among their breth- 
ren on this side Jordan westward. And 
when Joshua sent them away also un- 
to their tents, then he blessed them, 

8 And he spake unto them, saying. 
Return with much riches unto your 
tents, and with very much cattle, with 
silver, and with gold, and with brass, 
and with iron, and with very much 
raiment : divide the spoil of your ene- 
mies with your brethren. 

9 ^ And the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh returned, and de- 
parted from the children of Israel out 
of Shiloh, which is in the land of 
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Canaan, to go unto the country of 
Gilead, to the land of their posses- 
sion, whereof they were possessed, 
according to the word of the Lord by 
the hand of Moses. 

10 IT And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the 
land of Canaan, the children of Reu- 
ben and the children of Gad and the 
half tribe of Manasseh built there an 
altar by Jordan, a great altar to see to. 

11 i|[ And the children of Israel 
heard say. Behold, the children of 
Reuben and the children of Gad and 
the half tribe of Manasseh hare built 
an altar over against the land of Ca- 
naan, in the borders of Jordan, at the 
passage of the children of Israel. 

12 And when the children of Israel 
heard of it, the whole congregation 
of the children- of Israel gathered 
themselves together at Shiloh, to go 
up to war against them. 

13 And the children of Israel sent 
unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad,and to the half tribe 
of Manasseh, into the land of Gilead, 
Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, 

14 And with him ten princes, of 
each chief house a prince through- 
out all the tribes of Israel ; and each 
one toas a head of the house of their 
fathers among the thousands of Israel. 

16 % And they came unto the chil- 
dren of Reuben, and to the children 
of Gad, and to the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, unto the land of Gilead, and 
they spake with them, saying, 

16 Thus saith the whole congrega- 
tion of the Lord, AVhat trespass is 
this that ye have committed against 
the Gt)d of Israel, to turn away this 
day from following the Lord, in that 
ye have builded you an altar, that ye 
might rebel this day against the Lord? 

n Is the iniquity of Poor too little 
for us, from which we are not cleans- 
ed until this day, although there was a 
plague in the congregation of the Lord, 

18 But that ye must turn away this 
day from following the Lord ? and it 
will be, seeing ye rebel to day against 
19 



the Lord, that to morrow he will be 
wroth with the whole congregation 
of Israel. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of 
your possession be unclean, then pass 
ye over unto the land of the posses-, 
sion of the Lord, wherein the Lord's 
tabernacle dwelleth, and take posses- 
sion among us : but rebel not against 
the Lord, nor rebel against us, in build- 
ing you an altar besides the altar of 
the Lord our God. 

20 Did not Achan the son of Ze- 
rah commit a trespass in the accursed 
thing, and wrath fell on all the con- 
gregation of Israel? and that man per- 
ished not alone in his iniquity. 

21 If Then the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh answered, and said 
unto the heads of the thousands of 
Israel, 

22 The Lord God of gods, the 
Lord God of gods, he knoweth, and 
Israel he shall know ; if it be in re- 
bellion, or if in transgression against 
the Lord, (save us not this day,) 

23 That we have built us an altar 
to turn from following the Lord, or 
if to offer thereon burnt offering or 
meat offering, or if to offer peace offer- 
ings thereon, let the Lord himself re- 
quire it ; 

24 And if we have not rather done 
it for fear of this thing, saying. In time 
to come your children might speak 
unto our children, saying. What have 
ye to do with the Lord God of Isra-el ? 

25 For the Lord hath made Jordan 
a border between us and you, ye chil- 
dren of Reuben and children of Gad ; 
ye have no part in the Lord : so shall 
your children make our children cease 
from fearing the Lord. 

26 Therefore we said. Let us now 
prepare to build us an altar, not for 
burnt offering, nor for sacrifice : 

27 But that it may be a witness 
between us, and you, and our gene- 
rations after us, that we might do 
the service of the Lord before him 
with our burnt offerings, and with 
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our sacrifices, and with our peace 
offerings; that your children may not 
say to our children in time to come, 
Ye have no part in the Lord. 

28 Therefore said we, that it shall 
he, when they should so say to us or 
to our generations in time to come, 
that we may say again, Behold the 
pattern of the altar of the Lord, which 
our fathers made, not for hurnt offer- 
ings, nor for sacrifices ; hut it is a 
witness hetween us and you. 

29 God forhid that we should rehel 
against the Lord, and turn this day 
from following the Lord, to huild an 
altar for hurnt offerings, for meat offer- 
ings, or for sacrifices, hesides the altar 
of the Lord our God that is hefore his 
tahemacle. 

30 % And whenPhinehas the priest, 
and the princes of the congregation 
and heads of the thousands of Israel 
whioh were with him, heard the words 
that the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the children of 
Manasseh spake, it pleased them. 

3 1 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest said unto the children of 
Reuben, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the children of Manasseh, This 
day we perceive that the Lord is 
among us, because ye have not com- 
mitted this trespass against the Lord: 
now ye have delivered the children of 
Israel out of the hand of the Lord. 

32 IT And Phinehas the son of Elea- 
zar the priest, and the princes, re- 
turned from the children of Reuben, 
and from the children of Gad, out of 
the land of Gilead, unto the land of 
Canaan, to the children of Israel, and 
brought them word again. 

33 And the thing pleased the chil- 
dren of Israel ; and the children of 
Israel blessed God, and did not in- 
tend to go up against them in battle, 
to destroy the land wherein the chil- 
dren of Reuben and Gad dwelt. 

34 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad called the altar 
Ed : for it shall be a witness between 
us that the Lord is God. 
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CHAPTER XXIII. 

Joshua*$ exhortation to the ehUdren of Ifrael in, hk 
Mage. 

AND it came 'to pass, a long time 
. after that the Lord had given 
rest unto Israel from all their enemies 
round about, that Joshua waxed old 
and stricken in age. 

2 And Joshua called for all Israel, 
and for their elders, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers, and said unto them, I 
am old and stricken in age : 

3 And ye have seen all that the Lord 
your God hath done unto all these 
nations because of you \ for the Lord 
your God is he that hath fought for you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these nations that remain, to 
be an inheritance for your tribes, from 
Jordan, with all the .nations liiat I 
have cut off", even unto the great sea 
westward. 

5 And the Lord your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight ; and ye 
shall possess their land, as the Lord 
your God hath promised unto you. 

6 Be ye therefore very courageous 
to keep and to do all that is written 
in the book of the law of Moses, that 
ye tum not aside therefrom to the 
right hand or to the left ; 

7 That ye come not among th6se 
nations, these that remain among 
you ; neither make mention of the 
name of their gods, nor cause to 
swear by them, neither serve them, 
nor bow yourselves unto them : 

8 But cleave unto the Lord your 
God, as ye have done unto this day, 

9 For the Lord hath driven out from 
before you great nations and strong : 
but as for you, no man hath been able 
to stand before you unto this day. 

10 One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the Lord your God, 
he it is that fight^th for you, as he 
hath promised you. 

11 Take good heed therefore unto 
yourselves, that ye love the Lord 
your God. 
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12 Else, if ye do in any wise go 
back, and cleave unto the remnant 
of these nations, even these that re- 
main among you, and shall make 
marriages with them, and go in unto 
them, and they to you : 

13 Know for a certainty that the 
Lord your God will no more drive 
out any of these nations from before 
you; but they shall be snares and 
traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides;, and thorns in your eyes, until 
ye perish from off this good land which 
the Lord your God hath given you. 

14 And, behold, this day I am go- 
ing the way of all the earth : and ye 
know in all your hearts and in all 
your souls, that not one thing hath 
failed of all the good things which the 
Lord your God spake concerning you ; 
all are come to pass unto you, and 
not one thing hath failed thereof 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all good things are come up- 
on you, which the Lord your God 
promised you; so shall the Lord 
bring upon you all evil things, until 
he have destroyed you from off this 
good land whidi the Lord your God 
hath given you. 

16 When ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the Lord your God, which 
he commanded you, and have gone 
and served other gods, and bowed your- 
selves to them ; then shall the anger 
of the Lord be kindled against you, 
and ye shall perishquickly from off the 
good land which he hath given unto 
you. 

CHAPTER XXIV. , 

1 Jo$hua ataembleth the irihet at Bhechem. 2 A hritf 
hittory of Ood^$ henefiUfrom I'erah onward. 14 He 
reneweth the covenant between tft^em and God^ 26 and 
tetteth tip a stone as a wUneet thereof, 29 Joehua'e 
age^ deaths and bwrial, 82 JoeepKe bonee are buried. 
«68 Eleaxar tUeth. 

AND Joshua gathered all the tribes 
_ of Israel to Shechem, and called 
for the elders of Israel, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers; and they presented 
themselves before God. 

1 And Joshua said unto all the 
people, Thus saith the Lord God of 



Isra/cl, Your fathers dwelt on the 
other side of the flood in old time, even 
Terah, the father of Abraham, and 
the father of Nahor : and they served 
other gods. 

3 Auad I took your father Abraham 
from the other side of the flood, and 
led him throughout all the land of 
Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto Isaac Jacob and 
Esau : and I gave unto Esau mount 
Seir, to possess it ; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. 

5 I sent Moses also and Aarcm, and 
I plagued Egypt, according to that 
which I did among them : and after- 
ward I brought you out. 

6 And I brought your fathers out 
of Egypt : and ye came unto the sea ; 
and the Egyptians pursued after your 
fathers with chariots and horsemen 
unto the Red sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the 
Lord, he put darkness between you 
and the Egyptians, and brought the 
sea upon them, and covered them ; 
and your eyes have seen what I have 
done in Egjrpt : and ye dwelt in the 
wilderness a long season. 

8 And I brought you into the land 
of the Amorites, which dwelt on the 
other side Jordan ; and they fought 
with you : and I gave them into your 
hand, thatye might possess their land ; 
and I destroyed them from before you. 

9 Then Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab, arose and warred 
against Israel, and sent and called 
Balaam the son of Beor to curse you : 

1 But I would not hearken untcriBa- 
laam ; therefore he blessed you still : 
so I delivered you out of his hand. 

11 And ye went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho : and the men of 
Jericho fought against you, the Am- 
orites, and the Perizzrtes, and the 
Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Girgashites, the Hivites, and the Jeb- 
usites ; and I delivered them into your 
hand. 

12 And I sent the hornet before 
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you, which draye them out from be* 
fore you, even the two kings of the 
Amorites; it^^ not with thy sword, 
nor with thy bow. 

13 And I have given you a land for 
which ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and olive- 
yards which ye planted not do ye eat. 

14 ^ Now therefore fear the Lord, 
and serve him in sincerity and in 
truth ; and put away the gods which 
your fathers served on the other side 
of the flood, and in Egypt ; and serve 
ye the Lord. 

15 And if it seem evil xmto you to 
serve the Lord, choose you this day 
whom ye will serve ; whether the 
gods which your fathers served that 
were on the other side of the flood, 
or the gods of the Amorites, in whose 
land ye dwell : but as for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord. 

16 And the people answered and 
said, God forbid that we should for- 
sake the Lord, to serve other gods ; 

17 For the Lord our God, he it is 
that brought us up and our fathers 
out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage, and which did 
those great signs in our sight, and 
preserved us in all the way wherein 
we went, and among all the people 
through whom we passed : 

18 And the Lord drave out from 
before us all the people, even the 
Amorites which dwelt in the land : 
therefore will we also serve the Lord ; 
for he is our God. 

19 .And Joshua said unto the peo- 
ple,' Ye cannot serve the Lord : for 
he ts a holy God ; he is a jealous 
God ; he wUl not forgive your trans- 
gressions nor your sins. 

20 If ye forsake the Lord, and 
serve strange gods, then he will turn 
and do you hurt, and consume you, 
after that he hath done you good. 

2 1 And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay ; but we will serve the Lord. 

22 And Joshua said unto the peo- 
plO) Te are witnesses against your- 
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selves that ye have chosen you the 
Lord, to serve him. And they said, 
We are witnesses. 

23 Now therefore put away, said 
hey the strange gods which are among 
you, and incline your heart unto the 
Lord God of Israel. 

24 And the people said unto Joshua, 
The Lord our God will we serve, and 
his voice will we obey. 

25 So Joshua made a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them a 
statute and an ordinance in Shechem, 

26 IT And Joshua wrote these words 
in the book of the law of Gtxl, and 
took a great stone, and set it up there 
under an oak, that was by the sanc- 
tuary of the Lord. 

27 And Joshua said unto all the 
people. Behold, this stone shall be a 
witness unto us ; for it hath heard all 
the words of the Lord which he spake 
unto us : it shall be therefore a wit- 
ness unto you, lest ye deny your Gt)d. 

28 So Joshua let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance. 

29 ^ And it came to pass after these 
things, that Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the Ldrd, died, being 
a hundred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the bor- 
der of his inheritance in Timnath- 
serah, which is in mount Ephraim, 
on the north side of the hill of Gaash. 

31 And Israel served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that overlived Joshua, 
and which had known all the works of 
the Lord, that he had done for Israel, 

32 It And the bones of Joseph, 
which the children of Israel brought 
up out of Egypt, buried they in She- 
chem, in a parcel of ground which 
Jacob bought of the sons of Ham#r 
the father of Shechem for a hundred 
pieces of silver ; and it became the in- 
heritance of the children of Joseph. 

33 And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
died ; and they buried him in a hi)l 
that pertained to Fhinehas his s<?n, 
which was given him in mount 
Ephraim. 
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
